This enth c 
regioEi, ahont 600 miles long and 300 broad, prt:sonts an 
aspect nearly iitBiilar to the most dreary tracts of Arabia 
an<l Africa* Its surihcc, scarcely raised above the sea, is 
covered with saline iDerustations and niarine exuviae, and 
lioncty bears every appearawee of having been at one time 
a porthm of theocean-bedj wliich tiie watci‘sh^ve deserted. 
Accordmg to the observations of Mr ]£l]diiiistonc, who 
cros^sed it in his way io Cabul, the eastern division consists 
of sand often rWmg into liilts of Burprising height^ fuid 
so loose tliat, wlmn the horses ^piitted the path hard¬ 

ened by beating, they sunk above the knee. Oyer this 
wilderness, however, is aeattered some coaifse grass, with 
shmteH^i and prkkl^^ shrubs ; while, in tlie midst of the 
sand, , there gro w large water-melona, ulfording .the most 
delicious refreshment fo tho thirsty traveller. At wide 
iotervab are found villages, or xathcr clusters of iniid 
hufo, rumid which lire reaml crops of coarsD grain mid 
pulse, whpso stalks, like shrubs, stand distinctly ^lepa- 
rate from each other. Yet a considciablo population 
must be gpilnkJed this immexisa desert, since Bika- 
naer, in its centre, pments, though ox: a small scale, 
the inspect of a. thty adorned with palaces, temples, 
and other spacious cdinccs* Wcstward of that tovvtt tJie 
iK>il Ligenerally a hard day, variognted only by inoand'; 
of sand. Pooguh a village of straw huts defended by a 
rtunous mud fort, encompassed wiih naked lulls and 
amid a aea of sand without a trace of Tegctatioji^ ap- 
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]>en.rt.'cl a 'ipol bo dekririte that it KCemed astonisliing how ciiaf I. 
uiiV luiiviari beings eouhl iiialc6 it tlieh' abode. On the 
more smootii and ievel poi-tions of this dreary tract the 
traveiier is tantalized by the phenomenon of wiiraye, Tt's mlrtiKo; 
producing before him tim appearance of iBimense l^cs 
tliat even reflect the •r.nToiiadicg ohjects; and tlm ilht- 
siori contimK.-i till he has ahno'et toneJied the watery 
semblance, and hnda it to consist of the saino arid soil as 
titc rest of the deseit. 

Noj.thward of this great plain, ainl along its 
extent, towcfs the s\ibUme mouutahi-regioii of the Him- *' ® 
iiialch, ascending grcduidly till it terminates iir a long 

range of suTiunits wrapped in pOrpctiial snow. According 

to Mr Calder, thero nuiy be traced, for the space of 1000 
ndlcfi, 3 continuous line 21,000 feet above the sea, from 
which, as n base, detached peaks ascend to the additional 
helglit of 5000 dr 6000 feet. The inhabitant of the burn- 
ing plains contemplates, not without vTonder, this long 
army of white- pinnacles forming the boundaiy of the 
distant horizon. In this progTesSivo ascent nature as¬ 
sumes a continual Ij- chnnging aspect; end hence it will 
lai iiccesflfVry to view in sucoesaion the cUffecent stagea 
thrdugli which she passes. 

The Hiiiiniah-h range, where it touches on the ehani- lunT 
paign country, is almost every where, girt with a peeu- 
liar belt o.r border, called the Tarry&iii. Tliis terra is 
applied to a plain about twenty inilca broad, upon which 
the waters from the higher regions are poured dovra in 
such profuaioh tliat the river-beds are unable to conlmn 
them, 'rbey accordiBgly overfldv/, and convert the 
ground into a species of swamp, which, acted on by the 
hUndng rays of a tropical arm, throws >ip an excessively 
raiik'V'cgetiitioR, whereby the earth ir, choked rather than 
covered. The soil is concealed beneath a mass of dark 
and dismal folitigc, while long grtvss and prickly shrubs 
shoot up so densely and so close its to form nu almost 
itupenetnible' barrier. It is still more awfully guarded 
by the pcHtllential vapours exJiaJing h'Otn those dark re- 
cesa's, which nutbe it at certain mmm a region of death.

But though the herbacecuia plants,ai-e able to mount 
thus high, it is otherwiae . with trees, exposed to eyeiy 
vicissitmle of the seasons. The palpis aiid other Indian 
.species ate at^cn no longer, and tlio ibiiage appears ex¬ 
clusively European. 

The third .and moat elevated belt reaches from the Ttiirn tfiit 
border of the lattot to the summit of thoHinimiileh. The 
climate hero is that of the more northern part of Europe 
and Ainovioa, tejininiitrng in the pergetiail snows of the 
■avetic wpvM. Theae, even in the, lower tUatrictii, do not 
.Tnefi, till .May or Ju no, wdicu the extreme cold of wmter 
is suddenly auccecdcd ■ by the, most interne heat, The 
rays of the sun, indeed, beat,hefcply and painfully, 
even whoit the aintosphere is so little affected by them 
tlmt the thermometer stiunds many degrees below .the 
h'eczing point; and hence the. tra,v cl 1 e r is acoroheii uinidst 
(itiiiost unbearable! cold,-*-c>:iremea winch always proYt;- 
dhtrossiiig mid, soinetimes fatal. The, ten-itury ealiod Shot tarrf.- 
Bhot, eojistituting the most elevated portion, has the 
severity of the climate aggravated by its rocky surface, 
so that not above a Rixteenth part, of it Is bt for eulfci- 
. vation; yet, evun here, under; cheumstauccs not at all' 
favoumbie, vegetation displays: a luxUriiuice which could 
little be .fcxjiectcd at so gi'cat a height, , Buckwheat and 
■ba,rloyai & generally raised with success. At 12,000 feet, 

Captain Wobb saw the hiiesfc, gi'atn, and at 11,000, he 
obaejv'ed forests of oak, and beds ef sti'awhcrides and 
currants in full Mo.ssom. The pasturage, in coiv-uatueneo 
. probably of c(»pioti8 moiSttiure, coinbiivcd with the power 
of the sun’s rays, grows wirh tx buxuriance ahuoat im- 
.epuidled. The nativesyprope to .cxa.ggeration, a&sert it 
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to l)c ineshaustible, bo tint wbai^iver has been 'ci'opt 
■ dimn^ the day is restored in the tylowing /light. A' 
pj-oduetiro held, however, 13 peenaioimlly miued, by the 
flciacent of glheioiy, or beds of snow, Avliich do not rnolt 
for aoveral years. It'is allegod, indeed, by this ihlfabi- 
tants, that there is n gnitlual lowering of the i'rozeJi lino,- 
and that the snow oovers woods and hoids wMoh v'erc; 
oitoe entirely from it. 

Notwitliatiindirig the shattered and rooh'y aspect'of 
those precipices, they are yet covered with vast massed of 
hanging vrood. Ajnidst the wilds, mil and majestic 
foye49 ^vf pine, iardh, spruce, and silver fir, somptimea 
even/if eyprosa and cedar, grow, tloerish^ aiid deegyg 
for thcro are no looima of convi^yiiig the timber to any 
E^jot where it might he siilwi^vknt to hmnrin Use or 
ornament. With ;theso trees aToiutornimgled nuineroifa 
hnslit's loaded with dhe fruits which form tlic Insurfy of 
the niiidhem regions'of Eui-ope'^ gooseberry, raspberry, 
fetra wherry, all nnhnow-u to ths plains below. In shelter- 
fid spots, the wild rose, the lily of the valley-, cowslip^ 
dandelion, inid various other dowers, are.aeon bursting 
th cough the green carpet. Tlie trees and roclm in the 
higher districhi tun richly clothed with moss and Jichon, 
the vegetation of the conntriea bordering on the arctic' 
circle; a specimen of t.ho latter has even been ohsoiTci .1 
ix'Semhling that which ftoiirishcs in Iceland, and which 
is imported for modtoinal purposes 'under tha I'laihe of 
Icolaimi moss. 

Aftei-pasaiug the crest of the Hitnmaleh, and deKcerwl - 
ing the northern hide, quite a ditlCrent iscptiC <ipeus to 
the view. The ].ieriodi<:al rains, wiiieh plentifully wator ;dl 
tlia opposite iflco, cannot puss tlvit trt/mendoue baTricr. 
Snow also falls in much smaller quantity, and is 'more 
Ciisily meUed. 'I'he Kinie Inxnriant' vovdui-e /md vege¬ 
tation no longer Clothe thoiie reniote heights, which 
are descrilied by Jacquetuimt as aticp and naked, ro- 
■vered witli ah rubs, 'parched graas, and deb'i'ia washed 
dov.Ti by the wntefe. Yet It la rcTfiarkablo that a niiid

Yet tltd 
lowrjr grounds are wooded; and along the river are 
some narrow vales, rising iuto^alopos covered with eulti* 
vation and vevdarOj which diversify even its M ildest 
‘ SociK's with » nuxtim*! of softness and eleg^cef The 
DonkR of the Bagiruttee, a hTOader stream, which has 
worn a ethl deeper bed thvo-ngh the, luonntam-strata, 
(i.re, beyond all others reptilsiye, aud, egnally destitute df 
bcjutty arid life. These ^litury steeps,,too, <ire only acan.- 
tily clothed with tho'folfe.ge of the scunbrefir; the cliffs, 
shattered and flplintered, arc not; even imted with ihosa 
or lichen,' but, beftiihg the dusky, colours of their no* 
tund fractitrc, sho.b'fc ’ap oh'every side into pinnaedes of 
ainanng height.. 

ButjnbtvVithsbEiading the glooihy aspect of t hee'e inouh^ 
taSn-aeCnes, there' al^. a few plrtpt;9 iu which thby open ou t 
into smiling plaiuo ofconsidemble extent. The yallcya 
of Nepaul, indeed, iK-ifiidoS ' being very narrou', belong 
rather to the region of the lower hills. OjUsiderably 
lugher is found the Rama or tlio Happy Valleiy 
whOrc littld emmehces, villages, and'richly cultivated 
fieblsi, combine to form a delighthd ecffne. Tho most 
exteiisi'vo opening how’-evor take's place at its Western 
e.xtreTiiity, -vhefe these great ridges mclose'the little 
kingdom of Caalmierc, which, beyond any other' spot on 
(anih, seems to merit the appellation of a terrestrial 
, pu-julite. Niunei-oua r-i^nilets flowing' down the moini- 
titii’.-sides diffuse verdure jind bounty' over the hills and 
voles, and m the plai ts oxpaud into an exleusive 
litke, ptoiPij,ge]y adorned 'with all the. pomp of art and 
nature. The Mogul sovereigna had creOtod on the 
banks of this sheet of witter g^V'palaces and pavilions,

might conclude that the Jews had arrived at any tnow- laci’ea 
led^‘ -of India. The Great River (Euphintes), and tho 
tAvritoi^'' immediately beyond it, appeared to them the 
most remote objetsts* to the eastward, and are described 
under the appellotioh of the ^‘^ends of the'" earth.’* Yet 
•those writinj^ inake a direct'allusion to the extensive 
caravan routes, formed at an eindy period for conveying 
the mftnnJheturea of that opulent region into the king- 
doms ef the West. Wc ’cannot hesitate to holieve, with 
X>r\^mceBt; that the cmbToidered work, and chests of rich 
apparel bound with cords, i/ientioned by'Eaekiel (.'nevii. 

3S) tts brought frojn Haran, Canneh, and ethei’ towns 
on the Enplmites, were not produced by the. ingennity 
of the natkm.'i on that river, but drawn .from, the more 
distant countries of ISastcrn Asia. We have little doiitt 
also,' that tlie trade across Arabitv, by way of Dedan and 
Idumea, and of wliich ** preciony cloths” are inentioneff 
as .tiu5 staple, was on'Rrdmn tTade. ■ . 

■ Bfiochus, in the eLiE.'iic mytliology, is naitied as 'the cusiio nty., 
conqueror ofdndittj' but this tradition, though probably 
not destitute df some foimdotion, ia so enveloped in fable 
that wo can affeich to it little historical importance. 

Wlmther that ^country Wits at oil fririnded in the wide 
career of invorion, rather that i of conquest, pursued by 
Sesoatfis, aeeniB extremely doubtful; though some light 
mnyperhaf® be tliro wniipon the subject by the researches 
now m progtesB for tlte mterprotaiioii of Egyptian hiero¬ 
glyphics. 

'Theuext axpeii.itiois into the East, which isdeserihed in 
inore oTOple dettiii, was that aceompHshed by Seiniratoiy, 
the celebrntad queen of Assyria. Although the know¬ 
ledge po38e.ssed by the Greeks respecting the early A^iiitic 
empires is exceedingly imperfect, yet the great feiviiV of 
this enterprito, and'the various' ^ape» in 'vhich 'it has 
been reported, leave Jrtlle room to doubt that it was 
actually 'iindertiiken. In the absence of a ’.latrative' on 
which a fuller dependence tuight be placed, recourse must 
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bfi had to the account given I)y Diodorus. Tlio Assj-nan 
quoen, it is wiid, having exteuded her dominion widely 
over Western Asia, till even Baotria was eoiiiprohended 
within it, and having hoen infonned that India wa.s the 
most populous, the most, wealthy, and the moat htjautifuT 
of kingdoms, determined to employ, all the resources oi 
her empire in attcriiptiiig. its conquest. Only two cir¬ 
cumstances made this great ei'cploit appeur irapraeticidde. 
One ’.vas the hroad eud mpid stieam of the Ijidus, with the 
entire want of vessels fitted for itspasaago; the other was 
the, strength and formidable character of fclie war-ele- 
phauta, the very iwpect of which .struck terror into troops 
ui«iccu3tpm(3d:to their presence. To supply these defi¬ 
ciencies, the quccii engaged naval arcMteota from I'he- 
nicia, Cyprus, and otlier mgritinte districts; anti, as pro¬ 
per materitiis.were no,t to bo found on the hanks of tite 
river, alie eaiiBed. vessole suited to its uavigatiou to he 
eonstruoted. ot , Baetra,., and , conveyed tlmnce overland, 
for eiipplyhig the want, of elephants a still more sin- 
gnhtr plan was doviBi.3d. Three hundred thousand oxen 
were slain, and thoir liides fonned Jnt*> tlie shape of the 
huge animald to he rcjjrei^nted, within whdeh camels 
and men wore introdmsed.iis the moving power. Mter 
three years spent hi these exti'aordinary jircparations, 
she stmt forward herairnies, which some writers describe 
as.amounting to several millions of comhatanta phut the 
narrative of , Ctcsias> itself much exiiggevated, estimates 
them at throe .hundred thousand foot, five hundred 
thou3(,ind hofso, while two thousand boats and the mock- 
clephants were conveyed on the hacks of. cornels, Sta- 
brohates, the Indian king, avae ready to meet them .on 
the eosterti hank, wifh four thousand boats . framed out 
of the reeds (cimes) which grew in ahiitidsnce on its 
niarshy hoKlers, At the same tijne he coUeided, from the 
vaiious dintr lets of India, ana rray even greater tlian that 
of Semiramis, supported %- anumerous body of elephants. 
The two powers first encountered each otlrer in the 
river-stream, where tlio queen gained a decidedadvaufoge, 
sinking many of the enemy’s bfirka, and obtaining posses- 
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sion of Loth shores. She thfin, Constnjcted a spacious ch ap, ii 
hridge* by M'lhch the vrhole army paaserlj and advatKied 
jigahn^t her adreTsaries. In ftoiit the pretended elephants, thetndns, 
ranged iq' order of bfittlop soine#)ia'fc: surpirisod and ap¬ 
palled the, native troops; hxJt SMhrohates, hhvj'hg learned 
by means ofdeeerters the real eompositioa of these ficti¬ 
tious quadrupeds, prepared without apprcdiehsiou tfi 
encounter them. As lotig as' tiir''.coht 0 st- was cojjfned 
to the caYidry, victory, inelEned to,’the hide of^ -Assy rio ; 
bqt (IS soon us the real and mighty w'dr-olephaats, on the 
most, powerful of which tho' Icmg hiruself wua momited, 

.rushed to the attackj, the artificial semblances opposed to 
them, wholly unablo. to;- suatain tho ^ shoc'fe, were soon 
reaolved into their eonsUfcnent eleinynts,, who fled m dis¬ 
may, and, bemg pursued, were many M them trampfe^^^ 

under .ftiot. ITie whole' army Wai! ; Completely ' muted, Roiit f/f tiia 
and Semiramis brought 'bock sf^rbely a third of her 
host.; some authors e\:(ji.tii(Jwintaiii thiit ahclicrself perislicd 
in the expedition. At all events,, tho. conquest of India 
hove: boon 'agiiin attempted by any of tho 

Assynan or Bfibylonian mohoii! 5 h.v 

Darius, 'the Persian, is nni.'itioned as. the next who tnvastei ,di 
undertook to explore and m conquer tJnat vast-country. ' 
ffaving reached the Indus, ■ he, detemiined to trace its 

course till it ehould fair into the ocean. Jn this im- 
poi-tant service he employed Seyhrx'the Cftiyandean, 
tlm most distiugnished naval comitjandcT of that early 
fqje, who sailed doivn the' strwun, and, after a nav igathur’ 
of two years and a lialf, atTived in Egypt,—a most ex¬ 
tensive, and at tlmt period most al'duous voyage, oi 
w hieh,, unfort iinatelj^, no dt tailed liccoutii has been pre- 
smTcd, q.'he hiatorutn then simply’ Ijilhrma ns, that 

Darina subdued the Indians'and it appears that he 
drew from 'their countiy a mo.re ample tribute than from 
any other province o,f his wide dominions,(—paid too in 
gold, tho most yaluable o.f c<jnnnodities. Ifct the de- 
eciiptum of Herodotus, hrief and indistinct (la lt is,'shows 
tliat the poiver of th e conqueror extended' over only a very ■ 
small po.rt4on of India.

The dithcstl- 
titis of the invading airray were increased by the rainy 
season, wlrieh had swelled'thtv riv-er to a height that 
iiictde it .unpoagible for tiio soldiers to foi'd it. Alexander 
however displayed his germmlahip by taking ndvautago 
of a wooded island at scanc distance behnv; to which, 
while .making a ,feigned attempt in another quarter, he 
transported tha flower of h,i.s phalanx as well as the best 
of his cavalry. Tltese, having eaaQy defeated tlie stntdl 
force whiah hastened to oppose tiieir landing, were sotni 
drcywii.np in order of. bittie. Poms ivitbout delay at¬ 
tacked the. atrangers ; and hb defett^diijs'noble bearing 
by captivity, and the generous troatnient bestowed upon 
him, are V'cll-known a venta in.,tlie history of the Gi'ecia.n 
prince. ' , 

■ Alexander Jiaving overcome this foi'midal.do enemy,, 
pressed onw'ard, and soon arrived on tho hnnks df the 
llyphasis, the niodcnt Sntiodgo, and the iiCist of that 
Bcxa's of rivers which wa'.cr the Pniyaub. But hciis 
. Ills pc;ogre&s w'iis arrested by tho celebrated mutiny, 
which seems ,-t.o have originated in the opinion of his 
foiiowcrH, iroin the highest to the low'cst, that no 
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farther adranee could ho made with afit^antagc or ojifety. 
The exteimvo desert "n-hich ■ it'-vra? neeeaaary to ‘pass, 
joined to the great'm^nitnde ajid popntousjitto of the 
eaatern legior^ renikred the attempt at invasion most 
hasMirdous, and precluded almost every ho pe of being able 
to proj-iji've any conquests which the;/might 'make ia 30 
remote a quaider. Their leader was 'the refoto obliged 
to set ljOUT^ii8 t,i> hisvvaijt amhitioilj and to Tesigu the 
■fondly cherished hope of reaching the Ganges, and the 
supposed ext remity of the world. 

• It heho:ve(i Alexander to commence the di-sa^’oeablc 
task of returning towards Assyrio; hut he resolved at 
least hf vary his i-onte, and thereby to extend his actpihiht- 
ance with. the country which he had overmn. Among 
.his other great ijiialities he Vras animated with .m ardent 
thirst for kno wledge, and particularly for geographical 
discovery, Iir Tctrfleiti^v hig tteps towairis Babvlon, 
ther^ore, which he made Iris A.siatio capitali it appeared 
to hiui that he might have an opportunity of deterinining 
the course of the Indus and the soulhem‘Ihnife of Asia. 
He W;aH. encouraged by . on idea, and ovciri 'belief, Which 
to us it.appeasfs astouiaiiing hc could even for & moment 
'we cherished, that the Indus and the Nile were the 
same river. But we must not, frojn'the full light we 
now enjoy, denounce too aeverOly the imperfect steps by 
which the ancients groped their wny in that twilight of 
eoience. Tlio voy<rge of Styiax being pmriiably tbrgottra 
or doubted, and tho shores of Asia as'well as thesituaiion 
of the ATablan and Persian Gulfa contiunu!ig still very 
imperfectly known, tile inijigined circuit uniting the two 
rivem might appear'by no means possible. 

Having fomed this resolution, ho proceeded to execute 
it with hia'chiinKitoristic activity. Having fohnd on tlio 
banks of t.,,0 Hydaspes an ample store of exconoat tim¬ 
ber, he .enijiloyed the Pliemclans and other maritime 
people belonging to his army to cohstmet mit of it a 
fleet ef more th;m. two thousand vessels, of which eighty 
hfld three hanks of oai's. He put some of his troops on 
board, while strong dethclunentfi encamped on olthTT 
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6w3e-of the ^streaiD. After BoJeuin sacnfiecs, x'elfihrated 
]>oth'i,R the GreeiiiiiatidZiidian iiUHinoi% this>great anjijt- 
jneiit heraa iis^- Jiiovenraejitf 1’lie vm'Jed and impoaiag 
sp8et(u;Je,~'th^ elio iiting of tlie trooj^a,—the hrandiafting 
of eo many tlioosand oars, as tho fJptilla dropped idowii 
the inaj«stic river,—stniefe with odmiratio.n ^*en. the 
riatives, who watched its progi-cjss to a considei’ahle iJis- 
tfmoe. Sonic time was- spen t. in (itlMlsiageertain .fitroug 
phr/joe of tlie jVtftlli (people of Mciiltan), who are a^ieused 
by the Greelc Itistorians of ft hostile disposition, although 
their whole, oondnet seerasi to have hem strictly de¬ 
fensive,; and Alexaiidor appears to have nislilysttcrifieed 
many of; his soldiers, and even endangered liM own 
lifcj in making conquests which ae conW.Jiev.er. hope to 
rotoin. ,After, tlic voyage tlo.wn,tl'io Indus, which from 
various causes was protmested to nine montlis, #he found, 
■enclosed by the.branches of that river, the large imu’Ifir 
tonriho'y of Pattaiu, On .hia approach the ioliabitants 
fled, and allowed him to oconpy their .capital witiiput 
Tfsisttinee, Farther .down, the etreain divided it<iclf into 
two spacious .channels.; jn descending-one ■£)£ which his 
foilowera-wBre m.uch surprised fmd alarmed, when the 
water, suddenly receding, Icft.a. great -part of tlie ships 
on dryland. Next day it rose iigaiu and fioated the 
vessels; and hence it was soon perceived tJvat these ah 
ternations were occasioned by t|li« tide, and that the In- 
dtiB, once supposi'd^ to reach-the plain of Egypt, was 
already approaching its, tenninatioa. d'he king then 
put a stoji to the-.progress of the nntin ilnot, and sailed 
down with a few-vessele to the raouth -tif the river, where 
he .beheld, ^neading before him, iishvr as the -eye could 
reach,'the rnagnidcout .expanse of the iocesn. Exulting 
to have tin w, as he conceived, reached one of-the grand 
boundaries of the earth, ho formed the aden of turning 
his discovery to the advanfoge -of. science, md, perhaps of 
eomineroe. -He pi’opOfied to employ a sipall pquadron in 
surveying the coast, from this point to (die entrance of 
the.EripismieB, where tnc expedition might Join the ariiy 
.which he-was now preparing to lead back to Babylon. 
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Tho enterprise, lid-^%'ever, appeared sw very liaaafdb-ui* chap n. 
tiiitt none of tlie naval eMofa were wilto^ to undertake 
it except Neai’ciWift, the iTJOst dktingnifiUed of their num'- 
ber Bud admiral of the Meet. Alexander hesitated- much 
before he would eonsont K- expose ao precious a life t hat 
tinding ,that nc other would volunteer be at lenjith 
yielded bis conclirrenoe. - ' ' >■' 

Ncatehus accordingly performed hte cfilebrfited. voy- yo 7 aj;«of 
age along the coast ; during which lie suffered very 
severely, obieiiy IVom the grt^t scarcity of provisions, as 
a largo extent of the land was completely desert, and 
the teat inhabited by rude tribes ftoiu whom jvo sup*- 
plies could he obtained except by violence. At lengtli 
he entered the Pcraiau Gulf, where liw found a iertilo 
and friendly sbore^ in which all the. W'ants of the fleet 
wore- supplied, and where bis crews sofm PHcruitod their 
strength. Here, with gi‘eat joy, he learned that tho Hissuoctsa, 
Orcckti camp was pitche^i ut the distance of only a few 
days’ joumey in the interior. He accordingly set out 
with flve of his oiftcets, who received the ino^ hearty 
congratulations from their sovereign and oountrymon, 
who by that time hmialmost resigned every hojio of their 
return. Alexander hiniself, in marciung through Ge-- Suffc riai^ of 
drosia,,the modem Mokran and 13elooohjstan, saw hia , 

array exposed to m&#;rie8 and dangers,-greatw, if possible, 
than the witiors hiifl encoimtered. Theirroutf lay tlirottgh 
immenae deserts of moving sand, exactly corresponding 
to the description recently given hy Mr Pottingcr, 
riaiiig into steep hUlocks, into which the feet auak m. in 
iniro or in the eea. Water occurred only at long iuter- 
V uls, when they reached the banks of rapid streams j and 
60 eager were the men to quench their tlilrst, that some 
of them plunged into the current i.ind lost their lives. 

Indeed, of Bll' the.TEtsh enterprises wlvkh have been laid 
to the chaige of that conqueror, this march v aa parhajia 
the most foolhfwdy. However, by that t:ne'tg;y which 
he always disqjlayed in the hour of danger, and by shar¬ 
ing the toilw and privations of tlie TOeancst soldier, he at 
length condacted hia armyto the capita! of Gedrosia,

HSstorto The biographers of Alexander, iuid other writers nsing 
Stsandn-’e fheiv materials, have transmitted' a pretty full account 
iiiOnwiSiei' of 'the state in which ho found India; and their narm- 
tives, in the absence of native records, still possess a great 
degree of historical value. The result, brought out stilt 
more fully tboh in the Persian aiinals collected by He¬ 
rodotus iuid Ctcsius, appears to he, that thi,9 region was 
as populous and as highly cultivated at a very remote 
age as in the present, and that it exhibited maimcrf'mid 
customs ahnost precisely similar. That charaeteriRtic 
institvition, the division. iah> castes, according to wliich, 
dignities mid employments arc transmitted from father 
to son by hcreditarj’' succe.si!ibn, was already estahllshed. 
].i‘arn)!)i?u7id The same may be said of the pre-eminence dnjoyed 
among these orders by the priesthood, who were under- 
stiiorV 'to inherit all the learning and plulosophy of the 
Etistem world. The prince tind BcverijI of liis officers, 
imbued W'ith Grecian Hterntui'e and curibaity, felt an un-* 
usual interest reivpecting the doctrhies of these oriental 
sages. Tlie self-denial and studw'd austerity, which had 
astonish led thcni in Diogenes and othere df the Gynio 
school, were carried here to a much moro nniuitural and 
extnivagant pitch. The men whom Iiidm held in vc.ue- 
ration were'seen withholding from themselves all the 
enjojunents and comfoi'ts of life, subjecting their persons 
to the most unlieard-of lortures tmd penancea, lying na¬ 
ked, in the woods and fields, exposed to the hum mg ray a 
of the SOB. 'ITie Macedonian chief docs not seem to have 
heeii hintsolf. inciined to enter into conversation with 
the,sc uncouth sophisN ; but he ncnt Onesicritus to endc;i- 
vour to obtfiin some Idda of their principles. This envoy 
w«9 accordingly guided to a solitary spot, about two miles 
from the city, where n group oi’ fifteen^ braving the noon¬ 
day heat, had plftrod themselves in the most panifnt and 
fantastic attitudes, l.'ho Gn'ek accosted them, and mode 
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knoM'u the object of hi» Tijiit, iwhen ono of t heir ay itiher, CH^ It 
named Calanus, observed, .that it little hecmne, thentto 
reveal-the mysterica of-philosophy to one (irrayed

•shouM tlirovr hiiaself naked on the same sfcmeB wliere 
they lay oxtcuded., As Ouoaita-itus seemed to panse, 

Mtttidanis, another of the Xnaian groap, ooiidemned this 
luiTsh reply, ;ti\ th^; rc’preBctitativc of a .sovereign and 
eomiueror who, dose.rYcd, praise for ;such enlightened cu- 
rir^sity ; and then through the mctlinm^of an intei^ireter, 
he. gay;e a su-n'uoa^ of. flic tmiets held by hia fraternity, 
and inquired; if they here any. rescmhlance to the doc¬ 
trines professed in Greece, (hresieritns.assuted hhn that Eyst^Ti aini 
Pythagoras, Socrates, and .ahoye all Diogenes, enter- 
hdiied opi.iiions very similar, Mandiuds Emitted this 
to bo in 90 far satiefindory, y$t conceive<l that no one 
who wore clothes, or mingled in hiunan society could 
attain to that inysterioms height of 'vvjsdoin which ,dis- 
tingnished the Indian phiiotj^)!*!!?^. The conversation , 
continued till .evening, whew the learned men rose and 
accompanied their;, new companion . to tho city. It then 
appeared that this ostentatioua sclf^lenial was .fe.r from.

SeleiK'-ua, tlio geiienil who, on the partition' of the 
Macedonian emph'O, obtained Syria for his share, claimed 
as its appendage all tho vast regions of tlio East, He 
undeidook an expetlition see are, or more proiterly to 
regain, thog«T tlistant possesoionsi, wiiichy after AleJctinder's 
retreat, Iiad pi'ob8.hly shakeu oft'entirely the slight yoke 
imposed upon thcitiii The very imperfect accounts of 
this enterprise represeitt it as having lieen successful, 
tiiough thi; invudoT hrid to encounter tlie force of tsandra- 
cofctuB (Chadrogupta), who Iiad already eetabliahed on the 
banks of the Gmiges a Bovemgiity embracing almost 
the whole of Iirdia.

Bac* 
tria was erected into an iiidependeiit stete, which, during 
several ages, ^^oema to have been hoth imwcritrt axid 
enlightened: andiits dmnmion appears to have extend¬ 
ed even over parts of India that hod not been reached 
hy the amj'i of Darius and Alexander* According to 
the conclusions of Bayer, H was founded in 256 b.ov 
by .Theodotus, who threw oif the Syrian yoke, and was 
crushed m 125 b,c* by na irmptiqn of a Scythian or 
Getic ucvtion from the north; but this lost date is by some 
esteenied doubt&h No pari of ancient histo]^ has bean 
involved in deeper obscurity, on which, however, some* 
rays of light have reoootiy been thrown by a learned 
cxamiijatloB of com!^ and medals. . 

Major Tod, nu thox of the valuable history of llajas- 
ten, wae the fix-st who drew attention to the number of 
such reUc.?, with insoript3on& wholly or partially Greek, 
which lire battered through, the westcru pravinccs. 
They are found in tho tope^ or ecpulchral. tumuli wbicli 
mark the ^ite of decayed to^vns; and their ^profusion ii 
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such as to prove hotK the ancient wealth of the country n, 

and tha custom of burying treasare, The brat great Dlgco^•fc^le9 
cot^ery was at Manikyala, a city in the Pimjaub, erectea . 

upon ruins which appear to ha've belonged to the ctvpitftl 
of a hingdoTO and the chief seat of the-) national, religion. 

A very spacious tope liad been ohs^erved hare by Mr 
Elpiiiiistone ; mid General Tentum, when encamped in 
the neighbourhood, Biicoefcde<i in perietratiiig its reticSi^Si, 
where he discovered a great varit ty of interesting coins. 

Another was opened by M. A. Court with still more iiU" 
portant results,'WiMtward of the Indus; and at Pesliawer 
and Jeilalalmd m Afghanistan, M. Jlbnigberger made ^ 
similar diecoverics. About twenty-five mik'S from Cahul, 

M. Masson CMidoyed.with bucoc® the remains of a large 
trtwnjcalied by thenatives Beghmm, wliich he endeavours 
to identify with that named Aloxanclria. ad calccm Cau* 
caai; but this hypothesis, even from his own statements, 
must he pronounced somewhat doubtful. 

The greater proportion of those coins are called Grteco- c)iar«ot<;r uf 
Indian or Graeco-^ythio. The oldest, which appear to 
have been purely Greeks are of fine workmanshijvare 

succeeded by others of the same country, with an Indian., 

Scyt-luc*, and sometimes Pchlevi, or Persian obverse. 

There is, moreovor, a coneidorable number of Roman 
pieces, bearing the impress of Antony, Cffisar, and Agrip- 
pa ; but these, wo tliink^ were probably introduced by

JIo specimens have been found of the two earliest kings, 

Theodotus 1. and II,, whence, and iVom other circuin- 
stances, it has been inforted that they ruled only overBne - 
tritoia Pioper, and never crossed the Indian Caucasus. 

The next name isEuthydemua, who is even eusi)c.jt<xl of 
having usurped the throne. Erom the places whore ina 
coins are found, it may be. certainly inferred that he 
pushed hifl conquests into the kiagdoitt of Cabul- He 
was succce<kd by Apollodotua, tlie wide diffnfikin of 
whoso monoy proves, not only that he reigned there 
and in Indi% but that tha&o were the chief aoats of his

accurate knowledge ; yet the wild tract of moimtaiii and 
jiingle, which composes so, large a proportion of Orissa, 
affpKlcd considerable room for lieae imagmations, I'lren, 
however, he reaches the inouth of the tlanges, where he 
finds ft great commetotal city called by the name of the 
river, an appellation wluch it .uo Icii^cr beais. Its ti'ade 
consisted (‘h'icfly hiclb ths.of.tlu; rrroatdelicate texture and 
extreme k-autyj—a description imdcr which it is inrpos- 
siMc npt to rt-icoguisc tlic'superb mnsl ms fahripiited at Dac¬ 
ca and,other districts of,Bengal, .fieyond tho Ganges was 
the golden cow dry, doubtless the Auioa Chersonesua of 
Ptolemy, which jnnst be placed on some pari: of the long 
range of coast mtermediate between India and China. 

The weakness and distiactionS'Of the Iloman empire, 
and ujbseqnently the rhe of the Mohammedan power, 
cat off tlw nations of Siirope from all , direct coiu- 
munication with India. The rich prodiictiojis of thac 
coimtry weiv, during a , con^idemhlc period, cenvey- 
ed by. Arabian nayigaiore or by inland Cftravaioj, and sold 
to the Venetians and Gsitoege On the shores of tlie Medi¬ 
terranean or of the Black Sea ; but these traders them¬ 
selves, so distingn,ishcd in the Middle Ages by their mari¬ 
time enterpriae, made iio attempt to open a direct com¬ 
merce with the distant; regio-ns whence those precious 
eommoditica wei^ imported.

CHAF. iij. PoHTUQAi-, a small kingdom, of Jitile fertility, placed at 
Maritiirio One of the extremities of Europe, appeared ill fitted for 
acting any great part in tlie offaim of that continent. 
A long period of her liistorvj, acccrdingly, has been ob¬ 
scure and ingloriona. tinder the Eoman government 
tho Lnsibuiions "were only remarkable for their extreme 
barbaxisra j and durmg the Middle Ages ^ey were enush- 
cd beneath the yoke of the Moors, -who, after haring over- 
iTiit iiea^y the whole perdusula, ei’ected the wastem por¬ 
tion into a kingdom under the . name of Algarve. In 
more recent tames, oppressed by tyranny ,ar-d fanaticism, 
and holding littie comni’mlcation with more enlightened 
nations, she iivas kept in every respect very far be¬ 
hind the other countries of Europe.; Yet tliero.was an 
interval between the Middle .A ges and the pfeaent period, 
when iJiis tiouarchy held the foremost place, not only in 
amui and power, but in oil tboso arts and liberal pursuits 
wliich have given lustre to the modem world. But ii 
wojs in the stem school of adversity tlmt those energice 
were unfolded. The Portuguese, like the Si>aniani8 their

’ ,'' warlike, and fanatical hosts, united ntidwr -the stand¬ 
ard of Mohammod, by whom it had been suhdned, 

Religions seal, the Mind exei’cise of which has since 
degraded Portrigal, was then the inspiring principle of 
her heroic exploits. , The kingdom, according to De 
Barros, was founded in the blood of iviartyrs, and by 
martyrs \yaa spn^ad ovex^ the globe.; for that name he 
conceives hnn saif entitled to iioitifer on th6,ie who fought 

and fell m her glorious coijhicts with infidel 3iatioii8. 

Aiter expel ling the iMoora ttorii Europe they pnnstied 
them into AfricSi seeking to nveiige that, lorig sorics of 
outrage and thraldom to whiyh the peninsplii hud been 
an]>jected, and clamiing tin undoabted riglst to every ter¬ 
ritory that might he conquered frona the enemies of the 
frtith. This enterprise, iw, it neceAsaryy involved aOme inflotmccof 
degree of maritime gk ill, attracted the attention of their *!lf 
monarchs towards the ocean, as Uie scene in wMch they 
nught find greatnosf^, wealth,and renown. This circum- 
stance, combined witli tlie favoui-ablo Bituation of thei^ 
country, having a long imige of coa.st bordofed by the 
yet nnmcaatu-ed expanse of the Atljiptic, paved the way 
for the distinction Vvhich Portugal obtained in the career 
of maritime distw sry,* ■ ■ / 

The fimt attemp t was made by John I. on a limited Jolm 1 
scale, and in cotinexiou'^ith an’expetfitioft to the shores 
of Barbary, He detached on this occasion a small wiud-

Although these authors 
agree in the genera) tenor of the nairatiye, there occur vai'ious.di.'j- 
crepaTicies Ip the details, which we have ondeavouTed t o recontine as 
we best courtl, without in general troubling our reatlera hyhotjchi;^ 
them, We havo considered chie(Iy the probability and copaistcncy 
of the events rek ted, giving also n certain preference to the auiho- 
ricy of De Barros. 
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ihtvriL to aurvoy the wJist of Monaco, aud even to tmcc 
the-whole ontline of the Af'rieao continent. Tho mari- 
iiers biiOCeeded in piwsing Cape Nun (then the limits of 
European knowledge), and in exploring to ogi'eat extent 
the boundaries of Western AfrioR, At lo«gtb, acens- 
toniiid only to hdld a timid course along the shore, they 
were Tepelled by tho vjew of those for?iiidabIe , clitft 
which compose Capo Bojador, and tlie tempestuous waves 
that dash abound tbemy But ti.us voyage upon the 
whole gave aniTnation. uiid oncouragenient tp farther 
diacoYcry, which wa9 Kkowiao greatly priupoted by an 
iudi v’dml of royal race, who devoted'all bis exertions, 
and ’attaohed the glory of hisnair to the panfic ofmaif- 
time enterprise' Prince ^-ry a younger spo of .lohn, 
1>y [Chilippa of Lancaster, eiater to Idcnry IV. long of 
SCnglaiicE, otter liaving noted a distinguished part lu the 
expeditions against Barbary, directed, all hie atteutioA to 
thia new dbjctt.- Ho fixed Ids-residence at Sagres, near 
Capo St Vincent, where Jus eye rested ,c,ontmi}aliy pn 
the vast ocean; and there collected every info,rmiitiou 
mul every aid which tire jjaSpit sciences of.igeogreipthy 
and navigalioii could tlien furrush.. He affimled h> sne- 
ceasive adventui'crs the mettus of^ prosecuting .their dis¬ 
co verieB ; vdviie tlie deep, interest ho .took Ju their various 
attempts threw n pccuiiar lustre Mound this:liji'7Qrdo.a8 
pursuit. 

The first expeditiou .fitted yjut by Henry, in .1410, 
consisted of only a single vessel under two officer^ of his 
househdid, ..Tuan. Gonaaies and Tristram Vaz, wlip,,bchig 
driven-out to sea by a tempest, made the discovery fiivd 
of Porto Santo, and afterwards of Madeira. These twr^o 
beautiful islands, being found very jiroductiye in several 
valuable commodities, were considered as a pTOmiaing 
conimenccmcut. Vet it was not till 1433, fifteen years 
after, tliat .Giliuuei:, ahjeting ft bolder course; througli 
the open sea, passed Ca^ro Bojador, and. thereby Proved 
that the fcai^j iybich this colebrnted promputory,.hid in¬ 
spired must huYe been iivagreatincjteureclumorical. The 
success of tbe.POrtuguese in, tracing the line of the Afidcai) 
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•lontineut was how rapkl ; yet for a oonsiderabfo time it cfiAP, wil 
was fiidy rewarded by the sJ^ht of a barren and desoUte x t>. .ht t 
coMt, dread expanse of lifeless sand and skyf At 
leiiRtU they reached the verdant shoTesi; of the. Senegal ■ 
add Gamhia.. where nature assmnes a grand and l oinantio 
form ; ■ artd to which gold, ivdTy,and other precious-com- 
moditica were brottghfc down from.the-interior. -y.. 

The'progress Of diatovery was somewhat checked by ^ 

the death of King^John in li33, and still more by •' 
that of PriiiCG Hetiry in 1463 f yet it still .advanced. 

Alphonso, Johri’fl attcceasor, granted to Fevnimd Gomeii an 
exclusive right of ij«vig*tfon- for fi'ra: years, ort condition 
of discovering during that time Ato hnndred leagues of 
coast. GorocA, i«X!ordiiigly, in 1471, succeeded! in ex¬ 
ploring the Gold Codstj which, correeponding in-ferae 
degree to its tiaine, afforded a hriliiant promise of wealth. 

The king no longer hOsHated to awumc the title of Lord 
of Guinea : and the castle ©i’ hltmina, or the Mine, being 
erected on thtr shore^ was made the capifejl of all tire 
FoftugU'^o p’oEifiSssions. 

John 11., who auOecOded-Alphonso,- pressed diwAWety joim u. 
with avigin<mtfcd ^eal. In 1.484, Diego Cam sailed fi'otn 
Elrtiina- and prOfeKlbd along Africa tUl he found iiim- 
seir, though considerably out at sea, involved iii H(::p<™-eT- 
ftri chirant of ffosh water. Concludirig hence that some 
mighty stream in this latitude must empty itself into 
th© ocean, he made bi^ wAf towards land, and discovered' 
tho mouth of the Congo. He r^cned a cornnhini'catfoii . 
with the native^ and the Poringuitsfe aftorwarda formed 
very extensive sottiemeuis fo thg cmtntry situated on 
the banka of that river. - i -r , 

Discovery bad’ advanced thus- far in 1486, when John 
II determined to make a gi’and effort to complete the 
circuit' of the African coast. He placed three veeseL* a(Hca 
under the command of BaTtholomew Duix, whom he 
strictly enjoined' if possible tp pass the sotithcrn .jorindary 
pfthatcontirieht; and this officer, having arrived at the 
mouth of the Congo by a course now easy and ascerttuned, 
began from that point his carcOr of discovery, jfe 
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tile odd eontrivsnoe ot“ carrying him fonr 
iiegi’o lianispk well clethed, ahd fnrm’shed ith gold 
and silver oniamentej toys, and spioes/ wlioni lie kaded 
' at different point-s of the coofft, that tliey mig];t sjJiead 
Vbriliiant re^jorts of the wealth and power of the Portii- 
g,ue.wj-. Jie/gave. names, as he went along^toremavkahle 
boys and capes; and at St J'ago, 120 leagues beyond the' 
Congo, eisctcid a pillar of stone to. deaota at once the do- 
mialoo of the king and of the Cros.i, He pa^ed fcuceea" 
sively theBays of the Landing, ut'IslfiSj and of Wirtdui^gs ; 
the last name being given on account of the many ohangog 
of course which, during hi'e. days, the Riimositicg of th® 
coast, aiyi adverse gales, obliged him-.hj inakci The 
weather, contmuing atnnny drove him irom the land Id a 
BOtttherii direction, where h.is.irail:hark8 Raennui ivcorcely 
iitted to live amid the tempoKtaous billows by which 
they were euiTroiinded. After a .voynge. too along the 
bumhig shores of Cuinea,'thc Bprtngtiese felt intensely 
the cold blasts of the nutaratle' seas. They considered 
themseives as lost; whsn after thirteen days, the tempest 
having abated^ they sought by steering eastwaTcl to regain 
the land; but they were already beyond tho lai-thost 
point. of Africa, and saw nothing before them oxcopt 
the unbound lx] ocean. Surprised and bewildered they 
tunicd towards the north, and-at length teaohed the 
coast■'at.o point which.proved to bo beyond the Cape 
oi Good Hope, .They called it tho Bay of Cowo,’^ 
from the Imge herds seen feeditjg, but which the natives 
immediately drove into the interior. Hia2 steered- 011 - 
warda till ha came to a small ; island, w'here he planted 
another pillac or e'osign of dominidu. A. general mur¬ 
mur, however, now arose among his exhausted and 
diepirited crew. They mged, that they had already 
disfjovereci fenoiigh ,pf land for one voyage, having sailed 
over more eea. tlian hod been traVorsc'd by any forriior" 
expeditionthat their veasid waa'i almttered, and their 
IwovjBJons drawing to a close; and, fit tally, that the 
coast haviiig been left running notth ahd south, and how 
found running w'^eat iuid oast, there Uliist Inteivonc some 
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remarkiiblo cape, ;the ^ discovery , a£ whieh wodM giva 
luatre to their voyage hoine^Vai'd. Diaz thea callecl a 
eotmciJ of Jiis prineipa^ officers, who all agreed ihv.the 
nscet«itj of rctni'niiig, The' couimitndei* yieliied,- it k 
paid, -with deep roliicianoe, and parted from the island 
where he had pknted hifl last ensign iw a father parta 
from m oxiled SOB.” The Fortuguese hid not-sailed 
far. Avcstward, when tb.oy came in view of that mighty 
promontory which. Irad been vainly sought for iSO niaiiy 
ages, constituting, as it. were, the. .boundary between two 
worlfisi The oomTuodo.ce. from the . storms he llad'eu-. 
dnred in doubling it, named it the Cape of Temijesls ; 
kit on his 3.*eturu the king, anhnnted by a raoro ;»anguino 
spirit, bestowedd-he. appollatiou, which it- has ever since 
■ retained, of the Cape .(>.£.(Sood Hope. 

At the time when 0iaia sailed, the kin.g hafl-also sent 
Pedro. Coy ilhara . and Alonxo do Poyva, by way of the 
Sod Sea, to.g;iin tiuough that cliamtel every jiossible 
iiifomiation rtspffctbg India. . The latter died in Egypt; 
but his colleague, in two sueceaaive voyages, visited 
Caaauor, Calicut, mwl Goa, the thnie principal . cities of 
Malabar , oJso Sofela, on tlic coast of Eastern Africa, aiid 
OiTOur^ the splendid emporiam of the Persian Gulf. .On 
his return through the Tied Bea he yiaited tlie Erapeior 
of Abyssinia, venerated by the :Portuguese nridar the 
eharacter of Preskr John. CovHham was well received, 
but,, according to a custom prc.yalent at that court, ^Ya» 
never permitted to quit the-country. ■ He transmitted 

to hk sovereign.-acoouttta which were .never matle puMIc, 

but were .understood to ffivou!' the n^u^’t ^aanguino .ex¬ 
pectations as -to the advantages to be derived from open¬ 
ing a paasaga into the atss of Xn.dia. 

John dkl not immechitoly foJ.low up tbo.disoovfei'y of 
Piaz. Hu. wss at this time much ongToaaed -by tlu ar¬ 
rival of a neip-o prince from tl Senegal., and in fitting 
out on expedition to utdxistato him .mlUa dommions. He 
stiffcred also a deep mortificatlDu fi-om having been in¬ 
duced, by nnenJightened adviuera, to reject the ftppU- 
entionpf Christopher .Columbus, which wa.vinade in the. 
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ftfet instfmee to tlio Poltwgne^te MoiiRrch as the chief 
patron of naval discovety.- This iwmg'ahrr lia'ifiijg per¬ 
formed liia g:rand eTtpeditioa, was obligefl^ in feturoing 
home, to put into the^tiver of lasbon. Hii braught with. 
idm trophiee of the newly-dfacovercd w'OTld; which > the 
king could not riew witbeiat the deepest agitation: He 
even heM Bevoral councils, sukl sought to adyiince imtenr- 
ahle clainiB to those ttetv regions^ There wena not oWn 
v.'ivntmg at couH eert^ain b/iso iustntmeats'wbo teiidexed 
their services to itsswUiate the great discorerert hiirt 
the king w'aa of a cluiracter thait raisetl him far above 
sauctioiniig so dreadful a crime: 

John died iu Id&h, before » ucw erqpe'iitioir could be 
Sued out ; hut hi» ooasm Eniaiiuel,:'who succeeded iiiiii, 
displayed an ardour in thila <»use surpassing- even that 
of all his prederesBoTS. 'Shere Were indeed not a few 
coui'-seilors who repi'essnted, thai-.Jte vt'duld thus wasto 
the resonrers of hia'ldngdom m Undertakings every way 
u'ncertahi, and the happiest remits- of wluoh 'might he 
enatehad atray by foreign ag^fwifcdoB. The king, how¬ 
ever, buoyed up by amgiu'fio hopc^ and calculating that 
the task of pen'etrabkg to iiidk dcBciendtd' to him by 
inheritouce, applied h^sell' witiv the utmost diligence 
tt> tlietittmg out-of a gttmd expedition,- Bisz wa^ in- 
Urueted to superlnteiid'tlie building of the shipa^ that 
they might be made of such sine and strength as to be 
fit for traverelng the stormy-.sfas which he had'experi- 
enced^ The command, however, was besto wed not upon 
hull, but upon Vasco d'6 Oama, a member of the royal 
hoiiiichohl^ who hatl acquired' a ropiitation for iinutical 
skill a]id talent which his subaequeof. coiidnct fotUy coii- 
ftrmad. Tlie preparations bciiig completed,-. fJhniH Was 
called boforo the king in pr&scnce of some of tho most 
distinguishod loifls of the court, and pi-cBCJited rdth a 
silk bruiner, having attached to it the erOas of the order 
of the knighthijod of .Christ, of wh-'ich his majesty 'NVas 
perpetual' mosleT. On- this token lie wa^'^ niado to awear 
that he wotibl, to the very utnVost of IxiS power, acconi- 
plifll-i the .^:oy«ge, and fullil its objects. The banner whs 



then deliveretl to him,'with a list of insitnictione^ aii^ ciiap. m 
ft letter to the mysterioua prince called Prester John of J^.I>/KS 7 , 
IiidMi, with whom it was not doulted that he would opeii 
some channel of iiitereourse. That ho- might, depart 
under favourahlo auspices^ various solemnities were oh- pstiitioii to 
served, inspired h^ the religions- and soniowhat super.- !«'»«■ 
8 titii)U 3 spirit of the age.. Qii tUo day of emliOTkatioii, 
the captains and mariners' repaired- ■to the eo'nvent of, 
tj Our Lady of Bothlohenr, whwe the ^crament was ad- 
tl ministered to theiti.j the monks walked to the-ship in 
7 dovouf. prooessioh^ hearing wax, tapers, and -attetihg, a 
! prayer, eehtwd by the whole popiila,tion of Lisbon, who- 
flocked behind to' witness thn soeiie. The sailors then 
went through the ecremoniOa of -coitfeBsion and absc-lu- 
tiOn, according to a fo-mu pr(;par(^d by Prince Heniy for 
those who should perish in-these distant espoditioas; 

This -was a ftomewhat gloom^' preparation foy the pai’t- 
Ing; They hastened on bojwd, and: begarj to imfuTl the 
ssila ;■ but wh-ui they saw the-shore lined with tboir 
rektiona and deaivist ftionde dissolved in grie:^ and felt 
themselves entering on u voyage sc( full of doubt and 
peril,—wiiilo they looked: alternately to- the laud tiiat 
they were qmTtmg, mv.i oTi the. ocean: into which they 
were advancing,—they could not res-train va few natur^ 
teaite. 

Oarea sailod on the bth July 14h7, with three .geiod 
vcflsels,—the St Gabriel arid' St Kapbuelj commauded 
by himself sjtd his brother Paulo, w?;d ^e Berio, a cara¬ 
vel, under Wieoks Coelhd. Gastotiheda' dcacxibos them 
its encountering iti the early part o.f their T»iyag.i: se vere 
tempests, and eveh repeated:-ftlarnxh; aad though this Is 
not incntionCd by:i>6 Baivos, it seems probable, since 
after eaOiiig four months they had not yet ytrached tht.i 
Cape. Vasco-landed iri a bay, Tvhichhe called 3t Helena, 
to obtain water and to make astrotiomical observations. 

Here having 'csipied two nejgroes, lie caused -them to he 
waylaid and brought before him ; but they cmild hold 
no eOTiimunicatitwv by words, and' were, besides, m such 
agitation aiid alarm as to bo unable to comprclieud the 
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fu’^na ok’friondsbip which R'ereijborally'tftridtirtd. Garnri 
hereupon desired iwo of his ^nfmettaa, dr negro-servants, 
to tako them apart irad give them fthundanf^o df food, of 
which when they IiiKi pavtakenj their minds apparently 
■undorsvent & ])appychnngti,an*i theypomU'-d to.a village 
two 01- three milee distant helonging to their couhtry- 
mcn. -fornando Veloso, a Portugnese^ ohinincd pennis- 
siofl to repair tluther and make ohstn vations on tho 
natives. -Not long aftor his depart'ore^' liowei'or, lip ivas 
seen mnuing hack fiill speed, piii-sned by a large party 
of negroes. He fotind refiigo in the hoaVbiit ttevaral of 
the sailoTfj were wounded with speax-s anti assagaies 
thrown by iae savage assailartte, Veloao then related 
that ho bad been at first well received, bxifc observing 
some suspidotts symptoms be took to flight, and foinid 
his alann fully jnstified by the event. 

Do GaniB, (piltiing this inhospitable ebore, etetired 
directly towards that grand promontory which he wiis 
now oloiiely tvpproftching, and tlie passing of which won 
to decide the fate of his voyage. Deep and solemn 
emotions tilled the mbids Of the £&iIoi3, ’bs on the IBfch 
^^ovomber they came near to the Southern extremity of 
the African ooiitinenh 'i'hey roused their courage to 
the highest pitch, hi order to ibce the tempetits which 
they liad been taught to tcsrpect in making the circuit of 
this forriiidable cape. But as tht^y piroeeedoda ■moderai.© 
breosse from the south-west filled the fails; and>‘keepang 
well out- to scf^ they rounded without tbingcT, and almost 
without eflfoTt, that mighty and drcadi:id barrier. With 
the sound of frumpets and loud acebsmattons they cclo- 
brated this menjorable event, which vraa to give a iiow 
character to the ooinraerfjial policy bf Europe, 'fhe shore 
it':ielf showed nothing of that forbidding asipeet which 
nun our'had announced : it xvas lofty indeed, hut gmen 
and wmoded, with uumcroua flocks feeding on the hills p 
though tho deep rccosa winch it eucloged on the cAstern 
side,could not be : Safely entored; Before thorn lay the 
uuhoiiiulfcd eXipniiPe of the Indian Ocean; and Gama 
did not pause till h« vcaclied the Bay of San Bias, ofdled 



afterwards bv; tho .Dutoh, xMosaol where bft Iftnded: chat^ul 
to- ohhuu water and .refreshments. Searcely had the ^ jj, ,1497. 
boats toiKjhed the slioi-e, when on the topi ol the neigh- 
honnng heights jninefiy natiyes a p peared;, similar in aspe pt: 
to those in tii,e iky of Si Helena. Tlie Poitugiicse. com- Tniflie^viti* 
.mandcr desired liis men tp approach cautiously and well. 
armed, tliro.wing 'to the sayagea a few bells and toyaj 
upon wliich the .la(.tcr oame foiw.ard in the most lami^ 
liar mauner, and offoro^ to exchange their eattis for 
such Kuropeau commodities as attracted tlieir eyes, 

Tlm-‘e days .Wj^re, employed in carrying ou this bai-tcr, 
and also in various, scenes, of nmili and frolic,—the 
iidiabitauts perlbrrmng on a specisa of pastoral flute, to 
the sound of whieb both parties daueed. IS ct towards 
tho close of the visit siispicioim symptoms.' began to ap-. 
pear. The people increased iu number, and parties of 
them were seen lying iu aniljuslr their attitude b^ame 
more and more bostile, and they were observed cdosely. 

Watching every movomeut of the l*ortug'UOBe. Hpuia, 
humanely and wisely desiring to avoid any hostile eolli- 
aion, dispersi'd them by merely firing a few baUs over 
their beads, and proceeded on his voyage. 

The navigators were soon after oyertahen by a violent yust stony, 
storm, tbo hist they bad encountered in thoae unknown 
Btws. . It was. truly teTi;ible and in.their despair .tliey 
sought relief, accordiug to He Hwroe,. too; exclusively in 
religious exercisee, .without emidoying stilficieutly their 
own exertions to escape’.tho pressing danger ; bowever, 
the teinpcBt;b.gviiig abatfidy the two ships reioined,. each 
otiier, and proceeded cheerfulir ou wards. Having pas^ 
cd tho coast, called Natal from tlie day on which it 
was .discoverodj they wero tempted to laud at .the 
moutlt of .a., , fine river, where they, wets soon sur- 
rouuded by a, numei’ous band .of luitives, chiefly' oom* 
posed of females; whose comtorfslilo clnthmg of skiuH 
indicated, in comparison of the former parties, both a 
colder oovuttry and a higher .degree , of .industry and civi¬ 
lisation. The. latter iuierence was not belfed by tlioir 
demeanour, Martin Alonzo, one . of the 8ailor8,_:hivvmg' 
.Kueceeded in malting liiinaelf understoody received on 
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invitaiion ta tlieir villaj^Cj wHch, notwithstanding the 
alana sustained by i’ernaiulo Veioso, he did not hesitate 
to tteccpt. The huts oi' which it consisted ^ete .titdely 
bnilt oi et'i'aw, bntcomfortahiy llitted u^:; he'Was tieoted 
with the greatest respeci and kindness, and sent hiiok 
noKt doty hnder an esedrt of' two liniidred men, ' The 
ehtef caitiB aftciTWirds with a large retinue'to take A 
view of the ships, anti liarittony contitmed nninteiTupted 
during'the fitci <iaya that thgToyogers reraAincd on the 
coa^ti Gstea, delighted ■ft'ith this peoph;, ii^io belong to 
thn compfiratively iinprovod race of thfc Cafees, 
gnished their inlet ss tBe Ttivei* of l:^eaeB. 

In naWgating this coast/the Mnnrfd the Sea 
agitated by Wolent currents coming doWft the MoTfoni- ■ 
bigne Chuian^, which greatly impeded the progress of 
Ms ship. ■ Having |wiascd'a bold cape, to which, in alln- 
sion to this ihctj he gave the nmne rif Corrientes, Ohd 
seeing the land now trending rapidly to the'•westevtlrdj 
which made Jiitir afraid of being involved in u deep gulh 
he steered out into the ocean. Thus ho failed-' to dis* 
covor Sofak, tlien tlie chief Oraponnsn of this part Of 
Africa, cnrielied by the commerce of gold avid iVory' 
brought down the Zamhezs. He came, however, to a 
river ort vrhoso hanks were peteoits drossod ip sHk and 
blue cotton vestments, some of whom iindcrstood Mar¬ 
tins, the iVrahhv hiterpreter. They gavo iuforinition 
tliat, towartfe the rising slip, there was a' white nation 
who snUed in ships reaentfeUng those'of £lte Portagueae, 
tmd wore ol'ton seen phasing and repassi ng. These synip- 
toma of an approach to the civilized countries.'of the 
Erfist greatly cheered Gatna; and his vessels hitvitig hOen 
considerahly shattered, he deternnned to spend some 
timo here in ^fitting and prepHring them fbr their ar¬ 
duous voyage acnifiir the Indian Ocean. His joy Was 
danii>cd by an nncxpected calamity ; tho orewa were at¬ 
tacked'^by A disease of hnkaown and ten'ihle symptoms, 
■“pttfcrid spots overaftfeading the body,—the mouth fill¬ 
ed ■R'itli flesh which did not seem to belong to it,—the' 
limbs unable to move,“^-ex]tanaHun and debility of the 
iivholo teame. This appears to be tlie first inention of 
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seurvy, sipco so fafeiiiy kno^yn to mAj'iners, Spyej'iJ 
foil victims fco it, tho otliLtirs v^' 0 Ke. cureii by iw^;!f«cw, as vraa 
supposoci, of niediemeS; brouglit from Lisbon, (.mt more 
probably by the. n&e pf ihe fresk meat-aiid .vegetables 
wltb wbicb . they vv ere sopplied fi’om tho.aji.ore, 

Tlio aymimeot agaip .Siet sail from tkm riyer,'.to which 
the .aclin.iral gave the. iiamo pf *^,Goocl Signs,” on the 24th 
Fobroitry 1498, and in hve days came to. a port fome^ 
hy. two small islands, ahont .a league, from t)ic inaiuland, 
This he letamed was called Mpzmi.ibiq\ic, a place: .of ccni- 
eideTable trade, then, anbjeot to Q(iiiibn, but since dl^tiur. 
guished ius tlic capital of the Portuguese aettlamanto,in 
liiostcrn Airing* Herp the ships wei'e . visited, by some 
boats, having on boprd jieoplp, well clothed incthton, and 
wearing silk .turbans , lihc those of Barbsffjrg a ■circnni- 
st,an<je. vvhicih ctelightod the. e 3 ’'e of Uxe .navigatora .from 
thp assuKince it conveyed, that, they had completely 
juissed the domain of ho,rbfiTii^m; Ttof; being avyjwc that 
a more .deadly ennuty, wioUvg froni .xellgious antipathies, 
was now to, he encountered, . Gama hchig asked Avho he 
yaa aud,whiti bg, rvwitcd, replied, that he was, a subject 
of the .King of Portugal, v :h(> had deepateked Idin on g, 
mission to India, and .partirndarly ^to the K,i.ng of Gai lcut, 
end that he wiuited ouiy , water, provisions, aad two 
pilots. IJulbrtnmatnly the perspn addressed was a native 
of Pez, in .whom the prejudices of g (li,fforeiit faith wore 
heightened by the dcwlly wars waged, between hia nation 
and the ftortuguese. Yet, though some change wga oh- 
scrvable in his connteritmce, he maintomed a frioncUy 
deKigano,ur) assuring U>e thEit these nioderate 

denmnds would be most .cheerfully coinpliiMl with, An 
unreslraUnuti interepors*^' WTis. immediately opeitod be- 
tween the hluropean.a and the uativea; and, .a few daya 
cftorwat'dSj the go.vemgr, or icgiia, oaine himself ,o& 
boardj Wiiaxii^ robes of hue linen and rich velvet, ar»d 
OIL hia head ajdlk imhuu ty/mmed with gold, 'X'he.,iu- 
teryiftW pa.s£cd most amicably; thoiigh, amid alf, this 
show of kiuduossi, there were .not wanting slight grounda 
of Buspicloii. There eanac on hom'd, anioog otbew, tJiree 
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CHA^ui. individiu'tlu, who provetl to be subjects of the King of 
A.». M9a Abyssinia^ a monarch whom the Fortuguese had almost 
Moots (tod deified under the appchatioa of Prestcr tTohu. lliough 
AOysJiniana, these Yisitops had become converts to the Moslem creed, 
yet, on seeing a painting of the nngal Gabriel on the stem 
of one of the vessels, they were so far moved by old ro- 
collect-jons na to bend down on thefc Itnces, and do reve¬ 
rence to it; Thiffmovemeat, which betrayed their secret 
and ancient fdith, led to an eager inquiry and a moie 
Lotimate communication; whioli t!ib Moors nb sooner 
reinarkt.^d, than they drove the Abyssinmns out of the 
.4ip, anil cai'efnJlyprcvonted the voyagers ftoni hold- 
ing any fartlror intorcouree with these stmOgt^rs. hJ ot- 
with standing- these TintavouTablo ej’mptbniis, the necca- 
sity of proruring wood and water incluced Garaa'do sOnd 
two: boats’ crews daily on shore, where they obloinofl mi 
' ampde supply at a moderate j-ate. Otto day these boat-?, 
having gone beyond the raugo of the ships, were Sud¬ 
denly attacked by seven large harks, wheiico wais dis- 
charged a cloud of darts, spearv, and javeiinsi The na¬ 
tives wer« soon driven oiSF by a volley of fii-e-arme, and 
their conduct -was diBavowed by the itoque. Simdry 
fiS'iinsaclions followed, and promises were alternately 
made and broken, till baaco, by the terroT* of his artil- 
l^ry, and the tiircafi of i*6ciiici.ng Morainbiqiio to ashes, 
compciifd the governor to allow him to comploto his 
supplies, and also to grant hjiti a ])jldt for Moinhaza, 
where he was assured fcliat he would find a more skil- 
fiii one to conduct him to India, ■ 

^ Cfonsfi sailed from St Gcoi’ge, an island near Moxam- 
bique,; on the 1 st April, and contmued to steer close to 
the const of Africa, A strong cuireiit can-ied hull past 
Q,uiiott, for which he felt deep but ill-founded regret, 
having been tmaeherously assured by Im guide that tJiis 
Was 1.1 Christian city,. In a few days the fivinaincnt 
r.:«ohed Momboza, which, on the same antliOrity, w:sa 
^serted to contain at least a laigO'propoidJon of Christ¬ 
ians. 'Idus tow'ii, situated on an elevated jjoint of land 
resoiBbliijg an Ishoid, and seen from a great distance 
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ufcsoa, delighted tlie eyes of tlie marmcrs ; the hoxisea CitAP. ill.' 
hyiit of good s|ono, wdth temees and windows, like 
those of Portugal^ inspired a pleasing Dliision;, aa if they . / 

were approachijig their imtivo shore. They soon a 
hoot coming out ■witii four persons apparently of conse- 
qucoce, who, on Fialcuig the nsintl inquiries,'and learn¬ 
ing the objfict of the ftdventurers, assured them thrd their 
arrival would afford the greattstpleasure to themselves 
(Uidio the king, and that all their Wiints' would be anp- 
plied. Mnchem'!', though.probably without sncce^ was 
l;iken to preyont Intereourss between them and the. trusty 
}>iIot from Mozambique.: The admiral wjia urged to land 
immediately, and tbis^ request wea reiterated next day 
by another party ; but,he chose previoti&ly to send tWo 
sailors on shore to makes, observations. 'Bicse last werb 
entire !y pleased with every thing they saw, having been 
received by the king without niuch pomp, but with great 
kindness; and liaving keen introduced to merchimts from 
Guzerat, who professed themselves CliriatianSj were as¬ 
sured by them that Gama, on landmg, would meet w ith 
many of the same, faitb.. The admiral no longer heai.^ 
lated ; and next day the vpasel^t began, to inove mt<t thu 
harbour. Providentially, ■ wh ile that of the commander proviiieutlivi 
was near the beach it> eceined in danger of striking a wnmipijA 
sandbiiuk, to avert which an anchor was let down. This 
Operation gave occasion'to violent running; to and'fro, 
and to those loud ckmoure which European iQw.tners 
are wont to rai^c in such emergencies. Hereupon the 
Moors on board ^vex-e seized with such a panie tliat they, 
aloiig with the Mozambique pilot, leaped into tho sea, 

.and swaim full speed to the shore. This alana^ though TfrAciiMr of 
groundless, disclosed to Gama the deep treason to which imives. 
lie had nearly fallen a victim. He imniediately resumed 
his fonner station, .where it required the,, gi'catest vigi¬ 
lance to defeat the siepesated attempts which were made 
by Uie, enemy to surprise hifv shipa or cut. the cables, -..He 
puraued and took one boat, Imving on board tbirteen 
men, .whom he treated well,hutcompeUed them'to show 
him the way to Melinda, a town which was at no greixt 
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the Indian Rai. 

Melinda proved a laa^e, wel-htiiiti heaiitifiil city, sur-

ronnded by nnniei'ona gardens and forests of palm-ttcoo 
crowned with perpetual verdure. The king, though a 
Mchtusmedim, and imbued with the usual bigotry of 
thot faith, appeaiu to have been otherwise-a prince of 
iibcf'al jind'^’ghtoned vie ws, who aaw all the odvan- 
tiiges which lu3 .subjects rn,iglvt derive froui intercourse 
with an opotent and po-wcrfiil people. The Moors, 
therefoi«, being sent on sliore, returned with aastirances 
wiiich 'bore a greater air of _ ehicerity than any received 
in the. cities hitherto yisiti'd. O'laia, Howevor, was still 
1,00 prudeat to accept the invitation to visit Melinda, pre- 
tendin.g tiuit his mcMer had strictly prohibited him from 
landing; b\it ho pronosed A lueetiag in boats between 
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sooii seen approacliiitg tjt a spacious isilk pavilion open m 


front, where lio apn^iJ'ed aoate<! in a chaix' supported on 
the fi^IirmJdera of font men* Vasco then manned hia boats, 
having hi^ officers and HailOrs dre»i>ed in their gayest at- 
tfrcy ^ind KoiaidiBg trumpets ; and, that some fear uiight 
minglo with the joy of the Africans, he gave orders to 
firo a routiid of artillery* This mliito prod^ieed an effect 
beyond expectat ion; the, natives, wi^ every mark of 
alarm, were ha/itenuxg hack to the shore,, when he made 
a fijigjml to eoBciude tiiis warlike compliment, fie then 
rowed np to iha royal nnd Imd a most satisfactory 

interview* Tiic king was oven inspired with sxich eoirfi- 
dcnce that he sailed Toimd the shipii, exasnining their 
stracture, and puttuig various que^ions respeetmg the 
nature and uses of the artOJery* He inquired about the 
King of Poitugal, hie power, the number of his arnfied 
vessels, and wirions atlxcf particxilars* After this friendly 
coniraTimeatioi!, ilie advdhturers received on hoard many 
distinguished viaiters,aincmg whom were Beveml Banian 
inercimnts from Gcicmt, PjtlKigort?ah plxilosophers,^' 
w'ho lield it a eriino to tail or eat my hvhig thmg. An 
image of the Vii^gin being pri'se.nted to tlioBc aageh^, they 



worabippedljer with inuch moi-ft proi'oimd udomtion than, 
the Earot>eai)P t!iotng.jlves, presenting her with pepper, 
tiloYos, and other pi’ecions spices. This ponipkmnee 
jyrphabiy originated in the, common .usage of \:^nevat- 
ing images, or from bomc reaemhi'ancc to, tile ohjetii^ 
their ovm adoration ; hut .the FoHugtie^-: wei'e Witling 
to regard their cpnduct,hs: indicating soiui^., tit, etlixe . of 
ChriKtianity, which might, they ^ippoaed, hairo Uen in- 
trddaced by the smsoioiiaties ,ci'St Thomas.

^J,'hia recommendution, being entire,ly -.in uiivson with 
Gama’s own views of the two nautical positions, incited 
him with ftdditiomil confidence. Xle .'diowed himself, 
without hesitation, to tie;gihdod to Pandarane, though 
be decUntid to go altogetiier so fer into the harbour 
C)« pilot appeared ;to wish. Hero he received a messaga 
requooting that he would visit tho king, into whobxi pre¬ 
sence tha eutwal '>r principal officer-was appointed to 
conduct him. The leading men among hw crow now 
besought the adiiiiral to jranee lietbre placing his person- 
in the power ot' tiiis unknown potentate, surroundod 
with .suoh a host of hia'roortelpnemies.j but he mngna- 
nimoiisly replied, that he could not othcrw'i,se fiilhl-hi4 
duty to liis sovereign luid hia cpnntry,.which he ^vas^ 
determined on.no account to postjioiie to his own jiersonal 
safety.

the. Catholics do as) i,cb. The .Euxopeffitts,' being, ushore<l 
into the grand apartment, found the walls, covored- with 
iraag^^i, which behig willing to ■ identify with those of 
the Madonna and saints, tliey throw themselves prostrate 
on the ground, «fuan de la Sola, however, ch.fHvcing tp 
look up and observe tire; strangt) and tincoutb. sitspect of 
thesci.imugiiairy apostlea^ acme of'wborn brandished four 
or five arnu) a,rnl had eiiorinoua teeth projecting, out of 
tiieir moutlia, judged it advisable to-guard hh’dsclf by 
the excliimatiou,—■“ If these bo devils,, it ia .Cotl' whom 
I W'Orihip.” . The. othei-s laughed.; loid soon verityihg 
with their own cyns tlie,just.gl'oupds, of hb apprehen¬ 
sion, stai'tod up and regained the boats. 

On tho amval o.f the party at Calicut, to VvJiieh the 
zftTooriri had now: returned,'ttey were johied by seveiul 
friends of the .cutwal, and other nobtcs. or i-a/rv/M,. who 
escorted thdiu to tho.pabce in greitt state, with sound of 
tnnupet,.'jiriib royal, rraidenect* though; built only ot 
earfb, .wua of large extent, delightfully sit\iatcd amid 
gardens end plcasure-groiiiub. -/Thoy^ wem reebived: at 
the gate by a veBorahlp old 'man, the chief Brtunm, 
drtjseed in white robes eiublciwitic of purity. He topic. 
Garua bye tlic hand, and led him tlirouglid.oilg halls into 
the prcst^aee-chaniber, wliere the sovereign was found 
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redmiitg in fill the luxm'ious pomp of the East. Tht 
coneli 'W.lfl'spread OH'^ sort of piatform or atige raiaed 
above tlie general level of the apat-tnient» Jiis rolie of 
the finest' cotton, and h.ia silk torban, were Ixlth ricMy 
cEiiVbn-idered with gold; from his oai's depended rings 
adorned, with the finest •'brUliants ; and his nfifced iege 
and arms tvere covered ivith bracelets of gold and pre- 
cioue. stones.X;On one aide an old man, held a golden 
plate, on which was the ixitel-Ieaf and, arcca, the chew¬ 
ing of which ih.'Oaieemed a great iuacuiy among oriental 
nations; while on the other side was a golden vasje to 
reoeivc it w'hen chewed. This lofty potentate, on the n]> 
preach of th.e Portngneae,. memly mised Iris head from 
the embroidered pillow on which it rested, and made a 
sign to an nttendtot .to- seat Gama on one of the steps 
leading to tlie throne. He, liowever, received graoionsly 
the iidniiral’scredentiftlvantipronii.ted te examine them 
at de?snm,““mc.antime'recfommendmg ttiat he should 
retire'to rest, end appointing for tliat purpose s> place 
where he wonid be secure agahiat nay annoyancti from 
his Moorish iidvors'aries. 

The admimi preposed to wait next day upon the 
zamorin, hui won informed tlmt he must abide the 
princs^s-commands; and alscj^ that this'seeond interviow 
must bo aocompanied with a present,' by the value of 
u'liich the greatness of his royal master, and the import¬ 
ance of his own mission, -would ho measiii-ed, Gamig 
accord’ug to De liatro^ had been fully aware that’evc-mf 
thing in the East must begin and end with gifts; yet 
lii’s appointmoiits did not indicate any eonsciousnoss of 
tiiis imporiant truth. ' He had been provided with no 
myal reh'c or precious stone, and hiaotilr rcsciuj'co was to 
select from his stores ‘-omeiliing whidi might make lUi 
appearance not wholly unsuitaljlc. He pmilucet!, thefe- 
foro, some scarlet cloth, six imte, a tew pieces of bi’aes 
and coral, with u Mttie sugar and hoirey; On viewing 
this intended donhtioaf the outwal and his attendants 
hurst into a fit of immoderate laughter, declaring tiiat, 
sf> far from bet'oming so powerful a sovereigj.l as'his 
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wa&pepr6;Pt!iittidj it Ruch .‘iS the itier- 

chant w.lioenteTftcI the jyort-.v'onld liave b^jen ashaniod'to 
offer to tho greatt aiwnoj’in. They thoiight U woold'be 
liottei'to send no p'eiientfttfdi than one of so litth; value, 
Gaina^ however, after serious rneditatioit, deloniitnod, 
wisely it shouhl seoTiijtliat the gift, such, a« it was,^should 
he seht, aceompanied by an explaimtion that, iL^ving loft 
tashon \nider nlueh. iincertaintyy "ftud witii scarcely a 
hope 'of reacliing CaJicut, he came niiprO-vidod with-any 
present from his'rhyal mastei', and cor\ld only Bfeloct irom 
his own stores what might geem least un worthy of his 
majesty’a oecDptance; but. that, in Ids next voyiige, this 
tbii'irt! -would bo amply compcissated. Tlio Icing, apf<ilr 
rently satisfied with this apology, admitted the admiral 
to tm iaterviow, fit which, if we nuiy belldvc the histo¬ 
rians, he assigned, as the chief nwtivo ofhis voyago, the 
belief of tire zamorin being a (lliri^itlan prince,—and m- 
eeived evto on that hod d a satisftictory answer. 'But, 
in regard to this point, tlrero must i tavo been, on the .one 
aide or the other a complete itiisapprohensiotto ■ 

Hitherto, it appcain that the king, actual ed by motives 
of theRoundest policy, bad sliown a decided disposition 
to favotir the Portugaose. The Moors^ howm or, who 
stiw'hi tlicso ainifcable feelingsi tiieir own w'orst fears con¬ 
firmed, determined to leave ho means untried fcT-tbe 
desfruefiou of tlicii' rivals. Their loading, men held a 
meeting, aud represented to oi'ich other, hi exaggei'oted 
cO'ioure, the ruin 'vs’ith which they weie throftteneri frotn 
this wegtenr people. The astrol ogerB^ auinmuccd visions 
widch Jmd appeimsd to them of tieeis Jcfitroyed oi sunk 
in coiisequeiicii of the entrance of these detested stmaigers 
into tho Indian Seas; iinct the coucluston was, that no 
exertion should be OBUtti^lby which’they might destroy 
their venselsi As, ^however, their direct hrterferenco, 
would be justly imputed to motives oT-rivalry, they 
adopted ft Omiuitous coutito,- Having ■subtori Lied a lai-gy 
sum, they bribed the cutw'ai, who possessed the intimate 
coMdence of his -msster, and w'ho could not be supposed 
.0 be a-ituated but by a viewt'O his welfare, Thi^ officer

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fimiljf reaiated. Ha was a pnaotiey. The cutwat was 
mrtoxible iis.to his datejiUon, .yet, treated him with the 
utmost politeness and respeett and even esbaa&ted every 
foitnof courteous importivaity to jireTail upon him to 
send out an order for brius^itig' the ships close to the 
shore. He represented tlie many dangers they incurred 
as long as they were kept toftsing iu an open roivdsicad, 
while the poffltion wliieh he Tcconimcnded would at once 
place them in sanity, and secure the confideuee of the 
zamoiin, >yho could noi but inteiprcfc their present shy¬ 
ness into a proof.erf guilt and fear. Gama, fully aware 
that this proposfl.l was urged solely-in the hoj>e Of ob-- 
tttining an oppoTtnnity of burning or otherwise destroy¬ 
ing his^ vessels, chose cUssomble his convictiQU, and 
merely replied that his shipi, from tdieir large Ahncn-' 
sious, could not without hazard be dra .yn. ou shore, like 
the ftat-bottomed barks of India. Seeing clearly that tlie 
zamorin’s officera were acting without any authority 
from him, he fli^umed a high tone, and resolutely declared

His troopsi, hov^ver, lumble t<> 
withstand the' iutnienso force :of ilie enemy, were didveh 
from post to posthis allies,, and even bin great lords, do- 
seiterf hiin ; aud at length he had no hope left init that 
of being nble, with a choseti band, to defend a strong 
pussflgo ieatoig to 'his chief city. The aanioriii, flushed 
with victory , rusheti on to the assault; and tile Cociiinian 
troop^ after « ; very gallaut resistance, in,: whidi thiee 
prine^ of the blood fell, were forceii to give vray. The 
death of N'avnuihin, next heir to tho crown and a youth 
of distinguished .gallantry, struck the deepest despohd- 
encs loto the ininds of the people: inspiring them at 
the same time with nnbouridod rage (gainst tho strangers, 
vv-ho, through the Iriiig’s obstinate nttacluaent to ihem, 
hiul iiivolvod the nation iu such dreadful calainities. 
liut the luonnrtih still adhered to his allies; and to pre¬ 
vent iheirl from behig tom to piece.%ho conducted them 
every vhorc in .his own train. Being at length obliged 
to abandon Cochin he took refuge in tlie island of 
Vipcen, wfi idh, fiojii ite natural atreiigth os well as from 
being invested with a Siicred cimractrr, afforded a tem- 
porai'y security. It would not, however, have lojtg 
availed, had he not been relieved by the arrival of ample 
succours fi'om Europe.

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TliO, zafwujiiweqnuuuo W!!.s ai.ly;U;f;hig upon the citj'. 
The cbit'.f hf>po efl Albvitjuerque Jep^-udeiltipou his sut-'cese 
ill defoiKitng the approaGbeB to the islanii ;])ut the oheutiel 
aepj.iratiijg it from the I'.mmknd was so narrow, and in 
man^' plaoe!; so shallow, timt it pi-eijented by no means on 
inHuperuble obsHide. He stationed cSiciaeij titoeps at all 
the exposed points, coyoring them with walls ard in-; 
trejiclimcnts. The naiyve prince, completely Ixitded in 
his fuxt atrempis, had almost resigned himself to despair-; 
hut at length he liethought himself of a Xioct urnal at tack, 
favoui-ed hy the monsoon. The night of the 17th, May 
being dark and atO-Hoy, two largo: bodies advanced ,at 
ditrereut points, and though unublo to surpriw the^Pdr- 
tuguose, succet^ded in .forcing their way itito tlie.iflhuid, 
Tho W'hofo army was soon transported over, and ecu;- 
mehced .opcrutioiis agjiinst the city.

Alfeuqucripjio, uuahb to '-hstruct the, progress of those 
fotal, .mcasurea, at last; folt that he-must evacuate the 
fortress. Even this wss.become difficult ; hut he exe¬ 
cuted his resolution with vigour and eucccss. .Having 
convoyed privately eu hourd all the' gum?, .‘immupition, 
and provisuons, and seen the tj-oops endiack in profound 
silence, ha hiiH?(-lf want lust into tjjo flag-sliip. flo 
might have reached tlie fleet unnoticed and inuuoJasted, 
had not the oKplosiou of a niagazlne, which mused the 
enemy, given rise, to a seym eivcoimtor. 
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Being in this njaiuicp conipfiUeil trt liibve' dtit f.<> Btvt, he 
wsa airjrloud it cb something which might vedeem tho 
honour bsr, in his late nndortakiug, aitcl ret-ive the spirits 
of his men. At PtingiB, near Goiij'the enomy liatl;fonueil. 
a strunglyintrenehcd QVmpi and frequently’seat out vee- 
: eels to annoy the Portuguese. Ho therefore fitted out 
an OApeditbii, which, approaching in deepsileiMie,reached 
the shore at the first dawn, StiddcTily landed, aind ha.vhig'^ 
sotindexi the drums and crumpets, and raised,loud shoufe,' 
the ludians awoke in such a panic, that’ tliey. wui off 
without once filing their asaiiilante j upon which thO 
latter, at their kisnre^, earned off a great quantity of 
artillery and stores, us welt aa a large' supply of previ-' 
sioiis. Iicaioiirig soon atfer thnt a‘Sqvi-itdron was 
paring to at tuck him, hc’ ant icipated the movemen t by 
sending a ninnher of ships, noder hia nephew, . Antony 
hbronlfa#-whd was methy the Indian chlof at the bead 
of thirty puj'aos f - bvit^- after im ohstinale couHiot, the 
zalahn., wits compelled to retreat Ml speed to the sliore. 
The conquerors foliowecly when .Peter and PerdSnabd 
Andrade, with five men, boarded the ,princij>ai vc:J 3 e.l; 
but their captain, mounting behind tbeiu, was severely 
wounded, mid fell into tlie boat. Attiid tlm g'eneral 
anxiety, and while all efibi'ts were employed to remove 
their leader out of danger, the Andrades and their party 
were forgotten ; the ship, by the receding . of (jie tide, 
was left on dry land ;■ and they wmre attacked by greatly 
auperim' iuiinbcrs,agamat whom they could only dofoud 
theniselvc.'j by prodigies of valour. Wbeu tlicir. owivlitiou 
was observed, it was for some time -doubtful How to nuwh 
them ; at length eight bold mal-inoTs pushing on all ore in 
the loiig-^boiit, attacked and made themaclvea masttii's-of.

Alhnqviergue, being left for sosne time in the' rindis- 
turhedpoKsfesaion of £Ms cnpitol, applied himself tot«5ciire 
it as ft pennainent acquisition to hh-eoun try.

on this fjubject raatei-udly differed from those of Almey- 
da, who conceived it wisest to keep their lleeta united 
rmd M sen, only touching oecaaionally at friendly ports. 
So combinedj they appeared to him mote formidfiMe 
tlian wjion dispersed over differaut stations idid sidth'- 
ments, while tlicy-could at the fsaino time overdwe the 
native powersxvithout giving any reasonable ground of 
jealousy, Alliuqufirque'a opinion', on the coittriiryj was, 
that a.laige cify and a spacious port, which ^ley could 
oail their own, were essentinJ. to the toointonimce of 
Portuguese snprcEOftcy.

from Cal.'icuti But tliis place being' dafehdod with the 
uSPal vigour, and its ^rrlson reiiifoked, he was obliged 
to withdraw ; hence thiS; formidable combination, which 
had comprehended th.e greatest p<werH of Southern 
India, bj the eonduftt of the goyernor and the 
eoimige of Ilia troops, entirely diaaolvcd. 

By these and other achievements, the subjects of Pot- 
tnga!, during the whole of the sixteenth century, main¬ 
tained their possessions ou the cbiistsl and their supiemacy 
in the seas of India. Even after theirmilitary entcr- 
pi'j$c relaxed, the high name which they had established 
detenucl tho native fmm any attempt to shako off 
the yok<s. But about the year 1.000 a ne.w enemy ap¬ 
peared, much more fonnidablo than ftny power whleh 
they had yet encountered in that quarter of ttio globe.

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Jiis itiiBtr«:iction3 the Onteh ia three inontKa ctiiiipp'fa a 
Bqaadton of tour vessels, well arraetl atut provided -with 
the materials of trade. HontToan set otat in the aatumn 
of 1590, and aft'T a tedious 'voyage, witliont- l'*owever 
eiiootmtering any: important opposition or ohstnictioji, 
ariived off Bantem, in the island of Java, He was at 
fii'St'extl'crflely'Weli treated, hat fliWwards, soerningly 
through his own roiihne'as and violence, hecmne involved 
in a quarrel with the 'king, was th.rovna into prison, and 
ohteiiied release OD.lyi)y 9acrifi.e.tng Jjart of his mtest- 
nmn t, Ho then effected a safe return to Europe, where 
he W'as received witlx the Iiighest' exultation, having 
eviuced i.he'practicstfyility of a fleet finding its way with¬ 
out molestation from the enemy, to those remote and 
opiiteut shores. The 'original o'OBipany, augmented by 
one moTo recently fonried, eetit out early in' 1599 no 
fewer than eight ships under the joint cominiind of Hout^ 
man and Van Neek; H'hey iretiehcd ihe const a of Siima*- 
tra and Java, where, they carried on a siicccwfiii traflic; 
and at len^h the second of these officers'returned to 
Amsteidsin with four of the vcfescLs laden with sqilces 
and other valuable'comuioditieg. 

Tliis favourable bcgimiing encouraged the tlollandGi'S 
to prOSMTUto the Indian -trade with the utmost activity. 
Sieveral new companies Were ofitablishcd, without being 
invested with fmy exelusive privilegt^s, br apparently ac¬ 
tuated iiy any hostile rivalry : and thus 'rautually aiding 
and Co-operating vrith each other, they soon raised this 
branch of commerce to the highest pnrSiperity. ,lu 1600, 
not -fivo years after the first of their stfUaiirons hiul sailed 
roural the Cape, they tout out forty vesseht licarihg 
from 'too to GOO tons j and, "by their sriperiof diligence 
find punctuiiiity, liad 'almort completely supplontofl the 
Portuguese in the spice-nierlrOt. Hitherto they had 
studiously slmTOJcd any inteTfemiec with that people, 
ecletting the spots cot occupied by thciii; while tho 
latter Kbeiri not to have ytmturad on any violent uiea- 
guros to enforce thcilr monopoly. However, no they

Pliilip II., who,, on the death of- Don Sobastifiu,-had n. ot 
seiited tho crown of Po.rtugal, Mb :hjghly indignant at 
finding hip people expelled f^oni those valuable posses- 
Bions by the aras of a rebolHous. pro vince, which his 
own oppression hod 'driven into; resistance, and .hi. .fact 
raised to its present rnaritipio.gTaatuess. Httvi.ag.loaraed UnTOcwMifivi 
tijat the puhjh East Indiaifiett were- expected home, ho 
fitted out an aiTnament of thirty ships, mostly of a large Putch rteet 
size, and sent them to iiitercep' the, - fl.eet. Near the 
Cape de Verde Isliinds, th*;-. squadron met eight of their 
vessels going opt under .the eoEmc/nd of Spilbergea; 
but the latter, .by their hravery and ^killh-t nianojuvres, 
succeeded in heating ; off the aSsailante, and made their 
way to Indl0.:without any serious lo&s. j'roni tliis- .time 
Philip scema to, have given up every attempt to eontend' 
at sea with this rising people, and directed dl Ids efibrts^ 
though without effect to sijhjugate them by militiiry 
force.

To complete this triumph, the Admiral Matelief .sailed 
Mahwwa, v/hicii thn Portuguese had made the 
The fncika oapitoJ of thoir. posaeasiona in the more eastern paidti. 
m,i. . The pl-ice, hov/ever, wia so well , pjrepru'od for defence, 
that, ■ after, se.yer&l wmeka .apent in the most .vigorous 
efforts,, he gave up the attempt. But what wae'hia sur™ 
prii«,: when o.n reaohing Amhoyua he xfas saluted with 
a heavyfire, and saw the Spaniah flag flying on the walls 
of the casUol Tliis revolution iiad been effected by a 
naval.foTca from the Philippines, which, taki,ng adv.m- 
titge of his ahaenoo, h.ad soiled to those iinpoitant iaL thdjJ, 
and finding them almost defenceless, completely reduced 
th?m; ’Mfl.t6lief was at first little disconcertod ; bat, 

' eiKioiiraged hy the valour of ids men, he landed, attack¬ 
ed the fortress, and carried it by storm, m-vking, as was 
, too common, a general masa'Wire of the unforfrinate gflr- 
riaon. I'tinpmted by th is success, he pvoceedfld against the 
other settlenieuhs, and in two months broughfeTdi of them 
again under the doininion of the United Provinces. 

The Butch ivoro soon afterwards induced to form a 
Cryk’d. BctfeleTnioit in the Islanfl of Ceylon ; an expedition woa 
sent’thither in 1G06, under the conninand of Be Weert, 
who wfi3 at first favourably rooidved. Havmg, liow- 
eVery.not only v3olntf.d o solemn engugement. in the fiitit 
mabmec, .but siterwards, who©, ho went to court, co.ii- 
doiffed hiniHuit with the hauteur which Uia conutry- 
mcm had now generally assumed, he waa soized, and 
struck dead with a soimitar, .Ilia bravo companions, 
who attempted with unequiil .■rtrongth to avenge hta 
loss, only shared hia fate. The tragical i»jno of this iio- 
venture did not diaeourage Berth the governor-gouerul, 
who iiupnfod the diaaffter of Do Woert solely to hia 
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rash and culi>abk vioIem;c, 'ft-ara eond^^ a 
nicnt under Hareellna Boschkpuve’urj, an PfRoer of dis- 
tirigimhed talent and addre^; Ho ari-iv«d at tlie .critical 
moment wlieii the I'ortnguese were ad vancing from riicir 
ptmcipid actilemfint at Columbo in siicll force iegainat 
Cmidy, that tlic rajah acnrcply hoped to be aWe to reeist 
them. The Dutch eomnumder, however, both by ^direct.. 
ing the operatibhs of the Cat>dteie,_ ami by aftonhng . to ■ 

theni the aid of Ids own troopy, gained for thohi & com” ^ 
pTetc^ victory. The power oi' their rivals Wtts thus hnn(>

An d fclm Portiigiicse wcM cornpletfely expelled from Cey¬ 
lon. We.reserve for the chapter on the English^Settlo- 
ments in India aii.'account , of the contest in which the 
Tiolllmders were involved with onr coimtryraeris, and jhc 
metiha that'they used to thWart their success. ITaviog 

ohtiiined the complete command of the OrioutpA islands, *’ “ 

they'determined to build h city which might become 
the capital of their Asiatic eonquesta, and the centre of 
ail their political and coOnnerd'al ’hveteactions. They 
fixed upon a spot near the w^estrrn extremity of thp 
' north coast of J ava,"-a very h uppy ritmtioti, command¬ 
ing the^ route to the Spice Islands, and enjoying an easy 
cOminuiiicatioii wdth Sumatra, Boinieb, and Celebes. 

Bfavirig overcome the rcsistanco of the native poweis, 
tlicy founded a'c/ty w) lich, being named Batavia, from thy 
anriont' appellation of their coimtry, was suhaeqiiently 
rendorad by them a great and fimirLshing station. Euro¬ 
peans, hOweVer, sOffef ceVertdy froin ita climate, the 
evils of which am increased by canal H drawn round the 
place and even through its vory streete, exhaling in tlmt 
tropical climate the most pcrTuciouo vapours. 

The Butch made repeated efforts to drive the Portu- ® 
giieso from Malacca, the capital 'of their pOsfK'Ssions in jrftiitctft.' 
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CHAr. TV. that qunarter of India, At length, .b 1R40, after cncou a- 
&. aT(i4^, tering an obstinate rcjaistancc, they effected their object, 
anti they tJien beca?ne complete masters of the Eastern 
Islands and Seas, with the eiiception of some settlements 
made by the Englbh on tlu; coast of Sumatra. But as 
they never f<irnioJ any imjiorhuit or extensive establish¬ 
ment on the continent of Imlia, to which thia volume 
specially relates, we ve not thonglit it necessarj' to ^ve 
move than a short summary of their oriental corcer. 
rifst ftppKar- In the .wpateni provinces the Portugue&t! foiliid thein- 
S&iglis!;, selves chicly opposed .by tlie English, and they soon, as 
■wjU hereafter ajrpear,.: found tiie contort vciytiriequah 
jVbttv.ithstandjTjg their inflmjnec witli. the Mogul, they 
tvere gntduttlly'siippbmted at Surat and the other ports 
of Crn:?erat by the superior power and pbiiey of their lioiv 
rivals. An cxpeditio.n, jointly undertaken by our coun¬ 
trymen and Shah Abbas, Iving of I’c.i-bu% deprived them 
of .Oi'mu?: ; while tiift Imam of M ascat, secoridcd by the 
iiatiyes, expelled them from most of thoir poanvisions on 
the. coast of Africa. They were thus stripped of their 
vest doininiom; almost as rapidly aa they had acquired 
them f and now fJoa and Moeambique, in n very decaj'od 
condition, form nearly the solo romnant of tbiit prtuid 
empire ’which formeriy extended over, ao great a part of 
the eastern world.

Its grandest object,—t!ie chief fonntam of otjmmercial t«rprlaes. 
weiiith. Into the saiigniue conceptiorja foimed tm this 
subject there entered, lio doubt, a considerable degree Of 
illusion. A mora enlightened school of politkal econo¬ 
my seemt. to hare demonstrated, that agricnitvire and 
manufactures open more copious scairces of prosperity 
than traffic of any dc'K.riptiou j: that the home trade, 
from its (juick is moro produc;Liva tluin tho 

foK-igu ; and the int.'-KoursO between closely contiguous 
countrita more valuable than tliat with distant regions. 

A commerce, therefore, of wMch' the inarkot is at the 
opposite ext^'cnuty of tbo globe, can navei^do more than 
employ Uie surplus capital of a Ciunuiv^ly olrwuly 
■wealthy. Yet there were civcnmstimcea wifiicli, oTcn (it 
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"that early st^ige of nierc^ntile specnlatton, tlirew n pixo- 
liar luetre on the' trade of India. The' staplo articles 
consisted ot finer and richer fabrics than any that had 
vet been produced in the West; aud, boaidea, there were 
diariionda, poarla, jewels the inos-t beautiful and hfU: 
liaut, and spices the moat fragi’ant and’ grateful'*t« the 
eenfloa. The great sealtf,too, on which operiations were 
conducted, and the large fortunea occasionally made, 
gave to this traffic ft chftrectoi of gTaudefir not hfdongiag 
to the smaller twefactions which toolc place within the 
limits of EurdpfticffEven tho mysUvrious remoteiicHg of the 
regions that w'WC^o be the theatre of thia mterccurac,— 
the train of adventure and iiiicertainty thivugh which 
they were to he reached,—heightened Iheir attractioh, 
and were altogether congenial to tho Sj^iirit of tl'at bold 
jMid enterprising age. 

It trmy be proper here i<) ohserve, that some T<N;ord 
■ c:rists of k voyagts from Etlgland to' India at a tnheh 
earlier period. Hakluyt b.aa quoted two passages frorti 
diffci'ent chronicles hy William of MaJmesburj', in which 
it in lasaertcfl that I^ng Alfred, in the year fifiS, 
Sighelinus, bishop of Sherhnti:, into ilia ICo-st, thirt hr 
might present gifts at, the Hlirine of fc-t Thomas. He is 
aid to Imve happily performed tliis grCiit unilortulciug, 
and to have rotanv’d latlcn gems and rich spices, 
the produce of thid deiebyutod r'‘gioa. It is •idded that, 
at the tim« the cliroaiclB wai^nwriLten, some of these 
coimn'iditiesWero stil! preaerverl in the church of Sher- 
buni. Such a mieajou wjis worthy of t hat grant inomiTch, 
whose views, for in advance of his age, were doubtless 
more enlightened than those 'wliich tlu^ imssnliat htsrc 
ascribes to him. But it must he very didirult, from 
such nicjigrs; notices, lo dct'mihie whcthci’ ao very dis¬ 
tant a pjjgrijnags could at that period have been really 
pei*fonned. Without prononubhig it fibsolutely iinpos- 
flible, wu mfty be ullbwed to suspect that he merely 
reached those eastern shores of the MeditcrraimaD, to 
which Indian commoditiE.s havR always, by aonie clian* 
nel or 0 riser,’hsaun convsyed In large qaantities. 
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T)ifi /cign &f Ed’-viird Vi., and njtorc especijiUy tAmt of chaeV.' 
Eli:iialjcth, formed the era at whicih industrj and naval 
enterjime, received that unpnlso n’hioli has siiiec c:ir^ ^ 
rtei.1 them to so uappeecdeiitiid a tiwtgJfhtude.

of diacovery and eftttlement, and. were, moreover, pre¬ 
pared to deiend it iuthe most vigorous manner against 
all uho sbonld attempt any euoroachment. TAie Shig- 
lidh, therefore, iu tl'C new career on which they vf ore 
ombitioua to enter. Lad to encounter not 6.nly the diS’ 
adyaatages of a long voyage, but the active opposition 
of the two gi’eateti?) powers who at that, time claimed Uiu 
{jo-iuhrion.oftl.vo ocean. 

But tlve jiatioa Wivs not to be deterred by eucl' coii- Anion;' 
eideratiojis, Kor wa;^ the ardour of discovery confined ^ 1 ^^.';’' 
tis merciumt)^, wfiose estimati'S might have been more 
cautions and profeerional; it was fully sViared by courth-rs, 
Ht^itcsmcn,, tthd waiviem. IJnder tlic auspices of EUra' 
both there .hro* a brighter galaxy of great men, than 
httd adorned any former period of English histoiy. They 
began, however, by attempting to roach India by some 
new path undiscyvciTd by the Portuguese, and where 
there was ao chaiico of commg in contort witli those 
fbniiidablc rivals. The first 0*1014 was made on thb Kortli-cmt 
nc.tthern coast of .;isia; but, liho that '■f the Dubdi in an JJttwnptart. 
earlier age, .it waa foimded on, a most bnperfect know¬ 
ledge both, of the groat extent of that continent end of 
ito dreary and frozen boiuidaries- Thi ' .O-Xperii'.ion, fitted 
out hy fc company of mtirrhaut-a'l/ritturcjs, and com¬ 
manded by the gallant Sir Hugh ’Willoughliy, vvith three 
well-appointod vessels, had a most disastroiis issue. He 
was driven upon the coaiit of tAp]aiid, wheto, in tlie course 
of the cnauing winter, , he aiid his cresv perished by. coUl 
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rmd famine. Bichavd ChAticelop, however, with one of 
the vessels, reached the White Sea., and proceeded to 
Moscow, where he opened a comirimiteatifm with the 
court of K-ussia, th.en almost unknown lu Western Eu¬ 
rope. 'i.'he adventurers having made several other un- 
auecessfiil flttemptfl hy water in those bigli iatitiidea, 
conceived the idea of openir;!: au .infccrcourae with hidia 
across tlie ItaBsiaii aud Peraiaa empirrs. They expended 
in vain nihch (.‘ap.itol and enteiprise m thi'; ^urduous un- 
clertakhig. Several of their agents jjenetrated across the 
Caspitui into Persia, and even reached Jlokhara, the 
cai>ital of Indeiiendeat Tartary, But at length they 
hecaum-semiUe that no commoditica could pay the co&t 
of such an ixamense circuit, loth, by land and sea^ he- 
sidcs tlie hiiKarda attendant on tlie oonveyapee through 
the territory of so .many liarbiwous njitiona. Even when 
ihis journey should pmvetlie roost prosperoas, tin’ goods 
could not he so cheaply carried as hy the direct route 
across Persia and Syria to Ah^ppo, 

The next attempt was made by the north-west pa3B»'go, 
round l.he Arctic shores of AraeriKi. Tliis continent, 
was, at that early era, imagined to termhuito, at a :iig'h 
latitude, in a point or cape, the passhig of which would 
enable the,ni iriner to onfer the Houtli Son, and reach by 
a direct eoum tho wealthy ahores of India and Eastern 
As.ia, Most intrepid, energetic, and ptirse vering efforts to 
eifesct fhifl object were rritale hy a .succossIoti of illustri¬ 
ous navigatorsj—Gftbot, Frobiaher, Davis, Hudsoii,—and 
the pursuit ha» been continued down to the present time. 
But though briilifmt displays have been exliibited of 
counige and heroism, and striking views obtained of the 
shores and their rude inhabitants, every attempt to find 
a pructieublo passage to India by tliin route has ended in 
disappointment. 

The. abortive and ovou calamitous result of suctessive 
offoits ti? penetrate by the northern extremity of the 
great coixUnents, or by joiirnej^s overland, at lengtJi 
turned the attention of the English nation tothup;issago 
by the Cape of Good Hope, as that from which alone 
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(uiy positive licnefit ctnald b« derived. ^Clie excl'Uftlvfr:' 
I'ight^ hciWfi'v w, to this lino o-f navigation wafi claimed by 
Philip Ki, v’tw had ito’iv Etriceotidett as lUtig of Portugal ;' 
ond the daim Was Bomtwhat id nmatn with the'liwa. 
goufcral’h adiiiithxl in MnU; ttgo KJSpeHing distant dia- 
coVery, The governtnent was afmuV, of biingiiig itaedf 
irtto p.renMitiirp eallfeioTi with tho.' gridtest inpaarch of. 
the tififie; wMle private' and ttn^ifnied vefesolsj obliged t.o, 
uctu* the coiists of I'oitygal os 'well aa of her numt"- 
roue soUlemeota in Africa and India, mid exposod to- 
’.licet her ships cohtinntilly po&sing and fsptiS8ing, 'Coald' 
scaroely hope to c reape her hostile attacks. : 

But as the views of Bidtlsh'riaVjgators expanded, anet 
thfdv conntr>' hegan to rific to tiie first rank among inari- 
tiice iirvtiona, a new path sriggpsrtcd itself, from which 
their houghty ttvals wodlil in vain seek to exclude tliem. 
Drake, after having served with distinction in the Wear 
Indies nilid on tht coast of Aid erica, conceived tho deidgn 
of peneiTating into the .South Sea, The wealth negnirod 
in ins fonner expcditiouB was oxperi’ ied in fitting Out five 
vefi^cl't, the l;ugest not cxceetHi^ tOO, ruid the smidh’St 
only 13 tons. He equipped them very completely, 
ing on hoanl rich furniture, fine {fpeermena of British 
Trtannfactttre, and even a hand of c3i|>ort ruusicinns. Hu 
pTcpared evoiy . mcaiia, m short, hy whinh he might 
dazzle :md conciliate the native^’ of 'the nn known r> 
giems which he Was about to' explore. He aviled from 
Pl^nOuth flu the 13th December 1377, and In August 
the iblhnying year ho accomplished a puasago tli.rungh 
the StraitH of Hagellan. Ho thon eniiied for .sona* montlifl 
along the western coast of Spanish Atneiica, not hositat* 
ing to appropriate wme rich prixtii? that prose ntedthemi 
ficireS-in the courw of his voyage. Having obti’ iiiod groat 
w'calth, though his fleetxvas reduced to a slnglo veasoh 
hr 'defenriincd to attempt a retnrii homevVard by the 
ntirth-w’est pass'igc. He sailetl to the coast of Cidiforiiia, 
of which .h<! claimed tho discoTery, and called eit New 
“.Albion; but'finding bh ranin ol>je(;t nuprafttifn.hlo, he 
rosolV'. d to cross the Pacific, and procevd tb Europe by

The people, who apjwar at- ' 
tiiched to the religion.of Jiopdh, showed the usuiil fan¬ 
tastic, reverence for auiiml life, keeping.. hospitals for 
lame or aged creatures,, and giving food to ants. .Four 
days'*, journey beyond was the country now cal.?e(l'Byo- 
tarj, said to be of giuat oxttmt, and filled with nioimt(u.ns 
ao lofty that they could ba seen at the distance of sis 
days’^travel,—a report which was so favcorrcct; but ima¬ 
gination only ctiuld have induced, tim i-uluibhaiitf! to 
asMirl. that from the? top of those emhieuces tlie sea could 
he deserifid.

barika of the river, he notices Soramporh, add several 
o'iher towns situated on its lower hranohes* 'X'he people 
of this pai-t of India, he oKstirves, were in a’ state of 
regular rebellion agauist the liimperor .Akbar, b^ihg 
favoured by the numerous islands and river-channels, 
and.esp jcially by tlie iksility of retreat from 'Oiio to 
another. He justly clwuwstevizes the cotton fabrics in 
tliis district, as of superior quality to those m'ada in any 
other part of the tpmpire, i 

From Seraiupore our traveller obtained a passage in a 
ve^l to Negrals in the kingdom of Pegu, and hail an ^fi'eguf' 
opportunity of visiting that capital as well as Malacca, 
then a great PortU'jncae eniporiuin,’,where he learned 
eome pariiculars rcA’-pectiug' Chi^m tuid’dapani. Heturn- 
.* ng to Boiigai,, .ho shipped himself” for Cochin, and in 
liis vfiiy touch.ed at Ceylon, v/hich found a bravq 
island, vorv fniiti'nl and fair.” The Portugnese e.lso held 
a tbit at dolumbo, which tho king often nttiteked with a 
hundred thousand men, but naked people ail of them,” 
though paitiaUy armed with muskets. Having doubied 
Capo Comorin, .and observed tho extensive peai-l-fishe;:y 
upon this coast, he passed by Coulan, niid reached Co-; 
chin, which he found by no means A, dusirab'ie residence; 
the water v/as bad, and victavals veiy acarni:;, the surroimd- 
lug country prodiiiung .neither com iior rice ; yet the 
w'antbf a conveyance obligeddiim to reniain there for 
eight montJis.

Iicaving^chin* Mr it^tch sailed successively to Ooi» 
aud CJiaul, whence he obtained a passsige to Oimaz, 
after leaving achieved tlie most extensive journt'y that 
had yet been pd-foi-med in India by any ‘Enw>pf;;':m,'^ 

Although this expedition "was extautod in a nuiimcr 
creditable to the adventurers, and much intormation 
coUceted respecting the trade and cominoditiea of tli^ 
country, still it was evident that coiomeroo, caitied on 
by. a tract bo circuitous, and exposed to so iHany peril;}, 
could neither be sgtfe nor profitable. It was in fiict 
one of the ohonnols b;y wliioh t'ho,f, traffic had been con¬ 
ducted by the VeneUaD;;^ who were n'meh bettor situated 
for it tiian .the English, and ivho had yet been unabl(?, 
ev'er Bince the discovery of the parage by the Gapc> to 
ansfeam tlve rivaliy of tho Portuguese. The ihcreantUn 
interest began now to contemplate the laBt*meiitioned 
route, as ahme affoidiug tlie prospect of a secujo and 
ndvanhigeous intercoiurse. It was guarded, however, 
with the most jeoloua care by the Spaniards and Portu¬ 
guese ; umd the goveitmtient of Elizabeth, though then at 
war with these nations, hc^sitatetl to Banction srrange- 
meute which would sh at the door against accommodation.

belong- -to a certain beniy of Jesruite, ho felt no gcinple 
in making it a prize. JPetenniiicd to perecgcTC' in this 
practice, ho stationed himself off the Straits of Malacca, 
throtigh which the 'Portuguose TesKolB were obliged to 
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paffli'in lireir vrfi.y td Cliiiiti the Molitcca.-i, He ;i>oni 
tooliiOM of 5550 t<ms, from NegHpatnam, laden wirli rice. 
A fiii*! flliip of 400 tons froni Ht Thoipaa estcapcrl j but a 
snort tin'’* afterwards hd fell in with in .splendid gp.ilcou 
of 700 tons from Goa, which inimediateiy sur- 

I'cndercd. She found richly laden with all the 
'commodities htted for the Indian market. The captain 
and ci'ew contrived hy a stratagem to effret their escape^ 
\ wlien IiaK«]Ate.r, displeased rvith the disorderly conduct 
\i of Itis own luen, toolc out the most valuahUvarticles, and 
^ allowed her to drive to sea. Fie thmi sailed for the Bay 
' of Junkfoylon, where Ue ohfruned some pittiJi to refit 
his vessels, and from thence he mode for the Point 
, de Galle in Ceylon, There he took iiis shiti^n to vrait 
’ for the Bengal aiicl Pegu fleets, whicti voror nuder the 
necessity of passing this way ; but tho seamen, satisfied 
with their prevfous success, nnd fatigued mth so himl a 
voyage, insisted upon foj'thvvith returning home. They 
Htnuntotlie nsachod tlio Gape in the heginiiing of and, after a 
tedions p88f,age round Africa, were obliged by the scarcity 
of '[wovlsions, especially of bread, to make for Ti'inlda'd. 
They entered hy juistakc the Gulf of Paria; avhence they 
found their way through tho whole group of the West 
Indies, till they reached the Beriimda5. In tliLs rpiarter 
they were assailed by a violent teiupest, and driven 
back. Tho ship ri'as finally carried out to sea, leaving tho 
captoJn and crev; on a deijolate island, where they mnat 
have perished hut for some French vcBSf.!ls, which took 
them up and conveyed them to Dieppe, They arrived, 
there on the Ififh'khiy 1594, after a voyage of three 
years and two raontlw, being double the time usually 
spent hy the Porbigucse in this navigation. 

The ardour of the English seents to have been for some 
tiiuo chilled hy the unfortunate iaaue of tli is expedition. 
On learning, however, that the Dutch, in 1595, liad sent 
out four vessels, they were inspired with a sentiment of 
enailfttion ; and an a'isociation, formed in 1599, s’abacritj- 
ed £^0,000, to he canployed in fitting out tiiree ships 
for the liuHiin trade. The queen not only gave f>^U 
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sanction tb the .vindertakiag, but erien sent oitt j’ofe Mil- 
denhall a^^amtesaidor, to 'tho, Oreut "Moguls to iwJtcii the. 
ueceasaiy ^jriviiegies. Of this misaioa some acco t nt w'ai 
be . giveuiu treatUig of the i-eign of the celebrated Akbur, 
who fit that tuub; occupied tho fhroneof Ilmdostan; but 
the (iuvcs.y. liay.in£ died in Feiftia on .his way hoibe, his 
jountey led ! o no "practical result. BefoVe, ho we cerj.he 
could liacc returned, theudventufera ha^entered oa their 
project* The first association merged, in 1600, into one 
on a greater scale, lidving at its bead G eorge, earl of Cnm- 
barluud, aritii 315 knights, aldenuen, and merchanta, who 
wdfe conistituted th&j Governor and Company of Mar¬ 
ch ftnts trading to tho.j^t Indifi?,*' They vyero uivested 
with th.e too ample privileges lyhirh it was , then cus- 
toiuury bestow on mercimitiic: coipjorations, being not 
only allowed to expo:rt,biillion, to: the a3U.ount of £-30,000, 
and .likiglish goods for the four first voyages without 
duty, hut obtuniiig.thiii riglit of .exclusive trade in all 
tlie countries bey,dud tire Cape. Tho cliartcr was granted 
fi>r fifteen, ycai- 6 , but liable to he aanulJcd at any timo 
on t wo ye.'jrs’ iwiice. Tliey, began on tlie footing of a 
Joint/stock company; thougI,i, as the s'ubacribers wero 
slow, in p .&3 ing, up their sli^ares, a certaUi number of the 
more 7 ,cfiIous t' xjk the cpnC;ern altogether into>their own 
hands, supplying the funds on condition of rouping iuo 
profits. They esponded £)in,673, of which £59,771 was 
in vested in si upping, £28,742 in bullion, and £6860 in 
goods. It '.vys <h 0 wush of '|he court that Sir Kdward 
A'Uohoibome should be nomioated to a command; hut 
t'ae tnoTcbnuts oxpre^d tJiWib.i'eaolutiou not to employ 
(fmiimm, “ but to sort theii- buainosf} w ith men of their 
O^vn guLvlity.”

On th.o 2<! of April 1601, ibis Ifiivlgator i^led, hav ing 
ilio com.tnand.of ffiyo ships, varyihg from COO to 150 tons. , 
He paased the Capo of Good Hopol without oneountoring 
any unusual difficulty. Thp aliii^st exelueivc objbcts.of

and eommolities found in Siimatra, java^ the 

Molucca'and''Bf^ndti Zslafida, 'without londiri,:^ on' any patt 
of the Gontiweiit^ ’Hjese ■finst TOyagGiS, thetefoFp, do not 
eomp 'within the proper limita of ourpreseat ttnbject, ?did 
"rill detnaocl only a euraory notice. 'Aficr toiiching at 
Jladagaf’OEtf and the Nicohar Islands, merely for the pttr- 
f mi of tahilsg in refirciiliTnentfS, the ccii i modore iiroeecd'Kl 
direct to AeJ^en, the principal port of Siunat-ra, Wot- 
withstartding tho inti'igiiea of the- Pt'rtugueso, ho eon^ 
clnded a coin-vaeroial treaty^nth' the king cvii fa.i.'PtmiMe 
te'was, and proceeded to lade ids slnps with' peppea"; 
\vMch> howorer, proved go scarce ai)':l dsar, that lie be¬ 
came'apprehcn&ive of kjcmTihg the loss, mid; ■wKat-he 
sfiPtas to have dtcsnled still more, the disgra-Ci of letath-. 
ing home ndtho-ut ft cargo. Fj-om tliis aiwdety he vCfta 
reliwed by meeting a Portugncee vessel of 1300 tom, of

calfceea a.iid' other valuable- goods, that ue' not only 
twonpfed' all his tonnage, but could have ■ filled more sliipa 
if hflchad. had'them. Ife did hot, however, retmai itit- 
mediatvdy, bnt smled to hStintttrft, where' alao- he found 
the utmost facility in negotiathig a eonwhercial treaty On 
Kitlsfectorv' tCinns.

-Ih^tons to the Molucciia, with inetruclions to js’eparo, a 
lading of apices' for a &iti.re eiepedition,. ilO’ soiled' for 
E'liglaiwl.

Meantime the Company sent out another expedition 
of three ships ond 310 men, coiniHaiidcd by Captains 
Keeling, Hawkins, imd David Middleton. ■ The firaVtwo 
sailed in April 1607, entered Bavitarr. road on the Iftfch 
October, nnd immediately pushed flor^ard to the Moluc¬ 
ca and 'Banda Islands. A greiit change had taken place 
during tins few yearn that had elapsed silica^ the voyfigc 
of Henry Middietou^ The Fcu'taghese were no longer 
heard 0 , 1 ’ in those seas, w'licime they appear to have beeit 
expelled by the Dutch, who werc 'no'W completing the 
subjection of the native princes., Keeling, on his at- 
rival, foirnd them engoged in ho't warfare, w^hioh they 
jostiSed by stating that the, imtives had etumared and 
murdered forty of their co'uivtryineii. Notice was thore- 
foro given to him, that he shcmld instantly withdraw 
hia aliip from tlio island wh:i)th, .they had now con- 
guered by force of araii. 'Keeling replied, “ that till he 
was commanded otherwiao then by worda, he ■would ride 
there till ho was laden'j” but iinding ;:oon nilAr 'f hat a 
treaty had been concluded bfdwcen the Dutch and Biu- 
daucso, amounting tothe entim Stibmiasioa of tlio .latter, 
lie consented to xof.U'e. Middleton, who had sailed on 
the 12th Alarch, did not meet with the two othove, but 
followed nearly the same doULtao vdthoi'i. any remark- 
oble adYenturo.-' ■ . , .

E \ n LY. ENGLrsH VOYAGES 


ThcBCfl they sailerd for ZanxibaT ; but being, involved m 
a tibitr-Pl with, the nati ves, lost .severjl of their number, 
and were obliged to return to that ialaad; but there, 
too, fvesh dmsteva were sustained, both from, the ciiinate 
and the treacherous hoirtjUty of the people. 1 hey then 
proceeded northwards Arabia, but being at n lois how 
to find their way .to the Indian coast, determined tosU-er 
direct for Samatra ; and iiav-ing reached Achoen and Pria - 
nian, they obtained, on adsmntogoona tenM3,an abundant 
caJ^o of pepper. The voyage liomeward .is very intlis- 
tineily related; but h is clear that it was iKcompanicd 
with many delays and some tkmagu; and, in l)*obraaTy' 
lOli, the vaastjl wus ran ashore on thopoast tf Brittany, 
near fliorlaix, wiwsrO great depredation was conunitted. 
by the inhabitaufc). The Coni|Kuiy, on being , appmed 
of her aituationi sent a skilful sliipwright, v.'ji.h other 
person?, who reportofl the Avsael to be wholly unaer- 
vioeablc, but saved two hundred tone ol pepper, w’hh 
the onchora, ordnance, and other ecpiipmeutu.. Of sew-ep- 
ty-fi.ve seamen, who went out from Kngland, only n.ijie 
sinTiV^^dp, 

■ In 160!j, Captain David Middleton ag^iin aailed with 
only a single ship, tiie hixpodition, which,.vtnth its hid¬ 
ing, -was valued at £13,700. Hu proceeded directly Ihi 
the Spice Islands, and found the Dutch, as before, in 
g.rcfit force, and claiming tlie entire soverelgirty; yet, 
by iiis address and activity, he contrived to obtain a good 
! investment. Hereupon their inti igruvtion was .such, that 
they formed several plans for defltroymg .hihi and his. 
vessel, and ho wa.s in agresitwreaEiUre iodebtod to chance 
for his escape. However, ho vvas fortunate enougii to 
reach Ilimtain without unconntering any serious disinter. 

In 1609-10, the Compatiy :iorit out a larger expedition 
than ever, t<.-.nsist!og of three, vessels, one called the 
Tra(ie^4 Iriereiise, of a thoiTSaiid tons; while a capiUtl of 
£82,000 was invested in the eliippiug and cargoes. Tho 
counnander was Sir Henry Middleton, who, hi a foi'Uiftr 
voyage, had obtained a eharactei: for couKige and eno/r- 
prise, which in tho prciunl be fnllv inaintoined., Tho 
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' Red Sen ftnd Siimt, i?i prefej^nce tb the Sptcfe Isltihdfl^ 
liitlierto Uie favourite objt^t, h'bye the pditits of de^ 
tinatloii, Haviujof hJ^'^ted hja |*a33^e roaiid t,h:fe Oaph, 
he proceeded direct to the A.pihian '■'.hilf abd the port of 
Mociia^ iviiere ho at firat Hfttierod hmseU' vitli having 
oi)tained a incAt cordial redeption ; hut fei6g iaveigled

wrvs, with a laudable jjatriotfem, employed by this .j^hy-V 
mcian to obtain for bin coun'rymeti eoiuo commerdai 
privileges. From Agra iiopnooeedod to the court of the 
Jfabob of Bengal, where bis skill, teorted with cgunl 
success, was rewarded by it ^dnt to the English of. very 
extensive local iidyaatnges, aiid hnutunities. ] 'The mer¬ 
chants of Surat, on payxaent of IJOOO rupees,'prociU'ed 
. full freedom of trade, exempt from customs; and in 
IdSfi they criick'd a Ihdtory: at Hoogley, situated on that 
branch of the river which'baS always been CTUsulered 
the principal clmnnfjl for the tr/ide of the GongL's. From 
this time daps and iuvestmeam wci-e sent to Bengal 
every yCnr, Several other faotones were snbsegaently 
foDVied ; but itacommercti wvjs stili considered secondary 
to that of Gommiindeh and niado subject , to the siipei- 
iiitendence of the authorities a t Fort St G^?.virga, 

It Wits in Bengal, however, that the,Bnglteh.hrat at- First 
tempted to e.stablish political and military power. The 
agt'uia of the Compaiuy tcabsndtted a dehtil of variou*. miiuni’y 
wrong.! sustained h‘om the lialivc mlers, and' saggestod 
the expediency of seeking mlra^s by force' of ' arms. T.hc

plan of'the ciimpai^n waa Ln the first inetance to\'B€vIi:e 
and fortify Chittf^ongj a point rati ler remote froa) the 
ecpne of coramerdal activity, but which they ineaEit to 
make the centro of their military moveinenta. Hhnce 
they were not fortunate in. the execution of thin gnind 
scdiemo ; the different parts of the annittnent arririitg 
separately, and o/ffing, too.Avith little concert.'

MAlirnoucl, after a short mteTifal, wea succeeded by 
Musftood, who neorly EqUhllfc-d hun in lunvoy !Uid eli¬ 
te ■•priae, hut who hiiJ to sti'us^^le ftgaiost a KO-iea of ad¬ 
verse fortune. Thero poured forih from the in't^rior 
fegioiis of Asia one of those great tidhs of to^^p■(t^st and 
UiigTMtien, which have so tfteri chongiA). the faCc.ftf tl«it 
continent. If consisted of the Turks or Tootks, imde-r 
the dyiiuaty called, from fkljuk its founder, Scljukiatij, 
which overftm Ktiorutwn. Under’the suceWsors of thO 
chief just iifirned, the Turkish ctUpireJ rose to such a hcigiit 
of power as to eclipse that of all the other Asiatic king^ 
donis. Tcgiul, who suhvertM the imperial ihrohi of 
Biigdrtd, and shook that of Constiintinople,—Alp Araiau, 
who ■wrote on his tomh at Meni, Y e who hivva st^en 
the glory of Alp Aridan raulted to the heavens, irma 
and See it huried under the dust thcdoavere wwriom 
with whom even the most gallant of the lineage of idati- 
tnoud sought i’n oiii'. to couteud. ThciKJ test saw wrested 
finm them the hhe plains of Khoirwitin and iimu, even 
that of Balkh, and thoir dominions confined'within tiw.! 
raountain-harriei* of Cdiioitsua, On thctiostcni side tliey 
etill held Lahore, and niado some vigorous attcliipts^ hut 
only with partkd and temporary success, to extend their 
sway over ■the Indian tetritory. 

'i'he house of Oluzni, during two centmics, oontimied 
still, though tiius reduced hy Turkish invwsion, to tnain- 
tain the houndaries above described. Family alliances 
were even formed between Ibrahim the First tvi'id Malck 
Shah, son of Alp Arslan. The do'vniul of this ftyuasty 
arose irora an internal cau*‘, Ghori or Ghoov forms u 
rude district, situated on th« loftiest branch of 'Ceitcasua, 
or Hindoo Goosh, where it hoi’tU.’re onTibet and Turko- 
stan. Its priuoefi, cdnHn,tt)ding » race of hardy moun¬ 
tain ecw, gradually insde themaelvcs nearly independent 
of the GhiKidau govwnMMOu^ ttnderen obtained po.sat'a- 
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biom in Tartary nnd ICiioramm, This excitad w strongly 
tlio jealousy of Byraui, who about the year 1115 httd 
oflceaded the throne, that Jiaying, dmvm into I’.is poAver 
Moliaiumed, prince of Gbori, he put Iiira to death; a 
stop which he had ample cause to repent. Sief-ul-Dien, 
hrotliei' to the lutter, soon mustered a large .array of his 
IbUoweri, eager to venge tl le loss of their cMei‘, Byr.'im, 
unublft;to oppose him,evacuated liis capital; but liaving 
re-^ssemblfcl his forces, he soon afterwards reco.vered 
GliiKoi, and took his enemy prisoner, whom he subjected 
to i lie nwKst dreodfill inaulf and cnndtyt Mounted on a 
bullock he was led through Ghizni, amid the derision of 
the mob; thou tortured and behcadcii, and hia viaier 
impaled nliye. This barbarity on the part of a ruler 
otiierwiso. mild tmd xospectoblo,, got fhe seal to the fote 
of his.house. Allah, brother to tho Sijffcix'r, soon suni" 
moned rr>nnd hhii -all the warriors of tiie tribe of Ghori 
to clumtlsf! tile author of tlieir wougs- Bynraiu inarched 
t.o meet him ; and the, soporior numbers of his troops 
■ enabled fclietn to, maintain a rigorous rtruggle against the. 
rude coufagd of flie inountaineere. But at huigth he 
■yieldotl, and tied wdth his scattered arniy towards Hinctos- 
tai>, whore, ho soon affor died of grief. Tiie victor, hi 
,}1£3, mapckfd ujwn Gbi?;ni, and laccoirlmg to the too 
common pnmtictiof e-'ififcern ooutiueroi'8,.soughi to hutijoss 
the cruelty ivhich ho catyie to pnnisii. That jitagnifu'eTit 
city was giveii up to a geueiul pillage, and to the sword 
of the en raged Ghorians. In scvt'n days it w as no more*; 
and itfl pulaGos, so profusely' onibellished with the ^otls 
of conquered liwlia, wei'e rosod to the ground- d fow 
tombs, sphi'Cii by t^^iatern pioty, stood alone ainid tiiis 
appalling solitude. It revi ved.indeed, and became for a 
i^on timistbc'capitsl of the Ghorian ■chiefs ; but,it again 
sunk, and uoAv only a few bcs tiered .ruins, with-fbo ep.r- 
eiyna toriih of Malimoud, at. .which a re,w prieofo peipp- 
tualiy reud.'tbo Korun, lU'o ail tliat renaHin of ,this once, 
pmiul neat of the conqueror of Asia. ;€■ 

The Gluanetide,dynasty continued, for some time to 
retain their dim iiuahwi authority; but it was finally ok-

Moliammed Ghori orGhoor obtained the govci^nmawt 
of Ghi'jmi in 1174, and held it in hJa brothers right oiid 
Ms own Uiirty-two yi^arSj With h valottT anti foiiuno 
similar to those of his great amioatoTS ^vliani he rcsf:^m- 
hied in naino. Commending his car.'^r with tiio oeeiT- 
pation of the frontier territoiy of lab ore, Im iPado it \ih 
pruieipal pbjcGt to extend his doniaiion o mr India, Col¬ 
lecting all his fon^es he advanetd ^^Mnsfe A jn^erej wltf<i;h. 
at firat submitted ; hot the King of Ddhv Imving form¬ 
ed an niliitnce with aev'eraJ ndghhourirg princes, hasten¬ 
ed to its relief witli two Imiidredthmisimd infantry,* nd 
three thousand elephants. '?dohannnef], trustiug the 
courage of hie inouiitairt-trihcs, m^^hed fV^’iTies^Jy to the 
attack; Imt the, view of this immeuse iioat whedmg 
round to ejieloee Iheia, and the hiighty aitmy of iti* ele* 
pluLTits^ sceine to Imre stnick witiv pune them uudia-^ 
ciplined warnor:i. Many of the cMcVs with their fol¬ 
lowers ffed, Imviiig the king by the onetiiy, 

who:'!6 supej-iority !ij numbers was iio’rV grOatly inen^ua- 
ed. The MoalCxubn Iioi^eback cncminten d hat)dto Jumd 
the Ki ng of Delhi, ocuted on his war-clcp han t. The CJho- 
rian prince* uftera tl^^spoTutc Btruggle, was pierced ij\ the 
:vrm, h li pj the ground* and wm tviUi dilficutly emried off 
by a trn*?ty-baiid of lui? (nliicreids. The miit AVas com- 
jkite, and the pmsuifc w^ 3 A continued forty initcH. 

Tile emperor spsUit a year iu repairing the effects of 
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f.^w tiwendfiil dkasttsr, and of’givuiztng tli«? tnean^ of,a tieiw cilkp. :vt 
invasion. He at first dcgmdcdtHp ora rails ho liad fled, 
hiihjectingitlioia to the huaiilktion of marcbm^ ro'^ind 
the city with baga of barley svwpAn,<ltj(l their tiec'kftj 

and of feeding out of thero ; but wkeu proceeding otf h^is 
next expeditioiii, it Wiw represented to him that he fcherOby 
deprived himself of the (Kirvices of niariy of hiii choioost 
warriors ; upon which he allowed them to resume their 
statioiia, and obtaia an oppoituiilty of redeemUig t]ieir 
fame. 

Mohammed, having mustered all his forces, matelied UeneTfea iit- 
iiite India^ where he met troops still more numeMna 
than tliose who had vanq^uished him in the precedii^ 
year ; all of whom had now l>ouud themstdves by the 
water of the Ganges to conquer or die. The Indian 
.princes advanced with boundless confidence ; sendiijg «t 
ithe same time a fritindly rernomtraTice, that if, Moham¬ 
med was w<!ary of bis own life, he should at least phy 
the men w^hoiu he was leafiiug to so cruel » destiny. 

Retreat wtis still opm io him ; but; if urged on by hia 
e vil gLjnius, wb hnvit sworn,” said they, by our gods 
to advance upon yo^i witli our mik.4we«kmg oloidiftids, " 
WBi'-treuding liorw,'ii, and hlood-thmity soldiers, e«Hy in 
the mocning, to crush your untbrtunate army.’* Thu 
wary coiatnatider returued ao. answer ueemingly inspired pnitcyof toe 
by alarm j string, tlmt he carried ou tlie war only in 
obedienoe to lua brother, without whose ordets he could , 
iiot rotreutj bdt w'ould gladly' arrarige tlie teriiis of tc 
tarucc tlU his shpuld rec.eive further ingtruetKius. The 
Itidiaiis, lulled by tlus subiuirwiye tone, gne themselves 
up to security, and apont the following night in meiri- 
ment MohamiBcd, watching the mom.ont when they 
were oompletcly off their guard,made on attack during 
the darkness, defeating and putting to flight several 
largo bodies; yet so immense was the circuit of their 
camp, thut there were rallied next morning numbcTB 
w-hi^ seemed more tliau euough to crush the whole 
host of the inwaders, The MussukiLia then adopted the 
old Scythian wttrfttre; with his squadrons of cavalry he

eontjueror. Having ad veaioed to the-capital^ tlus victor 
was prevailed upon hjr 0, high ransom to sj^aro it, b«t, 
left s ati'ong force midcrdiis lieutopani., Ch ttnh, to main? 
tain Ills authority in that quarter., Iliw officer soon 
after asse?nhled a iatge body of followo.rB, subvert-cd the 
, throne of Hellii, and reigned tlxere as vjcei>viA 'plms a 
4lf'.iskm dominion was for the first time established in 
the heart of Inilifl, and in one of its greatest cities. 
Expwittion Mter a lapse, of a short pei iod, Mohammed made an* 
tmoHindjs- expeflitioii into Hiudostan. Heing joined by Gut- 

tub> he totally defeated tiie Prince of Kauemgej then 
marclied ugairist Benares, broke the idols of its thotisfuid 
shrines, and loaded four thousand e^jnelg with the wealth 
«)t that sacred city;. Foliowhig s oareet* simlhu- to that 
©f the Ghknevido. he made nine expeditious into Liditq 
and acounmlated treasures which almost rirailed vhostt of 
his great predecessor. But this sple/uiid light of con- 
quert w'as In one moment extinguished ; for on his way 
from Jhdiore to Ghtzni, he pifch:ed his tent for tbo night 
o^i the honks of the Indus ©r tme of its trihiitariea; where 
a hand of the moimtaiii-tribo of Gwickwars, many' of 
whose relations Lad'perialjed in war with Mchpnrned, 
Awi^twuon hxid vowed, at whateTor cost, to pitrchuso revcngxa’. Tlie 
inei seuson being oxtrouioly hot, the cauntft or j^vreehs .‘H- 
closhig the imperial hmls h-xd U^eii thrown ©ptni fw the 
admission of air. Twenty conspirator, availing theoi- 
eolvos of this circuni stance, stole hi unperceiyed, stabbed 
the aentry on guaril, and, having drawn off the attention 
of the others, penetrated to the cliamher of the kmg, 
who w'ss lying asdeep w.Ith two slaves fanning liim. All 
their daggers were instantly plunged in his breaid, and 
he Bunk Ujider theix hands, pierced by twenty-twts 
woujids. 
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Thus perished this great conqueror, whose dommiori cnAr. '>■^1 
was almost iw extensive as that of MalimoiKi of Ghiani. ^ ixTiTt, 
like him, aecoTiling to Tei'ishta, he was not devoid of 
virtvios, yet has left behind a darktu' repiitation, T'edeem- ()rti!Q 
el by fewer traits of refinement and ■himianity. With 
hbn the dynasty of Ghoii rose and felt, for he left no 
descendants po&sesiied of energy sufficient to support the 
weight of his ill-halnnccd empire. His licnienants,

The history of AUtdi contains some record of love-ad \ tji -

Intt'was iiifoiiat,-d .tliftt no pjjrinission could be .girantbti 
to land Ilia goods till a coininunipation wero licild with 
Mocrib Kh«n,:t.lje viceroy, who resided at Cambay. 'A 
nieiisenger was prc-sontly despatched thither ; though, in 
consequence' of the heavy ruins and iu'uridation. of ,tho 
rivBfa, an answer did not arrive tor t wenty .days. At 
the end of ithis potiod pernnssiou was grunted to land, 
ttiid io biiyand ficlt for the prasent voyage ; hut iutlmo^ 
ti(jri wM given nt the same time .that iito factory co i ihl he 
established, nor puirnianent settlcmrmt msidq, wltliout 
the sanction 'of the nionorcli, which snight probably he 
obtained by ppoceodh-'g to Agm, a journey of not less than 
tw o months.

insignificant little island. Hawkixis hariag afterwards 
nxet an oltioer of that nation, and represented to him

.entitled to trade iu :tj'cm Withoi.it his license. The 
British captdLo w.(ju,asted him to coaveif' to Ids su¬ 
perior 0 JX'tort at opce p^dst indigntint and; ^drrrthl, 
accompamod with a e^idenge to single cohibiit, W-hieh 
; Wiis not uoccptod, U'he libuta, 'niOitn time, willi thoir 
Oaptiired ovew'o apd cargoes were sent to Gpa;' niid 
tii(> Khglishn'tan, insteiid of seohig anf'hopo: of ri'drcBS 
ii-om the Hindoo authdvitiefj, found' rtrason to .believe 
that, the delays 'Which he had endured were, contrived

‘ suggestion, coiisciwus of tiie post coniplamtswhiihhiight ,

the 16thApril IdOy. Ashe wfiannjuiringforloflglags, the 
ettiporor aont for him in soch honte that he IVsd scarcely 
time to dress, Ou repaimig to the palace, he found 
Jshangire elevated on his seat royal/’ and presented 
hifl lotior, which, as wpU as the king’s seal,, the nionareli 
for some timo carefolly ex&mijicd.. He then desired it 
to bo read by an old Jesuit who happened to be preecht. 
That persomgo gave a very unfavonrable reixnt, aayh-g, 
it was basely peimed but the sovereign, fi.niiing,,,l)a3 
visiter cotild speak Turkhih, had begnn, a.copversatioa 
wliich plefteed iiiin highly. Hawkins was invited to 
visit the palricc daily, and his majesty held long da- 
courses with Itim, making itiquij-y respecting the differ¬ 
ent enuntries of Ho rope, and als» the 'West Indies, the 
esiatence of which it seems he fold been,taught to doubt. 
He mentioned his conviction that the .'English foul

tiling necf'RRary for their trado, JefoingSre then ear- 
neatly regiiesled the captain to rcniaiu in I’ndut till he 
himself eouM send an wnbatsy to Einroijo, assuring liipi 
of an iijoovno of lipwirrds of i!3000 a-year, to be derived, 
according to their nswigc, from a (!(.'nii!uind of fowr 
hundrc<l horae, .ind a district of whicJi he was to receive 
the revenuoa.

tihioh theugh ho afterwards found that it was not legal 
in England, he honoiji’ably adhered., and declares bliat l;a 
was thereby made ontro'mfcly happy. 

Hawkins being now in the full stream, of favour, and ir-ttutD^ of 
leammg that another vessel, the Asceiiaion, was coming 
to Surat, liad no diflieulty in obtaiwii^g, an imperial conif 
mission; under the great seal wi th golden letters, author¬ 
izing his cottntryny on to trado, 'His satisfaction wtia 
cbhndete when, "in consequence of aw-umulatod qom- 

plahits fiUm other qnart,ei«, his tn:x.ih-enemyMoctih w^^^ 

summoned to court, and punished with the confiscation 
of all Ms effects. Ihese were ao, exceedingly mnneroiis, 
that it afforded for two moutM'a daily tash, te the em¬ 
peror to exati-iine them and eebict the best , for lus own 
use.

its height, from this inoiuen't began to . ebb. Mocrib, 
after bk'ig stripped of his inost tatuable property, was 
restored again to favour, and aJlowcd to resume hiB.go- 
vetnineivt, tyeing simply exhorted to^ conduct, hiinsoif 
with greater cirduinsj^cetwn; but before Ms departoro; 
he took ca.reto do the Engl islf every ill .offico in his 
power. Ail those w-^ho were alwhit the emperor,—the 
omndis, the ofRcers ot state, and more especially' the 
doMuits united with him in their ondcavoins to undw- 
mine the infiiient'e enjoyed by .straiigera and infidels, 
a wiis represcntetl to itehangire, that by opening }us 
trodO to ttiis strfingu people ho would oltogeihet di^st 
the PortugueaG, a much more opulent and pt>wcrtul .na¬ 
tion, who would nob onlk tliemsclyea desert hia ports, 
bill' were able to prevent others from enUiring .them.

The succeed Liig transactions con tinned to present tiie 
A'lithUBon saiiie w^ofiil picture of iinbeciiity and vaeiilatioiip WhcJi 
01 coirt the. captiiin eouid frtd a friend at conrfc^ or seiise a fa war-' 
able inoinciit^ or pre^'ont some valuable gift, he appcnrc<i 
again on the eve of having all hia wishes accouipHehed ; 
but the iUitivity of bis a^ivoi'Sitries always produfccd a 
speedy revorse* During the whole of this time he siif- 
fe^d much annoyance from Abdtil Hassan, the prime 
minister and his mortal eneiny, wdio at conrt ciinduily 
excluded him from the space within the red raih}, the 
s^?elle of honour, and the spot whore opportunities of 
eonvei*sihg mth the nxouurch ueuaJly occurred: 
fJtough ho could not altogether withhold the grant of 
A-:nf‘yan(^Ra territory HUKle for Hawkins'' Bubsistenco, he Coiitrived to 

district so dieturbed by iimrrectiori, that 
' little no revenue could be drawn it. After two 
ymmawd a half, therefore, of sickeijifig and fruitless 
att<mdimce, tlie ISngiyj cfiptain determined to take his 
leave. On tho 2d .November 1611, he departed, not 
only without t btainiimg ajiy confirxriation of coTrimOTcial 
^ priviJcgcfs, hut even without a letter to Ills own king —

A ibw years after, it was dotermined to mfike ma EngiWis em- 
atterapt to place the jBritjeh aftairs iti India on a inoio tiit> 

satisfactory footing, by sending out on embassy direct 
froiu the king, wth amplo presents and all euch oiirum- 
staiices of pomp as might produce aa impression on ,the 
proud oriental potentate. Sir-Thomas Eoe:o,OeonU«gly ' 
sailed irojn Gravesend on the 24th January 1615, with 
tlie Lion and Peppercorn, wmra;uided by Captains Pey-' 
ton and Bonghton, After pftssbig along the msLenr 
coast of Africa, and. touching at. Socoto-tn. ho aravod in 
$eptcmber at Surat, w-here he was landed iu .great pompj 
Avith eighty meu-at-onns. By fiSsie.rthig his privikgea'aa 
ambfiBsadov of a powerful monarcis, ho escaped in. a great 
measure tho « barbarous search,*’’ us well as vaHons 
oxoctioiia usually, pmetised on mercltauto. On tite 1 6ili sir Ttomns 
November he reached Burhaupoor, and had a splendid (imvai 
audience of Prince Purvez, accond son to the eultiin, who 

m this place represented; the Mogul sove^ciCTity, tlumgh ' 

tho rejiJ po wer restod with Khan Channa, cowmander of 
the forees.. The young viceroy is described os mounted 
on a spoeieo stage, like the moc'is-kings at a , theatre ; 
and the .ambaasodor expressing a wish to go up,: was told 
tjmt neitlicr tho Grand Turk nor the King of Persia 
could.be 80 hono.ured. On his requesting a amt, ho wuis 
tpld.no man over sate in that place. The pritico, ho-w^ 
ever, promised to admit Sir Tbonuta presently to u. more 
privuhj audience ; hut unluckily, mnong other gift.s,. ;hi8 
higiiness had received a case of bottles, of which he made 
sapli diligent use as to be soon wholly out of a oOiidition 
to fulfil lus engagement, ■ , , . 

As the Mogul, sovereign was thon resident at Ajmcre^; ivoseoa* to 
JtoB proceeded thither through the country of the B.aj- 
poots. On his way he admired the situation of Chittore, 
wliicii he coinparcB to a tomb of woudeiful magnificoucc. 
iVbove. a hundred teiiiples, many lofty to'o/eirs, ami 10)11.508 
innumerable, were seen trovv'jiing the; lofty reek on 
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cttAiP. via, i-7lnL',h it stood'; Imt it wtiri at tj,iis time entirely deeertcdl. 
On the 23il Dcceml)er, Sir Tiiointw Kirivcd at ^jmere, 
ljnt cjkl not go to couit till tlio lOOi Jarina.'v' 1G16, whe-M 
he waited o.n the enipe'ft'ir at the durhar^ or piaRe of 
public audience. He delivered the royal letter and pre¬ 
sents, end met a reeeptian go cordial, that he was assured 
no otlujr ambitSTOdor, either Turk or Poi-siaii, iiad ever 
Trained tire like. At the next inkoviev/ he was allowed,,lind 
ever afterwards n tidned, a place higher than that of &11 
the courtieis ; imd ■feeing'pemutted to state thfj grievances 
■kv.hifch the English trade Buffered at Surat arid Ahmed- 
nbad, was assured, that tlicse eliould be fplly redr’cased. 
Many other conferences followed, and much familur liiid 
even jocular conversation passed feetween the ombasssaddr 
nnd tile monarch. Sir Tl’omaa foi’ some tirne fondly 
hoped to obtain all liia re((uest$, but soon found liinisclf 
opposed by tho Sfune hostile cabal that had caused so 
many reverses to Hawkins, Mocrib Khan, the rooted 
enemy of England, was at ecurt, whore he was aup- 
pork'd by Ai'ipb Khan^ wlio liad now suc(;eeded a? prime 
ininister, and by Churrum, afterwards .Shah Johan, then 
the favdur.itel son of Jebangire, It was surprising how 
be could'at all inaintuiri his grotuid against such power¬ 
ful ad vemarfos, who pi-odoccd contiriiial tl.uctnation 9 in 
the iitind of tlus inconstant prince ; but the QTObg.s«ado'r’d 
. . addrese and persevenmte at fost .enabled him to procure 
u firman, tliough not to the full extent which liad 
been promised and expected. He even received, a letter 
,, to tlio British sovereign, addressed, Hntp a king rightly 
dfseonded from his aucestors, bred in military affaifo, 
lUjd cloUied with honorti' and Justice.” 
oiwrrvaticns f Onrhig liis stay, Sir Thomas bid a good opoortunitv 
iienjontiB oDscvvmg^ iho pomp ma c^jramonjes ot tms cotirt^ the 
(xnirt. most; splendid perhaps tliat ever daxzlcd the eyes of 
mankind, tliough scarcely pOLSsiaBjug a corresponding 
sliaro of polish and refinement, A rornarka.hIe degree 
oi publicity, and even popularity, seems to liavo du^ 
tinguigh',!d all its proceedings.. Tiiv empci*or spent as it 
Wore his whole life in public. In the mbi'ning he came 
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to ft w.^jJow overlooking a wide pkiin^ aad exhihited CJUJP-viti, 
liiioseli’ to a nurjiViroL’ia crowd there aasemhled. A.t noon ^ o^onj 
he .retumotl to the (Mimo phicSj wlifire he w-tisentsrtaJnad 
with cbmhata of wlUI b-asts, pOTtionkrly of elepliants ;

The 
outer epnee ^vss filled Ihdth ehiefe of secondary dignity j 
wMlo a wide open arcjt at h: greater distance was assignoti 
multitude j all pf wlioni, however, iuijoyed a full 
yijaw of his niajesty’fi horsoii. To' this routino the em¬ 
peror was completely (mslaved, and coald not ho excused 
for a single lay, unlecs he rvero sick or dnurk, which it 
w 113 uccesSaiy to explain ; bvit ** two days no reason can 
excuse.'’’ All the state-jiroceediiiga add ordinanees were 
C'inally puhi io, .he mg daily written down, and aliowed 
to ho p'erusfc'i tbr a trifling tee. Thus every event aud 
retjolution yyiu? Immediately known to all the people; 
and even bir ’liiotuns’ English feelings were seaudalized 
hy seeiiii; the puist secret councils of the prmoo, and his 
cluiigeful' puipiosee, ” tossed end censured by every 
rascal.”; 

Our ti'ftvcllior, on several occasions of g.ay(friy and fes* wealth of 
hyal, liffd other opportunifies of beholding /lie pomp of ***'’ 

Ibo' Mogurciinrt, It consisted chiefly in 'the mimouse 
profiisioTi of precious stones, which thismovijreign fnade 
it his fthn, I'y.prcseiltsj piircliaac, or plunder^ to collect ■ 
from every ijuarter. The person of the emperor on high 
nnniyi'T'SGries was not only covered, bat completely laden 
with djaUionds, peurltt, and rubies. Eveu the oleplionts, 
v^hen tlyjy vt'cnt in procenaibn, beaidra having all their 
trappuiigs tidily gilded, had their he,ad9 adorned witli 
yalufililti jewpls, TfaeaiabassAdovw'aspattioulnrlydazzled.

crossed in the face of the hostile Rajpoots; bu ttlie empreas, 
t6 eucotu’tige her troops, rode into the ran’ent, exposing 
herself in the fcliickosfc of tho eonfliot, and emptying lour 
(piiV era of arro^vs w ith her own hand.

sliieids.: Bat Mohabet fiiinily restored tho battle, and (’omriete 
gi,iinta! a complete victory. Roor Jelmn iiod to Lahore ; 

’.viieitcc, by letters from Joliangiro, she ivas induced to 
repair to ins canip. tJndor theae cireumsUincGa, wo 
know not how to justify the resolution formed by'the 
conyiioior of putting her to dcatli. He oven extorted 
. tho imperiiil ivarraut to that eiFect; wh.cn the artful 
princess, piotending to submit to her fate, salieited onc 
interview witli her lord,—n re^rJestwhich the general 
granted, on .conditiofi that it should take place in his own 
p;;e6cnte. She chtcrod imd stood before her hualiaial in 
doe[) silence, “ lier beauty diining with additional lustre 
through her sorrow.” Ho insttvntly burst into teors, and

Mohahet now cajn’ied his sovereign into Ca bul, treating 
bhu witli the highest resjject, inaintuiniug tlio full pomp 
of ills Court, and aljwwiug him to transact all the ortlmuiy 
affairs.of state, , At iciiigth, having obtained the most 
ample promises of i(tiid<aniiity and future favour, he proved 
llhi.s diainteregtednd^ hy resignuig his power, setting tlio 
n monarch at ful). UBierty, and retiring into a private sta^ 
Htiou. }lut ho hadigone too hir to retiodoiivith eai'ety, 
i||rhe emptitor, indeed, -vvaa capable of forgiving, and even 
■of forgetting; but tho deepest i'esentment rankled in 
thc iniod of his Wly-j-who soon bcgaii to. demand the life 
of. the gcne.t’al, though the former had sufficient wmsc of 
jut^Icc to repel her proposal •with indignation, ' She 
then proceeded to form plots for effecting her object by 
treachery. Jehangire, on leacuing tiicse dea\giis, gftve 
information to the intended victim, at the same tiin,r 
ow'iiing his inability to afford him the prot.ect!fiu to 
which ho had so just a olttiiii. It was evident, there- 
Ibre, that no clioice v,;i3^ left him hut to flee ; and the 
npjin w'ho had so Jatoiy beem the real master of this 
great empire becamo a s(»li,tary fugitive, after abandMx- 
ing all his property. No or Jehan iaimedhitely, seized 
it, jhltd in hjs ahsenee obtained, an entire sway over the 
; mind, of the weak sovercityn; the other was dcelar- 
odareheJ,; a price set upon his hood; and a diHg^mt 
search was ordered to he made for him through ail tho 
provinces. 

■ .Asiphi.th e reigning ■minister, disapproved of Iris sister’s 
violence', and of the qitestiouahlo measures into wlrich 
she urged the govemnient, but knew not liow to I'csiat, 
Oae evening after, dark , he wa.s inforined that a tuan in 
a dross besought en audience. With wonder and 
sympathy, ho saw before him the chief-who hadao hitt;.i|‘ 
been the ruler of Jndia. They witlicirew into a secret 
cahinot; and Asiph having ecknowlcOgcd the empress’ 
violence and the'inLseroble woakucaa of Johangirc',, >J(j, 
latet uiged, that th(i only chance for Imving lh<i empi).'o 
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gfivtimcd with fi.nW''hfni I would he obtained by raising 
to tlje throite Sliah ifehRi-., thi! same man of whom he 
hiniseK Iniil foiig been tho detemiined eheniy. The 
othef,. after some eoixeidt.'i'atibii, ermeurred in his vieWSj* 
and a conimunicltidii with the royal youth mts linme-' 
dmtely opened ; but e<;ye'!ral eircumatainees suspended the 
<r.Kwufclon of thifi|froject till it^vna rendeved upiiceesaaj’y 
by the mneas of the emperor. jVu asthmatic cofliplamr; 
under wliieh he laboured beiiig t^evepely aggravated by a 
residence in tlio cold clbnute of Oashniere, he expi red bn 
the 9th November KiSV, leaving behiiul hmi a very 
doubtful reputation, 

Jeliangire left only two sons, Sliah, Jelum and Shttriarj 
to the latter of whom ho had bequeathed his crown ; 
but Moliabet and Aeipli roci’k iniinediate steps for tile 
elevation of the former, (uid before that pritico oould 
arrive from tho Decciin,hiscorupetitor was defeated, bi'keii 
prisoner, and deprived, of sight. The new emperor, oh 
re.achiiig the capital j immediately adopted the most dread¬ 
ful expedients, to secure bimsslf against a rivtd. He 
caused not only his brother, hut. all his nepliews who 
were alive, to be put to deiyth; and'there roin.aihcd ndt 
a drop,of the blood of Thnnr, except what flowed in his 
own and his children's veins. This horrible tragedy’ lias 
been paniatf-d as founded bn oriental precedent; yet 
though in Eastern courts) fraternaT enniitioshave usm-dly 
been fatal, Hiudostan hud aftbrded no insbince of aucli a 
fearful prosoriptionv Noi* could dchan fail to foresbo 
tluit this guilty example was likely to be followed, if 
not against himscslf, tia it actTtally was in some degree, 
at least against thosse in yvhose welfare he wu's most 
deeply interested. 

He did. not even eiscape the danger of an iinmcdiato 
claimant for the empire. I/odi,- an .oiniuh of distin- 
giliRhetl spirit and valour, and who' boasted a descent 
from the l^atan emperora of India, luid been employed 
as commander of the army ih the Bcccaa, In this 
capacity ho was opposed to Shah Jehan, and bnviugj 
when tho throne became vacant, attached hiihself to 
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CHAP. VJXJ, Sliaiisr, ol^stnicted and even insulted tile new aovereij^ 
A. iTTea;, Agra, The jirince aent au atiiiy ogaine^ 


■ ihiid down liia arms, anti wm appointed fcc» the government 
ot Mulwa ; whence, on a mandate from tJie imperial 
court, he M:pnired to the capital. At the liret audience, 
however^, he was received with such marked disrespect., 
as allowed that some hostUs purpoa© was meditated, 
Aziaut his gon even drew his sword ; ^tumult ensued, 
and tiio olnrah hastened to kis o>m iioaso, which was 
capable of defence, where he shut himself up witli three 
hundred .followers. Thus enclosed, however, in the 
midst of enemies, his situation seemed desperate, and he 
was agitated with the most perplexing einotlona.' Sink 
denly a scream was heard from the apartment of the 
femalfis,—he iTushed in, and saw them weltering in their 
hlood. . In the prospect of captivity and dishohmir, with 
that dc^'terate iidolity not unffegucntly displayed hy 
Hindoo fernales, they had plunged the sword into their 
own breuflte. At the sight his mind was worked up almost 
to phrensy. Ho sprang on horsehnek with his two sons, 
caused his men to!d;bilow him sounding tniinpets, "while 
i^hinuielf called aloud, “ I ivillawaken the tyrant witli 
the soiTTid of my departure, Imt he shall tremble at my 
ttdnin,” A'hot pursuit ana immediately commenced ; 
yet ho would liave distanced hie pursutrs, .had not tbo 
stream of the. Chunibu.1, tlicTi flowing rapidly and ewoUeu 
by lieavy rains, arrested hla progress, OvertakeQ hy ti 
greatly superior force he was ohligcd to plunge into feho

of. the first*order. Ifis very uame struck the confederates 

with suolvtemr that tiioy iimuediatoly retreated. The 

insurgent chief, ndth only tlie troops personally attached 

to hi-noBolfi determined to try the fortune of Itattle ; hut 

it proved adverse, Tire King of Golconda infitaiitly 

began to treat Avith the emperor; and .Lodi, well aware 

that the first article would be the delivery of his own 

person, lost no time in withdrawing, from hk territory. 

Shah Jehan endeavonred to shut s^ainst h,im all the 
pnssea leading into Hindustan; yet the fiigitivo chief , 
evaded all his precautions, mi with a chosen band,wiio 
TGinaiiied,faithfui in every extremity, found his way into Ffigi't imd 
the high cchntry of IVlalwa. The .eiuperoc immediately 
dircct'.‘d AtifMlfth, one of bis officers, to piu-sue him ivitli 
ten thousand Itorse. Lodi, weakened by the attacks 
which he e.ncountertHl in his march, at length found this 
powerful body pressing close bcltur.! ; while Mohammed 
Aziisi, his eldest son, had fidlcn in endeavouring t.o cover 
hia retreat. His troop was reduced to thirty, so closely 
hemmed irr as to exclude all hope. Seeing a strong 
detachment of the enemy advance, he ciUlcd together 
these faithfui follov/em, and after expressing the warmest 
gratitude for their adherence to liini amid 30 many cala- 
initics, begged aa a last favour that they would no longtT 
cling to a cause devoted to ruin, but seek big own 
M.fotr. They burst into t'ixrg, and declared their deter¬ 
mination to share his fiite to the last-. He sBently gave 
the sigTiftl to follow, and spuiTcd his horse agamsfc tlie - 
euemy.,-.

Heber one of the hoMest he ever saw, and iai* supe¬ 
rior to the TCermlin at Mosco'w. .Tlie gatew'ay- in parti- 
fiulav is finely oi-oamented.'^ The Jwiunsa AKi^ed, tOo, 
in the same city, is a magnificent Tnosque, not'excelled 
by any oiliei'in India. But all his w^tions w'cre sur- 
passed by the mausoleum called the Taj JVtahal, raised at 
Ajp'a in honour of Noov Jehan, his favOiiritO queen. Xt 
is built of wlutc marble, inlaid with precious stones, and 
forms a quad.vajigle of 190 yards, with a lofty dome 10 
feet in diameter rising from the centre. It sta-nds orr an 
fckwated terrace, sunroandf'U by a,higUy cultivated gtir- , 

deii. Tlio coii.struction is said to liavo ebat the immense ■ ^ 
euni of ^75(j,000 ; and it is generally esteemed the finest 
edifice in tho emigre. 

This relgii flowed on for move than twenty years in ri;o^;v;roii.'id 
the most smooth and prosperous tenor. The emperor ’ ' 
lost his valuable minister,s Asiph and Sfollftbet; but 
this only induoed him to apply more closely to piTblio 
bufiinesr, which ho eontiriived to administer to t!ie 
entire satislaction of the nntion. His felicity secrccd 
crowno-d by poEsessiitg finn- sons, whose accomplishinents, 
and even viitucs, fitted tJiem to adorn the tliixme of the 
greatest of einpires, and to be the idols of tire people.. As 
the most perfect coriliality reigned betoeeri them and 
him, he placed them in all conspicuons situations, which 
they fdlpd both hononmbly and ably. But when they 
grew to manhood it W'ag impossible to prevent 
jraliyiHieg from arising. EEich began to cotitempkte in 
tiia event of his parent’s death a struggle for the vacant 
soversifjjity; and each anticipated on that occurrence 
either a tlvrono or a grave. Bara, the f-wourlte of the 
agtd monaroh, waa kept near his person, and for him 
the succeaaEon was destined. He was, perhaps, the most

ficei^t, ptpiid, daring, d^ilighiing in \yar and dengei'; eora- 
manded in Gnzerat/^'iiere was y et a fpniiiij of a char; 
raeter ycry dij&'erent from that of any of liis lirotliers, 
or from what is usnally found in the hosom of royalty- 
Antt-tisKebe. Aiirengzeho maintained a re^tved deportment, .rejc'Ct- 
iiig pleasure, and devoting himself to business and public, 
affairs with an intensity like ,that of ,gne who was to 
raise hims'elf from a low condition by his own oxer- 
tions. Another circum&tfloce gave a peculiar stamp to 
his pursuits and destiny, Tlie princes of the liouBt; of 
Akbar bad stjareely made even a profession of the Ho- 
hammediui fidth, though it w as zeuloualy raamtained by 
their armies and great lords. They seem to have viewed 
religion itself w-ith a careless iudiirerence, chiefly as a 
subject of piiilosophical speculation, and studiously 
avoided inakinf' it any ground of distmetion among the 
DtiwHon to various classes of their subjects. He, on the contrary, 
ridopted the Anibrnn creed in all its xigour; cori- 
forming strictly to ita ohserv'onccg, and professing him¬ 
self more aicubitioaa of the reputatigu of a iiiaut u-iid . 
fulcir than of n greiU raonarch. ,lTe thereby made hitn- 
seif odious to the Indian population i but the. Moslem 
chiefly wbo wielded the militaiy power, balled the ap¬ 
pearance, of a sovereign that had ycnoiiiKied the scandal¬ 
ous negligence of Ills ancestors, and identified himself 
with thent upon this important subject. Having coni.- 
mahded also for a long time the troops in the Ilcccun, 
the main theatre of war, he found' himself at the head 
of a hetter-diaciplined army, and bad acquired more 
mi! irhry skill, than fjiy other of the pr luces, 

•(.itnesa of ttio • This State of thhigs, however painful ami alaimiiig, 
etuporor. might have been of long duration, Iiad not a sudden and 
Bovere iUntss Bcizcd tbo Omporor. He co"iiimied insen- 
aihle during aovoral days, and no hopes were eutertainod 



of.hh recovery. Bara^ lljyhis directioii, immodiaiely as- Chap. \n[iL 
Slimed tlio govarninoBt., and ndmifiisterod it as if he were ^ 
already on the Ua-one. In particular, he showed a very 
jealous towards his brothers, prohibiting all' com- 

rain*cation with thenij seizing their papers, and seuding j(i>vei'mnonL 
hito exile all the oiiivjdia atbielted to their interesv. ^ , 

Thus, ho prhoIiMtated, and i n som c measure justified, tJio , 
hostile TTtCfiSures to which they were of themselves but 
too lunch disposed. Notwithstanding every preeantion 
they obtained information of their father’a illness, and 
were even Ihd to suspect that he was already dead. They 
immediately entered upon a lino of cdhdnct, profes-iedly 
prompted not by ambition but by regard for their per¬ 
sonal safety. Sujoh, in Bengal, first pnt'hie troops in 
motion; and soon after Mora cl, in Guzerat, coitimu- 
nicated to Aurengiiebo the recent evehts, inviting him 
to unite in counteracting the obvious designs of their 
relative ;—^in whiOh views that ainbitioua prhuje readily 
conciUiTcd. 

Meantime Shah Jehan, beyond «U expectation, ob- Recovery of 
hiincd a complete-recovery, and Bam, in the most duti- 
fni manner, resigned back into his father’s hands the 
rain.3 of empire, Tliis iuteliigenco was instantly cf>n- 
veyed to Sujah, and a hope expi'ossed that the measures 
which he had ta'ken, sdlciy in anticipation of the eTa];>e- 
rot’s death, would be discontimied. But he hjul gone insuTrcotlon 
too far; the fiamd of ambition was kiiidled in hiabreast y 
he aflected disbelief of the statement, and even treated 
tw forgeries tho letters wMch the sovereign wrote to 
him witli his owh hand. Being met, however, on the 
banka of the Gangois by Sotimhr, the eon ot ilara, a 
youth of di/jtinguished talents, ho was totally defeated, 
and obliged to shut liimself ‘ up in the fortress of Mon - 
rhir, where he was ciose-iy invested* MicanwAnie^ttie ex¬ 
pedition from the south assumed a more formidable 
character. 

Auren'^ebe lost no time in obeying the invitation ot 
his brother, and hastened to join tiim with all the forces 
he was able to collect. But, conscious that hb' viewed 
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Momd also os a rival, and wn4 lUcoly to extite lii his 
riu-ncl ft aSmilar feeling, he iiaod eyory false and flatiefirjg 
exprtsaioii wliich could iiispire with conndetwe hfe ua- 
ttirall}*' open ahd unauspieioui-, heart. He p rofessed to 
consider him as alone htted for the throne of Hiiidostan, 
to which he was called by the desire of the people ; and 
fia one to wliose elev ation it ■would be his pride to ronti'i- 
hate, though his own wish was only to find soine tvnhquil 
retirement, where he Bright devote*thc rest of hie days, jo 
religious conteiivplatiQu. Pei'luips there was notanoi;h,(.r 
indivi^lnal in Hindostaii, hno’.s ing the parties, who coui i 
have been deceived by such language; b\tt so great was 
tiui vanity and credulity of Morad, that Aureng^ebe 
knev/ he: Might confidently Use it. The two pnWs, 
witli their anuies, met on t)ie Ivanks of the Nerbudda, 
crossed^ that river, and totally dothaterl Jeaswiut Siughy 
tha I-iajpoot chiefi who, in the service of the emperdrj,, 
commanded a numerous body of oavahy. 

Shall Jehan learned these events wuth the deoj^est dis¬ 
may. He eiiwthe formidable character of the rei-enioU, 
and dreaded that, whatever the issue might, bt), I'm iiini-, 
seif could Scarcely fail to he Ciiishcd. He theiefore used 
all his po-wer to support Ills destined heir; and even ex- 
piesMcd an ardent wish to hike tlie field along wdth hii% 
though he was unfoi't'iinately persuaded to give up his 
intent Ion, Drdci's were sent to Soliman to gran t favour¬ 
able terms to Sujah, and to hnsten against themoi-e dan- 
geroiw enemy j and iJara was .strongly advised to await his 
arrival with 0 large Teinfoiooment. That prince flceord- 
ingly placed his army, co'asating of 100,00{3 horse, in a 
strong position along tho bimka 0:1 the Chuiabul, which 
commanded tho approttch to Agra, and covered hht 
■with a powerful line o'f iutrcnchMents, Whea the 
confederates advanced, and .saw liis for\:e thus posted, 
th ey felt considei'able ciaborrassment. SIoDid, ■wdth elm- 
racteriatic ardour, proposed to attempt forcir.g the lines; 
but this undertaking appeared too hazardoua to the cati- 
tious prudence of Aurengjsebc. Having obhiined infot- 
inatioii (if d pass thrt^iigh the mounlams, by which the 
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enemy’s poaition miglit. be tumwl, aud leEfVicg only t ho Of iai*. 'v.iii, 
RppeflTaivoe of a camp hi deceive his ad vei-saty, he effected o7r6^i. 

Lis object, and iimrched upon Agra. The iiaperial Iku-'. 
tenaiit had ihoo only the (Aternativo of abandoning that 
capital or of giving battle,, and hLs ardent Bpirit impelled 
him to pvofer the latter. Tina ,eugigement, 
decided the fate of the Mogul empire, Ls rclated.by his- “ ^ 
toriaus in a mminer very confused, and .secrrungly much 
darkened by oriental exaggeration. It is asaorted tliat, 
after varwys changes of fortune on either side, the whole 
of both armies lied from the field, leavm.g only' a thou¬ 
sand horse under Dura, and a hundred under Aureng- 
teho : and that whenihe latter hfid given up all hope, a 
retrograde movement by his brother’e elephant, and the 
' eirfumstanco of that commander being induced to dis: 
mount, struck dismay into his troops, and eauRed his 
total defeat. The following may perhaps be considered conftisea 
as the real ei-ents which nuirkcd this important scene, 

The two principal divisiona were comm.'incled by Morad 
and Amungzebo, and the foinier, opposed to Data, was 
nttnckE'd with such impetuosity, that notwithstanding 
the most streiiuoui eseidions liia line waa broken, bo 
himself wouudsd, and his life ip dangci-. His ally, 
mcaotiiue, after a very obstinate struggle, completely 
defeated and put to fl.ight the force with which Jro liad 
bo contend ; then, wfrecliug round, came to the aid of tlie 
Other wing, vesthrod the battle, and gained a complete 
victoiy. 

The eon federate armies advamicd upon Agra, where npfweion of 
Morad being, most conveniently ibr Aurenguebe, con- * 

frued with his womids, the eiithe conmuind devolved 
upon Iiimsfclf. His fii-at care was to seri'l an emisaary 
to comipt lUo troops f>£ SoUman, in which he easily 
succeeded, 'lit rather they cormpi.ed tliemselvcs by fol¬ 
lowing the ufcial A^ifttic syafcm of going over to the 
prospetouB party. His next twmety \.'as to obteiii p,>s- ^ 

session of his fatheik persoUt This was.a measure both 
delicate and difficult, for the fortifted paloco in wlrich 
Shall Jehan resided was capable of witb&timdiug a long 
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aiege ; which, pressed hva son against his parent, a uio*. 
march 30 popular and highly respected, ivonld haro placed 
him in a very odious position. It was most desirable;, 
thereforev to eficcthis purposi by stratagem j but ho Imd 
trt deal with one versant in all the wiles of policy, and 
in all, the forms of human deceit. Deterruiiimg, how¬ 
ever, to make the trial, he eent a messenger to the em¬ 
peror, expressing deep regret at tho situfttion m winch 
he found himself, nasnring him that he still retained all 
the alfheition of a son m'.d the loyalty of a subject.. Shall 
Jehau gave very small credit to these proh-ssiona^ yet 
he resolved to tf-mp>ori2e, and sent his favourite daugh¬ 
ter, Jeijanara, to visit l:er brothers,’ and cncleavonr to 
ascertain how ahkirs realty stood, Stic wcid. first to 
Morod, who, tnowiag her to he entively devoted to the 
interests of Dara, received her with very slender cour¬ 
tesy, The offended princess returned to her palanquin, 
and wa‘j hastening out of the camp wiien she mot Aureng- 
aebe, who sainted her with the utmost kindness and rti- 
epect, complained of her having held so little coihmuni- 
cation with him, and pix>vuilcd upon her to enter hia 
tout. Be tlmrc professed the deepest remoi sn tor the 
coiuiuct h'to‘which lie had been. htuTied, a.nd h's anxiety 
by any meaiis to ludre reparation. B.c even expiysssd a 
willingness to espouse the cauae of Oara, vvdro it not that it 
already appeared quite desperate. ij(-’h!inara' ’was thus 
induced to lay open ail the resources of thut prince, and 
to name the cluefs who remained stilTattachcd io h.im ; 
dis(;los.'ug to her'brother many most hiiporihnt iSt'ate^ 
secrets, of which he nfterwaids fully availed himself. 
■He then declared that he was entirely sidi.^fiod, ■proPiisiny 
to second all her views, laid added, that in two day s the 
en^poror w'ontd see at his feet his repoptant son. 

Jel’iOiiara now hasteiiihi to her father with this joyftil 
intcjligenco'.

visit. The old man, still creduloua, and detormihed 
to make every sacrifice rather than fail in Ills object, 
consented that tlie eoldiei’s should quit tho palace, tlius 
re^idernig Moliammed and Ids party its re^d masters. 
Then indeed it was amiounced -that Aiireiigzobe luad 
mounted his horse and was approaeliing with his retinue. 
The moiiarch seated Inniseif on his throne in thclijghest 
pxiiitetioi),' expecting to see the complete accomplish- 
rnentxif his schemes land hopes. He soon learned, iww- 
ever, that Ins bou, instead of entering the presence, 
had proceeded to pay his devotions at the tomb of Akhar, 
Coniiidering this as « decided tdiglit to himself, he in¬ 
dignantly asked Moh.ainmed, “ What means AuTeugaebe 
by this boiiaviorr?’* Theotlier delibemtely ansvvered,

graiidsoii hi withdraw, Ou sober reflection he ecu t f^ain 
ipr the youth, and, painting the imsonea of his condition, 
iiiged the most pressing entreaties that the prince would 
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restoro his Jiheity, proraiging in itwurd even thti 

empire of Indifl, whichiiis in+lueacc with the army oiui 
people wonUi !>« ffaffiiuerd to secure. Mohammetl ap¬ 
peared to hesitate for a Tiiement, hpt then, I'laitening 
out of tliP apartment, turned a deaf ear h.> es'ory euhT- 
sequent solicitstion. 

: Aureiignehe had now only Morad to dispose of,' and 
from that quarter he had not much to apprehend, thongli 
this prince,hasungrecovered of his woandfi, liad repaired 
to Agra, and resvjmsd the command'of fho army. . His 
fjvothcT received liitn svith the svarmest congratulations, 
sainted him emperor, and declarfd all his wiohes'^'to be 
now in Ifillcd, sines he fuid succeeded in raiauig so defiCTT-* 
mg A mler to the throne of his jinccftors. her luniHoll* 
he wislied only to perfpnn the pilgrunage to MeccJ^ 
which he was intent as the conuTjciu’emont of n life to be 
entirely devoted to religion, Ihc other, after s<une af¬ 
fected opposition, gavo'his consent, ihmtmg hlmseif too 
happy thaii his relative should thus voluniaiily retire. 
This farce haling been auceessfully acted, the rniii of 
Momd wa» secretl'’ prepared ; and the design soon be¬ 
came so obvious), tiiat even liis credulous.spint could no 
longer be beguiled. His friends assured him that the 
preparations for the visit to Mecca wore suflicient to 
ncquiro the doininion of India; that by ample lanjciisea 
Aiircngzeho ivaa g)uniijg the oftections of die soldiery i 
and, ia short, that no time was to he lost in securing liiiS 
own safety. Iteiug at Inst undeceived, he deterinined to 
employ ag)isnst his brother his own wcipons of treacherrV 
He itiviiod him to a splendid hauqueti wh ere .dvorV thing 
waa prepared for Jus death.; tmt the penetrating eye of 
the guest' discerning sninetldng suspicious, he pretend¬ 
ed a tfudden ilinetw, imd hastily withdrew, without ts- 
citing any suspicion of tlio motive. On the cotttmify, 
Morad soon after a-.:f!cpted his invii ation to an ontertura- * 
meat, in which tiio finest rauaiciaiiis, wd the most bcHU- 
tiful damsehi tluvt India eoulO' atford, wore studiously 
B'isembled, '- The host, laying aside hia auaterity, invited 
to gayety and indulgence this voiuptuoua prince, who 
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yielded to the sedtiotion, «iid, atler ic /elling' iii -uj;ary, ■ 
fell dsleep iu tlm tent, sent insome.of hit! motit 

nn:i(?riiptLto*iB'p3rtisaH9, who prooeefk-d t-o bind their -vie- 
itrii. The jiriuce awoke^niade violojit effo.'.‘ts to extricato 
liitnselfj, calling for hia sword, wlueh bntl hoea taken 
away ; when his hrothtr, Kfling a cnrtuin, exclaimed,— 

Ho has no cljoice but death or subnAisaion ; despatch 
hiif ’ if lie reaists." Moraul, after venting loud reprouchea, 
ykidod to hia fate, and was iininediatoly conveyed a 
pvkoiier to Agra. 

Anrengzebe, having thus ovorconio every ofcatacle, 
coimid^’wd it now time '■ to exalt the imperial umbrella 
over hia head.” Ho felt, however, eoiiaiderable dilBoulty 
in ialdiig a sLpp ao inconsisiont 'with ail his piideasions, 
and especially wi th that of his being entirely devoted to 
religions rctireiiaerit twid abstraction, it was couiriVed 
that his friends should come forward to urge upon him 
the irnporhirtt duty of sacrjflcingi his ease aud pious re¬ 
solutions for the publie good, and of submitting to this 
painful iieciesaity. In due time he allowed Ihmself to bo 
persuaded, though he adhered bo far to his former eba- 
raeter as to [HipprcHo all tlie pomp with which the cere¬ 
mony of coronntioB was usually attended. But the 
shouts of the people reiiched the ears of the captive 
inonamh, who felt ftssared that s<tmethiug fetal to Jiiinseif 
had been determined. He asked Jcimmira to go and 
ingtiiic; yet iraTwediatCiy ’^called her, lest site sliouhl 
see tho head of Bara exposed to public view, Sbe,^ 
however, soon learned and comnimueated to tire'" 
retd facr. The untortUTiate sovereign rose, walked through 
the room hi; silence, then fixing hie eyes on the figure 
of a crown suspended orer lu3head, 8aid,— “'Take away 
that bauble -yet stay, this would be owuiiig the right of 
Aurengeebe.” Alter standing long involved in thought, 
he said,—T'he nc'w emporor, Jehauara,ha3 prematurely 
mounted the throne. He should have added tiie murder 
of a father to the otlver crimes which Imve,noised him so 
nigh.” It Was now' fumotmecd that Mohammed wislmd 
to be admitted, that he might state theToasons which 
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CHAR vw, liad incluced th« victor to mount tlie tlirona; but Jiie 
A. aegradcd rriler intligimntly rfipHed,—" Fathera have 

been deposed by their sons; but it wia reserve<i for 
n"Aurengzche to iusult misfortunes of a patent. Wliut 
atviieoe. motives but his ambition htvi the rebel for assuming the 
eirxpire i To listen to bis excuses would bo to acknow¬ 
ledge the justice of bis con duct 

Aurengisehc, smarting under reraorae for the step to 
which his bold ambition hud irresistibiy impelled hhn, 
and having indeed very little to say in Uis ow7t tlcfencCj 
did not press the unwelcome explumtion. He had now 
reached the smumit of Iris wishc,?, having deceived aiid 
vanquiBhed one of the abit'ijt inonarchs of the hiast. He 
did not therefore push his trininph any fruther, and 
maintained his father durhig the rest of his iife^ iu strict 
cotilhiemeut indeed, hut honoui'cd and respected. 
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AunPxjruz'tiBB was seated on the thro.ne of India* hut chap, ix 
Ijia position tonld not he considered aecui’c whUo Ills 
hrotlicr? Daxa and Snjali lived, and wore at the licad ot 
poweifiil atinies. The fonner, from his hriLliant qunli- 
tioB, and hia desig-aatJon to the emph'e by SIsah Jehaii, 
inspired tho greatest apprehenaioii; and against him. the 
first efForta of the new so veroign v'cro directed. Having 
withdrnvra into I.a!ior0, .Dam had collected a host more 
nnmcroiis tlian that of his adversary, composed, however, 
chiedy of new levies, whom he was afndd to bring into 
the field agaiTuTt his hrothev’s veteran forces. He there¬ 
fore retired beyond the Indus; but retreat in .these 
circumstances, and with such treopsj 'vvos not leas disaa* 
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irous than aetnul defcat. His ranks gJtidiially melted 
away, juid lie arrived at Tatta with only a sinall hody 
of faithful adherents. 

It Would now have been the policy of Anrengzche to 
pursue Oaia without interTnission tiU he had completed 
hie desttuctiou ; but he was neces3ari]y cheelced ,hy th.:- 
mtclhgence that his brotlier Sujali, with a large force, 
w'ae advancing from Bengal, He fouml this ri ml very 
strongly pasted near Allahabad; but, trusting to the 
valoar OJid bardilmod of bis own troops, he resolved to 
attack liim. Ha’lyin the day, iiowever, the Ihajpoot 
bands, who had aceompanied hun only thtpugh (Xjmipul' 
eirm, lied dVom the field, and even began to hia, 

re/,vv; s:) that the Itlogul warriors, left alone, w-ere ,sopu 
vcry liard pressetb' The elephcjut on wliich Aarengzebe 
rode reccivfsi a severe shock, and fell oh its knees; 
whereupon tbs cmjveror drew cue Ibot out of the .stirrup, 
preparing to alight,—but, as in au Induin battle the pre- 
senco of tl:te monarch on his war-e]ephan,t is the rallying 
poii:t round which the army fighta, Jumbt, the '- issier, 
called out, “ You airi descending from yoiu' tlupce.’' 
The prince felt the truth and importance of the reinai'k, 
resunusd hia seat, and even ordered the feci of the animal 
to he chained to the &j>ot, Thua, cased indeed in strong 
armour, he remained exposed to the darts and arrows of 
the enemy. Ijfia men, encouraged by the gallant example, 
of their ebie^ rallied, and malriiig che most desperate 
caused their opponents to give vmy. Sujah, 
AnTng Ids elephant disabled, committed the error which 
hw riviil hiid avoided, and mounted a horse. I.'he view 
of the royal quadruped, moving into the rear without o 
rider, spread general dismay, which ended in a total rout; 
and the prince found present safety only by tki;Owiag 
himself into the strong fortress of Monghlr. 

A.ujengxehe again obliged to allow some respite 
io vi'jytiarnvt adversary; for Bara, after reaching 
'?’■ th-,, f s fiidiw* find proceeded tljrough tho 

givet 'tv;; iatL, ‘h:,; prQviiicc, of Gnzerat, There he 
pisv.UJicd nlfon the governor, whoso daughter had been 
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infirried to Morfld, to espouso, hia caoBo; And 
raisc^d a conaidcmble army, he advanctfl into Riypootanot 
and in the neighbonrhood (rf Ajmerc, iterapital, intrejich- 
cd hirnself in a position of extraordinary strength. Tiro 
eonqueror, on inistcning thither, saw with clismay the 
coirnnandiiig ground on which hia brother imd encainpetL 
iiO mdcavoiiied, by presenting his men in oitler of 
battle, and even by studied inaui-ts, to pnrvoke the proud 
Dax'u to eotne forth And fight; but the priiice liad the 
pmdence to decline these cKiillcnges. The emperor, 
however, always fertili; in stratngein, devised a new 
schoMic. Having in his camp the tv:o chiefs v/ho had 
iriiBTi mainly instnuiioiitel in gaining o ver tho briny of 
the young SoJhnbn, ho caused them to write a letter to 
the father, assuring him. tiiat they had tsien induced 
only by impcrioxis ciixu instances to fomke his cause, 
wiiieh tliey were mixious again, to embrace ; and. that if 
he would leave upon a eeriai.:! gata at a particular Jiour, 
they, with .all their follow era,, would enter and plabe 
thernadvos under hia cojiunaud. In vain did the bldeJt 
und'nioet pnident counaellors warn Data of the danger 
to which this*3iep would expose him, and of the wiles 
of Auiengxeba. Ihvrfv'■'^'jdulous, and inaccessible to 
advice, he allowed himself to ho dazzled by the prospect 
of ah accession to his foiue, which would have given 
hhn e. complete miporiority. The gate was opened at 
the appointei tinio:j the chiefs nislmd in, and were soon 
followed by the w^tol.e imperial axmiy., Undeceived toO' 
ktc, he still attempted a gallant, though vain rcsiat" 
anoe, hut being hMly routed, was obliged to flee with 
a very small rcinliaut of hh troops. He lient his ivtiy 
to thccapitid of ifuizerat, hopii'g there to, find an asylum ; 
but the goverocjl' refused liitu ijdmittnncc. A bsmd of 
Alahmthis, Me^lo.iuirtaining troops,'toeing his fortunes 
.lost, took the <jppOrtu.uity to plunder the camp, leaviiig 
nothitjg except what w'os concoided in the tents of the 
winnen. .Davd was tiien compelled to undertake, witJi' 
o.ut any preparation, a march tveroas the desert, in -a 
plight still irituo Biherahlc than that in wdiich tlra same 
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OEiAT. lA. disaswous teuirifEyhafl been yeifoniiwl by Ws' ancestor 
Iluniaioeu.-l Amid the horrors of fatlg'ne ami thirsty 
beneath a burning sfAii, a number of hii; faithful foUov.-eia 
srict'CSislYelr lay down and expired. At the bead of a 
few suiwiyors he re&ehed Tatt^, and re rght thenee haw 
pushed bn into I'ersia, where he Yould probably have 
been well .received ; but nt this crisis Nmliia Bana, hiii 
faTOurito wife,, vvaa at the point of death, iind he could 
not endure the thought of leaving tiiia beloved object to 
sttioiig strangers. He sought the hospitality of 
Khnn. Jiltcn Khan, a neighhotiiing niler j another lash or 
unioitnnfite lict. Thishvas a violent and bloody chieij 
who, after be-Iug twice condcjnned to doath by Shah 
Jehan, bad been pardoned at the prince's Latei’cessioii. 
Bara had indeed the int lancholy siitlsfection of paying 
the last duties to lus sultana; but, on attempting to de-- 
paid, found Irimsclf surroundod by a body of troops, who 
delivered hjin to Khan Jelian, the hnperbl gei)eral,the]i 
in close pursuit of him. When at length he saw lus 
MndocfipUve. fate mevitable, he (ta^tmed a demeanonf of majestic fotti- 
tude, and maintained during the whole journey a calm 
dignity, soothing his gi'ief by verses composed by liimseH 
on h is own eventful htrtoiy, Hd was led thro ugh .Dellu 
miserably J uoimted and almost in rags. But Aurongzebe 
hiul miscalculated the effect of this bxhihition ; for the ' 
multitude, when they beheld thc-ir once noble and gal¬ 
lant ruler led to death under circumatanccs so fearfully 
changed, ai.id beside him his son, a spirited and gracefixl 
hoy, over whom so dark a destiny iintended, wore "Seized 
with the deepest eympathy, and melled -mtb tears, 
nji) toirayoi mingled with curses against the tyranb Jihon, the be¬ 
trayer, was killed on his w'uy home, ^vhile the erspital 
seemed on the ■ eve of insurrection. Tlhe ^nnperor felt 
that he miist Iiasten to close the tiu^dy. A.8S(»siii9 
wore accordingly introduced hi the night] beneath Whoae 
blows bis u rdoHimate brother fell after a ap?^rate ri-aist- 
ance; and, through the address of tbe( monarch, the 
commotion In the city tjuickly liubaidod.

u.ndor favoiii' of tins tUversion, had ralliecl Jiss hroken 
forces. But as little a|i]-Tehmsion i^raa felt iii that quiw- 
ter, it was thought eiiougii to detach t^iunst hun IVince 
Mohaimued and Jnmla the •sdzier. This expedition,- 
however, received a etiiking interest from a verj luiex- 
poeted and moving-iuoident. dhe youjig wfurior Imd 
been early betrothed, to a daughter of Supih, for. whom 
he luid conceived a Strang, attachnient; and though .in 
the late ttimult of cvente ho had torgotifeii tho hrst 
irapression, ift letter wldc.li the princes?, hi concert with 
her father, now wi'ote to him, kd to a revival of ali> Ids 
tepdemess. He determinad to quit the army, mi eapouso 
the cause of his uncle ; nor docs it teem ^improbable 
that he cherished some secret mtention of hniiating the 
example of Aurengzche himself, by fighting his wmy to 
the empire. Being lughly elated with Uio part he peiv 
formed in the late revolution, and the offer madt' to him 
by his guuidfather, he had often boon heard tp boast 
that it w'as he who placed the crown on Ida parent’s 
liead. Ho fondly fiaUered himself that the army would 
follow hia extnuplo, and, when combined with that of 
Snjall, would compose a force so ovojavhelmiugns to defy 
all resistance. He embarked on. tbe Ganges, as if upon 
a party, of pleasure, and returned not. The solile.;rs, on 
discovering hJa intention, were dt-first greatly iigibited; 
but the prudence and vigour of Jumla preserved their 
attaclunent to tlseir master, and prevented any desertion, 
Sujaii reeeived his illu^strious relative with the highest 
distinction; and, the nuptials having been celebrated 
with great pomp, ha led out hi? men and offered battle. 
Moimmmod placed himseif in the foremqat hue, and 
when he sa'w tlis flower of the opposing cavalry bear 
down upon him, vainly imngined that they came to joui 
hia. atandfU'rii. But their fierce onset sopn undeceivea 
him. Both he arid hiskinsmtm behaved with thb gwiatest 
valour.; but the .effeminate troops of Bcugi-d cpuld not 
witbstoud the iVeteraiB led by Jumla, who gained a coni- 
plete victory. The situation of tUo prfoce was now

No rio* 
lence ’vvas iiideccl offered to him; bnfc ho wm inforaied 
that he and Jiia wife must depart from l^engal* All 
Iiidia being now binder the sivay of the w:;ientleas em*-

It cannot indeed be denkd, that 
dnring all this time the fientral-regions enjoyed aeon* 
aidoj'abie itienstne of j^eace and prosjjerity ; for the cml 
v/ai'S, though irequent and sometimes. tragical, were 
usually decided in a single battle, and were viot accom- 
j)anied with estenaivc desolation. On loohing narrorVly 
into the subject, however, we shall fmd reasem to suspect 
that the picture is too flattering, and that the erajiire 
throughout this period gi ftaned uudev many of the evils 
incident to arbitrary rule. The very fact tliat ,at tlm 
dine "when Britain, succeeded to this Wi^jt inheritance, the

The peopl e •cdiihl ttppcfll to no court of justice, no udnih 
nistratora of the laiv, no indepeinlftnt trilmruilB. 'J'he 
mo^jttich liini«elf could epU to Wa service .uo nu'-ir cw- 
dowed witli: honourable pyincipleS, insphed with 'feelings 
oi gen-csine loyalty, or identifying their glory with that 
of their pruioo. These functionaries ivcre gfenertiTy 
tnen of rtdthing, slaves, igiioinnt and brutal, iiused 
iVoiu thfc dnat,hnd retaiii.i.tig always the ijuality ftud ttm- 
per of beggars,-”'" The only object of those intrusited with 
any power was to aniiuas wsiilth during the slnn't and 
precarious tenm-o’of their possLission, regardless-if after¬ 
wards the whole state shouM fall into min. 

Eve)! ah to the feelings of justice and ivgard to the 
rights of thuir Subjects, which mo mid to have chariMiier- 
ired this d yjiasty; .Be.mier in entious several particnlai's, 
which, figiwing in a remarkable manner iviih those re- 
p^ortod by Hawkins and tend to cast great doubt 
upon the panegyrics of native writers. Anecdotes, even 
of a somewhat tariilHar description, may illuBtrate the 
tone of inauners at this oftent;ii court. A young man 
laid before Shah Jelian a complaint, that his mother, a 
htiiuaij, was possessed of immeufio wcalth, amoiiisting to 
two hundred thonsiind rupees, who yet, cm account of 
iillcged ill-conduot, witlihidd from him all partieipation. 

emperor, tempted by hcariag of so laige a forturjo, 
sent for the lady, and a)nun»tidod her, in open assonihiy 
to give to hftr son fifty thouKUid rupees, and to pay to him- 
se-lf ahamdrcd thousand; at tho sanu- time dct-iring. hei' 
to withdmw. The woninriy however, by loud clamonr, 
O'gBtu piwured fidmittwieej .'md ooblly eaid ;—** May it 
tilejifit! your majesty, my son has cortalniy some claim 
to the goods of his father; but 1 would gladly know

Thift idea opptarod to Shtih Jeban 30 tlroU, that he d&-^ 
sired ‘her to dejiart, aiad no exaction -ihould lie made. 
Such oti' irH'ident may' prove an accessible ternpey, jktiI a 
degree of good hiimoui' on the p!M-t of the so f ereigrt, but 
gireii' a nrpy low idiyi of the general character of i-hat 
jasKc0 which orii'iilal -vAritm are pieosfd to ascribe td 
him, 

Pwsmai I'hc other anecdote is of a still more wld (lescripUon. 

^There were in Delhi a class of femeJea ealDtlICrinchchiy, 
who, though of .somewlmfr doubtful reputation, were not 
altogether abandoned, and were allowed to ooatri- 
buto to tlieaTiiusoinentof this verygitj court. A French 
physician, named Bornard, then resident at DeUii., on- 
df-avdured ttr obtain o young damsel of thio as his 
tiiistreSiS; but her mother, probably from motives of 
prudence, opposed the coimexiou. 'X'he medicjtl man, 
llowo\tor, having gone in tlie evening to wait itpoh the 
Emperor Jehangire, and being about to receive a prtisent 
in recu rn for a cure which he had e/Fected in tlte serugl io, 
pointed to the Kencheny, wiio happened to be anrong 
the multitiide poylng lier coait -to tlia prince, 'mid be- 
sough tv in place of any other gift, tlmt. she might, be 
bestowed upon .him.

and officois, Thijs attendavico was so ntinierous thftt, wiien Ctaittroua 
the imperial troops marched, all Bothi and iigra might yu tuc^BMi. 
he described as proceeding along with them j mid , indeed, 
these cities eonhi coni^idered a^, little raoit*. ilian stand¬ 
ing eiic'nnpjnents; while the actual Cfanps, ontlie other 
limd, wdth their streets of tents and regular markets, 
might.lwi viewed afl moving cities, StiU lower was B<;r- 
nicr's ostiniate of tlie quality of these warriors.

An 
Old feinale dcvotecj called Bistninja, in the Rajpoot tor- 
riton^of MaTwar, having, hy her hornet;/, collected ^foimd 
her a nimber of fhliijs ond other Hindoo avtaries, formed 
thoin at length into asorfc of anny, with which she de- 
fejated the rajah and sr me inferior officers, navih'g at 
Jength Os'^embled a fonje aioonntmg to hvertty thousand, 
she marched npon the irapevittl city, Superatitimis ter¬ 
ror payed the jray for her victories; for it wan bfihVvcf! 
th-^t she prepared a mcfss, coniposed of the most h(^h! 
jngi'otUeni-, which pandered her followers on the day of 
battle Invisilde, and '.ansef|iicntby irrc.^^ii^tihle, Having 
m&de their way victor>^:^sly almost to the gates of Agra, 
they looked on thompelv^s m of the empive, ami 

pi^odaimed their hndcr Qneen of India, TIic emperor, 
seriously aialmed on tiTsdlngevcmdiJs own troops fciirnck 
with awe* wtisconvinct^d Hint it would be vaifl to eontoml 
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agAiiist a Iiyst wif'fe iiiere Iviinan w eapons, Havitlg, 
by bf;i Moslem m^qiiired a holy character ra the 
eyes of hia soldiers he ^M'otc jsacrefl sentencea oil piwea 
of paper, and caiJLSjing them to he utuclc ou the posnla 
t)f spears, ■w'MoU ho plueed in front of the bvattjaiiops, be 
itst'tu'ed his men tliat they 'v^ould protect them agaiiiat. 
the necromantic iiithicncea of their fanatical advt.i*- 
sariosc Their h;are being thns' dispoUed, tlie superio¬ 
rity of their arms'eoou eioibled them coTxiplcte.!y to 
rout the fakir host, vvliich was almcfet entirely cut to 
.pdeccf?, 

'i.’Iie reign of this great monarch ivas again, dtsturbr 'l by 
an iusurccction iii Uabul, ’vrlicro hs soon reduced the open 
wnttvtry, though he wisely desisted from the attempt to 
deptivo the inhabitants of their independence, Ihit 
tlio grand object of his ambitiomv'a.s to effect the final 
subjugation of the Deccfta Iiingdoms of Golconda and 
Bejaporo, w]uch, althougii their force hml indeed beeti 
broken by repeated victories gained by his predecessors, 
and evcii by himself previous to ilia acce:^ion, atili re¬ 
tained a, considemble sljarc of power. 

Vorious oecunroncen .and dissenaiens prevented this 
expedition from lieiug canied into effect till the year 
1680 , the twenty-eighth of Anrengxabe, when the vvhoio 
imperial force nnrrehed by three directions into the 
.Deccfttu Operation:; were begun by Shidi Alhim, the 
heir-appMTcnt, who laid siege to Golconda, The king 
solicited pence ou very humble terms, which the invader 
granted, tliat he might turn hia whole force against .Be - 
japorc,. '.I’his kingdom niadc a, more obstinate rcsistfince ; 
but afterwards the troops being induced by tretKihcry to 
desert,, the city was closely invested, and at length com¬ 
pelled by iamine to capit ulate. Secimder Adil Shalt, the 
last of ft long line of powarfui princes, became a captive 
.m the hauvls of tho emperor. T.iie victor forthwith em¬ 
ployed hia ams.to complete the conquest o.f.Golconda.; 
■when his srm Shah AUum, by remonstrating against this 
-breach of fnith, imntn'ed his resentment, and w,as tlh-owi) 
into prison. That city,Rafter n siege of seven inontha. 
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WPS takei) by trrachiJiy ; and thw J&itii of iUt king, Abovi 
Huafigyinj at’t^tr 'jemg ti'euted witli the ntoiost indignity, 
temifjated ancftber poweifoi race of inonarcbs, 

,X;nk an event whicii ioflnenced the whole reign of 
Aurengx' be is still to be mentioned^ TUie was the rise 
ol', the Maljratta power, which, firoin jsmtili beginnuigs, 
was, one duy to aobvert the proud htbric of the Mogul 
eropiiv, and even dispute vvitU Britaui the stiprornacy of 
H/ndoatsn. ’.riie iiortU-wesiero jAtrt of peninstilor India 
composes the t<=trrit(u:y'of Ms'liarashtro, whi>]i, iwcoJdmff 
to Mr Grant PnfF, includes a surfiwo of Bq^uiU'o 

iruiles, and » pofiulatioft of about aix niiiliona. It is tra- 
vej’sed hy bi'&nciies of tho Chuuta and V'yndhia moun¬ 
tains, end comprises a large portion of the provkwMje of 
Mahva, Gandoisb, Auningabad,: luid Jiejapore. Tfm 
whole bears ^ very difFerent Mpect Irom the eshmsive 
plains of theOeecBn md of Hiju1o3t3,n Vroper- It is 
elevated, ragged, diverBUioil with bleak totile-lauds, and 
biokeu by jiiunei-ous otrooms and torrents. Being 
tlirmighout unfit for the movouents of heavy caviU-rVj in 
which the strength of the Mogul artniraj consisted, it 
could be .reduc^ only to very ^npeifect subjection. 
AU the hills and fastnosees were ocoupiod by petty ohief- 
'tains, who paid a mere outward honowfe to the imperial 
tlav/na or the kijigdoiu of Bejaporcu Amid the constant 
wars, however, of the iloharnniedati mtJons with one ' 
another, and tho disputed suctoaeions of the great tua- 
p:r.', opportunities tv-ere afforded to a loa/lor of daring 
and cotupniheiisire inhid to erect tlicjii mte on indo- 
pendoufc eotjununity, Such a persou :wa3 Seviijce, tbe 
tbiinder of the Mahmtta dynasty. 

This Itero, though Ijc began with BlfeiMlcr ngiourec-6, 
was by no menTis of ignoble dewrent. His greot-gmnd- 
father, Bftbjee Bhotisky, v/ae a son of tlic liana of OovU- 
]>ocu', whose blood is eonsideind tho highest nnd purest 
in all Hiiidostan; but his mother woa n woman of iufe- 
lior caste, oad tliC' ‘ebtiu thus itic; tri'od iud uced him to 
quit his natlvo co;att\'y, i,nti seek employment and dis¬ 
tinction in other co urt.3. Having rice n to emiiicuce ia 
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t)w! serviw of A nijali. in tiin territory of Candoisb, bo 
procuroii a acmindfii'^j' near I'tKjnab, tlieii oiily a village, 
bnt vvhick the ipraspexity of iiis family faisoii iiftenvaKla 
into it great capital. His eon Maiojeo acquired celebrity 
mtder a Mahratta chief, ■whoso daugliter he obtained in 
laarriage for his aon Rliahjeo. Tfiia last lu viivg quur- 
rirlled with hU father-sa'law, entered the army of tlie 
lUng of Bsjapfn'e, and -was employed in Tarqore arjtl the 
Carnatic. tViiile serviTig in this quarter, ho left Ilia 
fon Sevajee at Poon'dit tvith his mother, under the 
tuit ion of DaAajce Konedco, who seems to have bestowed 
very great paiufi in training the future ■w'^arrior. He 
initiated hiiiiv-not. tndetd in letters, which arp despised 
by thosii mountaineers, but in miltiaiy eseiTiaeg, in na¬ 
tional legends and poetry, ami in a deep veueratioB for 
tlie Hindi->o faitli and obBcrvanees. At the age of aeven- 
tcon, the pupil was impelled by hie daring epint to a 
warlike enU.rpvisehe collected a bund of Mawulees, 
natives of the neighi>oiu‘ii!g glcaiB, and oomnienced that 
ambiguous profcisiOT!, of a wamor and a robber, which 
19 generally pursued by tlie hali-civilized ti'ibe.9 of lifin. 
Heavy complaints ■vero lodged wdth Pailajee on account 
of theiftv expioits, agdJnst ".vhjeh he feit himself bound to 
n»ake the most 8olen:.n remoastiunces ; hut lie is alleged, 
at the same tiine, to have seeiutly riicoufaged the yo’Uh 
to', jwi'severe in his pufmuts, for which he conceived lum 
eminently qua! i lied ; foreseeing, prc-bably, in some de¬ 
gree, the greatness to which such an advcDturovit: lift; 
would eoiniuet him. 

Sevajee accordiiigly followed Jiis aspiiiug couw:a; and 
obtaining possession of the almost inncceasihio castle-of 
‘Xonm, gave the hrst alarm to the: King of Bejaporg, 
w'hom, how'cver, ho conciliated by the promist; of an 
iucrffifictl irfbute.' As he eontimied to .seize or orvut fort 
after fort, tlio king not only ludotibled his rein onstnmci^, 
but also appealed to .Shahjec, the father of tb-'i -maraiuler, 
whom he brat thmitctied and tlum iiiiprisotied, disrcgatd- 
ing all bis pwtcstatioiis that he neither knew iidr ap- 
approve d of his son’s proceed injnis. The youth, was distre,-.^- 
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ed at fJifc disaster m widoli he h^ad invt>ired hU parent; 
yet, very nnwiU'ng to effect xelcfleo by a change of 
BysteiH, ho l.^ithonght himself oi an applicatioii to Shah 
Jehan, whoso vae^l he professed liiinsdf, andhy whpse 
jajwei'hjl intercession the delivemnee of Shaiyee .was in 
fact obtained. When AuTongxebc cari\e to inako war 
against Bejapore, Sevajee coutinned to represent hiirvself 
^ bd ally of the Mogul, and honeo, n-s even his neutral¬ 
ity wbs of importance at bo eventful a period, ho was 
allowed to retain munolested all his pofisesaions. .Bub* 
as soon as he so w these two great moitarchics fully occu¬ 
pied in tlioir sringninary contest, Ub hesitated not to ao.Ixe 
pluaider and territory from either «a oppoitunity ofehml. 
At length Aurengv-ebe suspended the contest, that .h*} 
might prosecute those ambitious scheinea which effected 
ids eleviiUon. to the throne of HiudO-iinn; during the 
progress of which he Imd of coum no Irisme to resent the 
■-■onduct of tlte young freehoottr. This risiug eh lot, how- 
over, had tO; encounter the undivided.hostility of tire court 
of Bejapore, which had long considered him ac a ridicl, 
and now cxert.od its entire force to nccomplish his destruc¬ 
tion ; and he boldly dctertnii .cd to fiice Ihe storui with 
the combined pw wer of arras and stratagem. . 

^.rhe army of Beja}Kpre, under the command of Alizool 
or AbiinbKhRu, a leader of distinction, advanced: Rg«h>at 
this rcstlefis in»aTgent,in full coiifidenoecf sqwedily suh- 
duing iiim. Stvajee, findLig it necessary to ply nl! his 
.arts, gave intimation that ho had ressolved to suhniijt,. hii'!: 
fir(;!aded to place himself in ih© power of nii enemy ro 
justly od'ended. He tliercfore prevailed upon his edver- 
riory to amuige a meeting, to which each party should 
come with one attendant snJy. In contemplation of .this 
-interviow, he secretly filled tlio Vt’otHls in front ot his 
eastlc with, ai'utied men, put on a com(>letc suit of.chahi- 
anuour under his cotton robe, a st-eal cap on his, head, 
mid cimccaled in hb clotlies a dagger ’.vith other dnudly 
weapons, He had soon the satiafixetion to discover A fKOoI 
Khan approaching wiih an escort, ot JiiOO radii, whom lie 
left at Borne distance, sud repaired tn tiio appointed

with a Tiiiglo iVliow'CV. Sevajoe mp^itime hat] pv\-f,,;'ine(i 
the most wlctnn roligioiis eeronionif’S, and besought Ida 
mothor^a bl^jssing, liks* one going forth bn sDine deed 
glorious peril. . 1 :T© then pmceeded to iJie place appui'ciitlv 
nnaroied, 4ncl looking Iroquently baok as if afraid to n't- 
Vtincti./' At leiigth ho rtepped f >rwnrd, embraced AfzoirJ 
iifter the tnclLuj ffwlitouj nnd at the same moment struck 
him through tire body, llie Be-japjorei chief inatatitly 
■Irow his swoT-d, and aimed u blow at the liead of Ids 
treacherous assailailt; but it was intercepted by the 
hehiiefc beneath his turban ; and the next stab laid, the 
khan liffileag tm tl'ic grouiid. Tho Mahrathi. troops, warn ¬ 
ed by the Bonndmg of a hora, started from their ambus¬ 
cade, and Soon put to Ibglit the surprised and terrified 
escort; Asiatic armies can oidy be mllied round the 
person of their commander, and on hia inll lose ail their 
courage. The enemy’s soldiers imvingr dwpersed, Seva- 
jeo was loft at lull liberty to carry on liis operations, 
and overrmining a giamlv oxt.erit bf cotiiii.ry, he pushed his 
itiroadi^to the very gates of theho.stiie capittdj/ He took 
occasion in pfudicular to possess hitnsclf of the Conean, 
cniled by tlie aneiente the P irate Coast, nnd bectune master 
of it.s key, the strong fortresi' of Pannlla, which, by enf:- 
bling him to equip tlect, greatly ou.gmetJted hia inenos 
iioth of conquest and plunder. The ICiiig of Pejapore 
recruitiug bis forces, sent repeated expeditions againet 
this rebel chief, whicli reduced bun indeed to great ex¬ 
tremities ; but he always extricated himself, and at iUEit 
ebnaiuded a peace that loft in his p 05 j.ses.si 0 u au extensive 
range of mounidn-fcerritory, with an arinjc of 50,000 
tuot and 7000 hiJt-se. 

Aurongzche meantime, by civil war and treason, liad 
fittihnedthc undisturbed possession of the Mogul throne ; 
and he now resolved to make himself complete mikster 
of India. For tins pniposo it wris hccessaty to put 
down tho risiiig power of Sovajee, which wtis mnining' 
80 fori/iidaljlc an attitude. He despatohod on this jierviee 
a well-appointed anny undor Slnvista IChavi, ..ot omrab 
high in his confidence, 'tho new general curried on 
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inanjr forts, inclmJiji'j" Poonah, tlitJ'original seat of the 
Hiiliiaiy adveaturor, who in tWs extremity had re- 
couroe to ojjc of his bold exploits. ■ Having telected a 
email bi'jid of resoluie soldiora, he obtflined af;mittauci', 
favoured^ as v^os suspected, by the .iealousy of a Mogirl 
eliief, into the residence of St loisla. The fv-ksailants with 
pick-axes forced their way into the cook-rrMina, whence 
they THs’tied into the iutorior of live hoiiaa with *tich fury ■ 
that the omrah had scaTOely time to leap out at a win¬ 
dow ; in effecting which lie was woutided, and had one 
of his fingers cut off. His son, was kiUoii; and he him¬ 
self was at once so intlinidated by this disnster, and filled 
witli aucii « degree of jealousy of ins owa officers, that 
he selicitt-d his recall; after w'hicli the uvilitary opcifl/- 
tions against the Maiinittns for sonic time Jahg^ish^^^i* 
T]\h iiitervTil. was imp-roved hy tlicir active chief foj 
the accomplishment of'otuj of his moet adventiirons un- 
dcrtakiiigs,—‘the plundering of Sui'at, nt tliat time tho 
ttiitif emporium of India, and perhaps the rieheid city- 
in -lihe world. Confident in its groatnea* and weaifch. the 
citizens seem to have rrtsted secure, having only su-/- 
rounded it with o slight earthen -wail, ineapniilo of even 
retawllEg the intnjjud bands of Sevajeo, That leader, 
according to some authoiB, went in disguise three days 
tliroitgh ilio town, marking the iitUist objticw for Attack 
and plunder. He then formed two camps nt d'uea^ before 
Hasscin and Chsul, and scenxid solel)' ocenpied in jiresf* 
ing the aiegos of theao important places, -whea suddenly 
he ordered the main body of hi.s troops to withdruiv from 
tiio forme-i-, leaving only small partiea, who were nuitm>)t- 
ed to keep uji liglils, noige, and every appearance of a 
l.mge army. _ The Mahratta force thus piescntod itself 
rjuifeitiHexpoctedly, Ai\il entered Sumt- without resistance, 
the goi'crnor retiring into the fort, while the Englislinnd 
Hutch remained witliin theii- factories; so that the vie-'

Anrengzebe, more and more extis-f'erated at, Iwing thtis 
baffled by a petty cliiefniiTij detemutied to nmlce the most 
vigorous efforts to cm,^h him j and with this view he sent AiirEA.K!!ei‘e‘ 
a formidable array under the marnja, or Mirza Rajat:, a 
gallant officer, who had been accustoiaed toniixke ^var in 
a inoilataiiious countiyi The IVIahratta was quite unable 
to face this new commander in the! open held; and, 
castle after castle being reduced, he wan soon driven to a 
more perilous extremity than ever, iit length 
imcfur, his main place of atrength, in w’lich ho had lodged 
hds family and treasure, wms closely invested, without 
any hope :<»{' his being able to relieve it. He then gave SuiiiT)i,.jiioii>j 
up hia caozo. ar '^speinte j and on receiving the pledged 
frith of i.he mtirajft, that he should find at Hellii safety 
and an honotii-abie nsception, suii'cndeied himself to tho 
Mogul, He soems to have gone to court w 'th the ex¬ 
pectation of being treated as an onrrah of the first class, 
and was therrftu'e det^ply mortified 'when ho found liim-. 
self received by the omperor with studied contempt, and 
consigned to quite a secondary rank. If wo may be¬ 
lieve some respectable historiano, the daughter of An- 
rengzebe, seeing the young .strangev fron> beiiind a cuv- 
tiiin, became enomoiuted of him,—of which Sevajee be¬ 
ing apprized, ho made: overtures-for her Imnd, which 
were rejected by the mouarch with tlie deepest indigna¬ 
tion. Metre diligejctt inqumnu regard tliia tender inter- 
I ode !is altogether apocrj'phai j but at all events, the 
disvoiufitcd chief saw hiiTisclf a closoly-watched and Contfmptn- 
unhoiKiured capti ve, in the hands of one whose wiles were 
aa deep as his own- All Jiis invention, tlicrefore, was- 
011 .t!tc rack to effect hi^i eacaps. Havijig lulled tiic 
euspiciona of bis keepmu by countevfriting madneSs, 
lie contrived to have himself and his son depchited in 
tivo large liuakets thi.it hu<l been employed for carrying 
s\veetnieatfl,:;|jfKl w;vs conveyod to a spot "mfridc tlio city. 

Here, otouuting in ii miserable hoiue, he I ravel¬ 

led clovard without fluspiciou to Muttra, and thenoe to 
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cnAB^IX. lieni»,rc'3 and Jug^ernaat, toJdiig this occnsioa . to Wiit 
A> i). iSTfi. iliese holy Beateofpilfjritnag'^. Froai tlio li.t.t6r lie went 
r:ff.i't*hls 'foimd by riydrsihwl, and at lenglh foond liiinMlt' anii(i 
lUoi)’ hi,s native bills, with lu« devoted and gallant IbHowers 
rttl}3'iiig ai'ound him, ■ . , 

Sevajoe at once resumed his pfedatm-y and: victorious 
cnrooi', which placed him in a state of fi.TO’w''fd watfoi-e 
with the Mogul: hut, Aurengaelte, disgusted, perhaps, 
with the manner in wixioh he had been ovcrrcHcbcd, and 
occupied with the arms of l‘ev.sia and the insrirrection of 
the Patans, did not for a long tiwe direct his attention 
to tins marauder, who pillaged merely a -w'ild district of 
biff dominions. The Aliilinitta prince aceordiugly ex* 
leiidcd his nivagas almost undisturbed along tire westwu) 
scr of Ba!™’ *'*’*'®^ ’ again plundered Surat, and on a third occa-- 
■ sion, though he did not enter, he tii^yicd a large contri- 
bation. in the sack of l?H;yapOTe,he robbed the EngliBh 
factory of 10,000 pagodaa, which, however, weiu after* 
rvards rep.'dd. Singurh, a hill-fort, deemed next to iai- 
pregaaldoj had been wrested from him by fmriino. during 
h's late dioasters;} but a thousand of hia daring‘Mav. ulcos'i 
moimting at the highest point by a ladder of roj)es, can-ied 
the ploi^o sword in .hand. Iminediately on his rctuni 
HUw’oTro*. assumed the titles of r(n'alty,BT>d canned coiuB to 

ttir.y. be etriick bearing his name. He now deterauned to satisfy 

hia prido and dazzle Iris followers by a formal coronation, 
ntodelled upon that of the. Mognl, to w'hich the tyeigh- 
ing against geld, and other cliildisb ccrernoniei:, were not 
oiaittcd. Gifts to an (murienffc value, beatowpcl on Brtdf- 
mins, jnivo l«.strc to this ms well as to eevoral otlier 
political festivals, 

In the year after his coroniition, Sovivjt’e was sidzed

ii^un recovering, he renewed Ids warlike opoiulions on « 
inoi-o •!Xtended aciUe tlmn over. G.Jconda, almn,Hf Ht .tho 
opposite side of the peninsula, and considered tor bcj'oiid 
hia reach, saw itseli niddeuiy surinuudcd by upwards of 
I.*^,000 M.al.nittt» horic, W'ho rnahcd to the assault so 
stiddnniy .as to have no time to put. the city in auypos.

scene on which it is acted. In all these caj/acities Sevh- 
jee .'diow’ed hiitiself what w-e slioiiid' call an excctsivclj 
clever fellow ; and the Materrj of his triohs and suipriaep, 
fe|K;ated and csnpgerated for the sake of aninaeinentj has 
jwidered his name highly pop.dap aniong the Hindoos.

ean.-er (>y ooJitendiug with a troth^ir for the eo^r^reigriiy, 
He was noxt invaded by a hitgo Mogul foi^e ; but> 
istiowhig hiiHRcjlf not nn urivroiihy descjendant of bis 
father^ compelled it to retire witli great loas. Aurcng- 
zehe^ howover, mon afterwards pui)h€<l all Jiis armka 
into the Dewm, M'ith tho viewi' ,of makiog a liiial con¬ 
quest of the south of India* He conotmenoed^ a3 wo have 
aiready relrvte^!^ with tho entire reductitm of tlic Icing ^ 
doins of Bcjapore and Crolconda, which hml Ioi\g 
t>favc(l his powder, tie them turned ills wJiolo arra> 
towards the Mghi'atitaSj and began to practise agiunst 
them their own ari.s.

Bvit llIabanishtTa . is 
Te;don qf hil];i neither so lofty nor so rugged as to 
obsti'uct altogether tlic movement of borsoj yet; not 
iitfording ground on vhich the enormons maaseiJ of 
■ heavy cavalry could make their impetuotis charge. 
The iuhiihitanta> tbereforej raised a force auited to their 
cfttmtry and .to their own habits, composed of ffliialL.

The latter years of Aiireiigzebt;, though they were (.utt -i y^Tn 
not mar^'ed by any serious rertrse, mid thongh his 
power continued on the whole unhrol'-en, were yet jvn- 
dered gloomy the disapipoiiitmont of sovoml impr.i- 
taut enterprises, and by the many omenB of dijelmo 
which, thickened aroand. bis empire. Hi« hipntrv, 
always increasing, impelled him at length to the moat 
violent measures for extirpating tin; ilindoo religion. 

The snperb templeg of Mnttm mid Benai*03 were ivised JhgoSeO re,ii 
to the ground, and mos<iuca oreeted on their site. The 
pagoda of Abinedabad, one of the most splendid of the 
national Btruetiirefi, wn.s desecrated by killing a cow 
tvithin its walls, Theeo rtutragea, viewed hy the super- 
atitious people with the deepest horror, did noi indeed 
esoito tliom to direct rebellion; hut still they spread 
tiiTOUghotit the OTittpire a universal detestation of the 
lilogul yoho, nud an eager disprisition to nilly vonnd any 
standard whether erected by a chief or a govemnaeut, 

To them nuiy he ftserihed in a great mcuSurc th.' rapid tnmieet i'c'li 
p'ogrcs.s of thc Mahratta state, iind the tniccessf’f i resist- 
aiice of the petty Knjpoot jiririCipalitios. The days of 
Aui’cngKcbe were also more and iticre imhittered by the 
disposition which his children showed fn follow htg 
exampJ.', Mohammed, his eldest son, hsd already died 
in prlscm,—the piinlshmcnt of rehelUdn, Ihiring «, 
dangeyons innc'fs, under which he aijffercd at tin early 
penod of h w teign, Sliuh Allum, the etxtond, had too 
clearly aliowu how intently his mind was fixed on the 
succession ; and though he had done noth'ng abselntoly 
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undutifttlj or which wonhi hAve justiftfd Iiis dl^jrace, 
th" iiitertiourse hctiveem him an<i hia iatlier was ever 
after marked by oaspich.'n and ifeiruBt. Akbar, ajjyther 
ons^t f^his distinguished by the liigh rank of his inothi’r, was 
Sidity cf open inflairection, and joined succcaslvoly the 
hoet-Ue standards of the iVfahrflttas and the l-tr,j|M)oi-. 
Two others, Azitir rtnd K;uun Buksii, were near him 
in his Joit illness}.and he foretow too ciea,rl>: tliat 'his 
death would be the signal for dreadful coufliotf?, to, be 
temiinaied only by the Wood of .all Wa male desucixd- 
tvnts except’one. Amid these troubles and gloomy 
proffentiniGrita tho fatal term at length arrived} he 
expirefl hi hla camp on the 21 si February iVdTj in the 
nimity-tbui-th j^eiir of hia )^e, and iu tlie forty-utnth of 
hia rtdg’.i, ^ 

HifitmTans have foond much difficulty in forming a 
corroet estiruate of the chmucter of this extraorduiary 
mt>aarch. Ilia Crimea, wi-ittca lu deep and iegihle 
charactera, cannot be conctviled, while the geoerW tenor 
of Ills life was marked by hniny virtues. Ip the adrni- 
niatration of justice he wn* toridnoti-a uud impartial; he 
was linlde neither to fits of passion nor caprice; lij'a, 
charitie.s ivere almost unbounded, anil ho usually shovit- 
ed much concern for the welfare of his jpoople. Suj- 
mtinded by the moat ample- rapans of licentious indul- 
gonce, of which the exniu pie had ht«ii set by ll.re greatest 
of bis predecessors, the hobita of Ids private life wcm 
pure and even austere. Orm opinion of his chaj'iicier 
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HHiat be iihitcrhilly affec'f e<] by tiie of credit 

which wc attach to th tt religious profesijio.n which he 
nuiSntajned through life w'ith so .■much apjtarcnfc zpal, 
It is exposed to much iiuHjdcdon, iVoiu tho manifest 
oxiiggrrathm with which it was aometimoa oxhibib'd, 
and still raoro from its having been made an instrument 
of ambition, and even of crimes, Y ot there seexna reason 
to bttliovtj that, as in the ctm^ of Cromwell,, whom in 
many respects he resembled, there may have been, 
beneath a gtXKi deal of iotertistad and hypocritical pt'e- 
tension, u fund of aancrn'ilty. This couclusion scoina 
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stif-ngthened tv hi'i perat'Ciitioi) of tlie Uiudoo ndigifiii, criAi'. i x. 
the imprvidenoft of wliicli, in b woi'ldly- point of viow, ^ ~ 
waia too mantfeat to liave e;?capod a princo of hia penetra¬ 
tion, (iiid, tiowover blan^blo in itself, moat, in the pm- 
feswr of a creed osiffiatiidTy intolerant, adinlt of somo 
IJaUiation. There aeiinis reason to believe, that amid the 
greatest abermticmi his moral feelinga reioaitn'd stroiig; 
that though the teuipest of, nnihit'.on, ^vlucn it ai'oacj 
awi.'jjt all 'bofore'Jt, tlie deeds to which it proxnptod hbn 
Were aftej'waTdfi a subject of painihl roniorae. The blood 
of his kindred xvliwfh he had ?hod seems never to have 
ixcsri effaced I'lnm his mind; so that, seated on the Jfis n.^nor-ie, 
gr^test thrciTe of the world, and possessed of every qua¬ 
lity which could snpport xind adorn it, Aurengzebe waa 
nifeemhlt. Scverixlletters have been preserved, written 
to his sons in the pioBj>ent of death, which ere apparently 
genuine, and give it striking pheturo of tin enjotiona 
felt at the o,ppw)ach of 'vhen tbts onvthlj/ 

gfealnot© which be had pureiiasod at ho dreadful a price 
was nbmit to disappear. He says,—Old age ia arriyod ; Ur^cr: to iiU 
vvenkucHs subdues me, and strongTh baa forsakcii all my 
limbs. I cittne a stranger into ting vrorkl, and a strangej 
1 depart. I know nothing of Uiyself, wbal 1' aixx, and 
foir what I am destined. The iastmt which passtsi in 
power hath left only sorrow b.vhind it. I bftvo not been 
the guard uui&ad protector of the empire. My vain able, 
time has hpen paasail vainly. I had a tsatroo in my 
own (1 welling (con.soienco), but his glorious light was 
xiuseen by ray duu sight.—i hrouglit notliing into this 
world, and, except the inllivnities of man, {.virt;y notlijng 
out, I liave a dread for jny salvation, apd with wdiat 
torments t hrisy be punished.

vvSnav iniTnediatfdy eotnmciieed; yet it was iicithc]- m (vhstinute 
nor fio bloody as had bean anticipated. Shah Alluiu, 
the eldest tod, and wliose cause was embraced hy the 
more-pewtrfol party, was of a tern per peculiarly rniM 
and amiable; he made the most liberal ofiera to bis 
bi-oihers, proposing to grant them tho government of 
some of the hueat provijir.ea; hat. ambition and evil 
advisers urged them on to tr^y the fortune of battle. 
I'liey were vauquishod ; one of them waa killed in the

cilmtion. ByiTowing so.vne of the leading ceieinonies of 
each, he. endeavoured ^o incuicate the gimid .principloa 
of a superintending pjxwivieuce ajid a future retribution 
acknowledged by both.

They 
nonmated Feroksete, tha*offepring of Aziiii OodmtnJU 
who wus the fovouiite BOH of Bhfiii ABuiii, An urmy 
was raiie^jd, and though Zii'tfeeeaT' bravely clefondcvl 
the tin worthy object t\ bom be iicul plnted on tho throne, 
he ym, after a short ef mggle> entijcely OYOrthrovra, and 
both he and Ills master put to dciith. 

Tlie Syeda having thus elevated their candickte to 
power, considered him m their \ aasal, and proeetded to 
iwjnxiiiifiler the €?inpfr^ their pleasiirc. They duii^Qvered 
no want of vigoiir in the condtict of afiiirs. Banda, 
the S<^ih prince, baring descended to the pkins Jx^rder- 
ing OB the Indos, was defeated* taken, and put to deatli 
with the most cmel tortureis, Tho great ointiifis, how^- 
ever, soon began to mummr at the supremAcy of 
chiefs. Even the emperor himself felt thoir yoke htir- 
demome ; and farOBrites wei*e also foimd who exhorted 
Mm to submit no longer to this thTaldom, b^it to'aiisnme 
real power in his .own pei*son. Thus his rci^orn of ^even 
yeara spent in a tontinned sericH of intrigues, the 
u^ue of which wus that the Syeds coiiiplciely prevailed, 
put Fcrok&jcre to death, wd. lookeil an>un<! for anoidior 
higb-bom pager: nt on whom to confer tlie semblance- of 
aove raignty, X'hej chose iJ ret a gicat-ffraiidfiou of A «- 
migzohe by hm rebellious son ^ ^ bar; b at in fi tc months 
ho died of coBsniBptioB. B his brother RulTch-ul- 
ilowlah was narned to saec % but he m^mved hih ele¬ 
vation only thri'e, months. The Syeds then p|ae'*?<l on 
the throne Boo.'^lum Aktcr, a gro-ndsoti of Shuh AlloiitJU 
iiTider the name, of (tfolianimsd SliaJi. 

Tide pimce, like Fei aksevc, paid at first implicit defer¬ 
ence to the tw^o individuals wTjo had raised him to tho 
empire ; but he also soon liatoned to other coumellorc,

tyraiuiical away. Ho wjuj at lerigib, indncei! to In a irTtao 
reg^ilar consplriicy fonned for that p urpo*'.

prhoner. The vfotor made his tiiumphai entry into tlm 
capital, aa if he had just begun to rfdgn. 

But ho wjw no fioomr in full postff'asion of sove- [i'isifl[eaj.,r.i. 
reign power than he disphiyod that incapacity whicit 
i;eemcd to be nofv' inhcrerit hi the iViogul mcc. He had 
iwo able and “n.bt unfaithful ministers, lVizam-«l--M«lk 
^,d Stadiit Klmn ; but, disgusted with their grftvo uud 
severe manners, he roaignefl himself to youthfui a*l- 
%'isci 3 !i, who were cosily found within.-t)\o prtwincto of n 
court. Tlmse tWe ohiefe, uritated I't tiniliifg themselves 
thus overlooked, withdrew, and ondeavouved to estubHsh 
a separata authority in other rptartci-s; Niitaar in tire Kivai Hiair- 
Deccftii, wlierc lit' baa tnuisnvitted hla riauie and titlo to 
& race ofprinc.es still itomuiRlly independent; and Stijrdtit Simant, 
in Oude, where a oraiich of Ilia ftvinily likewise oontinucs 
to, reign. In this criais the Mahrattas, Avhh -had been 
oontiimal ly ckteuding the range of their ineursiona, begiin 
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CRAP. IX, openly to coritfind for the einpiro. After overniiHiiug 
A. tiriTso, the greater part of MalSva and Gtiz<;rat, tiiey patheci 
ftrrwiinl to the very gfi:,eB of A^jra, and rtrack terror into 
ia'bemrTirf impcrifd capital. Saadiit Kitao, v/ho alonr, seoocil 
the AJiJirat- to retail! fiOy rtgriKl for the hontjur and safety of the 
state, tuarehed down from Oiida, and gave them eo great 
.an overtlij'ow m would have completely hrokea tlicir 
power, had he hoen pennitted to follow it np ; but the 
Incaveeity oj woak emperor desired operationBto besuapfuded till his 
tiie ciuiietoi Toiiiiater sJioiiid have collected troopa, and 

nwciicd forth to take the chief comiuand, Siwdirt 
then retired in disg^at; niter which the enenvy rallied, 
made a fresh incuraion on far as Delhi, plundered the 
environs of th'it capital, and returned laden vvifh bpoty 
to MjiIwe. But, as if thia cotubijuttion of imbecility witli 
inteatino war were not enough, on assault from abroad, 
of the most formidable chnracter, burst upon the iiiijli.iijg 
fabric of the Mogul empire.

The new mojKuch was not content to he nuister of Naasi-siiaa 
rersia ; hut, co,i)i5dent in tho bravery and affection of lila 
folio Wei'S, lie. respited to mw'his ,con(juf/eta into the 
ncighhouriug coun tvies.

continudJy augmented v/^thout snffering any alionation, 
or being esposed to foreign pUmder. The. inyadLa-s 
contimied during thirty-fi--'e days to extract, by threats, 
torture, and every aeveritj-, tho hiddea trea'-mres of tlijat, 
splendid capital. Hiatoriana hesitiite uottoostjioato the 
spoil canied o.fFby* tho.Iraufmi monarch and his officoi?< 
at ihu-ty-two ■n'dlHong stcrUng, of which at least.one-haif 
was in diamonds and otlior. jewels. 

JN'adir niiide no attempt to retain India, though it lay AbaiKinu-. 
pirostrate at his feet. He had proliably the sagacity to per- 
cclve that so vast a .country and Persia, were iucapablo 
of .beingiUdbKlhdo one kingdom.

Tlie empire was now in a most distracted oontlitioh ; Aniujugirfl 
there was starcely a power so insignificant as not to 
tliink itself siifficiontly elcoug to trample on it.

,A.fghans Jiad completely' ceugucred the provinces^ of 
Moultan and Lahore j the Soika, in the saiTte quarter, 
daily augmented' their nunibere and strength ; Uie Jauts 
and Rohillas continued their predatory inroads ; while 
tJio Muhrattaa extended then* inctiraiona, in tlie course 
of which IJieyhad even passed the Jumna, and cbtaiiK^d 
an important set! 1 cm ent in Eoldlcund. GlioKee-ud-Diei i 
precipitated the disastei by a rash attempt at conquest, 
to wliich his power vvasw'holly inadequate. AuAfghavi 
lady having been intrusted by Alnnfed Abdalla with the ' 
go vernment of Labof'e, tlio vizier, under pretenco of ne¬ 
gotiating a marriage 'witlt ]\er daughter, seized iier per¬ 
son, and brough t h er a prisoner to Delhi. A t this outrage 
tJre indignation of the barbarian king know no hounds,

The contest for the empire of 
India lay entirely bctw'eon the Afgbons and the Alali- 
rattas; and the latter, titking advantugc of the absence of 
their rivals, determined upon a grand attempt to st'Curo 
c 01 np!etc pOEst':saion of Hindostan. Bringingup from the 
JDeccan on immense body of cavalry, f tad being aided by 
the Setks, they overran not only the meti'opolitan ju'o- 
vinees of Agra and Delin', but also these of Moaltan ar).d 
lahore, and drove the Afghans beyond the ImluH, 
Ahuicd Abdalli,however, w'.rs not (if <i character tamely 
to allow these fine countries to bo wrested from bis 
kbgdoni. Ho soon croase^l tlie river with a formiiUble 
army, and was joined by many chlefij who ■wore cxfis- 
peratod at the iuem-sion of thoMalirattas. These phiu- 
dcj'ors fit first retreated, ;iiid allowed him to occupy 
Delhi; but iiumediately intreiicl ed themselves in p 
strong camp, which lie did not venture to attnolc. l*w&sed, 
however, by want of provisions, they iniprudenti/camiJ ® 
cut and gave battle, when they experienced a tohU de¬ 
feat : their, army of 80,0(»0 men being almost entirely 
destroyed, uad Duttah Siiidia, their gem-rnl, billed. 
Another bofiy uDder Holhar was surprisc^d near Seeun- 
dra, and so complotely w-'orsted, that he himself fled 
naked with, a hfuiciful of fullowei's. 

The Mahrattas. though humbled by this disaster, were 
not discouraged; ami they resolved to nif,k.« the, most, 
extraordinary exeriious for rctrioving their fortriiios. 
Beroj-c the close of the year, they liad ussembled a tb>To 
of 140,000 men, commaiuied by Scwd,-ishco flaD, efdled 
the tihoW, nephew to their peisnwa or gnpronie priuce; 
aud that chief, being joined by the vy/.h 'Jt and the J !.ut 
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Ic^vdeTS, ftdvanooc! npoH Btihi. Tlie deep stream of the chap, ix. 
Jumii.'i, sweJlefi hy the rains, separated the armies; hut, X jT'i^oy 
thengh it conld not be forded, the daring spirit of Ah- • ■“’■ 
dalbi impedled him to plunge into its ■waters, and swim 
across wdtti his whole army, Tiiis achievoTiient, whidi 
■«'os alirjojft without cjcomple, struck dismay into llv i 
iiost of the Mahrattas. Tliough triple the numhet of 
their antagonists, they did not venture to face them ip 
tire open field, but shirt themselves up hnan intrenched 
ramp at Paimiput, tm a spot wdiero the tato of tim em- 
Jiire ims Ifoon repeatedly decided. Ahmed for gotno 
time merely liovered round them a'nd cut off tlieir sup¬ 
plies; at length ho ventured on an attempt to carry 
their position, hui wafe obliged to retire without any im- 
poi-tant sueces-i. Encouraged hy this result, and dis- 
tresacd as fomerly by the wart of provi8ion% his 
active foe deferinined again to risk a battle in the open 
plain. Placing their artillery in front, tlroy advancsed CenevKi 
with that impetuosity by which they -were accustomed 
to car^y all before them. The Afghan. ■ commander 
caused his ti’oops to hold themselves in rcser'^o till the 
enemy bad nearly come op ;—then, gave the signal for 
a general charge. 'J'he light horse of the mountains 
-were never able to resiat, oven for a short interval, the 
heavy cavaliy of tlie more northern nations. On the 
first onset a complete rout took place; tiielr .host wjti TfriaUxiur ef 
so scattered ij> every direction that only a romuant 
reached the Deccan; while 23,000 prisonei-s, 60,000 
horwiis^ with an iinmense booty, fell into tho hands of 
tho'CoiKjut’vors. 

Tt was now easy for the victorious AbdaUn to scat Varnbt 
himsel i on the vacant tiirone of the Mogul, but he seems 
not to have felt any ambiticn for this high di^Jnity, 

Porbaps he \va‘! sensible thfit, amid such a general agita¬ 
tion throughout f lindnstan, and with so nuiuy Uiitions in 
amis, such an acquisition was too distant from tho ccatre 
ftf his dominions to be retau.ied with advantage. Con- 
l-f-iiting himself with the proWnoes west of the Tnd-us, he

The voyages of tlio English, related in a former part of 
thus work,* were personal adventures, undertakeft with 
a mingled view to discoveiy, commcr<’.e, and piracy, I'a- 
ther than to any fixOil scheme of conquest or dominion. 
Their forts accordingly were erected as depositones for 
goods, ;or to supply oomtoorcial facilities, but not witlx 
any ohn at territorial possession. It was not till J.889 
that their Views seem to, have extended to the liittcr 
object. In tho instructions issued to their agents during 
that year, they intirauto that the increase of their revenue 
was henceforth to occupy as much attention m their 
morchfthdiso ; tliat they ivi.shed to bo “a nation in India f 
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and they (^uotc with nunierited ap^'lntise the conduct of 
the Untcb, who, they asssert, in the advices sent to their 
^'OvernoTS, wrote ten paragraphs concerning tribute for 
one relative to tnidc. The raeaas of gratifying this ,dia- 
positlou weiv: us yet very limited ; ns certain email por* 
tioMi'idonaof Ilona of iawit'ory ai’oimd Bombay and Madras comprised 
clnnimHv ^ Bi 8 whole extent of then* Iiidiau sovereignty, They 
held theniseives ready, however, to purchase every city 
or district which the native princes could, by any nu.>tivc, 
be prevailed upon to alienate; and in this way they ac¬ 
quired Tegna|t(itam on the Coromandel cotist, which they 
garrisoned, and gave it tho imTue of Fort St liavid; Wine 
years after they inadc a more hnpfu’tant acquisition. Aziin 
Ooshauii, whom his father, Aurengzebe, had runnma^cd 
t^Icerdy of Bengal, hut who, conteiiiplating a struggle 
for the sueecKiion to the empire and standing in need of 
treas;ire to forward InS schemea, was induced, in 1698, 
to Bell to the Company the zernmfLirships of the towns 
and districts of Chutanutty, Govindpore, lUidCo/euWa,— 
tho last destined soon to become tlie capital of British 
India. Here they began, though not wdthoiit due cir- 
cuinspection, to erect Fort Wdiiain, whicli, in l707, Wiis 
made the seat of a presidency, 

The s tperior 'shill of Enropea/is in medicine, which 
had first enabled them to obtain a footing in Bengid, 
now afforded an opportunity of greatly extending their 
influence. In 1715, under the reign of the .Emperor 
Feroksere, tho residents sent two fectoxs, with an Ar- 
meiiiun inerciiant, on a commercial mission to I’elhi. 
The priiieipal object was defeated, in a manner sunilai’ 
to that of Hoe and others, by the intrigues of the omralia, 
and of Jaftior Khnn, governor of Bongal, Ikit.his ma¬ 
jesty Imppc ning to laboim under' a severe illnc.ss, whic.h 
the igiiioi'ai.ice of the native physicians rendered them 
anable to treat with HU.ccefis, ■tvas complotely cured I>y a 
medicJil gcntleiiian, named Hfunilton, who ficconipanied 
the cnihassy. For tMs signal service be not only ro- 
oeivqd.-large presents, but obtained tlie valuable grmjt 
of tlixee villages in tho vicinity of Mfidr'us, with liberty 
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to jJiirchfjsti in Bengal thiHy-soven afltlitipTui; toTvasliips ; 
an arrangement, ‘wliieli woulil have acenrsd a territory 
extemhng ten miles npwavcis from CalcuttJi. 'fhe em¬ 
peror conferred a.Iso the still more Jniportaiit privilege t'f 
introduLung their goods and con veying them through ihe 
province without duty or search. But the acquisition 
of theae di.9triet3 was fmetratod by tire hostility of the 
nabob, who by private tlii‘eat'5 deterred the owners fi'om 
consenting to the purclnise. St.iB, the,permission of free 
trade, though limited to foreign exports and imports, 
proved of the groatost inaporiance, and soon rendered 
Calcnlta a very iiioiiriahiiig settlement, 

A oonsiderable time now elapjied without any forther 
chunge in the territorial relations of the Coinpaiiy, They 
eoinplain of the extravagance of their servants, '.vlueh 
iiivoh'cd them in debt to the native ahi'oh's and met'- 
chaiita; but tliis evil eeeina to have been in a good ntea- 
snre remediod. Having establishments supported at a 
modo'Tate expense, which enabled them to cany on trade 
with Sf.cnnty and iivlvantago, they gi^adnally extended 
their operations till the annual sales amounted to the 
considerable sum of about two milliorffi sterling ; wirence 
they wcvG enabled to pay a dividend of seven or eight 
per cent, on their capital. Perhaps it would have been 
fortunate lutd tliLs state of things remained unaltered j 
!mt the war which broke out in 1744 between the 
French and British produced an entire ciumge' in the 
position of tbo Company, hotJr in i-cgard to its intermil 
management, and relatively to the powej-s of Idurope 
and of India, I'e tniderstand this, we must look bfick 
fora moment to tlio hrst establishments, formed by the 
French in the eastern world, 

Tiiat people, thcnigb they had suffered theiriBelveiS to 
be far mitstripped in the progress of nmritime greatness 
ly the Engli'di and Dutch, had yet at an early period, 
displayed a spirit of entei'prisc. Even in 16011 ^ expe¬ 
dition bad hecn fitted out by sojue merchants of Rouen ; 
which, however, expierienced a complete failure, in con¬

Bt.t it yielded no 
cotnioodity suited to the markets of Europe; i js inhabi¬ 
tants, too, were miTnerous and ferocious, and soon beenme 
formidable to a power w liiob attomptod to take possiossioa 
of their teiTitory. The settlers \v*are iovolvetl m a ha¬ 
rassing wjvifiire, and with difficulty meinhiinecl, at certain 
p*omte on the coast, a few wooden tmemcjits dignified 
with the title of forts, which involved them in expense 
without yielding any profit. 

Fwuth Enst Tho first real establishment of a French Eaat India 
Crta- Company took place m 1664, under the auspices of Col- 
Ix’ rt, who, prompted by tJie aspiring genius of his master 
Louis XIV., devoted liinisolf hideftitigably to the pro¬ 
motion of agriculture, manufactures, and comincrce. 'Hh 
proceeded upon the principlea of that a.ge, whicli wjtr 
by BO ^oans tmlightened in '.cspcct to the sonUfl doc¬ 
trines^ dfpolitica] economy} and hence, exclusive grants, 
exorbitant privileges, and the removal of coiripetitiori, 
wore tlie expedients by which it was then attempted to 
coibt'rf’s m ke any brauch of mdustry flourish. Such was (.liol- 

ajvieui. hurt’s system, when he submitted to the bring the plan 

of .ail Ilast India Conii>any, to carry on trade with a 
capital of 15,000,QOO Im-ea (£fi2S,CK}0), and supportod 
by the moat extravagant ejicduingemeYits. They re¬ 
ceived an eselualvo cliarter for fifty yearsthey w'ere 
oxetnpted from all taxes; end the government came 
under the singnfar obiig’ition of reimbiiraing them for 
fill t’m; losses which they miglit sustfiin in the course pf 
tins 'first ten ye.ars,—a stipulation which actually subject¬ 
ed the state to tho paynjout of a large sum. The fun-Is 
supplied by individuals not being equal to the amount 
of the proposed capital, limited oa it was, three inilliotis 
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xvei'e advaaeecl'Gvtt, of 'the troanturj?; while the: nobksj ciup.;:c 
Wid all the opulejvt classes oonucctod with the court, A. uTytDi 
were induced to follow ,the example. 

The manEigement of the Company, was neither .judi- 
cions nor fortunate, TJiey hegan by endeavouring ttJ compiny. 
turn Madagfiscar to some aac^iuitj and sent thither a 
large colcny, most of whom pciislied under the iiiiiii- 
encft climate, Jratij^ire!, and the hostility of the nativcB. 

The snrvivoTS were aftorwanls employed in occupymg 
the islands of (,*8rne and Mascarenhas, wliicli at a later 
period, under the names of Mauritiun end Bourhou, lu-sc 
to some degi-GO of prosperity. After the. failure of the 
attempt o.t Miidagascur theyhent vessels to India, and 
formed Fottloiuents oh, cliiferent pointa of its tx>8st. In settiementj 
1603 they oeteldi^ed their principal factory at Surat, inJniUa 
under the direction of CaTOU, out; of their eountrymeii, 
wlio had spent most of ids life in the service of Holland. 

The prospects at hrst fi].)peared wither promising} but, 
being involved in tl&pute with the native powers, 'jnd 
finding the trade ultimately unprosperous, tli'ey tbonglxt 
lit to t-ake their departure very suddenly, leaving their 
debts hnpaid,—mi omi^iovi which of course precluded 
their return. Attempts were afterwards made, to secure ftirair-- wfU: 
a position at Trinoomalee in Ceylon, iuid at St Tl:f>in:iM t5>0 T'ute;!, 
on tJie Coromandel coast; but both vvere defeated iy 
the ji,'alousy <&f the Dutch. Their affairs, tiicrcfo**;.!, 
would bwvc become desperate, had not JMai'tir, > 
otte.l^fpos^esscd of taleiit and patriotism, coUected tim 
scattered adventurers and fixed thmu at Fondicherry ;

K-ipaiition 'f'his city was not only the ceqjital of the English j) 0 s- 
fea'lt'f, fw’sshjns, but one of tlie chief settlements at tliat time 
formed by the Europeans m India. ,[t comprised with¬ 
in its district a poptuation o.r not lees than 2A0,000, of 
whom, ho woTor, only fiQO wmre from this qnai4cr of the 
globe, iiichiding 200 soldiors. These lived in Fort St 
George, ■aiirronuded merely by a ahnder wall, witli four 
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, iil-cotistmcted bjistjons xuid liaitenes; and hf net-, it is chap. x. 
obtioaej tiiey had vary sni/ill muaiib of defence, and ditl 
not, in tiitf. use of them, display atiy heroism. After sus¬ 
taining a homhardinent of five days, in Avhich tvro or 
three houses "wore doniolislied, and four or fnp meji h ill- 
eni, thej- capitulated on the 10th Septeuiber 1740. They 
obtained, indeed, the gingular condition, that Laboui- 
donnais, after haviug :''egulaTly occupied the place anti 
taken possession of the Company’s rtiagazinen ond ware- 
houses, slxotiid, witiiin a stipulated ptoiod, and on pay- 
jnent ef a fixed ramoia, restore Madras to tlio lingiish. 

Tliat officer, having made this importan t acquisition with* 
put tlic loss of a fuiigle man, roturued to Poudiehorry, 

Blit there lie did not meet with such a receptior: aa he jRWsJjcftiim- 
meiUcd. Dupleix, an aspiring and ambitious man, wlio 
could not brook, any rival k pov'ct, thwarted all liis 
scbenics, and expost^d liim to repeated mortificationa, till 
at length he gave up the conteet, and sailed for France. 

0.herc, too, , on the representations of lus superior edheor, 
he was treated in a nmuner altogether unworthy of his 
long and faitlifnl services, being thrown into the Bastfie, 
v.'lience he was iiot liberated till Uie end of three ycviKQ 
soon after which he died. 

Dupieix, who ^v£L 3 thus left m the supreiae command Bnpiiox 
of affairs in India, was a very cxtraordkaiy chfu’acter. 

From his father, who had been a ffimier-gcntral and . 

a director of the East ludia Compivny, ho inherited 
an immeneo fort, one, wliieh he was taught to employ in 
tin; 2)i!rauita of connntrce. Being fcnt out originally 
lifl first incmbe.v ,of the council at Pondiche.'-ry, and aider- 
wards as .‘superintendent at Gluindeni^ore, he ut once, 
by bis public measures, reudered this last settlcnnnt 
extremely prosperous, and by an extensive trade largely 

asiguiented his private wealth. His teJents and success Talents ,nia 
rocoinmeiufod him to the important station of Gover- 
norofl-'endiohcrry. l^lthotigh, from feelirgs of jealousy, 
he had quairelled with Labourdoniiah?, and succeedetl in 
removing him, yet Ids mind was fuithusiaeticody aiid in- 
toiwely devoted to the fsime system of policy. Keitber

A. sclieiiiRs of conquest than this meJ'cantiio ruler o f French

pation of it; and as a man of honour he u-aa resoIvcPto

were earned prisoners to tho French settlement. 

»roiOwf forthwith foliowo<l hy an expedition on 

Si- iWid. ' his part for tho reduction of Fort St Davhl, wliile Us 
confidence wais greatly heightened by a:i event which 
forma a mermomble era in the annals of Zudijm w^artoi e, 
1’lie Nabob of Aroot, having espoused the English. CJimo, 
liad sent his son with 10,000 moh, to endeavour to re-i 
take HadriiS on their behalf. The liVeiich had only 3200 
.'lokUers to defend the city, with which force they hesi¬ 
tated not to attack the numerous aimy of the nabob; 
when, by t-heir supenor disc.i]>lme and tlie expert/ man- 
*tc.€SBtif ngClTiojit of their artillery, they gained a c-omplete and 
rundi KIWIS, victory. The superiority of even a handful of 

Europeans over the tumultuary batids which compose tin 
Asiatic host hiKl long ago been proved by tho .Portuguese ;

The present object of Duj.icix was simply the rAluc- 
tion ol Fort St Davwl, ngeiiist which he led a force of KveS'und''

200 of their ow* troops, with a body of imdisci}>lined 
natives, As the French^ however, were advancing hi 
full confidence, the imhob’s aimy surprised them by a 
smlden attack, and ohiiged them, to retreat with some 
loss. A detachment was afterwarda sent by sea to nt- 
tempt the surprise of C’uddalorf;, & town immediately ■ 
contiguous to h’orfc St David, hht a heavy gale springing 
up obliged them to return. He then employed all NKffotiattons 
hir.' address to gain over the. nabob ; Iwing pariiculariy wiPi'^as 
careful to impress on tb\t prince a lofty idea of his own 
power, trusthig to the maxim, regularly acted upon by ‘ 

Indian grandees; of studying only inmicdwte.advantogo, 

Hud espousing' always the ride which they believe to be 
tho Wrongest. His highness being mformed of the fiirival 
of a i^at additional force, was led to. omdit the ;preten- 
eiona of the French ; aiid, do.serting our countrymen, of 
whom he had been thb bwoto and tic.tiv 0 ally, concluded 
a treaty with their enemies, which was cemented by a 
visit '&‘oni his eon, who vas inceived with all tliatf osteu- 
tatious pomp in which eastern, anlers delight, 

JJuplebc now vigorously resumed lii-S enterpriso. He AtttvefcAn 
crosBC'l the, river, and took up a aferong position in front 
of Fort St David, when a fleet undor Admiral Griffin, abKuaouod." 
w ith a considerable reinforcement of troops, was Been to 
enter the food. The French again retraated, and the 
Flngl'sh received some further recruits. At length, in 
Januiny 17^, Major Lauiunce, an experienced officer, 
imsumed the oommaiid; aftor w'McJi the two n.ations 
reumined for some time so eg^ually mntclied that neither 
ventm jd upon any serious movement. The governor of 
I'oudicherry indeed undertook » midnight attack upon 
Cuddfilore ; but hia approivch being iliscovewid, hia men 
were lejjulacd witlt cousidorable loss. 

The face of Indian affairs was soon ciillirely ,''l‘.anged 
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by the jiTi'ivnl of an Koriifih CCT^flitioTi of nine ship? of 
war, having on hoard 1-lWmen, who, with those already 
in the (Wnntiy, formed the largest 15«‘rdpean artny evci 
seen in that part of^ India. The British worn then 
completely in a condition to imdertuke of ensive opera- 
tions ; and they determined to strike a blow at the imrirt 
stren,gth of the enemy by besieging Foitdioheny: As 
tile French hint no fome which conid oppose thorn .in tlid 
fi^ld, the aiege woh nndertnkt-n -with fJie thirest projpeiit 
of sncce^. It was not, however, oanlod on with dito' 
proniptitade and vigour. A long delay was inonnnd in 
reducing a amaU fort two miles distant £ 1*0111 tJia city; 
iind when tho trenob.-s were at it-ngth bpened before the 
place itself, they 'wei’C not found to Tie suffieieutly near 
for the ariillery to dre with effect; and boibre this erroi* 
\vm amended, tlie rainy season Imd set in, s'ekness spread 
among the troops, and it was deemed necessary to desiai 
from the attempt. The Freifch felt extrftoidinary exuh 
tation at this rtipnlse, which they boasted of as a splehdid 
v'ictoiy; but, fcofom they could derive, any advantage' 
from it, tidings arrived tliat peiioe had been ebiiclmJed ' 
in lilui'ope, of uhicb one of the conditions wvia the relm- 
<{iiii?juuent of Madras. Hence the two nations wevo 
placed e-vactly iirthe same position ns before tho war. 
But this treaiy, instead of restoring tranijuiilhiy to 
India, seiwed only to give a wider range to warlilce ope¬ 
rations in that quarter of the world ; for the two parties, 
Jiuving each a large disposable force, began to look round 
for ooiTie object on which it might he advantageously 
fimployed. Tile events of the preceding war had dis- 
elojted the weaknese of the native goveniments, and left 
viKim to hope for the catablijshment of a wide dommiou 
over this ricli and beautiful region. 

Tile liinglish iiuule the first movement. A prince of

viewed with jealousy tyid alarm the late progreeg ot

The French troops Were-brave, but under had nianagc- 
nient; a mutiny arose aTncng the officers, tliirteen, ■>£ 
whom in o.ne day resigned their commands,. , At tJus 
unioward event D’Auteui], losing all presenco-of nriad, 
datormined hntnodiaitdy to inarch with his divisioH to 
PondicheTjy,. The cause of the confederates was then 
altogether de^ei-atc. (.’ihunda Saheb sought safety'in, 
the French cettUment, ’^vkiic Mu-zapha Jung sui'rei'i'- 
dsred at dbcrci.ion,.and WM'inuncd,hit(:Iy thi^own into 
irons,' 

Diipleix, notwitlj-standing this compieto full froin the 
proud position which he had bo lately readied, did not 
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io«e eouratge. Hti attempted a Jiegotifttlrtn with Na-nir ; 
auLt though ch':' '.nisfion pcixt for this purpose failed, 
it xras leaxned' that, as the prinee was of a weak as'd 
voluptuous character, some warlike chiefs of Afghan 
extraction, who held the principal eurtjumniis in liia 
army, had entemi mto a conspiracy to deihirone him. 
Thi:i French governor formed n oomioxidn with theso 
utalccontente, oiid likewise eudeavo-ured to give effect to 
their intrigues hy a military moveinetit. D’AutouU 
■igain took the field, surprised during the night a (|nart'e-:r 
of tfie Mogul camp, while the troops were burial m 
slumber and the fumes of opium, anil committed great 
liiivock. Another detachinoiit sent by sen reduced 
Mtisulipatam, long the cliief emporium of this part of 
India, and hegaa to fortify it.' Meanttme Major Lau- 
I'erice, disgusted with repeated irreguimities in the con¬ 
duct of bis Iitdiau allies, wlio rofi-ised to be at all guided, 
by his advice, withdi'ew the English troops from the 
Rendoe of the su.hahdav, affbi'iling thereby full scope for 
the operations of the French couimfindant. lliint officer 
having sent a body of men, who defeated the nabob and 
obliged hiiO to flee to Ai’cot, despatched a force into tdie 
interior t-o attack Eingee, the moat powerful atronghold 
in all the Carnatic, In a midnight nasanlt they stormixi 
succeseively the three fortified mountains wliich coneti- ■ 
tuted the strength of that impor. mt place, and carried 
it with tlic loss of only twenty iUvU.

The English afterwoT<l> sent ftnother detachment, 
which raised tlie.Europenn part of the garrisou to 60fi 
men; Imt ns Ciumda S'dieb/tlien nabob of iVroot, anri 
his auxiliiiries, were besieging it with a force groatly 
superior, theroywas much reason to fear, that withomi 
sonm effort this last barrier agaia^it Freneli dorainjou 
must uitiiaately fall, A now characi'e.r, however, at 
tills crisis began to aet a brilliant part on the Hcene, 
Mr Clive, the sou of a gentleman of small propctrtv iit 
Shropshire, had gone out in a'civil, capacity; but his 
violent and. turbulent couduct had displeased his supc- 
rioni, and made him be conaideved »;■. aii mtracfcablo 
youth. On the breaking out of the v.ar he obUiint.l 
leave to enter the army as un^ ensign, and soon sbowed 
himself better qvtaUhed for tins active profession; where, 
indoedy he distinguished himself so much as to be ein- 
• ployed Hi several confideatial situations. He proposed 
lO inalio u divm'sioii .in fttvoiir of Tricliinopoly, by an 
attiudi: OIL Arcot, the nabob’s capital. Having obtain¬ 
ed hw men, of whom only 20f) wore .Eiiropeans, an<t 
partly luadi,: up by voluntta'is from the eivii service, hv 
proceeded on-this daring expedition. He approached 
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Arcot; anfl the ganison of the fort, iherely on witness- 
iug tlie intiTpidity witli wliieii Ids people acSvadced 
araif] A tempest of thunder■ and rain, were geisjed with 
a panie, and evacafited the city, Ido did n ot allow ihefo 
to ■‘‘ecover from their Gonstoniation, but pm-sued , and 
obliged them to rtsireat from one point to rmothcr. 

.The ol>jeKt of this entOTprise wae foithwitli renliaed^ 
as a ’Arge Ifody of the besiogera of Trichinopoly were 
drawn a\my to attempt the delivery of A root. I’robjis 
were Idouglit to the amoui'jt of 4fK)0, rcinforc:.ed by 20(^ 
from'Vellore. ■Aecovding to his hold pohey, dive em 
deaToured to ijitimidate them by an nttaok on the oity^ 
in whi';h these forces were statitmed,—an imprudent 
Btep ; for the most undisciplined liordeg, fighting under 
the cover ivhich gtrects and buildings afford, are a matuli 
for the bravest warriors, The nativeg from t'fce' housss 
poured down a destnictire tire, and obliged the English 
commander to re,treat wit,H a loss which he could very 
ill spare. He luul flren a hard task, to defend ivith 'SOO 
man fortificafcioiis a tuile in cm-nit, congi sting only of a 
feeble wall, and a ditch fordable in many piacea. He 
had ihus scope tor the splendid iniliiarj’ talents with 

which he was endowed. Lieuteniiut Innis, sent wuth a 
reinforcement from Madras, was intercepted and obliged, 
to return ; hut Momri Hho, now at the head of a body of 
dOOO Jlaiirfittus, who had tfescited the nabob’s cause 
when it appeared desperate, was animated by the valour 
of his .-jlly, and promised hia siipport. At length, on • the 
morning of the '14th of November, the great Mnssi^lman 
foatival, and a day deemed pecailiarly auspicioufi for war¬ 
like aohieveinents, the enmny maefe a general aasanlt. 
They rushed on with a species of madness, and when one 
diitachinont was driven back, another .instantly followed. 
Clive was obliged to stand to til e'giins himself, and assist 
m firin.g thcTti. But the assailants were at length re¬ 
pulsed, and ffnaily raised the siege; autl the young 
soldier, being thus left master of t.be hold, scourtflthe 
country in different directions, took possession of several 
important pos-is, and tJu-n returned to Madras. 
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Meantime theftree defending TriRlnnopylv wua Teeei v- 
ing continuMatcewssious. MajoT'tai.Tenco,, Imving arrived 
from Bntain -with a large reinf&rcenjent, set ovt himself 
for tlmt ’ city with . 400 Sluropcsns nnd J lOfl eopoy$. 
Molianiniefl AU allured Info his service Mmriari Rao^ cii.d 
hy liheitil piy>mises even indnccd the Jaefrent of Sfysore 
fo come to his lissisfonde; and these together formed a 
corjvs of '20,000 meiA. By such additions the English and 
their friends hecame decidodiy' superior fo their_ oppo- 
iitatsi, ■whom they deteOTined without hesitation to 
attac.k m the open field. The French and their conftv 
derates -no kioner disHrovered thja intajition than, they 
retreated and took up a position in ilie fortified }«igoda. 
of Saringhain, stiungly eituafotl in an ialiaud formed hy 
the bsunches of the Coktooh and th'' Cavery. Here, 
howorer, they were closely pressed by the combined 
armies; while the adheTents of 'Gliunda Saheh, consider¬ 
ing his cause as dwipei-dc, desei-fod in l.'irgo hands. 
That tinfortunvafo prinue at length delivered hinaself up 
to tbfc ^iiufl of TaUjore, under a promise of protection, 
which wfis basely violated, and ive was iio mediately 
j>ut to deatii. The French troOpsalso capitulated, anti 
were conveyed prisonci’s of war to Foii St Bavid and 
'fii’ichmo])oly, 

'1'he highest sati.^fection was now felt hy the Bntishj 
who considered thejnselves complete innstcra of tiie 
Carnatic, But at Pondiclieriy'- this loss .pread the 
deepest conetemation*, relieved only by the secret joy of 
those who viewed with disgust the banghtv conduct of 
Dupleix, and cxnll-ed in the failure of his embitioiis 
schemes. Yet at this veiy time he was acting a splendid 
part on a greater scale. Bis itgout, Bnssy, having, in 
the manner above related, placed Salnbnt durg on the 
throne of the Becean, after assisting to inflict punishnient 
on the murderer of his predecessor, marched along 'with 
the pi-ii;ce to Bokonda and Aurutigaljad, wliero. h» 
assumed the govemment with tweiy elramifttance (}f 
oriental pourip. His pretenkions, iiow'evcr, ■were not 
a-tnerioTted by tbic Mogul court-; w'ho conferred the sove- 
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roigntyroi), Gi)azec-vi 4 -Dien, tl'.e legitimate claimant, as 

eldt«i*aon to Nkam-ul-MuBi;- At tiip.&aln.c time die 
cottiitry was Bj-tlxe attacks of a mimeTousMali*- 

ratto force j ao that Saiahal JioigVconkl hope to main ¬ 
tain hi.a poorer only hy JjVowcii aid, anti therefore, made 
Hn&sy the chief director of Itis councils. 

Bapknx, not content with these advaiitagfes, .was 
indefatigable in lus offoits id restore thi;; French ascen¬ 
dency in, the Caniatic ; and the continual fluctuation m 
the plans arid tflluxaces of Indian potentates afforded hhn 
tho means .sooner, than could haveheeu exptreted. With, 
sueh persons, when in dirti'CHS and . apj>lying for aid, 
it, is the inrariahle practice to prouiise whatever ia a&k-, 
ed ; but wiien their deiiverarioe in effected to perform a.s 
little fl .3 possible. ,After the iMitxipleto triumph of the 
Britiidr arms and those of Mohaiurned Ah, .Major Jj^xu- 
reuceiw'aa astounded by the inteUigonce that this p.rinoe 
had stipulaterl, a? the price of the iissfettmce which he 
obtsiued from the Mysorean chief, the surrender to him 
of 'fnclduopoly and ita'tevritory j and the fiTlfllment of 
this engagement was now j-ajpariously dcraanded. On 
being interrogated, he afc once admitted t.h.« p.roMikt:, 
wliich, he imputed to the necessity of cheunijstancea, but 
strenuousiy abjured the slightest intention of adher¬ 
ing to It. Ho affected even to believe it UBpossihie 
that his ally eoald have tKsriouaiy expected, the execu¬ 
tion.of 80 unreasonable a contract j and ;he undertook 
fo indneo him vo rest satififled wvth the prt’sent. .cession 
of Matiura,-and the ilhisory hope of .obtaining Trlch.uio- 
poly at gomo foturo period. After much negotiation, imd 
seeing that ho coxiM gain nothing more, tho other feigned 
to appear conteiitwl. .Yet Major Laxirenct, ckjarly peiv 
h ing the ivg«:nt*s secret rosentinent, adv-ised the Com¬ 
pany cither lionburably to delivermp tlie city, cr reso¬ 
lutely to eeizJC his, person and that- of Morari Rao, and 
thereby pu'vont .the hoatilo machinations which niight 
easily, bo .foreRcen. ThoBirectoi's followed neither of the^ 
roiiusidg j and 'ho disiippointod chief continued to mp- 
dit'ifo on plans of vengeance. The commanders of severA 
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djstticta v,y;te ericouriiged, Ijy ttio knowlwlge of kis ijre- 
80 nt i(ispositi.tm, i,o itioke heini againsjt Moliamnied All,— 
among whom was tho Govonior of Gingee, the tkongost 
of alt ttio forlTOBscs; and the'EnglUk, in attov-pting to 
reduce it, wcro repu'l,3ccl by the IVench, l>uplpis Bciit 
a lai-ge bod,y of 'troops, wjiiclx tinterecl the ten-itory Of 
Fort St David, and at the sainertimeicaotmad tt dotach- 
rioitt of Swiss ptMeeding t'hithoi; hy ace' h'^im Madt'aa.- 
liftTirence then marching ont, enocpmxtoi’ed him at liaboor, 
alwnttwo miles from the city; and hia men charging 
fnrionsly with the bayonet, broke the centre of the ene- 
'myi who inatautly tluvjmug ihxwn tueir arras, lied in sncdi 
oorifhsion that, had not the native cavalry occujdwl them¬ 
selves in securing the plunder, the rout would hiive teen 
coiiipletc. Thia adxmntage was followed yp by Captain 
Clive witli the reduction, ntider considerable diftiowlties, 
of tlio forts (*f Covelong and Chhjgleput; after which the 
state of hil) hcMlth obliging him to returzi home, de¬ 
prived the anny of his important services. 

The Myfloreau general, after begi/ming to negotiate 
with the French, liad been indneed to pause by the 
intelligence of the victory gained by the English; but, 
Jeai'ning that it had not been followed by any decisixu! 
resuite, he concluded the treaty in conjimcti(>n with 
Morad Kao, who ha*l also bean much diavitisfied with 
his elmre of the booty. Duploix likewise- drew over 
Mortiz Ali, the governor of Vellore, by holding out to 
him the hope of being hiniaclf raised to the dignity of 
nabob ; and thou the Frtmch troops, in conjunction with 
the native fore^iis, laid close siege to Tnchinopoly. Major 
Laurence ■svas stunned by the tmexpected uitdiigence 
that, timmgh th-O negligence of the commander, this 
important place did not confcdn provisions for more than 
fifteen days. He was therefore obliged to hasten iu- 
stfijitly with bis whole army to its relief. The. men 
suffered coiisidcmhly by a rapid inarch in the midst of 
the hot season; but they succeeded without opposition 
in entering the city, 'I’he major was thou aido te open 
a coiiinuinicfition with the southern distnets tor a siipply 
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of nect!saarie% ant! oljtainficl sora^ assislaiifie from tlie cifAP. :x. 
R-ijah of T-iiijoro, whoso ftllianvej however, like that of 
aU .Indiaa.princes^ cvavered with every varMion of for¬ 
tune. It becaiae hitpofjsihle in tMs scamty to supply oi 
the inh/ihitante of so great ii city as, Trichmopoly, who, 'lyctitnwroJj 
to the imniher of 400,000, were conipeUed to ctnife the 
place, and seek temjKimry sixeltcr elsewhere; Jiiid the 
immense circuit of it? walls was occupied onJy hy the 
2000 men composing the garrison. Che pirovisioning of 
tiiia important fortress now became the principal object 
of contest, the entire strength of both ;:idc3 being di’aw'n 
around it; and thoh'rench, with an inifuensely superior 
force, pieced tlu’Juselv es in-Qiioh poaitions fis enabled t.htim 
to, intercept completely clic entrance of convoys from 
the south. The brave I^iurcnco twice atb!vcke<h and, 
thoTigli with vary hiferior nuiabers, drove them from 
their posts, and opensd the way for iufl supplies. On Bravery nf 
no fonnor occasion, indeed, had the valour of the Englkli 
troops, and their’ surperiority to those of the enemy, been 
more signally diaplnycfh The gan’ison, however, had 
nearly, by their o^m supinencijs, forfeited the benefit of 
(dl these oxertfons. One inoming at tlirct! ohdock, tho NeKlectof 
guard having fiillon,lhst asleep, tho 'French advanced to 
she assault, applied their scaliug-ladd em, made fhemselvea 
masters of a battery, and wem advancitig into the city, 
when several of the soldiers happening to fall urto a dor p 
pit, their cries abrnned their coxnptmions, some of whom 
filed their mu skets. if ho assAilaii t« tiius concei ring theui- 
selves to be discovered, made a general discharge, beat 
their drums, and atlvaiiced with shouts of F«b 
H appily a coasiderable body o,f British was quartered Tirafely 
iiea]’the spot, who were immediately ltd on by likni- 
tenant Harrison to mich an aavautageons liosition, and 
directed with s >,niuch judgment, that the foreuioat of the ^ 
stonnhig-party were soon cut down, tluvladdera carried 
ofl' or brokcu, and all of tire enorny who had entei-ed, to 
tho umuber of 136 O, wore made prisotiprs. Thus the 
entciqiriae, at firet so promising, (saused to tliem a loss 
greater tiimr any sustained by tlu-ir rt^mis during the course 
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of ihis irtemorable aiege. Soon ftftierwarrJs, liowm-r^ nrt 
English ^icirtchinent, being sent out to escort a convoy of 
p/oviaioiis., w'ijs atfc;ick..td by a coi-ps of ISjOOO mtivea and 
400 Eviropoaus. Ab inexponiinced olficor, who had the 
eomraand, <3 rew up his men tn sr.iuH pal'lles at wida inter- 
I'ftls, Suddenly Morari Kao find Junis Khan, with 12,000 
Mysorean house, adviinced with loud siioiits at full-gallop 
and charged this iD-constmeted. line., Our countrjmuji 
had scarcely time to fire one volley, when they fcniiid 
their ranks broken by the enemy’s cavalry. Deserted 
by tht.‘sepoys, they were left, only iBtl in number., 
iwithout any hope of eecapoj upon which they doter- 
iHHied to soil their lives as dtwly as possible. The whole 
were eithtr killed or taken, including a company of gro- 
nadiei's, who had acted a prominent part in all the late 
victririea. , . • 

Amid, these gallant exploits, the siogo of Trichinopoiy 
,■ was protracted a year and a haltpdimng which neither 
the h'rench nor their niimerous Jilliea obtained any de¬ 
cisive advantfige. Mill oonaideifH the object a.s very 
unwoT'tliy of such strenuous effort.?; ■ yet it ought to be ro- 
membered, that the Company were deciding on that spot

Piance ho'i novor favoured tfie system of encroachmei'^.t

Ijy t!).o waTin romonsitTaiices of the Eiii^lisli 
cabioet, who began to fit out a ab me what foi'miiiahie e.-Kpe* 
<UtioH tor the East. After soni e d licnspion, it waa agreed 
that eoanxvij^aioDti's from each state Bhotild be sent, ‘with 
full powers to adjust the differeiioasy rather upoii equh 
table priHciplae satisfaeten-y to both pani«3j than from 
any cooiiideratioii of their eoinparatiTO' strength and flp- 
qnisitions. AVhen Gfaiheu, the Fieimh envoy, m-rived ai 
IVtidieheiTy to supei'SecIe Diipleis, corj.sider'ftble amtiety 
was felt as to the vaaTiner in wdiich the tidinga wovtld h*r 
msived by that hftTighty ruler. He had assumed the most 
lofty bearing;, invested himself ■with the dress and e a sign 3 
of a Mogul viceroy, ivrid had often ohtigod the otticera 
"wliom ho admitted to audience to iiill doAviK'n their knot's 
befi>re him. His ^vIlole soul, too, was tuidOrstood to be 
absorbed in the niagnifieent prqect of niaking his country 
supreme in Indio. But he -was too sound a politiciiin' 
not to iktrocive that ah resistance tvas libw vain ; atul' 
yielding Tivith a good gi'ace, he ^vas ^v(dl treated and sent 
home with honour and respect. The Company mdtecd 
gave hhu HCoM reception, and refused to rcijay nearly 
^^{KljOOO Avhith lie had espentM out of his private for¬ 
tune and credit in extending their dominion. All the 
bietorious int'aiglr bitterly against tliis treatment; yet 
it is UEipossible not to remai‘k, that the ambitious add 
warlike policy of tliis govemoT, in furtherarico of whicly 
Im lavished immense treasures, was in direct oppositior to 
the system which the morohante, wisely wo think, were 
anximui to pursue. They thought themsel ves not at alt 
obliged to him for spending such'sums in ttie attempt to 
mi>ke them rofisters of vKst provinces against their will; 
and, therefore, they did not hold their association boUi).d 
to replace advances wliioli, although- made oiji their hc- 
count, were made :iot only ‘without butes'en contraiy to 
tiieir instructions.

Oonccrsed for tho 
pdisnit of burflijftl) Powlalv, ^'hat. princ-e iifid arrived 
at Daudpore ahout midnight alter tjie battle; and several 
of his principal officf.vM being already thwe, ho uBson\bh'<i 
them in connej], Bejwiing the advice urged by swiso 
oftlism, tliat he should sxirrendct to the English, he 
eoncuTsed with those who rceoinmended that he shonld 
give donations to the troops, and' pliicc lumaelf next day 
at tiieir bead. But when he returned to the sernglie, 
and learned the hear approach el' fcleer Jaffior, liis^tiroid 
distiosition gained the usoendenoy. Ih? disguised himaelf 
in :tn humblis garb, and, witli hiai favourite ennuch and 
concubine, carrying a casket of Ids most prerious jewels, 
placed himself in a barge and ehdeavrmted to push vip tho 
river to Bntna, where, iVoin the hdehty of . the govenaor, 
he eirpcctwl to be in safety, He arrived at Hajcniabh 
where the bostmou,, overcome by i^tigrie,. inaisted m 
resting for the night, and th.e ex-nabob sought coatt'tti- 
ment in a deserted gulden. 1h the morning, however, 
a man of low rank, whose earn in a lit of rage Jio had 
fonnctly caused to be cut off, dlscovcii^d him, and inodo 
the repoit to a lirothcr of Jaifier, who gave notice to tlie 
soldiers imgaged in the pursuit. I’hey hastened to aeir® 
their prey, and conv^ed Mm down the’tiver to Miix- 
adavad, tveatiug him' on tho panBego \Wth every species 
of indigpiity. Tlie nr.happy prince was: dragged lllrcm 
felon into the palace which ho hiui so lately ocmipied in 
all the jMJUip bf caeteni royalty, du-fficr sluiwed liimseK 
Somewhat aftcoted at this speefaedo, not indeed v'ithont 
reasafi, having owoJ eveiy thing to AliTerrii Klian, grand - 
fnthc'f - to fnrajah, of whom also he l uwl no venous ground 
of eonijiiaiid. He desired the: captive prince to retire, 
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and afiseniblud hia I'.uiniwjilorB to deliberate on Ills fate. cifAP ,xr, 
Sotijo recommended clemency; dthoiw, among whom 
was his son Meovan, aged about seventeen, urged, the 
cruel hut safe cxp(>dio)itof putting liun to itistaiit doatlr, nftiicin hy 
Tiic; new nabob st' Vl hesitated, hen tho youth entreated 
him ro go to Jx'd and Ie;ive to him the care of tho royal 
captive. He eonsentod, not wiiliont an oh v iotja preaen- 
tiiiient of what would follow, Meeran lost no time in 
sending a band of aafiafisinE to the apatiineut of the pr.i- 
eoner, who met his end w.;tb weak and pusUlaniiriona 
lanretiiationfj; and the view of hia re,naans, phoced cm an 
elephant and carried thinugh the streets, induced the 
scTvik crowd to yield implicit suhmiasion to bia fiuccos- 
8or. Sarftjah Dow lah^perhaps ,de9erved his, fatoj ji^yet the 
■■ imumstaiioes Rttending it, and the pei-soas by, whom it 
was itkfiicted, rendeivd it an act of the basest troachery , 

Meanwhile the English made a,11 due haste to com- st^ucoftis 
mence tho important investlgaticwi into the contenis of the 
Bengal treasury; and the result, as Meer Jaffier's minister 
had intimated,, created tho most bitter disappointment. 

To pay tho stipulafecd amount of 22,000,000 rupees, there 
was found in the exchequer only 1^,000,000, and it could 
not he entirely emptied. It was neccssmy, therefore, to 
he content v,dth the immediate rt^ccipt of one-half, and to 
accept the promise of paying the rest in tliree .^nimal 
instshneni,;'.. Even of this loalf, our oonntrymen were 
obligwl to take a third in jewels itnd other prccions effects; 
yet thore was paid down in cash i’000,000,—the largest Liir^n 
Slim of prize-money, it is presumed, which they.ox; any sn’iso-monft/ 
<tther European nation over rocoivod in India, The. chiefs 
also wore graciously pleased to accept in nduTU for th,oir 
services prcaontspf very largo amount,—a mode of rfimu- 
neration accordant,it is said, w ith Indian ideas, thoxigh one 
cannot view it ta paiticularly honourable CHve iicknow- af tive 

ledge-d to have received *l6b,0()0, while to efwh member 
of eonneii there foil iSd jOO. As Watson did not come iu 
re-nilarly for a shxire, oue w-as made for him by deduc^Jng 
a tenth from that of the others,—ac amngeraent with 
w'hich several o; the officers were extremely dissatisfied. 
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Soon aftfi-Oj the goveumvcnt of Bengal waP iui-ol ved ift 
pcfuliai' diflimrKaea., TW disf.rnoted state of the province 
exeitad the hoptis of the native priiiceaj who expected 
tlmt if; wonld fall ttm easv prey ; ami the ehlet.taon of tJie 
jldognl, called the aliaxada, having obtained from his 
fntlier the investiture as Suhahclar of Bengtil, Bahar^and 
Oriiiaaj proceeded to .cataljlhih faia eUim by mms* 
force whici) he could coramaTidwes oxceedlngiy amali; 
but he was supported by two dfetiiigutihcd officers, Tiovv 
estahlbhcd nearly as Ladepcndcat rulers. One Wiistlie 
Nabob of Oude^- a fm(' province north of' tlio Ganges 
once the .seat of ft powfrtui (.Tupire. The ofchev was the 
Subalnitr of Allahabad, « fertile region (dong the sunic 
river, t;|^* capittd of wHch, situated at the junction of 
the Ganges and the Jumna., Is one of the largest ami 
moiat yenmted cities of the empire . Akbai made it a 
favourite residence, and ..wecte^l at, the onglo of the mir- 
j-ents thci Ohalm ticUoon, ft spncio'as iVfrti-es®^ wldcJg 
h.'tving its gateways ornamented witli domca and cupolas, 
exhibits o.ie of the most atrihjng .speeiifteus of .Ind-ian 
^chitectore. The Britli-h have (iiiice mifkd nevv defences, 
andIchoMin.H as theu’ chief nviUlniy depot for tiie upper 
provinces- The interests of his country', and the treaty 
with. Mher Jaffier, alike, intp'dled Clive to aid that .ruler 
in repelling the invasion. This oondiiet is branded by 
Mr Hill “ nndisg’Aised rehellion but when wo con¬ 
sider that the power of the Me'girl over all dietaitt pro¬ 
vinces ]\ad ffir a long tinto bcoB quits nominal, and that 
prince merrly a tool in the Imnds of others, who regarded 
f’,b.aotho;!'.ity alnyjtftiifthttle aa Jaffior did, wo avf, brought 
to view the subject.' somewhat 3itferoiiU.y.

It is boUemlj had thiES entc t'pi'ise been a’S 
A ^'hgo. pe<5Wtptly esmdvd sia it was ably pkniiad, that the 
object might have been ficcompiiiited; but, the chict's 
mduiged mtlie usual tlilatory habits of an oriental army, 
tiic iKitoh. ' and Caillaud had time, by rapidly co>n veying' troops down 
Urn river, to voinforco' his ali^^, and deter the cnetny 
inuB the inediteted attfMjk, jaoturiiing hastily by the 
saxue route, they reached Patna before the Ejiglisli, and, 
aided by Id. Lfiiv 'with a French fores, retluced that city 
to groat oxtremity, Captain Enos:, howaver, niarching 
above two hundred mibliB under a buniiitg sim in thir¬ 
teen days, relieved it, and, obliged the onemy to fall 
beck, 

Stutft of AStins in Bengal meantime were by no ineans in a 
tlKJifV'' satisshetory ehtto. JafEior prhved an iadolent, voliiptu- 
' oii^, and tyrannical ruler, Instead of boiug able to pay 
up the instalments due to Kts allies, ho could not find 
funds for his ow:i extravogent expenses y and ho esdeh- 
voured to fill his coffers by plimdeiiiig the native chiefs, 
th ree of wlioin at one tbna rose in Telveil ion. Xhe revermes 
of three districts indeed were assigned for the li(j[uidauiort 
of the British debt, wliile ilto monopoly of saltpetre and 
otbor exorbitant commercial privileges woi-egranteel ;'but 
irbsKorfcrn- ’6 eooii bectimo sufbciontly evident tb^it ho bad forgotten 
Me!^r JafSer obilgatipos to tiio English, and yielded only iW>m 

fear or the impossibility of otherwise .maintaining his 
,power^ On a fullsarvey of these circumstances, the heads 
of thfi council formed the detormi) lation of supplantiiig 
Afeer Jafiicr, or at least of placing the real power in the 
bands of another. Afmr maoh delil'cratiou, it was 
re.solved that his successor should bo hJs ovrh son-bj-ia w, 
.Moor Cosslxu, who abne appeared to poa-'o^ the energy 
ner<jssary to retrieve tbe siiikiag atfairs of the country, 
uisAir Tfuilsiitivrt repaired to Moorabedabad, and oudeuvour- 
r’,OK!({vtvvii. (,(j upon the nabob to conseht to an arrange- 

rm.'ut, by wliich he ohouid retaiu the pomp and fttutw of 
royalty, while tlie govomment would be adminieterod by 
Cossim; but Jailicr, though bo felt it imposaiblo to 
regiat, p.rinidly refuficd the ’ncre ebadlow of autltority, at'd 
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us a private individual. 

Jicet Cosaini applied, himself with talent and vig'our 
to tho task of govc-noing. By judicions arrangeinoutfi, 
and by extracting money from- the native chiois^ he sue- 
ixecdc'd in paying up tlw arrears duo to our countrymen. 

But urgent circumstances soon called the allitid nowera tt> 
the frontier : for the c njperoT, still aided in some degree 
by the sov^a-eign of Onde, coiUrived to make several 
harajssing inc ursions‘into tbo nabob’s territory. Mejor 
Ciirnac nmrclied to its defence, and having soon brought 
the Mogul UTiity to action, completely defeated it. The 
most leniitTkable event was the capture of ,M- 1 .aiw, who, Cujitiu'o nt 
svith a handful of Frcncli froops, bad hitherto been the 
chief supptyrt of the native itrmies against tho English. 

-Deserted by hia ixic.o, he bestrode one of the gmia. .Tiid 
in thot atUtiida au'aiteAl tlio approach of d«tth. The 
Hindoos, stnuigera to any it'hned laws of war, were 
much’ surprised to seo tlui Britlsli officers appKjaoh, 
courteously invite .bini to tlieir camp, and treat him as 
an honoured eivd respected guest, TChe major,, offer tiie 
battle, )f)e.Tit ovsrturea of accommodation, accorapanied 
even, with an ofter to wait upon the emperoi' in liia 
emnp ; and though these proposals wore at first itjcctod, 
tl.i9 prince, oa mature reflection, not only' received the 
victorious commander, but proceeded with him to Patna. 

He was there met by Meer Cossiin, and a trenty wasTrtmy 
coucladed, by vvhich the latter wtis invested Subahduv 
of Bengal, Bahai', and Orissa j apd in return for this he 
stipulated to pay Ute annual sum of twenty-four lacks 
of rupees, Air three millions sterling, Bome reason wan 
even givpn to ext'«.«t that our countrymen might aid in 
restoring vlie prince to tlm impeiiai pow'er ; but tlic eni- 
biUTa'-ited state, of tho finances, and other civciunstouces 
now (.0 be -Kdided, prevented any steps from being taken 
in fulfihnent of thut object, - 

The first jfletjsures of Moor Cossim’s government 'were Fir«t mciv- ‘ 
pnident and vigoroua- * ai.vd, Ijud ,Ue been le.lt to the 
cxerci&c of inde])o.tideut po’.fer, he might lone tjeconie 3 goTeriiiPont 
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n^xy good mlgr. But ho atooil in a relatipu to ilia 
patroii-'i^ wluch. a liigh-^piTiiod priiioe cotdd scarcely con- 
tinue to brook. After having deposed and «ct up a 
nabob, xhe.y not only felt tbemselYeB, bnt were vie/vvod by 
otbci^ aa tJ^o real nuiAterB A>f Bengal; and theu* mos^^eub- 
orrliaato oifioer'j eoiieeiveti that they were entitled to the 
obedience of the higliei,*...native autharitk'S, Thia bud 
feedmg WHS fomented by a part;^- in the coniieil hostile tcj 
the governor, who notoiily noon became the inajority^^but, 
Itiivmg been originally adyoi^^e to the elevation of Meer 
Cossiin, deligliled to thwart luni in eveiy possible nmii- 
ner. Tliis toly, mindful of the oErcirinehmcoa which 
attended Jaffieifs elevation, made the modest demand of 
twenty hievks of rupees n^ personal presents^ tCoi^siin 
positively denied the pronuse and refviaed paymeut. His 
conduct was highly approved by the Company, while that 
of the council was strongly condemned,~a cixcamE^tanccv 
it may be feaivd, which still farmer imlnttcrcd their 
feelmgs agaiiiat the Eilia wa-s at thy head of tha 

ruling party; and Iwiug stationed ’ft’j.th a ciotaehrut'tit at 
Patna, attained ponmsiiinxi to act thf'ro as he jdeaspdj 
and' he behaved in the most domineering iha! mer tt)wsrds 
the prince- The complaints of this ruler aasuHiod , 
serious shape, in comc^uence of the privileges with inguni 
to tratie which tl!.e liJnglish claimed in viiiae of a fomioi* 
giant iVoin the Mogul, 't’hey were thereby esempterj 
from those heavy tmusit duties which, aco<H*clLng. to the 
impolitic system prevalent in India, were isupoeed on 
till goods passing tip and down tliB river, p.rid fcoueeify 
to city. This iunauiiity, which gave to them-on 
iminenso advantfige over the natives, was farthei' abused 
by aJJ’ording the sanction of their nanio to agents, by 
whom the ra^lar vocrelunits were entii'oly. driven otf 
the field. In consequence of the heavy eonipbdnts 
lodged by tile nalool upon this subject, Mr yanaittart, 
at Mongiui*, concluded an agreenient, Recording to vyithh 
the simie duties were tube paid by tlie Company hi sc v~ 
vaiits and by tlie counliy traders. This judicious ar¬ 
range men t,ai ter the Indian phnet' had somewJiat hnstiJy 
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liogun to acl: upon it* was annulletj bj^ the mfvjority ol eiiAP;.\L 
the council, an<l aSliMJs wete agfuii thrown into .thoii* 
foiiner (ionfusioti.' Tile nabob Uieii detfirrbiiied to end 
the oouti’OYei^y* by abolisliiiig at oucc aVv those iuliind 
fiuties,'—a nieilBuro salntaiy in, itself^ but of Vvliich the 
ETig.lLiU uiire^nably flud Ihmlly eompkined,. because it 
left no distinetiou between them aiicl his own subjects. 

Ab the tide of : discontent swelled, hoth jjarties began to snuaai 
assnine a w'arfik’o Eitiltude,; His bijghness busied birtisell }^j. *■'* 

in rrtising money, levying' troops, aiKi diaeipUning them 
in tho Eiu'opcnn ittiihner. teaming that some boats 
■with, militai'y stores were pnKieeding up the Ganges to 
Paina, he ordered them to tie-detained ; but soon after, 
feeling ihia'to be a questionable stop, he JiUowed theih 
to proceed. No sooner, however, had Mr Ellis I'etBived 
lie woof the first detentjdn, than he resolv<i(l, agretiahly 
to conditional inst.ni(jtion8 from tlio conticil, to attack 
timt city, wliicli, being ill-ptovidcd for defence, was 
quickly* ean-iedi Coasim, on i-eceiving intelhgeneo of PEciavatioii 
this vinkut measurti, became exceedingly fariou.s, and 
tUdneelbi'th bfeathed notlung but war. He was, how* Cesatm. 
cvi; : , soon gratified, by Icatning that the victors, iiaving 
resigned thoin^lvce to security and plimdor, liad , been 
surprised by the late governor, , driven from their con¬ 
quest. and,* in attempting to escape up the river, had 
been all token prisoners. The factory at Cosairnb r.wir, 
with Its gfitrison, wVis also captured. 

ThtvEn^disli now again mised to, Tiowcr Meer dal’iier, -KOTtivea 
whom ' the blind desire of governing indueed to forget all "X kV« 
lib. wvotigs. At the satue time Major Adams, who odm- J^niar,

Adama mimediutely n3fm.ihcd jind .laid sitsga 
f.<?- Monghir,'which the subuhdat had made Ms cap.Jftd, 
and carofolly fortified. After nine days of regular Ope-

chief into a dreadful paroxyan of rage. H« 8e.nt notice,

The nabob’s only hope heiicefarth rested on Patna, investment 
Mhieir woe soon .»fl®i'ward3 iavesteoi. lie Muifttreed the 
garrison wttli 10,000 m en, and auppu rted the dcfeiuro by 
strong bodies of .irregtiliU- cai'a'lry- Tiie resistaneo waa 
vigorousthe garriaoii took one of the English l.iatteries, 
and blew Jtp their magiiaino; yet in eight days a bretmii v- 

was offiected, and the place 'w;ts token by storm, Cossito 
then gave up all for lost, and tied into the eoiuitry of riiRhtof 
Onde to iniplors the aid and pititoction of tlio 8ul'alid.>r, ‘-’osfii't'' 
Sujah Oowlahv' Timt ]jvi«.ce Jvid then a still inoie ilhis- 
trious refugee, .in the individital who by' Jegititnatt; 'ie~ 
soent bore tlie mighty .name of-tho Great Mogul. At 
this court, the fugitive viceroy was well received, and 
Sujah, pmbahly with a 'view to his own ‘iggrnndi;!eineiit, 
underiooU to support ,his cause ■; after which these tiiree 
distinguished personagesmardied with thair united force 
to attack the Bci.fcish armyievhichlii>ppened th^n to be very 
ill prepared .to,.sustain «> formidable an eiscouutcf. Tho ]>i!coatEn!i:; 
troops, ooinpt/Eod in a, groat , measure of foteigners and 
sepoys, complained tlwit, after such a scries of brililaut fctiH-#. 
viciorieii, they wero left not only without reward, but 
suffering severely from the climate nnd scarcity o* pro- 
visioH^, : 'i?h6h' diaoontents broke .forth into open inuviny, 
and numbers even separated from the jnai.h i)0dy..

rrifiu.i, did not ffcui himself in a condition to uedertoke 
otfensive operattona, but waited tlic attack in his tump ’ 
near Ihitna, The aolditrs, when eugaged in battle, for. 
got their mutinous propensities, and Whaved \vith the 
utmost steadiness. A ftcr a protrnoted conflict, they 
complotcly repulsed the cueray, thpugii i^ra oxtx'onic 
fatigue they Were until for aiiy lengthened pursuit, Sujnh 
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D.>wlali WAS oWigert to rflirtmt nik» Outie., whithei- tho 

English commander did liot attempt to follow him. 

In May 1764 the coaiiaand de reived apon Ithijor 
H'«!t6r Monro, tva. enterprising othcer, who deterinmcd 
to follow up the advantages gained by bia predecessors. 
It appeared iiidispensabie, howeror, to h^in by ooan- 
plefoly checking the spirit, iii' insubordinatioit, ettii to 
employ for this purpose measures of inip09ing rigour. 
A bati'alion of sepoys having left the camp soon ijl'ter 
he bad joined, was puisutd and brought basic; when, 
aelectii^ twonty-four of the ringleaders, he orde'rerl 
tiiem to be blown from the mouth of n L'annon,—ti 
fate whicli they met with much intrepidity. No disposi¬ 
tion to mutiny being theneoforth manifftsted, M.o«ro 
mfu:ch.’d against Sujah, whom he fouml strongjyf in- 
ftrenolmd at Buxar on the river Soane, The diflsfiulty of 
attacking tho enemy iu tliis noeitlon was obv iated by tb dir 
advAncing against the British at eight itt the laoruiug of 
the 133d October ; when, after a combat of three •hours, 
they were defeated. They made their retreat, fmwever, 
v/ithout being pursued to any great distance, but losing 
an linm.euse quimtitj of stores, and 3 30 picctM of arfcilhijy. 
The emperor had already mndo nvr rtures to Major Cur- 
nae, wiiich tliat olRcer did not tliink himself autUoriaed 
to accept; tljef'O he now renewed, compbiining tjiat 
flowleJi treftied him with indigniiy, and detained hhu n« 
a mere Htab '-pridoiier, Major Monro gfvvi- a fiivoarstble 
answer, and only delayed the final aftcoptaaco of his 
f/roposids till they should receive the sirnctiori of tire 
preeideney, which was reaf'tily granted. Even bofore it 
arrived, the Mogul bad come-over v/ith the corps jwc 
:synallj attached to liim, and begrin to march under the 
banner of his allies. 

The> nabob, having retreated into the iutorbjr of hla 
dnminiona, obtamed the aid of a body of .Mahrattafl 
under Mulhar Rao, and of GluiTiee-ud-DieTi, who,;» we 
have seen, were or ibe most powerful adherents of 
the Mogul tiirone. With ll»>sc auxiliaritr ho hoped to 
malre a stand agaiftst the viotorloua English. Sir Robert

A sfatesirian of eoittpre- 
liensive views mid vigorous character seemed wanting to 
place their affairs in the hlaet on a stable and trantjnil 
footing, as wart lis to inttoduce order and regnl^vrity into 
the various branches of so oxf:et>ded:an adiniuiflt.ration. 
With this view, their "ittention was directed to the same 
p ?Tson who had been the real fottnder of their dtnn inioiis'; 
Acpt.iimrnent and Ijord Clive, about thtee years niter his rcttirn, w^as 
of un. Oliva ^ Bfit oTid time for the supreme coniMifuid of tho 

Briti .h proviiieoftiiti India. He refnaed to accept tinloea 
invested with themostampicpc-wcrs^aiid phu'edeutirely 
' beyond the control of the council. This was strongly 
objected to, yet finally sarmtioiied by the situill majority 
of thirteen to eleven. 

His lordsiiip lUTived at- Calcutta early in the year 
1705 ;“'but v'e slmll reserve till another octaaion our 
notice of his .internal regulations, and proceed at pre¬ 
sent to record those tneasurcs by wliich b« echieved the 
farther ext(?n.sion of the Company’s teridtory. Sujffh 
D(,'W jtih, though defeated in successive battlc.^^ and drivwi 
ei'on beyond his fi'ontioT, still po-wossed energy and great 
rewan rces. Htiving collected hio sfsitterod troops, and ob- 
lalncd a reinforcement from the iVlaJu-attas, ho formed 
art army with'which he again ventxtred to liice Gcneitil 
CaniiM'.. At Calpy howe%Tr he was compleffely Touted, 
and coMipcIled to fieepre-dpltatoly with grrrat losS aen>.-is 
tiir .Jumna. Consideriughlscsuse iis-aUogether desperate, 
lie Jupaiwid to the camp of the'jSngiish, and thi cw hiin- 
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Bftlf p-ntiroly tipoa their nH.^rcy, Ho ba^J been etTftr!gi 3 ' cmv, XL' 
ui^dj (lud high afiera -wtii'e ©vea laado to iadnee this n, 
prince to bring with hini M’eer CoMsiin ; but r* ifch a senso 
of honcUr not usual iri an eastern pi,ite)rjtat<‘, ho deter- 
■niincd not to homy a person who bad soaght and-re¬ 
ceived hia protection, He nllowed him, and a Gerinar^ 
i^utncoo, his Jissociata m. the work of blood, to sock 
shelter in the countries bordermg on the -Indnai ■ Tims 
Carnac had at once in his camp two princes hpldmg the 

highest rank in India,-and tlie direct representativea, of 
mi empire htioly the most eplendid and povmrful h. the 
world 

I„)rd CHvcu Ofi receiving this intelligence, immediately . JEuwuvaM®^ 
repaired to the Britieh encampment at Allftiia-had, wliero 
these tw'O illostrioas personages aw-tdted his deeiaion (.oi-eChrc!. 
upon their fiite. It had been determined, in consequojice 
of tlic obstinate hostility displayed by Sujnh, to deprive 
him of all his territories and heatow thorn on the em¬ 
peror- But his lordship, on form lag a pei'eonal acquaint¬ 
ance, conceived so favo'ivmble an opinion of him, apd 
judged him likely to be ao much laoio efff«tivc as an 
ally and formidahlo as mi enemy than theymung Mogul, iKsteminn' 
that he resolved to restore him to his- dominioiu;, by 
whose inhabitants he was greatly beloved.

123 of cleu' gain to the Com¬ 
pany, , These financial anticipations wore very impor.

A. DTiifia, daz:tiec] with & succession of such splendid victories,' 
bj!' wMck her posKessioiiei, that ten years befiure had 
mcladed only an almost defMJceloss fort at the laouth of 
the Ganges, now extended over all the finest portion .of 
liiat vast Tegion. Tiie “moat valuable part of the great 
central plain of Indhi, westWiird an far as the Jutnna, was 
(iit)iei’ m tho iin mediate possession or under the tntire 
control of the British nation.

goneral brealcmg up of the Mogul ompireaiid it;s 
gmit viceroyaStkSj Iiulia wm redaced aJmost t-a a AUtte 
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of atiaroliy. Any bold, edveutnrer, ^yl^o oouUl sninmon 
i'ourici liim tlifl wttrlike ?;jid pred:%toi3^ bands with wliicii 
tluit region fibounded, might fliS^dro to rule over exteii- 
aiva districts, ijevend of wiuoli were entitled to ramie os 
kingdoina. A.mong sticii eomnj'anitiea a eon^jpieuoiis 
place was held by Myaoi-c, the territory of which farm -i 
one of the most reinarkable of those elevated tablodamls 
that diversify the sou tlieim pro viuces.. It sfcrotclies more 
than hall-:Wiiy from sea to tjea, closidy approtiching tlie 
Malabar coast on tlia piio rido, and on the other reaching 
to the border of tlio Carnatic, A circuit of lofty hiUs, 
forming a barrier .rormd the country, raise its general 
surface to the height of almost 30f-K> teofc; a happy eir- 
cumstence, which seeui-ea for-it a clhuate unuaually tepi- 
peiute and salubrimis. The soil is generflUy o'ejl suited 
for producing the most valuable gwtfos ;md freiis, and 
by a rude ,but careful cultivation is rendered' eis:fcri^ely 
fertile. Tills kingdom, under the itirectiou pf. n daring 
soldier, rose to swell power ai. to threaten the very ok- 
istence of the British dominion in the Easti 

Mysore,, down to a recent period, had not been entirely 
^hjcQted to the Atolxammedan sway ; it was etiil ruled b\‘ 
native pi'inces, who paid homage, and BoniothnsK tributt', 
hi-st to the lunga of tboi>eocan, and tiffer their fall to 
the Mogul. Ill the decline of the hitter sovcreigritv both 
these were witliheld, unlesa when the imperial Lieu¬ 
tenant could assemble a force sutHciently strong to wrest 
payment feom tlie local sovereign. This iadepundcncey 
hoivever, waa of little^vail to the original rajahs, who, 
linking, according to the custom of oriental prince.'j., 
into vchiptuoits iudoleuce, allowed the govertiment to 
p^iss aimost entirely into the bauds of their miuhtore. 
When the war in tho Carnatic first led the English intc 
hostility with My,soi-e, two brotliers, Deoroj and Nupje- 
raj, of vvliom the latter pessesftod tho more vigorous 'dia 
ranter, liad risen to the head of aflaire. At ilds timfi, 
howovot, there was coming into notice a young odv#n- 
turer, destined to cfFcefc a complete revolutiou ih that 
wuiitry, and in all Soutlicm India. 



Colonel-Wilks, from native autlioritiea, has given CHAr. xn.

The widow of h’uttoo 
Mohammed, liaving lost every tiling hut her childreii 
and;her.hnnonr,'*found re-fuge with her hrotlier Ihraluiu, 
by whose bounty tho family .were supported. Hydcr, nydtr Alt’ 
Jtccoi'dingly, hwVhis fortutio en-tirely to make ; r,i’d ' fo.r , 

'.ome thfto he gave hut slender promise of reacilhig aiiy 
lugh advaiiccrncnt. He did not even learn to read 9 -r 
write; and, cm an'iving at manhood, spent his whole to'jiuaiidc’s. 
tuiio either in voluptuous riot or i« t he plcaiiums of 'the' ' • ;,f 
chose. Thus he reftched the ;ige of twenty-seven before 
he would submit to t)i6 restraints even of military ser- 
vica. Hia elder brother, frieantime, had been more me¬ 
ritoriously enqdoycd in the anny of Kuiijtraj, wiioip ho 
di.dhignishcd, iuiiisidf, and wfiH rahwd to a subordinate 
command; and he waa at length induced to join him while 
employed ii\ the su'ge of a tortrees c.allwl Dconhullyv, 
winvh'ooOTpied hine rimntbs.

■vioiis which jirevftilrd at court. The yotaig rftiah, whom 
Nunjemj i;ept as a conv.onicnt tool, detemined to make 
an cjJbrt to extricate himself fi-oin tins thraluom, and

di-oog, Jind other districts properly incloded ia that 
cmtntiy ; but wliose rajahs and })o!ygar 9 , during the^tc 
iroTthlous period, had roDtlered thernatdyoe hi a great 
Conquest of measure independont. Ilia richest priae, however, was 
itfdj.orc, afforded by tire conquest of BedhorC, a lemtory situated 
on the loftiest crest of the Ghan fe, 5000 feet above the 
level of tlw sea, where the ju'ofuse rnius nourish m.-igni- 
ficent foresta and copious iiarvest^. Its eequostered 
pshion hod hitherto preserved it from hivaaitm, dhd 
its vnlera had Applied theinseivee most diligentiy to that 
chief oojeet of ambition in India, the j^cuinulation of 
treasure. On the approach ot the Mysorean army, the 
Wi>n. timid inhahitnnts of the capital, after getting’ firij, to the 
priace, Bed into the adjoitiiug •wpods, leaving a splend-’d 
city .}jght miles in circiunffrenco entii'ojy open to plan-

"Ihcy coverml the face of the country, 
and so complefiely craft >6F all cotnimiiiicatiou, that even 
tho^vigilant Hyder was surprii^iil by the appearanec of 
their Jriaia body, when he imagmed tlieui to ho si ill at 
a diataTicd. He ivas doieaf cd, and after yoveral unsuc* 
ceiisfui attempts, daring a cainpaigu of some lengf,fi,Ho 
retiicvc his aiJvuifi, wag compelled to purdinsc pcJioe by 
extensive oesyoufl, and the payment of thirty-two hteks 
of nipeea, TJmt tumultuary horde tlien mtired, and 
left II tm at liberty to pursue his tartliei' acquisitiona. 
He directud his m-tna agmugt Gadicuftj'.^tUI ruled by n 
peraonage entitled the saTtiprin, and esteemed tJic priiv

Colonel Sniitli, meantiiTiHj snppoi-ted only hy the poorj 
ill-paid, and undiseipHned troops of the niiStvm, had 
oiitored -Afysifere. He soon began to euspe^'t that this 
would prove a very fiitiltf expedition ; and in fact H was 
about to assume a character inuch more di,mati‘ous than 
he onticj'pattid. . Jlis Indian ally had taken umbrage on 
i.axio«8 gitjundfi at t!ie English ppeBidem'y% They bad 
procured fmai the Mogul, now a merely ncuninal poU-n- 
tato, the grout of the valimbie territory of the North^tm 
Circrtia. Mohammed All, their confedemte, whom thoy 
had raised to, he IN'ahob of tlie Carnatie, had meantime 
advaeux'd pretensions to the doni’uions and rank of the 
ni^am, which the latter euspfcted the Bs iliah of secretly 
favoui’ug. Kyder therefore employed Majilatz Khan, 
hrotlvcr to that chief, who, actuated by the -fraternal 
jealousies 'tsually prevalent in India, had coins over to 
tlie Mysotoan interest, to open a secret eorrespondfence 
with the subahdarv. Ilhis last vras easily ,permnwled, tbac 
he'should; most.sucoessrully realise his views of ag^ran- 
dizeittenl by entering into a league witli Hydei* against 
Mohdinmcd and- that foreign pcweiv of which he wns 
rondoring.himself the instrument; and accoi'diitgly these 
two parties, who were so lately vowing each otlm.r's 
destruction, united m an offensivo treaty against our 
countrymen. Colonel Smith, both from his own ohsor-: 
vatiou Slid from notioes given by his faithful ally, soon 
obtained .0 olcav perception of this oliange in ths position 
of nffiur.<. It bore'i'ather a serioits aspect, oonstderiiig 
the Jifttance to which ho had advanced . into the enemy^s 
forritory ; but ,on hia- renaonstiwiMjes the mizani .eon- 
curred in the propriety of his rouoat, only dciaiving tliat 
a coi'ps of throe battalions should roTPain with In in,—n 
request which was very imaecountobly complied with.

Coloho] Sniitii, seeing, liimeelf now threatened hy tiu* 
vidited attaotc of these two-great powers, with an army 
of'43,000 hoi'st) and 23,000 foot, whiie he hiniself had 
only 6000 foot and 1000 hoj-se, limited in». efforts to 
foi-tUying th,e piiSiiesof the Ghanta by whiph th.ey nffght 
be •expected to descend iiite the CiCfiiaticy btit, from 
igr oiaivce of the IockI positions, he left undefended those 
rcry openings w^hich were the most fs^Vonrahle (hr their 
purpose.

and agree to a separate treaty, wliidr wasooncluded on tbe 
£3d FebTiiarylTGi!. Under the presanre of such dfcum- 
fitanees ho obtohicd toiemble terma ; but ’-vas obliged to 
tjonhrtn the grant of the Cii-cara made by the 
There >Yore to Je) pmd to him, however, five huiks annu¬ 
ally ; not in name of tvibiito for this district, but as a 
frtentUy .subsidy. EviUi.iVom this there was. to ho do- 
do.cted, for the exposes of the war, 25 millioos, at the 
rate of three every year. Xor was any oppjnitiou to be 
imidc to til 3 appropriflfioii by the British of a consider- 
nblc extent of Hyder’s dominions. 

The presidency of Alndnw felt now the highest exnb 
fatiwj, and ehht immediate orders to Colonel bmith. to ete ed^uu 
enter Mysore, end strike a blow at the centre of Hydei'^ji 
powot. That officer represented the impossibility of 
subsisting bis army in the elevated .and barten territoiy*

Tcmptirsi-- Thus in a few nronths flyder had lost one-half of his 
dominion^. Mild saw thn centre of his power . monacdQ, 
llirving, however, in the iirsf, inshincty directed,his whole 
force iigainst the wostef/i, districts, he snccebded in aom- 
ptlctely retrieving aflhh-s tl^ere, and .rlrmng the English 
out of nil the places which tlicy had occupied. U.o then 
returned to the Cfistward to make head against thtvM.a- 
draa army, 'which, though it had subdued an extensive 
tract of coimtry,, held it by n very precarious tenure. 
His numerical force was indeed jnuch diTmuisiicd by ilio 
deiection of tlm nizani phut, the remaining troops, being 
siitircly under Ills own guidance, proved iiej.vr]y as ellhc- 
Live. The presidency mce.?Sfititly urged Smith to hcRicge 
IhUigoloro, as the only step by which the 'war could 
hedfToaght to a crisis ; but he repdled that it was.im- 
poijBible to .do so 'Without prciuoualy dcl’eatiiig Ilydei'*!; 
nrifry ; and theiigh, that chief cputiiiuidly hovci-ed roxxvd

iietion. Sensible., however, of ihc groat aoi'eriority o.V his 
ojjponeiat'j, hor showeti a wUlingiioss to to very 

eonsidemble saefiriooi. He even! offered to loIiDhtii fU E:*ti‘av»!?ftnt 
the ffontior district of Bo iMntifilsl, and to payteji lacks of 
mpeea for tlie'ysponses of the war ; hnt the lending per- 
mm at the presidency, still bnoyed up with hopes of oou- 
(piedt, iiiade Siich enormous demands, both of monoy and 
territory, !W confirmed his resolution, to pm'severe in anna. 

The cotu'.cii, oil pretence of considting Smith, n-talied luioiiioi; 
him to Madiui, loaving the oomtaand with Colonel Wood, 
who had gained repntntioii by his mpid subjection of the cyof Ooione! 
hover'ilistricfcy. This officer, however, proved himsoH 
wholly unable to contend with Hyder. B<3iiig surprised 
•it'Baugioor, he was obliged to retreat ■with coafusipn 
and loss, mid must havO solfered greatly but for the 
pronijpt arrival, of Major Fitzgerald with a reinforcement. 

Tie was forthivitfi sent a piisoner to Mailras, and the 
rharge devolved on tliC officer just named. 

The British foTcehad now been considerably' weatoned rnajp^et-'^ 
by reniainiug so long in tho open field, hisufiicicntly ™ 
supplied '^'vith food, and exposed to 'the xmfhvourabh; 
mfiaencei!. of the feUmate. The Indian chief, who bad 
gahied ooutiniial iiccessions of strength, detoimined on a 
bold movemt.flt, not in front of the Eiiglish,'but by one 
of his circuitous marchos amo'ng the hills. First his 
general, thcniiimsalf, aided by tlicir thoiviugh know¬ 
ledge' of the passes of the Ghauts, descended euddenl/ 
into the level codhtry of Coinib|j;ooT nod Ba'i-aiuahl, 
with the couquest' of ’which out cbmitryiTion iiad been s«.t ■ 
highly okeed. He fou.nd the Oompan/s troops scat¬ 
tered in nunieroas small bodies, and occupying iadefen- 
siblo pOtiitioua, which foil one after unotlier, alnioat'whh- 
oiit vesiataufie, while several were betrayed by the native 
commaiidiuiia; so that in six weeks he had ro-amiexed 
to his territory nil tiiese hoaatod acquisitions. Ou this 
occasion a detficluAent under Cnpitain Nixon being sur¬ 
rounded by the wliols .force of the enemy, 'wasj m^.er u 

gdll^tnl resistanoe, almost eutiivly destroyed, Hydor 
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then raftTchefl vipon Etom!, vthieh wiia under tho com¬ 
mand oi- Gaptaiu Orton, whom he invited to come in 
hia ieiii’t'' under prmnise of snfet)"- Tiiig officer, with, a 
rashuet^l wiach Wiiky 'cun only account for by sappoaing 
that he had preVtously dined, went a(,d pltrced iiimeelf 
in the power of hfa eiieniy. The mjah, it iei ernd, al^'rays 
piqued himself Upon not brealting faith Without some 
plfcisible ground; hut there happened to be iu th- t Euglisli 
army n captain named 'ftobitison, who svas tbrincrly a 
pv)k>iier and released on Ida parole, which he had not 
'kruplcd to violate. On tills pretext ho no t only detahiod 
Oitob, but inductd him, by force or tbwats, to. aiga art 
order to Bobiason to foiirendoj' the important IbiircM of 
ErdSd,*—a mandate which this Itiat thought it his duty to 
Obey. The same pretext w'flb used for breaking the 
capitulation's with the troop;: iu the garrison of Caveri- 
poram, and senduig them to »Scringapnt(!itn,' whore tliev 
Were immured in dungeons, iou-d treated with the utmost 
severity. 

Hyder, in his triumphant pvogreys, now hegLSn to 
iiicbace the rear of Ws adversaries; and the English, 
awakening from tbeir drimma of conque8t, sfiv' the depdts 
Slid posts on which their military operacions resied in 
dangei' of failing into the hand? of the cnamY, Their 
pride Was so far lo wered, that they desputolied Ctptain 
Brooke to attempt a iiegotiation with tho soversx^a of 
Mysore. Tbd latter recerved him exireinely well,-and' 
seems tin hove explained Iris' views with a candour not 
asiial iTt the tortuoiw proceetiingn of oriental policy. He 
declared that it wn* and had always been, hia .earaofct 
wi&h to ho on good terilis vrith the British, an -joji'et de¬ 
feated solely by themselves tend their worthless ally, 
Mbhaminod'All He confessed that this deaire vas 
protnpted’by an enlorgcd' vifcw of hts own hiieresfc;ei jV;. 
liolly ifs Being iiablo to a periodical yiBitation from the 
Maifrhttas, whose usual Isino was'hbW fnist fipproaching. 
He fwiiikly owfied to Biupke, that as ho was quite 
uuabie to resist both them and the hkiglteb, Itc might 
hud it hdvLsable in such Hn'extremity to form a union

The 
prosifletjcy flceortimgiy soot Mr Andrews, m individual 
greatly hi their confideace, to the Iinliaa eani';;'; but 
BtiU their terms were too high. BostilitieaAvere re^um-- CoiuvieiSmi.th 
ed, and SmiUi hoipg restored to the command, ohecked 
the pro,gTes3.ot' tha mfiraudcr,. who, bowev, r, ciigt^pd at ttiani. 
last in a most daring, etiterprise. "With a body of OitdO eariofl; 
chosen c8.vaTrj/and aOO picked mfantiy.heuiadearnpid 

sweep of 1.50*inile3 in kw ttimi four days, and appeared 
to the astonished eonadl within five niiles of Madrus, 
who, tlien thoroughly awakened fironi their dreams of 
ambition, were seizad with the deepest feelings of de- 
ap-mdenCe. Tl.o British army could easily have Tetui-mxl 
in Umo to, securo the- fort ; and they had only to fear 
the plunder of the couotry-seats, and perhaps of tiie 
uativo town, though this laet danger Is considered as 
doubtful ; hut they agreed at once to the demands wl iioh 
he made, that Colonel Smith should he ordered to sus- cmincu. 
pend hk maroli, and that M. Ihipre, noininrtted fi» the 
hiture governor, should coum out to settle tiic basis of a 
peaoc. In the presorit tenipm- of Uie belligerents, tire 
negotiation was neither Inug nor difficult j n treaty wji# 
coueUided in April 1709, on the condition of placing the 
}n)s«6sious of both parties, fidth scainely an exceptio.Q, on 
rite Siune footing as before tho war. Hyder solscited an 
alliance offenBive aud defensiv e ; the Euglish granted only 
the last, which, however, was fcjunS to involve them m 
all the rr'^ponsihUit^y that, ,hyTefusi.uf^,tUe 0rst,fhej had , 
sought to escape* 

Having thus terminated with advantage and glory H>XerKwtT 
this gi'eat contest vrith the British, im felt hiiuscdf better 
prepa.red to enemmter a still more formidahlo enemy. 

The MuhratUia, iiuclor Mudoo :flfio, entered Im dominions 
with a tome supposed to be at least- double that of bk 
aimy, and kd by able comraandorSi He cndeavouied a 
tjceond time to check them by laying waste hia tendtory ; 
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hut the invai’lei’B, fis before, s\',nhounte\l orety obstnelpj 
anr?, fonntng :'j,'r^iiar plan of coimuest, reduced aucceti- 
aively all his stroiig plates^ and committed the raost 
luojistrons crueltJce, :At one fortress, which liiul laado. 
lai obetiniite reEiatance,' the horbarisn leader ordered the 
nosea and oars of the goTrisoii to he chi off; findsoniling 
fi I? till! governor, adc(id it’ he was not conscious of de¬ 
serving to ho thus mutilated and disgraced ! 'I'liet other 
replied ;—Tho mutilation ivill be mine, the disgracti 
y ouTBnil answer, the tmth oi' which so forcibly struch 
the Mahiatta, that he dismissed him uniiijurecl, 

Madoo Kao being obliged; hj serejs indrajiosition, to 
yield the command to Trimbnck Mamaj; Hyder deter¬ 
mined to nndic a stand, and xntrsuebed his amiy in s 
very strong position covered by a rangOo/jf riiggwl mouii- 
taiiiSi Tlie new general did not attempt directly to foree 
this cam p, bub pointed, against it day after day sucli a 
hai'CHsing cannonade, iimt tlie Mysorean chief at: length 
deterroined to fail back upon Ids cap.itul. He begiin jriis 
march early in the night, hoping before morning to ,be 
beyond reach of tho eneniy } bnt the .mah diachsige of 
a guji by orta of the offeers betrayed the secret, and the 
namcrexua si^uadrons of Mahratta horse were soon in full 
pursuit, A nj ost e straordinary scene then ensued. The 
cnticiii condition of the army had nfd preventod Hyder 
from indulging in habits of evening inebriety, vo. wbjcli 
he hftd become addicted, and which nory rendered .liim 
•wholly unfit for dhecting the movement of the troops. 
Having in tliis state met his son Tippoc , he aewriilcd him 
with tbe bitterest reproaches ; then stdaing u thick csiie, 
applied it to his back with such vehemence, tliat tiro 
marks remained visible for upwards of n week. The 
prince, buming with iridigiiation, xvent to the head of 
his division, dashed to tlio gi'oun*! his turban, sword, and 
(■plelidid robe, eimlaiining :•—“ My father may fight his 
onm battle, for I swear by All ah and his prophet that I 
draw no Pword to-day.’? Tlie army; tlma left to itself, 
wioa became a croxvd of Bcnttered fugitives, and their 
bold leadci', while the Mahrattaa were busied in plunder, 
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inoQntori a hoi' 6 e,a!iid jilniost AlouBit'jKihed Spriogar- cuap, xu, 
jiatam, 'IIppoO;, Iiftving assumec! a.t» humble garb, b(g'ge''l , 

tiis Ti-ay tmtliscovarcd thj'oiigli the midst of'the ciieray, ' 
and U 3 frive;d fchp samp night in the capitah 
Triiiihuck Mmiiaimniediiately iniiTiiiied iipoTi thht ciiy, 
nad aeemed on the Trery point of. putting a period at 
01100 to the eai-eer of the grpfii uiUTpor, Tlie liS ahrattas, insbiuty nf 
howi'.per, possessed no skill adeqimte to tb-e siege of . sc 
stiaiog a, fortress. They kept up during a month a daily 
cannonade, T.vh.ieh produce ! no afeut, while the resources ■ 

of Hydor were coil; itantly rectui tod. He no w proceeded 
to ojierato with success on thcil rear, and, after a tedious 
and desultory warfare of a year ai\dn, haft; preraUed,on 
them to acu.-Rpt the tenns which he ofFcnft; netniely, 
the ceasiou oi & great part of ivis northcrii donsiuioiifi, 

Rud the imjnediat-i paymeat of fifteen lacks of rupets, 
and fifteen nnore hmafter,-^ t-onn of which’ ho full;^ 
nnderstood the value. 

The English during this war did not fulfil their en- 
gngemeiit to aid tiic Mysorean ruler in the, defti:f '8 of 
his dctniuioiis. After it was conoludecJ, the Company lui* 
mote to their piincipal ofiieers, stroegiy conderaimng 
their interference iu tho wars of the Cai'natiij, the fornia- 
tion of any ailiance.'i, which might involve them in liosti- 
litioB, (uid particularly the supplying arms end siiips to 
Hydcr,orai\y othernstivepower. ^I’o ciifoTce these view's, 

■Sir Jobii 'Lindsay w'aa sent out as a sort of minister 
ptenipotentiary, tn act as a check upon thg cooutiit. Hu, 
however, soon went nmeii beyond his comruksioju/for 
lie formed a close intiraacy with the nabob Mohonimed 
AH, wiiom he joined in ii 'giiig that the presidency should 
embrace tho cause of the invaders. 'They sucoeiiafiilly nivWoji ii: 
resisted so gross a violation of their treaty ; but tliew* 
opposite inipnlses I'l tuleml the whole conduct of, tho Bri¬ 
tish wtsk and ViijOiiLtiiig, 'riio Court, on bei'ii.g made 
acfpaaiifted WfUth the doing-s of Sir Jolm, sup’ici'scdcd him, 
and appointed in his place A dmiral llarlaud, commivudei 
of the fleet, to wluun Such instructiorm were givmi as were 
ex];ccted to prevent a similar ccfUision, But hc,Tioglectiog 
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tr^titfl' of his fi'.'m accord, and t.rgdn^r warliha opora- 
tiona. The Court at iiUigtb gave up thfe iil-jndgf^ at- 
fcuipt to check tlio council hy a 3epumte aud co-oidinate 
power. The anxiety of the Company to iollow a neutral 
and pacific sj’Bt-im, and the U>tAl absence of any vrish^ for 
s. fft-pther hcqiiisition of territory, wae, however, strougiy 
impT'ea^d Aipon thorn. 

Hyder, as soon f.s he had extricated liimself from this 
invasion, employed the most atjtive cxertiooa to regain 
h?s loot territorj’'; tumifig his ateOiitlon first to the 
Malahai' coast, the coBnnuraention with which' , could 
only be nmintoined through the'intemun'ng district of 
(^Oi-g. He aiiddenly iuyadod that countiy,- which he 
found almost wholly unprepared, and male ii aiiigular 
display of barbaritm cruelty. Ue proclaimed s reward 
of five rupees for every he^ presented to him, and sat 
in state to receive and pay for these 'bloody trephitss ; 
but aftei' seven hundred heiidji had been brought in, 
thore appeared two with such peculiarly fine and haiid- 
Ronte fimtureg, that h,e was moved with tmw'onted pity, 
and ordei’ed the carnage to erase. Coorg wtis »ubdue<l ; 
and the once powerful state of Calicut, distracted by 
Internal comtuotioni!, semxely made any I'esistam^. 
Kia next aim was to recover the exteiiaive t<srfitories 
wi'ested from bin) by the Mahrathis; and in' this he was 
much favoured by the distractioiia'in which thatpOsver- 
ftii oonfederacy was soon involv ed, il'jiadoo Kao, tlicb’ 
warlike chief, died m 1772, and after'a ghort inteiwal 
wag fiuccfoded by Ragoataut Ihic, bHter known under 
the flame of JElogoba, whcrse authority, however, was by 
no T/icttUB fully irckhowlcdged. The Mysorean prince, 
therefore, fearlessly entered and ovenuh a large portion 
of the te<led country. .Ragobit, indeed, haatoriid to itsf 
defence, bat being recalled by a violent liisUrrection, 
w hhdi ended in the overthrow of his pow'or, he concluderj 
a treaty allowing Hyder to ccoupy all the prb\'ince3 
south of tlie IM'^tna. Another'army sent afterwards 
under Hurry Puntj rite leader of the pariy wdiich ox-- 
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P4M liitgoba, jft'.aetriiit.ed into Mveoi-tt; but tlie rajah, CffAX- j:Tt 
iut'/mg gained ovjur tt cltitaclinjerit of the Mabrntta troops, 
bailed all his atteiapta, and obliged him to desi jt. 

T^uicdiiiteJy after tlie treaty 'vvith Kagoha, the inda- 
taligftble Hyder began operutioiis agKwnst a mimber of 
iiKlcpeii!den.t cbtofs, gomo pf whom possessed faetreaaea on 
the borders^ imd pthets syithin. the limits of his territory. 

Among the most remarkable pf these wm Gpoty, the sieen of 
oiWtlo of Morari Kao, a fierce Mtihratta frei-bootor, rdio ttootj-, 
lutd long acted a conapitmoua part on the theatre of 
India, ITlia atvoiighold consisted of muncrous, vyorky, 
ocenpying the sainmit of severe rocky hills. After the 
lower stations had been reduced, the upper made so ol>- 
stinate a defeuco that a treaty was agreed on, granting 
peftna on the payment i)f a large amoiiyit of trwisure, ih 
young nian seut a hostage, being well entertained ia. 

Hyde/s camp, wm; induced to heteay the secret wviiae of 
submission, namely, that there was paly a supply of nyiU’'. 
water for three df.ys in the fert. Ho took no notice at 
the moment; but iJixm aftcrwa!'ds>.,.ontemng to find a 
defect in the tutkles, bo renewed tha siege, and ’doj .iri 
Riio in the end v/jw compelled to &iiirondei'fttdiaC’^^t* 
llie most obstinate resistence was exporienced fron. 
the Polygar of Chitf icdr&Dg, v,'ho ruled over a wariifca 
and fanatic tribe, cmied Itedor. They hatf reared in file 
ninat eteyattd part of their citndel a shrine to Coli or 
Domga, the Itnlisn gxidesa of destruction,, and they 
hrnily iKjlteved that, to long as it wa®, duly served, tlio 
place wotild neyoi' fall. JKv'ojy Momhiy nioming' solwnrt 
devotiongi, were perfomed to the goddess ; then a ioud 
blist with.the huglo was blown, hpon avhhh the garri¬ 
son .rushed forth in a desperate sail,y, vath the object 
chiefiy of procuriiig liumitn h^wis to be ranged in pyra 
midaJ. rows before die temxjlc of the dbstroying 
tkity.- Although, contrary to every mUi,';i.ry rule, .tliey 
thus, gave to tlic cneiriy i4il warning of the period of at 
tack, it \v.aa- mmle with ^eh fury, and ct such various 
points, that the goddeta .was scarcely oyer defrauded of 
her, bli-tedy ofibnnga; and when tho place fell, two thou- 
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heads were found piled in froiat of her portal, Hy- 
der Avas obliged hy Mnliratta invasion to altiiiidoii the 
aioge, whichi,'hoW(iYcr, ho uftertvarda rono'wod; blit it 
was only through4i'e(j;R0ti that the governor was obliged 
to. bwii that the mighty spoil of Cali vv'‘ag brolteiij uM 
to ftd'axit /in euerri;,' withit\ tile impregmAhle bulwarks of 
CbittleNiTOOg, ■ 

Do<Tp discontent against the BijglLsii was now rankling 
!U tlib mintl of Hyder, He hatl, as formoriy 'tnentioned, 
earnestly courted their alliance'; for his own purposes 
doubtless, but on the fair and honourable pihioiple that 
the parties should railtually support each other again.st 
tlje ovenvholming power of the ^lahrattas. Tlieir con - 
daot, however, in the late war, when they saw his very 
existence no long encfongcfud without making a single 
effort to relieve him, seeniy to have thoroughly dis¬ 
gusted him. He gave up every hope of profitiiig by their 
alliance, und ovou ceutTed all his prdape'ets of aggrau' 
dizovxiottt in their destructioii. Tlie Mahrattas again, 
whoso coTuidls had undergone a complete change, imtefui 
of thnmteiiirtg further invasion, cent proposals to Hydot 
for an alliance against the FiritisJi; and a treaty ptepa- 
latoiyto that'object was accordingly conol'adcd, .Bye 
sing-ular fatality, the viewe of flm gotemmehi at Madm,-: 
had been altered in the oppoeite cllmdion, haviUg be¬ 
come semibk of the juivantagos which might be derived 
from a union with the chief , of Mysore. They even 
made overtruea for ft cloao alliamw, witii ptonjisco of co¬ 
operation in case of attadr tVoin any foroig.t enemy. 
His irritation, however, ai^cTr).a t(vliave 1 )qc 1); oUls holght- 
ent'd, by itovii^,' that aid which -vvas deiuod at im ut¬ 
most mied thus pressed! upon him at'a moment whop 
he ooiiJd niaiiitidn his own ground. At this crinis the 
warj'Csonseouont upon the Amorlcavi contest, broke out 
between Fiance and England, and wOa e.xtcndcd to India, 
I’he subjects of htmis, xvith their usual diplomatic acti¬ 
vity, imuTicdiately opened a commuiiicatiOn with Hydcr, 
whom they found moat fevourably disposed towards 
them'} and he engaged'accordingly in that confederacy 
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to m Iik-Ii hi; houst) w) long adhcuHlj uml with resnlfe eo 
iiital to their own ii\terc3t8.

The idiithh not cotiaideving 
t.hia argnment of sufficient weight to deter them froii)

order to dyjfend it. It 1ms Ireen supposeo, that hts re 
sentmont at this stop w(m one caiuie of the rooted cmaity

The government at, Madras, while they .t^dopted a 
ipore judicious policy in regard to tJio chief of Mysoto, 
nnfortunati :ly shut their eyea to the possibility of iU 
failme, and' could not be cojiviiiced that they w'ere .in 
any danger li'om hij^ hosLitity. Yet he made po secret 
of his feelings, and seems even to have funused himself 
by : trying how far ho could pi'oceed without ixmsing 
them from their sccurhy.

expedition on, a great scale was preparing in Mysore, 
Mobarnmed Ali repreeent^e^ to the governmeiit in the

Hi; wa* 
detained ben days by the e welling of the river'Cortekur, 
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tmiJ, after tjJfecstiug his paasjigy, was tvasailcd/by a I.'*rgs 
detachiticnt under .'L’ippoe, wliieh Ke repulsed, but Jiot 
without stiBtaiiling «i)me loss. Hyder then, wider coTev 
of a feigned movement againet Sir Hector, interposed 
his wh-ole army betAveen the trvo Englisii divisions.

acted in concert, vronJd hare easily defcjtted the irregu¬ 
lar host opposed to them. Bailiie wrote, urging. Sir 
Hector to join ixiirt; hnt this eonrnmndfetj conceiving that 
he would thcrelvy lose CoiijeA'eram with its nnallsupply 
of proviaioxiiS raid sto.vifi, elioso ratlifr. to j'ond.'to his 
suppoxt Colonel Fletcher, at the iieml of 1000 eoldieri^-;— 
a most hazardous movement acroiis a country sdready 
oovei-ed hy the enemy’s detach mejits. Y,*. t Fletcher, wi th 
great skill ami acti vity, and by deceiving his,own deoeitfn i 
ghidee, Bucceedetl, amid every danger, in, joimiig the 
cotps that he w'os ordered: to ossisjt, which he raised’to 
U}>wartis of 0700 men. Hydcr burst into the most hu'i^ 
o'tts invBctives against his officers f.;r not having pro- 
vented this union ; and the Ffench, conceiving it prepa¬ 
ratory to a combined attoofc by these t.:wo, divisions, ex¬ 
horted the ehifcf, by a speedy lotreat, to.slnin a genejtai 
Ration. , The rajab had formed & jinster estimate of those 
with ■whom he was to :ttonte,nd. Coioncl Bniilic finst «t- 
teiuptcd K nightr-inaich, by vyhich a. great extent of 
p7'onnd might have Inen gained, and whore, in awo of 
ft battle, superior discipline would have given him,the 
advantage ; but nnoeting with some, obslaeies, ho detor- 
ininofl, contrary to Fletcher’s i^vice, to delay till moi'n- 
ing. Depirting at dawn, he aemn found himself op- 
pof,ied by the entirestrength of the Mysore tinny. Tht 
•English troops vvere at first harasfjcd only by. flying 
detachments j hut wheo they come into a narrow and 
■exposed part of the road, ujnvardd of fifty pieces of can¬ 
non began to plaj'' upon them with the most ternble 
eifect.

ftiid defftatod iljom wdth f^nsidcrable- loss near Aioee., At 
tho same time he tl.U‘ew supplica into Vtdioi'e, aod iinder- 
Jjook an expedition against Cuddaiore, which failed only 
throrgb. the want of naviit co-operatiem. 'I’lujs, even 
after ohtiumug ii pow'erfyl reMVircenient from J’raneu, 
Hyder rwuaiued still itombla to facotlio Eagirdianay hi 
tho open field.

When d.wddttdly formed, it 'bifiBea the akiU of 'the imiive 
phv siciona, and invftr.vahly proves fatal. He expired on 
tlie 7th Jf^niber J,783, at aa age ncd. preoinrdy .’ascer¬ 
tained, hut .helieved to have e.vceedcd. eighty. (.>f; the 
uuBierpns rsico of Indian advontorera he was perhaps 
the mbst remurlcabitt,. Destitute of the first elements of 
education, unable to write or read, he matlo lus yi^y to 
the throne of a mighty kingdom, wMch ho govc.nicd 
with brill ifint talent' and profoun.l political wisdom, 
though without the least tincture of honour, principlCj 
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‘Vr iiiimiuuty, xlis death formea crisia the: ffj oafc alailn» 
ing for the power whiol] he h^id reared. An Indian, ftrrny 
ia held to^ptlier hy Jio (ieiithneij.t of patriotiani. jaihllc 
d Hty^ or profesaional chfiiaotex> Imt Bimply iy fealty to 
their eivtef, and to him peniimally. ■'Whexi' he diWp- 
XJeai*a, his sokUera are converted ll'om an oj’gjinisied, body 
to a scattered crowd of indiA IdimliSj who cdthor di.spoi«e 
onth'i ly or i\re fonncd ink) bands^ raoh fodowinff the 
leader who sttFichea them to tiinv by his exploits, or c£ut 
bribe tiieno by his wealth, Tbia danger w'as grexit as it 
re-'pected the fanvUy of Hydetv, whoso active mind wm 
the soul of tvei'y movement in the court and aiinj.

ISdt withstmiding this studied concef-Iment,ih& goye-m- ivocefcdmgs, 
ipent at Madvaa received early notice of the de^th of 
Ilyder.. Wrey iiiiniediately tr.nismivted the intelligence 
to their cotninaTider-Jn-£;hi,ef, urging bun to niakO a ntphl 
raovement. to hike advantage of that disorganization' 
which usually foUoW'a such a crisis in an Iiiflmii govern- ' 
inent. Bat unfortunately the most viol ent insnberdina- ps^wiy<.j.js 
tidn and di.ssensio.a reigned among the different membei.’s 
of the oouiietl themselvo.?. The dictatorifid power, inde¬ 
pendent of tho civil 'gOYOrninent, intrusted to Sir Eyfft- 
CootOj, wfi.s perhaps neccsBoi'y under the circrnnistances of . 
jhat period, and had been attended wdih signal (idvantisgo 
in. tb.e 'cotidnet: of the W ar * bu t it foria cd a preceden t to 
wJiieh future commanders wero too mmh inclined to 
appeal, 'General Stuart; W’ho had succeeded Sir Eyre, 
claimed equal anthotity ; while Lcmd Macartney regnir- 
t‘d the entire snoordinattoti of the military to .the civil 
administrattou. The femuer, to vindicate liis auppesed 
right, seeuis to have acted, in studious opposition to 
the imtructiofis isyued by-the pvofddcncy. Ho first 
expressed doubU; of the death of Ryder; then said that 
lie would nm.vo at the proper time ; next declared Uuit 
his' army wfis in no Gon(Ution to march ; and, in short, 
did not anderto'ke any tbiug till thirteen days after 
Tippao w;ia fully estahlhilied in tho .Bovmfignty. 

This titote of dissension between the c-ivll and military , 

authonticf?, each seeking rather to inculpate the otlier ^’* 
thflii to.proutoto pubUc objec.ts, could not but be highly 
injurious to the aervioo. The supreme govewimcut seoru 
;i> iyive b'lifl. the chief blatnc upon that of Almiras. Th’y 
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sayj “ Yoii ia’t otir xis with a coltacted uiais of complaint, 
and invetitiVe against thifigovemmeut ; against the Hahob 
of AiootaTt ; hia muiSsUi's ; against the commanA<a^in- 
chief of ali the forces in India ; against tlio; conimimder- 
in-cluef of his majesty’s dei!i ; against your own pfoviQ' 
oialcommandei'-in-ohief ,; and again, ^iiistthisgovem- 
tnent.” It was ohser'/t-d, that the efforts of tfc.e presidency, 
when they had the entire mtinf^reiuent of the war and 
the most libei'ol supplies, had, bean altogether unavdlHng 
for the delivery of the Caimatic. Sir Eyre Coote was 
at’cordingly sent to resume tho commi'.nd,‘^\'itli nearly the 
5 (s,me unlimited powers as heforo, to v Inch Lord iVIac-* 
artnoy very decidedly objected. But the gallant gene^ 
red, overcome by the hardships of the voyage, snffmi’d n 
renewal of some former disernse, and expired oh tlio 2Qth 
April 1768, two days after m'shtug Madras, and about 
lour iT^onths after the decease of the gi'est Indian prince 
whose career ha had cheated. 

The war in the C'aniatlc bad now assumed an aspect 
favourable beyond expectation. I’lppoo, froifi. 
which wo sbail presently notice, eontadering tJie west of 
India as having bocotne the pritveipai thentr^of hostilities, 
ivithdrow tiis troops from the former, in order that hv’ 
nd^ht act in the latter with more effect. In cousetiuenco 
of his deiHuture it was determined to attack f'tRldalprc, 
whore the French had now concentrated their tnair 
stvengtlu As this phice was receiving contimial rcinfoTco- 
rnents, it was desimblo to pi’ocoed sjjoedily to its iavest- 
munt; but the fthtdras governnu nt lodged heavy com- 
piaiiits of the lardy prt^'ess made by Genera] .Stuart, 
w ho porfonned only a daily wiai'ch of tlirco’ miles, and 
thus required forty days, instertd of the nsrial pei'iud ot‘ 
twedve, to reacir Jiis destination. Ho was censured also 
for immediately csififing Colonel Fnllorton from Tanjore, 
.111 expedient which was undoixtood to be roseiTod for u 
case of urgent necessity. U'hb fact, howrycr, appehrS ^ 
have been, that with every rejnforcothitiit'wlutdi could 
bo obtained, the task was beyond bis strength. Biiss}',

’ v'Jio WfiB accustomed to reproach H’ippoo arith tlie eupe- 
rictv quHlities of this slave as ctintnisLed with hie owii. 
Hence the i»rince conceived the most deewlly hictred 
a^inat.the favourite, who, B'jon after the lute iHonarch’e 
decease, iuter.cepted, a letter from the new snltAu oK'ier- 
ing him to be put to death. Under this impulse,; he 
hastened to Ihe citadel, and effected its delivery to the 
EugUsh,. He did not, however, join in active w-arfurc 
against hie .cm,31 master, but contented himself on his 
ajjprcach with retiring to the cosst. 

Tippoo was greatly annoyed on learTiing the fall of 
this invporiavjt place, and the near advAUce of the 
enemy towards Ids capital. Mathews was soon info niiod 
that aucceseive corps were throwing themselves on his 
rear, and HiuTounding him with a force ogainst which 
lie would he unaldc to cope. He had by this thno oh- 
ta'ned permifision from the Botohny goveriuBont to act 
a(M:ording to bis own discretSSii * but Ko was now bo 
elated by his eaay victory, tliat he placwl fallnd conlideticc 
in fortudt, and even, according to cei-tidn Btateiuepta, 
believed himself aided by some supematurai power. 
Thus, reiioaing in full security, he allowed his eirmmuni- 
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catiotig Mth the 8f'a to-.he ii».ten,Tep6sd, wiiUb Ivis troops 
wcm.sui‘roii.n<!eil by Tippoo's wliolo force, aided the 
acieijce of Oosaign/, a French ongineciv The garrison 
^re^p driven intp the citadel, and, after a hra^e defence, 
were reduced to the necessity of capituktmg, thongli on 
tavonrahle terms, receiving a promiso that they should 
be safely'mud iictod to the coast, Wlien the Indian 
prince obtained adniis^on into Ifedn ore, K© proceeded to 
the treasury j but, to his rago ,and dismay, fonnci it 
oinpty% Ordeira woye thru given: to search the poisons 
of the Bitigiish officers, ojt >7hich unhappily was.fonud a 
largo su jia both in money and jewels, considered ahvays 
in tliat country as public property. Upon tliis discovorv 
ho considered himself ahsoiVed from all' that he had 
sfcipf.dii.ted; : the prisoners WOM tlitown into irons, and

The-sirltan urimedia<^ly nmrijhmg down to fc,ho low 
district., invested Mangalore, whiMi, though a foriresa of 
veiy .wcondary strength, was defondtfd in the Bfipst gal¬ 
lant )iianner hy Golonal Caraplieil, Having stood a 
siege of fifty-sui dsjy, it was rednwd almost to a heap 
ol mine, when tidings arrived of the peace coriclti<ied 
between France and England. The French officer 
UoBsigny, LtiUy, and Bondenot, then witiidreri with their 
troops from the army of IlppOo,—a measure viewed 
with great mdignaUon by that prince, who cotisidemd 
them fia united to hinv in m p^'-sonal 'iliiance duvhig the 
WETi Xndeed it w,(S' no-fc without difticulty that they 
esc^ped the etfectsoi his .n,'sentinent. Havhig made .sotne 
vain attemptnS to presecuto tlie siege alone, ho at lougtli 
agreed to an aimistice, which waato extend over the whole 
coast ot Maiabftr, One condition was, that n certain anp- 
plj oi prov isions, sufficient to keep up the present stock, 
should be allowed to enter MangaloM e very month.

In this .case, indeed, lie Ejeeins 
to have had & somewhat plausible pretest. l,a his nor- 
mUve he Jts9c.rt8, probably not.without tmtli, thnt.tiie 
Europeaiss had originally employed violent inenns to 
compel the natives to adopt the new creed. .Having 
therefore collected 60,000, by his .own statement, but, 
according' to WiilcS; only d0,000, ho forcibly inflicted bn' 
them the rite of circumcision ; then hun’/ed them to fb.c 
capital, and distributed them in thg tliftevc.ut ganriispus; 
a bai'hai’ous treatment, by which it is sale) that many 
perishedt By a stratige inconsiatenoy, ho ^presented it 
as tlie highest honour to be thus urged to the proicasion 
of the. Mosicnti feith, yet made it Hi© puniahuiciit of re¬ 
bellion and uont'utuftey. The laide mountainon a teridtory 
of Coo^g liad always formed .a reluctant appcjidage to 
th'.; kingdom of Mysore. The p('pple, had. taken advniv-- 
tngo of the war wdth the Kngjiah y,o imsieit, their,imlc- 
pendence ; holding tlieh conqueroiT' in equal abhorrence 
on account of their religion, and their diaregurd for the 
rights of lnnd(;d propeity, As they now presimted the 
aspect,of a formidable resishmee,,Trppoo was obliged to 
mansh agamst thej a with his ■whole force,-ft hen they 
retreated into the depth of tlieir forests, which appcai'iit 
almost inaccessible. Haviisg, however, divided his whole 
army into letachuicnts, which, fonned n coraplo.te circle 
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r/nincl the unhappy fiigittvea, ami cloahig in upon tJiem cWAP. XTit, 
ns himtsnieri do in yumit of game, he at leJigth pene- A. D!'l7as. 
tinted into tt.cir most Hecret hnunta, And carried o/f 
70,000 victiinR to undergo the ahhorred penalties of cir- 
evimeision and captivi'tj'. Klated by those croer' tri-Th': siiJtaj* 
niuphs, the miltan hesitated not to a&snxno the title of 
pudsAo, wltioh our hiatorioris hare not very ticcurately »Aa. 
translated king. It wjis hitlierto approprisiod exclu¬ 
sively to the GK'ut Mogul, whose supremacy had till 
that period been actkiioxirledgcd iu Mysore ; hut no sooner 
did the comiueror inveat himself with tliis high distinc¬ 
tion, thanpu'olic prayers were offered for liiin indwklor 
Shah Alium. , . 

The inerewing influeiicc ami lofty pi'etensions of tliis Ccn Wetucy - 
potentate raised against him, in 1766, a confefleraey tJic 
inosl: poworfiit that had for a long time been formed in 
Southern Indio. Tii-e illuhrattas had iropeatedly shaken 
to ih! foundation the thronii of Hydor; and, tliongh how 
inhch diflunited, they were fit ill ilic greatest among the 
iiRtive powers. T’hey held possesfion of the pcK.' 0 )i as 
well ss the capital of the Mogul, and had ho rivals for 
ehripiro except hr fbe Afghan .sovereighs. With the 
nizatii, avIjo nuiked second in strefenth tuid dignity, Urey 
forilH^ an alliimce, Avhich had for itA object the subvei'- 
sion of the new kingdom in the south, and the division 
!)etwe^ n them of all its'possessions. So conthJimt Avere Confiserce 
the bfobraf tas of a triuiLiphant iseuc, that they did not 
oven I'all in tl'.eir oivn contiiigentfl, and declined comtjng 
the aid of the English, lest they should I'e obliged to 
share with them the expected spxiii. The confederates 
ftdvaneed townnls the Toombuddia, the chief ijaiTior be¬ 
tween their doininioUB and thotio'of Tipi>oo; tliey be¬ 
sieged and took the strong fortress of Batioinec ; and 
their cavalry ifpread, tb'-inaelves over the country. The 
sultan did not attempt directly to oppose this invmlmg investment 
force ; but bya circuitous movement came rapidly upori ^ ' 

Adonfo, the principal fortress of the iiizam south of 
the river just named, and considered by this ruler so 
strong, that ho Iiad fomed in it a sort of royal esta- 
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biishiiient, which includcil the hia hrothcr and 

nephew* son of IlydcT pii&lied .t))e Mege %vith hk 
charruiteBBtic iiDpetnoidty ■ hut haviiig p^matarciy af- 
fecjnpkd to tstomi a breach, fount! it m bravely defended 
by its coBiiUatidcr, that'he i<i2ijtencd a complete repulse. 
The confederate annicB were thua enabled to coihe to Ite 
rehef, arid obliged Imn to retire. But it was now the 
season of th^^ 3*ear at which the Tooxnbuddra xinderg«>es 
lis periodical inundation, wheii it becamd ibr 

the allies to have the whole of their armies, their nm- 
lerl^iis, aiid supplies^ either on the. one aide or on Ihe 
other of that ilvct- To transport so many men and so 
niucli b^iggage to the souihi;ra ba|ik, in the of an 
active eneiny, appeared, too Lrj?sardotio; they theralore 
reoro^d to "the northern aide, leaving Tippoo'o domi*' 
nions jcjecnr© dmdjig the period of the monsoon. They 
wem even reduced to the necessity of ab&ndonmg Adcniic, 
atler linstUy \nthdraWing its distingulvhcd imrlate^^; and 
the victor on enteriiQg Ibimd numerous apiiri fluents still 
fitted up with iiJl the Bplendcinr of a royal palace* 

The snltan bad mn just ground to boast * f his suc¬ 
cess; yet ho aimed at extending it still farther. He 
caused a great quantity of timber to bo felled in tins 
foreatB of Bcdnorci floated down the swollen stream, 
wlioi'e it v/m converted into and iKisfeeteboate for 
conveying*: hia forces acro.^. All his OiEcers diasimded 
him from the daring scheme of carrying beyond this 
river offensive Operations ngaiiiBt Buch powerfal annuBp 
He rejected every argament, and in the course of a weeh 
had actually transported the whole of bis trwps to the 
otlier side* The confederates, who could not >j& anado to 
believe in any’sudi rttempt, had noglectedi aU precnutions 
against it; atid th^ix indecisive movements mon showed 
how compietfly they were taVen by surprise. After 
repeated inarchpaond countmnarchee, Tippoo, wnthbia 
whole foTco in four diviaions, laude a midnight attach 
upon thoir camp. Through a w-ant' of.co-operation be¬ 
tween tlieae detucbiofints, the undertaking did not wm- 
p?c':eiy succeed : yet the enemy w ere there% coropclled 
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to quit tlioir poiition, and when they attei-wards a^-tenipt- 
ed to regain it, wert-t repdaed witli conaiderablo loss 
Tho generd issue of the d;iy wo,-5 such as induced them to 
I'cireat, ah.irdonjjng to the conqueror the iuiporl'ant city 
and district of &ii''ai>oor. Soon s,ft,er, overturos 'Wore made 
for a treaty, wliieh was ponqlnded on the condition thf),t 
the saltau should acknowledge the tributt) stifuilatcd by 
llydef; auioimtiug still, after some liberal deductions, 
to fnrty-livo laaks of rupees, thirty of wliich were no 
tuftUy paid. Ho lestoted also Adonic and the other 
towTtS taken duiiDg the war, and. was iu return I’ocog- 
nised ns boveroign of nearly all India south of the river 
Tooinbuddra. 

By this euccessful contest against such a powerlid 
confederacy, Tippoo had earned perhaps the , greatest, 
/i.'ilitary name in Hindustan ; having displayed even pru¬ 
dence and luodemtion in the terms on which ho con¬ 
cluded pe.'if*. He now considered liinutelf the undis- 
puted ri'.ler of the ewutli, and at liberty to propagate the 
Mohamniedan faith by violence of every dcawiption. 
ills hret movement was to descend the Ghaxita, in to the 
tervitory of Caiicut or Hcdahar Proper, which, by a 
haud-won conquest, Hydcr liad annexed to tlie dominion 
of l\lysore. Here he found a race iiispued with sucli 
deadly enmity to his tavourito creed, that if a MumuI- 
touched ttio outer w«U of a house, they thought it 
iiccoHsmy to reduce tho whole to ashes. Timir religious 
profession, indued, derived little honour from tlieiv moral 
conduct, since custom among tho nayrs, or itatlves of 
high rank, sfvnctioned a inoile of living so extremely dls- 
iiohite, tliat Tippoo did not exaggerate when he told 
them, that “ they w'l’ro oil born in adultery, mid w'ere 
more shartreLess in their conneximis than tho beaiits of 
the field.*' But notwithstanding these habits, they pos^ 
sessed the utmost bravery, and were*projiarcd to make 
the most defconmued resistance to tlu' rrsolul iou enter- 
taim d by tho suitau of eompetliiig them, to undergo cir- 
tuuticlsiou and eat beef. Even when vanquished tliey 
submitted to both conditions with extreme reluohince.

■ithcri ciVciiinci.SH?.tl or drivini from their field? and 
iJpMctourt honiija. Xhd fict'or then ootnmcnced a vvai’ against the 
religious edificoR. Ho })Uhlicly boasted thjit he had 
rased to the ground eight thouwand temples, u'-itli ilieir 
roofs (vf gold,'silver, and copper, after digging up the 
treasurett buried at the feet of the idbla; but there 3,i 
'rc^on to- believe, that in this instance he grerttly exj:^- 
gei'uted Ills own cnoi'initibs. At iengtii he becfifne so 
idated with tlieae exploits, that he appears to have con- 
liKtnu'djianf. .ddored himself as realiy eiidned with aupernatural 
.ctptiqwror?^^ pbwers, ,and little if at pll inferior to Mohammed Iihio 
self, Being strongly futvised by his counsellors not to 
attempt pasdug the Oliauta during the height of tlie 
rainy seaHon, iu' replied, that he wbuld ordor the clowls 
to fwv!^ disc barging theh watorB until be sSiould have 
passed.” But he liUd soon to oncouiitcr a tnortid foe, 
against wliora neither his eartlily nor his celestial powei's 
w^ero .found to avtui. 

Kiiiciiu™ pr N,''he little kingdom of Tm vanemaJ, form t og thb pTjsterii 
li ,M aneo)^80 Utllerl}' extroj nltypf India, amid the 
revolutiems wltich shook the greater states in its vicinity, 
hgd hitherto suceceded in raaiirtnining indepePdeuee and 
neutiulity. It wiis protected not only,i)y h lofty cbdfn 
of inountains, extending as fiu’ .as Cape Comorin, but by 
the Jimre imperfect defence 4)1’ a wail and ditch covering 
its whole froiitioiv Tippoe, however, had fixed liis: byes 
with intense oagenirss on the conf|utst of a teviitory 
which ’uy as it woro euclo.sc(t witliiu his recent acqhisi-^ 
crouiKisof tions, and would ccmiplete their circuit. He fabricated 
stweral grounds of disBatisfactiem. Tile,territory of Cy- 
cluu, which had now boon rtnluced under complete va> 
salage to Myacire, happened so to inteweet that of Tra- 
ymicc>re,.that the i^aliformed for the df.d'enee of the one 
sm'romifled.some portions of the other ; and Tipjioo could 
com plain ths* his.pasisngc to a.cei'toin pm't of his domi¬ 
nions Avas oli.strn(,’ted by tliis, barru;r. The llnjali of 
Travaiicore again, wth the view of .seen vmg his froutsev, 
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ItjkI pui'clutsccl from tlie I^utch ilie torts of CrangaTior 
atid Ayacotta, which the latkr harl loiij? ngo eoii^irei’eJ 
from, the Portug-ueso, ■ This meiisure wos deeply reseat • 
ed hy Tippooj .'who', remarked tliat the^ forts stood witli- 
iii his temtories, and. alleged, though seemingly without 
reason, that’ t’lo Patch had owued liis superiority, and 
p.Hd a.re nt for the, land.. Lastly, the refugee jiayrs, flee¬ 
ing ftom his ptTsccutwn, liatl iouisd a Mcndly-rc.c;eption 
in TmvEncorev ■ Ou these, or any other grooiids, the 
suitau would not. have been alow to.csecute hia purpose, 
had it not been checked by a defensive,alliance forined 
during the last .war between the rajah.and the English. 
It Tvoa tliei'ofore necessary to afford explauati.Qiis to. the 
goverhineut ut’Madras, who, appear to.have fdt the 
stivugest diapoaitio;’ to preserve, pacific relutipne with 
Mysore. They. profe.S5ed.theinBelvet ready to listen to 
uU,reasonnbIe'grounds of compiaiiit, and proposed sending 
two .coinnuEsioners who might examine; and adjust the 
eevend. .matters: in , dispute. This, did not liarnieinize 
with the design of Tippoo, who hiistened w'ith his w'holo 
force to attack the weak biirrler of the T'ravancore lines. 
The extent of such n fortification necess^inly rendo-red it 
inefficient;- and accordinglj-, on tlio 29th Pecembci 
1789, while a iiumerotis body, eomprising apparently the 
whole arAuy, by a ftdgntid attack on the priueipal gvste, 
occupied the attentlpu of the iuhai)ifcants, ;th(! sultan him- 
jself with upwards of 14,000 men,.the flower of liis troops, 
iiad oflected his entriuico at an unguarded point on tiic 
right flank. He then pushed afong the interior of the 
nimpart to rttacb ttid nearest gate and open it to his sol* 
drer.3. For some time his progress was almost unresisted ; 
the mlmbitmits retreated fj-om one tewor to another; 
iliongh, as reinforcements arrivt'd, they began to make 
.a more r-igorous stand. , They maintained their defence 
j'artieularly in a largo square buililing that served the 
johit purpose of a magazine and ViTaok; and here 
Tippoo, seeing hia first division cousidej-sbly dirnmished 
by 9ucce.«aive wntesta, ordered it to be strengthened by a 
fires*corjit'. Tin’s opevatioir being ill nndovstood, wjie im* 
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perfectly fexfii^ated ; and, ns the t^’oapF^ were tt/iv«ncuig m 
some d isordef,a party of tvyeaty I'rftvanconKnis, from iinder 
ft close covei*;, opened a brisk fire on their flank. The 
commandiiig'-officer fell, upon wliich the whole body was 
thrown, intp .iiTetrtovabie ccmfuBu..'a, Tire lusas of fngi- 
tives drove Tsefore them a detachment whifrh was advanc¬ 
ing to their s«pport,iiiid who again hnpened.th05® behind. 
Many of the men tlirown down v/ero tmmpled to deatij; 
and. the ditch was filled wi th h eaps of bodies* Thy sirltan 
lhhnsf;if wf’;j Imrae along by the torrent, and some servanta 
with difficaity conveyed him over the ditchy after ho 
had twice fallen> and suffered such coutusioudris occe- 
siooed a kinenesa from which ho never ejitirely. re- 
covered. Hii palan^piin, the bearora of which had been 
killed .in the crowd, was left Leliind ; and itfa seals, rings, 
and other ornanierik, fell into the Iiands of tlio .enemy. 
He liastened forward, partly on foot and pirtly in ti 
small carriage, and arrived at: hk ramp in tho. most 
miserable idsght, after losing 2000 of hk -laen. So-.pi'e- 
carioTLS is the forenne with which war, and especially 

barbai-ons war, is often attended! 

It .may he easier to ecjuceivo than describe, the. mge 
aiid iiujuiliation of T.ippeo at iieoing his tine, nrmy thus 
Djanpletdy repulsed hy B despised foe j and, he made a 
vou' that he would not k^vo the cncftmpmant till he 
had I'otrievetl and avenged tho distmter. All hk detach¬ 
ments ■syere called in, his heavy canupn ivas brought 
down ftoni .fkringftp.atiuii and Bangalore ; and though 
in ore f han tlireo months were.einjdoy ed in these .prepa¬ 
rations, he succeeded completoly in luUmg tlie suspi¬ 
cions of the Britisli, and in persuading tb: in tiuit he was 
still desirous of maintaining amicnble. rektions* At 
length, hia lirraugciiionis being completed, about the be¬ 
ginning of April 1790, lie opened regular batteries against 
this contemptible wall, «ud soon lubdo a breach nearly 
three f[uarlcrs of a mile in extent, 'rhe troops of Tra- 
vancore, thuf) exposed in the open field, fled with Kttle 
resistance, and he soon saw the whole countiy lyi;nif do- 
fenco!f-ss before him. Jiumodiately after lie kid w> 
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Crangauor, nt;ar which, on the ueighhoitrin;^* isisiid of 
yipeoiijtlicKoglish liadasmaU force ahitiOTied to assist the 
ritjah. These were reiirtoi'ced by three batIfllious under 
Colonel Hart*ley/ who, on finding tliat lie could liot nifi- 
dertake ofi'ensive operations, withdi'erc the native gaa-ri- 
aon fit'in the ploce, and took up a defensive position, in 
which tlio enemy did not attempt to molest hini, Ttie 
Mv.sorean coiiimander now overran a great part of the, 
conquered territory, coniniitting liis usual dcvaatationH, 
and carrj'ihg great numbers of tlie inliabitants into Csapt- 
tivity. Many, howi ver, retired to tlicir southern fast- 
iiesses, where they could witli diiiiciiliy be pui'sucd; 
iuid the season becoming ’mtUvo.iT'able, Tippoo, who was 
also rtlarmed by tlm movements of o«r countrynien, 
cetonicd to SorlngopateTii, after having levelled to tho 
ground tlic wall udiich had proved oo unexpectedly for¬ 
midable. 

The Marquis Cornwallis bad arrived in 1VS6 as go¬ 
vernor-general,. with a view to eftect a complete reform 
in tho system of Indio o policy ; and to ovoid by every 
possible means war with tlie native power's was oiio of his 
leading' m.sttuctione. He began, accoi*dingly, by pro¬ 
claiming, in a intmnor that has Ijccii censiwed aa too full 
and viudisguifcKHl, tli®- resolution to engage in no hoBtilitieB 
not strictly defensive. Yet liia views very early under¬ 
went a change; and he then considered it necessary, or 
at least highly expedient, to enter upon an extmided 
warfare with tbc view of luvmhling compMely the 
power of Mysore, It ecems diificnlt to-discover any 
good ground for altering his dotennhuitioa so cntirelyi 
Tipptto had no doubt shown himself very forinidnhlej 
yet til ore was no reason to npp»relioiid, while the wiiolo 
of Central India was urdted by the allifiuco between tlie 
iiizum ftml the Mahrattns, that the balance of power 
would be actually endangered; on the contrary, it was 
likely to bo in greater peril from the downfal of one hi 
these patties and the immoderate aggrandizement of the 
othei^ I'he new governor-general, iu nilopting' this 
policy^'as greatly influenced, we suspect, by the restless 
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, and yiolout difsjjositiuii oif ttto sultfui, aiid by uti' ab* 
hortence of tho oruol perjdicutiiojibi 'wliich he coatiim^d 
to inflict Itpoiii the i!:'.lmbitfi,nts of the Malahir oo«at, 

Tho views of the inRTq\u.‘f vvere soon developed hy u 
treaty foimed with the n?Yam. . He Ited been instructed 
to take the earliest opportunity of dhniaiujiiig from this 
prince the cession of GnnViOO'r, one o}’ t'heNortheru,Circa!.3i 
considered necessary for oompletEiig tho oh'ouit of tluit 
nn^iortar.t temtory. This claim-was founded on tho 
agreement of 1^68, originally , cbnchidcd with s. vie-w to 
ofFenaive Avar against ilyder, and to n partition of iiis 
dgiaiiiiona. The pretension wsa somcvviiat exorbitant, 
considering that the treaty hatl becn repcatediy broken ; 
that war had since been wnji^cd bettveenthe two partips j 
and that peace was twice contraeted with Mysord.without 
any regard to its Btipnlatious. A military force, however, 
was dcspatehtsl to support the claim, which the niziini 
showed n vety rcinarkubltv and Unexpected facility in 
granting. Hatred tmd fear of Tippoo. had at this tiinc 
overcome all other coUBiderationa, and he readily agrted 
to .execute the conditions of the treaty relative to Gun- 
toor, provided, all the otbem, including extensive cessiona 
promijsed to him from tlio expected spoil of hia enen.iy, 
-were also inserted. The governor'gejioral' could not 
grant this to the full oxtent, but he ftccede l. to. tlm pro¬ 
posal iri case future circunastaiurca should admit of ite 
hilfilmeht. At the same time, agreeably to treaty, a 
subeidiarv force.was to be sent to -riie niuam, and siicuri- 
tiea worn intvoduced that it should .not be employed 
aghnsi certain other powers. Jfo such savmg'cianso be¬ 
ing added in reference to the sulttm, tlie ncjijotiiition with 
Tcspec-t to him bore altogether a hostiie character, 

Wldle aiituated by these dispositions,Lord Coiiiwaliie- 
was prabably gratified upon henritig that Tippioo, by his 
nltoek on tlie Travoncore w.dl, had .aiSrrdeil a regulaJ' 
ground on wlnoh to declare war. He mndo a snost in¬ 
dignant. tv.'ply to the presidency at Madras, who, expre®?- 
ing- their opinion that this prince still desire^^'fice, 
were theiusclres entering into ticnty, and inn'^Jg no 
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pTdpamtion for hostiiitieH. f.n fact, tke Traim^oi'e cH.^F. xtir, 
atfair, ttto.ui;h it culled for attention, docs not seetu. to A, n7Ti30. 
have prcuaed bo closely on any British intcrcsi; tJjst an 
aU. mpt.itupht. not havo keen made to adjust it hypaculio 
tivmngenents. Tlie inarfpiis, however, aimonuotd, that 
it ought to have been «onsidcrf.‘f], and must still he 
viewed, iis at once placing the two powers in a st^te of 
enmity. Re had determined to re]»air to Hadr;’..'' and tali.fe ^ 

the command in person, hut relinquished this intontiod oa 
learning tile ai'id val of General j\Iedows, in whose vigour 
and capacity he placed the utmost confidence. At the 
same time lie haatetied to conclude an alliance with the AihaHtewith 
nizam. and theMahmtta government^who c.'ich engaged 
to employ tltcir wdiole force ugainst the auUaii ;. in rctuni 
for which, upon the snccets of the war, all their claiina 
ujxm the territory of Mysoi’c were to he granted in tlieir 
fulhbt extent. The former pressed euniestly for a guar¬ 
antee that, while hie troops were absent on the projeqted 
iixpodilion, iiis couijtry'elnaild not he pillaged,by his 
waTlihc allies; but, though it was hopobsilde io deny 
the reality of the danger, it wovdd have been exceedingly 
ungracious, in a public documen t, to have supposed tliat 
gi-eat power capable of >uch « dortiliciion of duty and 
(lecc-ncy. The govomor-getiend, however, gave prh'ate 
assurances of pi*otection, with W’hich he prevailed upon 
the Indian prince to be satisfied. 

Tippoo seems not to have been prepared fpr the prompt roro’tipt 
movement of the English. In Juno 171)0, they com- 
menecci the canspaign on the boldest, system of offensive n.h. 
warfare ■. their aim being nolliing loss than by the most 
direct a'oitte to ascend the (diauts fronr. the tK>Ui,h, and 
advance upon Seringapatam. I’his mai-ch had already 
been projected and considered jjnwticahle by Ccdonel 
Follertoii a‘: 'b -t texiuination of the last war. Aa emu- 
{wned with the northern road through the fi;oii.tier-diK- 
tcict of the Baramohl, it hud the dis-advajibigc of being 
more romoio from 'M.aciras, and consequently from alt 
miliut^supplies and stores,; but it led through a coun¬ 
try rn^ abundant in iorage and proifiions, ,aad avoided 
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the aj>stark, jires^eated by the poiverful ffetresa of 
gaiore. It was TieetsBary^ howei'crj to begin by rednc- 
mg the Btrong places posf^egood by tlK^ mlfmi in ilie low 
'joxintiy ; and General Medoi^^s, fixing hishead-quaitors 
at GoimbetiX>v, employed in this: si.'rvke Golon^^J Sctlnrt* 
who had a» 3 ^niit^d nmch exparieneo ifi. Soathem India* 
rho most impc“i4aiit of these fortro^iSOSj that which 
wm couBiden^ tiie mhiii bniwark of Mysore in this qnfir- 
tCTj was Palgant, about thMyjnilci? west of Coiinbetoor.

summons to Pfdgaui, he returned^ and Wik? then de- 
3 patbh*id to DincUguij moi^ than 100, miles disfiint in the 
BOuth^eRst. Having formed a very iniulequatc idea of 
the strength of thk place, had oarried only a small 
etoek of uotmumtitin^ which was funnd nearly exhaustodl 
after efleeting only a very mipetfect breach* Ko alter¬ 
native was left but an nttenipt to sLoxtn it, in ^vhich he 
was repulsed; the enemy, however, were wo Hti^nck by 
tho spirit with w^hich the assault was conducted ^ and 
so ignorant of the deficiency imdor which ha Jaboured, 
that they sent prdpobals of suri^nderj oi* terms which 
he iras too wise not to accept* 

By tho time he returned ftoin Diudigul, the Bi^ason 
admitted of his again i>roceeding againat PuJgaut Here 
he had beoti equally misuifonned, though to quite dif¬ 
ferent effect, liaving been led tg expect a very forinid^* 
able resistance. Ho acconiiiigly ^imployed great effori:s 
in sending forward a eoiiaidtrable train of artiUery; but 
on tho morning of the 21st September, two batteries 
having been opened, the guns of the fort ^vere speedily 
rdleneed, and heibre night a breadh was ;: 0 lfeeted in the 
mirtain. The garrison soon made offers of -^ubiiksion, 
asking ftcorcely any conditions except that thewshould 
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l)(j protected -freni tlie fury of tlie jmyrs in the Britiali ^?hai>. sni. 
sei'vici', ■ who wereTentiy to vent on ell that belonged tiy- 
Tippoo thc'ir deepest roseKtinent for his iwrbarows per- 
sedition, 

Wliiie Colonel Stuurt v/m thus einpicyed, considerahle 
progress was made by the army towoJr^ the high hwid 
of Alyfiore. A cliain of posts along the rivcru Cavery 
' and Bahvrany, namely, Caroor, Eroad, Sattiinnwgu l, liad 
boi^ti $iicc^ 9 sively rod need ; and tlio last of com-^ 

lAaiDidiiig tlio ioipo.irtaiit.pMS of Gtijolhutty^ wbicb. opened 
tho way into the heart of the country^ was aeon pied by 
Colonol Floyd with a force of 2000 men. By this at- 
nmgenient the different cor^js were Tvity ill connected ^to¬ 
gether; for General Medowa at Coimhetoor was sixty mil .is 
difltai-'t from the division of Fioyd, and thirty from U\at 
of StvKU't. The second of these officera pointed out the Rdsh poiw-y 
danger of his ailuatlon, and the intelligence he h wl re- 
ceivad that the enemy was colicicting a great force to at¬ 
tack him} but tlie coinurandcr paid no attention to 
this warning, and ordered the detaclmicnt to continue 
in its pmsent p(!i«ition. The Mysore cavalry, iiuder 
Scyed Saheb, had indeed, in Bieir attiwk, been very easily 
repulsed, and oven coinpeJJedto retire behind tho Ghaute; 
still, this failuro of the edvanoed guard under piisilla- 
IUH 1011 S chief .afforded no ground to judge of what might 
be expected when tho whole force under the sultan him¬ 
self should bo brought into action. Early iu S«ipt<*mlior 
his borsomen were seen in largo bodies dcsconding the 
Ghauts ; and as, when crossing the Bahvauy at different 
points, they endeav oured to aurromid tlie handful of Eng¬ 
lish a?id sepoys, the latter soon felt themselves in ft very critical poj^i- 
entical situation. They nevertheless made a gallant de* 
feuoo, faid the enemy, Imviug entangled their columns in ' ‘ 

the tiiick eUolosutes wEich snirounded the British, poid- 
tion, ivera charged ■-■ory ctFuctually with the bayoiud, and 
several squadroiis entirely cut off. The Jiyaoieans, how¬ 
ever, still advanced with inereasiug numbera, and open¬ 
ed a b^tery, which did great execution among tlie n^ive 
soldiers; yet these mercenaries stood their ground with 
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-great, tii'i'.'arj’j savTag,—--•* We hare eaten the Gomj^auy’B 
; ‘Ow liveo art at tlieir dispofe)./* They accowKiijjlj 
aifiititauied their position, and 'I’ippo& thoaght proper to 
witkdra'w diirini^ the night to the diathnea of aoveral 
n''.iles : but the easnaltios had been so very g^^ere, ant! 
the ptist proved so an tenable, that Colonel hloyd consider- 
ed it neceawry in the morning to eottiTnenoo his retreat, 
leaving oi.i theiield thrco disino anted fjuiis. h'ho su.Ttan, 
at the aarne tiiiie, Jiaving rrmstered hia forces, began the 
pnramit with about fifteen thoiujaad men, and after mid'^ 
day overtook the EngUelt aa they retired in single coluinn. 
The latter, repeatedly ob'iiged to halt,and fown in order 
of battle, repnlsc’d soverhl chaises; yet, as scon as they 
resamed their inarch, the Indiaus hovered round, them 
on all aides. They were conipelled to aliandon titree 
additional guns,and their ftituatioii was hecioming more and 
mom critical, wlien some crivhliy being aeoh oti the road 
iroiii Coimixjtoor, the cry arose that'General ilcdows 
wna coming to their aid. This report, being favoumd by 
the commander, was echoed ivitb. sUcji ooiiiidenc o through 
the ranks, that though Tippoo iiad good intbrtiitttion is 
ttJ the reol fact, he was deceived, and withdrew hfe ca- 
vj^ry, Colonel Floyd was thus enabled to prosecute hi,s 
retreat towards the mairi army, v/hich hai.1 already 
marched to meet bihi, but by a wrong road; mo that the 
two divisions fbund niuch diffienlty, ami sufibred many 
hardships, bofoTtj diey could mjom each other.' 

Tito English, in the coni’so of these untoward events, 
had loet above 400 in killed and wounded ; 'their plan« 
for the campaign Jnui been dtrficngeci_; the stores and 
uiagazineg formed on the proposed Hntr of march lay 
0 |)eii to the enemy, atid vvoi'e therefore io be removed with 
B.ii speed. ■ General Medows, uotwithstanding, Assumed 
offensive operatioiut, und h.ad nearly come in content with 
the army of the sultan ; but tliis ruler, by a series of 
man.oeuvi'es, ciudeid both Mm and Colonel Maxwell, then 
stationed in Ikramahl, and by a rapid inaich descended 
into the Coromandel territory. After raeTiociug Tnchi- 
nopoly, ho turned nortliv; arfls, and swept the C-aniatic

Thifigur, indeed, h e ileptiJaed by his old friend Captain 

Flint, w'uom he bidJoarned to know ftt Waiidewash ; 
bnt «cair,ely any other place miwle' oven a sjiow of rt'sist" 
a nee. Ho began by burning and desii’oj'ing eveiy thing - 
iuhiav.'ay ; but sooii considered that it would he more 
profitabid to levy oontributions, and thereby to roplemsh 
Ins .wmswhat cxhaeisted ti'casur^.'. On approaching 
Hoadiphorry, he endciivourfid to open a negotiatioT.i with 
the Fnatcli, wJJich wuk roadei'ed fniitless by the pacihe 
(lisp()Hitioii of Louis the Sixh^eath. 

Geaewl Medows in the field displayed courage and 
talent j but lie had not shown hiinself eqiud to the in¬ 
tricate opoiutions of an Indian campaign. Lord Corn- LontC'ira- 
. WttlUSj.l'hcrefoT-e, determined to resume hH original de- 
sign of du’ccting iu person the course of the war; mid hav- commstui 
iiig anived at Madras, on the 2i)th January 1791, he took 
th<- cwinmand- Ho brought conEudgrublc reinforcements; 
and having ordered Medowa to join him, resolved with¬ 
out, hesitetiou, to carry hostilities into' the- oentro of Tip- 
poo*a dorainifjns. ■ In weighing fcho advjuitages of the two Mati-veiseffti* 
lines of operation, the nortli and the south, by wiiioh lie 
oouhl penetrate into the interior of Mysore, he preferred 
the fonner. 'Probably tbo fidluro of the late campaign 
a good deal iiifiucnccd hia choice ; h(^ reflected also on 
the distance to which his militarj' movements would in 
the otlicr case bo withdiuwn from their point of support 
at Madnu^ and therefore decided upon bniving all .die 
difficulties presented by the fiiTtress of Bangalore, and 
the bleak region in wMah it is situated. 

On the 5 th Fehraory the govenior-geuerpl licgan Ins .Mnrrtioftiifc 
march, and.on tlie .Iltli passed through Vellore towards 
Amboor, os if he had meant to ascend the monntaihs by ' 
some one of the ptissea directly opposite to Madras. Tip- 
poo, ineauiimo, was linj^ering near PondkheiTy, in hopes 
of cincluding his Froneli negotiation, and being thereby 
reinfinved by six-thousand trtxips. He trusted, too, 
that.’.vith lib ligiit' cavalry ho might reach the passes 
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< owf;uls wlikli till; liiigl'ish were advar.cmg, ir time to place 
liinisclf in their fnait, Cornwallis, however,.suddenly 
W'heelp-d to the right, and hy a cirouitona march of four 
days attained tiie pnef of Mooglee, where he foimd neither 
fear nor prepaxntion.on the,paid. .o.f.,the enemy. In a 
ahpilar period he'entered witiiout resistance, the high 
plain of IViE'yeore, and was now hi tho heart of . the sni- 
tan’a eountry. This able movement, with which the 
Commander-in-chief opened his eivreet, struck liis anta¬ 
gonist with eoasteriiation, and mspired. the most mvour- 
!ihle anucipatioiiiJ as t,o the manner in which thecaiopaigu 
would ho coiiducted. 

Tippoo, taken completely by sv.rprise, haHtened. to the 
defenee of his df}iniiiio.n 3 ; hut lie ac ted on no d,istii')et .or 
effective plan. He lost .imidi valuahlc time in siipevin... 
vending personally the rcmovnl of his liarcrn froni; Ban¬ 
galore j and, notwiihstending several attemp'fo to Imrass 
tho British, sciircely opposed an obstacle to tlwir taking 
ground betb.ro that «t?'onghold, 'wMch they d:i on the 
5th Wnreh. It’he siege, wss inunediately bf^gun with 
the utinost 'dgour, yet undtir peculiar di3ialvajit!;ges. 

The fortress W'as, too extensU'e t.o.be iaveeted; operutinns ■ 
wpre therefore carried pij Bolely by broach and Isatterj*; 
thQ: garrison received ail the.ys’inforcmnfcnti. ati!l au}*p]ii.*» 
of ^yhich they stood in need ; while the sultan,; with the 
■whole of his brave and active army, well jkillod in .de- 
.sultory warffire, hovered round, mvdeing conti,nu:ii eJffoits 
to support the besioged, tmd to axi,iioy tiicir assfitiftnts. 

Yet tile only scrione disastei' which the Iftttor expetifijaced 
was occasiojied by the too forwaiti valo'u.r of Colo'nel 
Flpyd, ■when desjjatched with the oavahy to colder n rt~ 
cff/mtfMs«Kee. itie.(ng about to retire, he mw the enemy’s 
rear in a position exjtpsyd to an advaniagemi'} idhick.aad 
could not resist tho temptation. il,e puaiied on, and 
though eoon entangled in tirokon and irreguiar ground, 
drove sueceasive detachments before hum, when suddenly 
3 musket-ball entered Ids eheelc, pas;st;d through botSi 
jaws, and he fell down apparently dead. TJio w;cond iiv 
Comtiiand being in the extreme loft, there was no one 'u 
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giTf-e. ord(irs or f-ucourage the troops at this, critteal ?irio< 
•ticnh They began a retreat, which, as the difterent 
corps of the co.emy rallied,,-tmd a oross-hro was opcm*,d 
feom the fort, \v(K' soon chattgcd into a coTiftiscd 
Tho overthrosv might have been very tteriona, .bed 
Colonel Gowdio wme up ■witj.i a body of infantiy, and 
cheektKl tho advance of tlia pnimjers. The loss of the 
Britiah in men. was only 7?„ bnt the destmetion of pearly 
300 borates was very s»;vere]y felt. 

Another oiiteipri^, which pro>xd goinewhat hazard¬ 
ous, was tho carrying of tho tovTja, or pettah os it was 
called, of Bangalore, a platan very ponsiflerabie^extent 
and UTiportauce. It was snetounded with au indiffei’ent 
wall, but the ditch was good, and the gate >vaB covered 
hy a very close tijiclcet of Indian tlroTus. Tire ottac^h 
was made, too, witlioat any due knowledge of the 
gronnd; and the soldiers, both in advancing and m cn- 
dc;vvoam)g to force .a>i entrance, Were exposed to a de- 
stroctive fire frorn turrets lined with imiskctiyi, Odippel 
Moorhotm, one of the most accompliiiiied characters 
in the service, received four wounds, which proved, fatal. 
At length, when the gate was )4iuo»t tom in pieces. Lieu¬ 
tenant Ayro, a man o.‘; diininutiye stature, forced h1» 
way tliTough it, and Medows, who preserved an inspir¬ 
ing gayoty in thp midst of battle, called -out, ** Well 
done! no w, whiskers, tiy if you mn follow ond support 
the littlegentleinanT On.this animating call, the troops 
dashed int,<> the tow^ j though its groat extent rendered 
the occirpatiou dhficult. TippoO: likewise throw in a 
strong corps, which ronowed tlte contest, opening a heavy 
Jire wdth small oi’ins; but, wlie;! the hjiigUah betook 
thcmselvea to tlic bayonet, they drove the enemy with 
irresistible fury tlirough the streets nod lanes, and srton 
compelled th.em to evacuate the pettah. .Onr loss, how¬ 
ever, oiooiintcd to 131. 

Notwithsi atitimg every obstacle, the besiegers ly th^i 
aist had effected a breach, and though it ww:- not in a 
condition for being stomed, yet, on oonsidering rho acr 

tivo roovoments made by the sultan, it was determined to 
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make the attempt that very uighti. It was 'bright nieou • 
liglitj—wfl0 the' honi* namp’J,—-and a i,vli’.?per 
along the Tankfl was the signal appointed For advancing 
in profound mlence. The ladders were planted, and a 
fe^«' men lia/1 reached the arantpail; before the alarm ex¬ 
tended through tlie garrisoin The kiUedar or goveiTiov 
'hil^!tened to the spot, and fought, ydth tlie utmost bravevp, 
but he tell; and the asaailank^ chai'ging with the hayo-. 
net, aeon estahlished themselves on tli'e top of the wails. 
They'spreati to tne right and left; ns. descended 

into the body of the place ; and in an honv they were 
inapters of Bartgalo’Ki. Tippoo had received the IntelJi- 
gence, and waa" Tnarchihg with Itis whole force ^ to save 
fehp place, when carowda of fagitlves auhonncetl to him 
the disastrma event; and he remained the whole'night 
Blink in siloftce and stupor. It is asserted th,it he-was 
aware of the intended attack, and'had made preparations 
to meet it; hut thiS’occm'rences which actuaJly -took 
place do not seem very consistent with this atatein ait. 

After this triumph, Lord Cornwallis was still iu, cx- 
tremt:v,.iu!Strc&sfor provisions, and espcdaUyfomgo. ifk!- 
fore making his grand ■movetnenf. upon the capital, he 
proceeded northward, in hopes of obtaining supplies, nnd 
of being joint'd by 10,000 horse-which the nisiAvrifi had 
promised. After adong mareli, the expected contingent 
made its appearai.<:e ; bu t a woful disapporatinent v/aafelt 
at the very aspect of such grotesque auxiliaries. A.ft- 
cordihg to '\^''jiks, “ it is prolmhlc that .no national or 
private coiiection of ancient armOur in Ilnrope eontidns 
any weapon or aidicle of personal, equipment which 
might not In; traced in tins motley citiwol,—the Parthian 
bow and arrow, the i.rbu club of &ythia, sabres of ererj’ 
age ond nation, lancea of every length and dcairiptiOa, 
and inatehlocki 01 every form, laetallic helmets of taverj- 
pattern.” Tlieee singukir accoutrements were combined 
with “ the tot,al absence of every.fiyniptoia of oidcr or 
obedience, excepting gi'onpscollected round their respec¬ 
tive flags ; every individual an iodepeiident w'arriof. self- 
impelled, aftecting to be the chaicipion wlioao single arm 
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nevcT be of any use m voj^iihir operjitiOKS; hui hopes wci*e A.r>!T7i>t 
at first cjierishecl that they wight roliiivo tha English from 
some of the harassing duty belonging to light troops. It 
was soon ftmod, however, tliat they, tlid nothing but 
plntnior the natires and eonsnme the stores of the. camp, 
already nlmost entirely exlianated. 

IiOMl'Comwallia, though he had been so completely Heaoiutp 
disappointai in his allies, atid though all liis depart- 
rnents, especially those of ctmvcyance, were-in the'most 
imperfect stfite, was yet anxiously desirous to bring the 
war to ft tcrrahiatiou, which could ho effected only by 
advancing upon Seritigni>atain. For this end all p ossibic 
jtSources were called mfco action ; the officers were in¬ 
vited and ngi-eerl with alucTity to contribute their private 
fnemsa,: and to hivo from the niitivee aocaxnmodatLona, 
which tlie la tter would not willingly have placed under 
the ccbtrol of a public departraent. Cannon ■halls, were 
carried even fay woineu and children ; and thus* almost 
without any ir^gaUr equipment, the army was onalded to 
match .ujwn the capihij. This luovemout struck Tippoo AUrui ot 
with alarm j ho liad oven made arraugeiuents for wn- 
veyiug his harem and treasure to Cluttlodroog ; hut Ida 
,mother 'reprcHouted-to iLim iho fatal impresaioti of de- 
■ spoadency'wliich such a step weula make upon hia trooi/s 
and subjects. .He yieldod to her judgment, and deter- 
mined to hanard all in the defence of his chief city. 

His niingled fipprcltension and rage were oddly diepiay- 
ed, in. efl'aeing from the walls of the .to wn numerous call- 
w'ltnrea with which he had atused them io ho emhel- 
Jisfaed, representi.Rg the Engliah iu the most ridiculous 
attitu.da‘ 1 , i indalso in the secret murder of a number of his 
prittonera, 

. 'Pile suits a Imd hitherto confined himaclf to a dssui OhanEe ot 
tory wai'iaro, endeavouring to c-ut oif the British by dc- “ 

tachmejits, ir the mauher which, during the last con¬ 
test^ had been so successful. But in Ida campaign with 
Ijiord Coi'iiWallis, he Imd been unable to acliievo any ex- 
ploii. of thF description; and now .the danger of his 
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,«ipitai, fmd it is said the ye;|>roiw;.hts of tia wives, tiTged 
him to haaard a genei'al. battle nither tMii allow it to be 
fonunliy mvestei. Ho drew up his nioD with great 
judgipeut on a range oi heights iii fmnt of tiio Cavei^:, 
which hei'e separated hia array fTout-tlio ielaad on which 
Sct^Hgapatain atqod. The govo itior-gciaGrai, by a night- 
raovemcat, placed himself on tlio enetny'u left ilaiik;; 
hut wdUi. great promptst ade, had uatieipated the 

object of 'hia opponent by occupying a saccession of steep 
hills in front of his position, from tlic poaseeoio:! of. which 
he deri'rcd a great .advantflgo* The liattlft was of long 
continuimce, and .maintained with great ohslinaoy. The 
.English, nnahle to employ their own artillery with any 
effect, suffered considerably from that of tha ehemyj aad 
were also scnonsly annoyed by natnorous flights of 
rockets fai'nishrd from tho; Hraenskl. Yet, bn coming to 
close Oiimbilt, they carried, by sucoegsivo rihargas, one 
point al^er nnbthor, till the w'hole of the eulta-fa army 
w'03 obliged to seek slicltcr ujodcr tho fortifioutiotia 
fliocity. , : 

lord Coiniwallia, at tho expeuBo of tSOO iiitm in killtal 
and wounded, had gained the honour of the day; hnt he 
w’as in such a situatioir that only a docisivv'i viptory, and 
scarO'fly oven, that, could have enabled him to achiero 
his .object. Tippoo had practised, with the utinodt dili¬ 
gence, his old ^mtcni of .laying wiiste the «biintry around 
the E’.rgliah. Tliey had inurched. through u des^rty tmd 
in vain, by sending 3co«ts in oyery d.ii'eotio,a, tindoavour, 
cd to hud a hnmaii being who.coald afford .either j^d.or 
information; and the army waanovy suffering most deeply 
fi-oni famine., disease, and all ^thoae- evils wjiioh, in a cam¬ 
paign, are often mom. fiitol than the sword. Tlteir rneims 
of conveyiince.were so deficient that the men were com- 
polled, hr viffw of tho enemy, to dmg the l>«ggag«, and 
even the heavy cannon, as if they Imd been beasts of 
burden. In siioi-t, ui'tor wiveral marches aird counter- 
laatchea, tlm British commander, felt himself under tho 
painful necessity of imrnedmtely retreating, with the 
saerihoo of oil the hattering-tjain and heavy lequipments 
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witU lit waa to Imre W^ogied Serfagapatain, 
wm obI%€fI uls<:) to stop the p,mgi*e,ga of another expedi¬ 
tion whieh ^Viia tudvineing to lus rapport,. -

tonk its reduction. The only one of its faces, at all 
capable-of approReii, had heeri strcog-thcned near the-top 
hj ft double wall j while the labtiur of estahUshiiig worfca 
on itij ateep and citaggy sides, and bonvoyhig oaniwn to 
the hatteiys, was, exeesaivo. In tAvcntyione days two 
^ ■ ■ hrcttohes Were elfected, and DUO mornitip, by clear moon¬ 
light, the assault Was made by General MiOdo Ws in person. 
The defence was vigorous ; huge ma-sseg o,f granite fl^ere 
willed down, uvith tremendous crash,- from' fiteop to 
stoop ; tIi.o iisssaihuita novertheUt>a OvorCanrto evary ob¬ 
stacle, aiid forcing the interior gate, effected hr.- entrance.

H e' ivan now joined t>y the troops of tUa ni^iam, under his „, 

son- SmtiiJer Jah, whioh had iieeii Intherto dotftined hy 
the siege of Gooniroeonda- His followers consisted of, 
a tumultuarv host, closely re,serabliiig the corps already 
descrihed, and giving little hope of an effeoUve co-ope- 
ratioft. Puiscisim Bhow, who at the head of lus nume¬ 
rous JlflhrattdS might have petfonned with greut ad van¬ 
tage the siervices a'signed U> liglit oavaliry, bad toncluded 
that it would he raoro profitable to Jumstif to turn aside 
and plunder the Ah, country of Bednoiu ; and to this 
personal Intei’cst he Iwsitated not to avciiftoe all the 
grand objects of the Confederacy, Gaptnin Uttle, who, 
with ti body o'f (d)out a thousand men, had been attached 
to the host of tha.Bhow, was obliged to second him in 
all these irregular pursuits; the most arduous aervieei,- 
dcvolviug upon binisolf and his followers. At one tuno 
he was urged to attack , a lar^ detachment of Tippoo's captain 
army, stationed in an aim oat impenetrable j imgle, co^'ef- ®' 

cd by a deep ravine. 'With less than 750 bayonets'he 
mi'Iertook the service, and, after a severe and even 
doubtful contoai, dislodged the en^iny with groat loas,— 
an CTiploit considered, one, of the moat bnllimit fay whicii 
this war was distinguished. 

By these circuinatancca Lord Cornwallis was reduced 
to depend on the force under his own immediato com- 
mand, aurounting to 22,000 men, including forty-two 
battering-guns and forty-four flelil-pieces; and on that 
of General Abevcrorn'by, consisting of ,3400 men, wmeh 
he ordered immediately to approach Seringapatam. He 
began his march on too 1st Febniary 1702, and by pro¬ 
ceeding in tlu-cc Hues instead of one, with his ordnance 
mwl heavy baggtige in the centre, his intuntry nnd light 
troops on t!ie flanks, he avoided much of the annoy¬ 
ance hitherto cxperiviiecd from the attocks of an active 
imeiny.

• On the 6iK of the monUi^ ®nf,rUsh army 
reacbecl a range of boiglits, tUwovoi'od ibe My3i>r«rtu 
inetixjpolis, in front of vi’hkhXippoOj'witbbis who la fproe, 
ntnoimtmg to between 40,000 and 50,000 infantry i'nd ' 
5000 eavalry, appeared strongly intrenched. In Colonel 
Wilks’ opinion, the sultan would have practised -witli 
greater advantage hw pilginal system of desultory war¬ 
fare, by thin whig into the city a strong garrison under a 
feithful commander, while he hmisdf, with nja light 
cavEilry, might haendeavoured to intcniccpt the supplies 
and conmianications of the enemy. It iaprohfxbh^ how¬ 
ever, that he fully tiusted to the strengto of hia pre- 
ctent position, and also h'»ped, by mamUuning it, that l)e 
might weary nut and finally exhaust his ftntftgpnial^ m 
the same manner as llyder in 176*/ hinl baffled, tli® foi- 
midable iu^'asion of the Mahrattaa, Hia encampmpnt 
was exceedingly strong, covered on one side by <i thick 
bamboo-hetlge and by a small river ,and canal, while the 
main body of his army was secured in front by, ft 
foftifted hill and a cimhrof redoubto, and its rear by the 
works of the town and island, which, at the same time, 
afforded a secure retmat. position was miclx ^ 

in the opinion of many, and particularly of ill (he native 
pfhoers, .precluded evwy idea of attacks, Lprd Corn¬ 
wallis, however, considered, that wlule his raovemonts 
were delayed, this hitrenchmont, wouhl be continimlly 
strengthened by new works, and .tluit his own Bituati*^)^, 
i» too niidit of a boetik coautry and of tdlks so little 
to be tmsted, nkuld become alwayfl more prcciu-ious. 

He detomiiued, therefore, to make, an iinmediato and 
general attack ; though it appeared necessary, as in the 
storuiing of a fortress, to carry on his opemtiona -mider 
covxxr of nigld, vvheii tiis b.itteTie.3 by which the camp 
Wiifi deleaded could not be dtoeeted with any degree of 
precision. 

The troops to be employed in this hazardous service 
t were divided into three columns, under Otmerel Medows, 
Colonels Stuart and Maxw^ell; the eonxmaiider xvith toe 
reserve following close behind and the whole, under a

Maxwell 
beiTig.once on tlio point of ebargiog each other with tlie 
bavorxet. Lord CbrnwallijJ having entered the boundary- 
hedge, ami searclung in vain for Gonerfd^M-cdows, was 
attached by a greatly superior forw, against which he 
with difticuJty maintained his grifhnd. The general 
Issue of the contest, however,; Wfis, that the English, 
when regularly hrought to hear upon the rmemy, carried ^ 
all hefore thoih. The most critietd moment was when Tasawe o> 
the two dlvirionv above mentioned, after iiaving ftumd a 
ford, ■undertook to force their way ^ross the river. 

Being aided by an*able movement of Colonel Knox, 
they euccoeded more easily than was expected, though 
it WHS so . deep that all tlmir cartridges were spoiled by 
the water, imd they-were acwrdingly compelled to piece 
their sole rthance on the bayonet. Tippoo, during the 
early part of the engagement, occupi:.d a strong redoubt 
on the river, ^yhe^e he took hia evenitjg meal; but, on 
seeing the Englbh divisions advance .Lo the ford, he felt 
alarnvas to iiis communication with the city, and.he^t- 
tened to tro.'ts it before them. He tdmost touched tJic 
head of the column, and had several of hU atten laul-s 
killed hefore he could reach a detached work m au 
ttj'gle of the fort, where he again took a station. But 
moiming soon davvued, and discovered the British anny 
hilly established on the island, and faciag the tortrcM 
without any interposinghamor. The miltan lost, it is 
srid, CO less tlian 23,000 men, chiefly m consequence ot 
the millwho citjufosion, ami 

returned to their homes. A !*ody of fon thoJ.i 3 aiid, .vith 
their wives and chihlrtm, rushed along the Mysore 
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brHge to wsicli tl^e west-ern territory. • Tiie loss on tba 
fjide of onr coBUtryiuon nnaouBted only to fire lini'iiJre'J 
in killeti nrd \voiiiidecl, 

TippoO;, on diucovaiing the extent of hia, disaster, 
niado'the njoet vigorous effoi'ts to retrieve, it. By the 
sfivjeo of Potirnea bis tveasorer, he annoTinecd that two 
lacks of rupees wo til tl be ‘listiibnted among the trOtspa, 
as the most efiectual mode' of allnriiig hack the miino- 
roua fugitives. He urged 'iua soldiers to recover if 
posrihlc the positiofis in which the British were aot fully 
c^tahlbheti; and se veral of their attacksi, bring supported 
by the artillery of the fort, were rory formidable, though 
they were till finally baffled. 

It was no longer poi^aible for the sirltou to conceal 
from hittiself that his crown and kingihmi ■wore in the 
most extrcine peril, and indeed that a [)eace dictated by 
his enemies could alone save them, It'he English force 
under Cornwallis had singly defeated his ariny and 
Ijcsiegcd his capital; and tlsat force wf!S now about to be 
incrceatai l>y the corj^s under General Abereromby, by 
ftnother from the south, which had ascended the pass of 
Gujelhutty, and eve n by the Malirattas mid or Purserara 
Bhow, who had at length been shamed or frightened 
out of his predatory course. There was nothing, there¬ 
fore, it lias Wen justly observed, but the general nnccr- 
tainty of human things, which could leave a doubt 
to hia appreaebing do^vnfal. He accoi-dingly determined 
to seek peaco on almost any conditions. Two. Engliah 
0 dicers, Identenaats Ghalmers and hbiah, who bad beC'H 
taken at. Coimbetooi’, ivnd made prisorieifi contrary to 
the terms of capitulation, were still detained at Seringa- 
jiatam. ^.'hcy were sent for, and the firet whs asked if 
he was cot an officer of rank, and a near relation of 
Lord ComwaItjB. Kotwitiistandlng hia reply in the 
negative, he was released, and desh'cd tn convey that 
convmaader the sultan’s earnest wish for peace, and tb’^ 
prop '-sal to 8e/,)d an envoy to treat tor it. His lordship's 
aiisw^er, though it .c.vprca3ed deep flissatisiaction at the 
treatment of the captive's, contained an acceptance cf 
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f;hi3 overtiii'et A,n ofticet r>£ distinctjoHj/Giiolttuiii Ati^ chap, xin. 
(u'rivetl. in the camp, un4 se'V'crat days ’wei'c fcus'iij iipcatc

coaditioas Wiore,, they were poworlhlly enforced h;*' 
events', which luad Occurred in the coiuso of the negotia¬ 
tion. On the night of the 18th Fohraary, while the 
attention of the enemy was attrarjted to thu sou tli .side 
of the fort by the opcrJltiona oi‘ a itymg corps under 
Majou' Dairympr.' «nd Oaptain ..flohertaoD, the .trenehBft Tr<'nrtii;», 
were opened ott the uoiirth jside with such aUcuce and 
caution, tluit tiicwgb t-he fort was kept bhming wilh hhre tana. 
liglita 'for the pyaposo of observation, morning l«id 
amved before the «al hm discovered that tlm opeiation, *) 
fatal to lura, hiul commenced. A millah or ravine had 
been eonveried into a wide and extensive parallel, whero 
the .assf'ibmts wero placed so fiJly under, cover, as to 
render ineffectual ovory attempt to mterrup>t their opo- 
rationed This parallel was carried on and improved till 
the 2lat, when. it . was completed ; jind in the night, the 
line was marked out for a .second. It was finished on 
the 23d, and the ground was fixed for the heavy 
battories a!)Ottfc 500 yards from the fort, hr so adnnitags- 
ous a position, os to leave .no doubt of a practicable breach 
being sp.-iedily ofifected. 

As the -crisis .of Hia fate th tia rapidly approached, Critical

upon the proposals eiihmittcd by tlm British commander, 
lie called his p.!*iiieifal officers to meet in the great 
inoaque, and layi.ng before them the Kortai, adjnrod 
them by tliat stuired hook to giro faitliful advice in this 
dicad emergency. 11'.' sti\tod the teians deimuided by 
the enenny, adding,—'■ You have heard the .confUtions 
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of ppace, and you have now to heai' and ^atii^vei' my 
'pn)atiphj it be ppaifi; ar tady'P’ A Tofei'oiioa mmle 
in Biloh words, coiiH leave no dohbt as to the course 
which he i'eltiimiself uJideir the necessity of following, 
and that ho nrereJy sought the Rahetion- of his ohiefe. 
They unanimottaly agxtied that, vmder iiresCivt oirciim- 
stances, , til ore rentainefl no aHerimtivp,? The soeno is 
said to iiaye been pecnliariy iitfecting, and Colonel AViiks 
met with few that liad bcJMi present who could even 
rdtude to.it withont tears hi theh eyes, 

T’itet very night Tippoo sent off, signed and seahHl, 
tile, conditions trariemitted to him by Lord ComwaJlis. 
Early in the, momihg. orders were. sent- to the liIngliBh 
troops to ceaao from their labour in the trenchos, and to 
fpi'bijar farther hostilities. The hymiction was received 
with a deep feeling of disappointment. Their entlitisiasni 
had been raised to the highest pitch ; they chorished the 
niofit saiigume hopes tliut they should faiumphautly 
scale the proud walls of Scringapatain, and with their 
own Inuide rescue their countrymen irotmirdd iu' its 
dungeons. The commander-in-chief, howerex', isaned 
.very judicious general orders, in which he exhorted tlteha 
to display jnodi. ration in thefr . present ■eitccei 5 S, and to 
avoid any iasal t to their hniuhlod adversary. ■ 

, Ail iatefeetihg scene oeourred in the I'olfdiwent hf that 
article of she treaty which relatevd to thO'delivery ,ef the 
two,royal yonths as hostages. We confess omsolves 
unable fttlly to perceive the object of a stipulation, con- 
fonnablo indeed to Indian .ideas, lint contrary to the 
more improved, feelings of inodei-n Europe.

Weiie')i(»"- 'Siioh WEIS the state of affairs, when in May 17S0 tlm 
vowrMt! Momirigton, afterwa.rtls Marq[ui8 Wellesley, 

went out as govcrnor-goiKjrah This nobltunan, whose 
splendid career wa,s dostined to eclipse tiutt of Giive, woo 
seut with the i!n):3t soh-nm injunctioitu to follow a course 
directly opposito to that which, thr'.mghout the whole 
of hi.9 admiiftstratiori, hit did actually pursue. Ho was 
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instmcted not to etigiigOj if pOKiible; in hoatiiit-ie$ wi(;J». 
any iititive povt'er;; aod yet he w^god deadlj’ war with 
ovoiy' ou.e of them. He was deptreri not’to acid by .eon- 
quest a si agio aef to the Companyterritory, and he 
subdoed fo.i' them all India from the Himmaieh to Ciapc 
Comorin. Yet his acihefonts cohteud that ho acted 
eteftdiiy and uniformly in the spirit of hia ifiatruofjom ; 
and that, in deviating so widely from tho wishes of his 
employers, he wns carried along, by a cavri'ent of eii'cura- 
stances which ex isted prior to any stop taken by him in 
the government of tliat Countryi 

Ho had no sooner assu med the exercise of au thority, 
than Ilia ntfnntian was roused by a moat remarkable 
piwiacding o.fi the p^rt of the sovereign of Mysore, .' i iiat 
princepliko his father Hyder, had been long connecto.d 
in olcjse alliance with the Frcmeh, as tlm power by %vhc»se 
aid he hoped to subvert tlie doTiiinion of the English. 
I’bis connexion was iu n .great broken by fcJie 

expulsion of those allies from India upon, the breaking 
out of tlio revolutionary war ; but Tippoo had Uatened 
with the utmost eagerness to the accounts of their suc¬ 
cess against Hritain and tha couthreiifal natioxis, and had 
ijeeri }^d to.hope for their aBaEtanco in the re-catablhh- 
ment of his own greatness. While ha .was iuitiiia dig- 
poaition, llipaud, the . capta.’n of a French privateer, 
arrived at Mat^alore, in the hegiimiiig of tlio year 1797, to 
solicit the means of repairing his shattei'ed vessol. There 
lie mot with Crholaum Ali, whoui the sulhm hnd for- 
irierly employed on an embassy to France ; ^nd, finding 
a held open* for the display of a little vain-glory, he. 
repreaented himself as second iu command at the Mauri¬ 
tius, and stated that he had conic to give notice of a largo 
ibree being ready at that island to ct>-operate with 
them ill driving from India their oommon enemy. He 
v^as imraedintely forwarded to Seriugupatam, where the 
monarch, contrary to •the advice of hJs most prudent 
counaellora,. who. assured him tlnit tliis stranger was an 
impostor, raccivod liiin into his entire confidence. After 
a number of little arrangements and tnmsaotions, he 
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seirt two a»ibttSda<3oTs aiwug ■with Ripaud to the Isle of 
France^ to adjust the terms of . a treatjf oftonsivs Md 
delehsivCi I'liia mission arrived at the Alaitrithie, where 
thfiy were altej^ether unexpected; but when Malnrtic, 
the gevernorj, learned tlieir purpose, anmiated by that 
di/^iro to proniote national hteTOfitfl which geaorally 
chaviuiteriEeshisc'oiratTyraenjhe determint’d to give theuv 
a cordial Toceptiorr, They landed inrder a snlute' of artil¬ 
lery, ^vere condnoted to the government-house, ajad 
received tiiort in state ^ Malartic expressed the utmost 
nmdiness to alceede to the propoanls of their master, which 
\cere no ieaj tliau that he should send an rtnny of 26,000 
or 30,000 nien to assist in conquering the English, tlie 
uizain, and the Mahrattas, and to divide all India between 
them. The arrangement svos fully completed, with 
the impoi'hmt exception tliat, to coinpowi the poweriVil 
force by which these mighty projects were to flccom- 
plishcd, there did not exist a single fkildior. All that 
could bo done was to tmnumit the pdon, accompauied 
with strong rccorameiidations, to the Ejiecutive Direc¬ 
tory pand,'in the mean time, to iniite an many as'possible 
of the Erenehnieu and natives resident on the island to 
enrol as volunfeers. With ihe most palpable impru¬ 
dence, the gov(;tnor fesued a proclaiiv&tion, announoitig 
the arrival of the anibassiadors nod the object they had 
in view, mid calling apon idl the citizens who had any 
martial spirit to enlist under the banners of the MysoteM 
sovereign, who made the most libwal offers of pay and 
allowances. They thus succeeded in lovjdng exactly 
xiincty-nine persons,—a motley group,—Eumpeaua, 
creoles, eitistens,' soldiers, sailors; and with tliis troop, 
for want of more and better,, tlie ambassadors were I'ahi 
to depart. Tlity landed at Maiigalore oil’ tlio 26th April 
1738;. wiieti the aultan, though galled at tliu utter dis- 
oppointment of his expeetotious, ai\d the raah exposure 
made at the Zdauritius, had still the means of -avei'tiug 
the danger. He might havo diaowned the envoys, and 
refused tlicir mock uuxiluu'ios, w'liile, by secret explana¬ 
tions he might at tho 'sninc time have contri''ed to keep 
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open the conimunic.'^tjou with iFrarice. Bat h(^ se^ms t:irAR ^ixi 
Uj have becti m a state of^ blind and violent excitation, ^.^ritya 
The abassy, with tJieiir' fiioTidor acoampanioiont, were 
welcomed to the Ciapital, whore tl^ey Ibundeil a Jacobin

govomor-gtsneral^ who innnediaWy' transmitte-d

nental wars, would have attempted to tFaiispoTt a large 
army into the It I’y moans ctniaiii that 

they would not have succeeded. 

The dangojns to he apprehendal from Tippoq were ' 
hailtofiiiin tnoreover greatly ineveased by the actual position of tht' 
Tii^poo. Jicighhouring siates. The only two b^v which his pow^r 
could be bahmcod were the Mahrattaa and t!ie nizam* 
Tile farmer oonfedoraoy, notwitlistaiiding its ' great 
extent, was now in so diKt mo ted a state that the pci^iwa, 
its iioiniiuil head, could fjcarcnly maintaixi his autho¬ 
rity against the turbulent clueft who wei^e struggling 
for aupreniftoy. The dominions of the other wei'O also il l 
nAuteriv ji!(, O^auized, and his troops quite uiidiiicipliiied* His chief 
military Btrougth lay in the corps trained at'tor the 
EufopeaTj nminer by Eaj^miond^ which in a few years 
luid been nusod from 1500 to 10,0(30, anti orratige- 
meats %verc now making to increase it'to .14,000. 
1.'be«e troops, liowaver, were ao far from aflbrdiBg a 
gnjund of eoTifider:ce to the Englislitiiat ;hey v/crc felt 
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ns dui'O iHid dtjadly enemies. It had Igog; baeu a fixed 
jjoHey of the Freneli government thus'to employ their 
officers ttinoog the native powers, in the view of exalting 
i heir, own influence and deprefising that of thoir rivahj, 
Little doaht was entertained that, if Tippoo once raised 
a, hostile standard, this mid similar corps would soon 
flock round it, and make a formidahle addition to llis 
forces. That prince, nipreover, wr.s .carrying on iictive 
intrigues with tliB conits both , of Poouab and Hydnt;- 
md, . the fidelity of wlucii to tlio Jpritish alliance waa hy 
no means ajjsured. He had sent, also an emhaasy to the 
.'\dgliaii potentate Jiiettiaun Shah, tho most powerful ot 
those who then held sway over tJm destinies , of India, 
and an. invasion from wltom was considered very pro¬ 
bable. Thus, it was cl ear, a very trifling change of poli- 
(.ical relations might lead to the formatioa of an over- 
Avhclnimg confederacy agtiinst the English provinces. 

.Under those cii-cumstanccsj the Mia'ipdH V\’'eJ]c6ley 
(;onsidered it of gi'eat importance to compiaice imme¬ 
diate operations with a vie w to the .attainment .of cerfain 
t,a>nccssions which he was aensible would never he volun¬ 
tarily made. These included the giving up by Tippoo of 
all his torritoiy on the co;Jst of Malabiw, mid li Ls oom- 
picte exclusion from the sea,-—-the banishment of all 
Erenohmen from his doinimons,—tlie adjnissio.n of o 
pevinauent resident at Iris court, and the redaction ot 
hi,‘j zesourcca by making him pay the expense of the 
contest. The governor-general hoped, by a cmp~(ie~ 
mairif to have suddenly cjurricd those objects betbre the 
Indian prince could .make, preiiarationa or procure 
alliances. fJreat, howcs’or, was his niortificataou to l«vrn 
that the Coromigidel army, so f:tr from behig adequate 
to such an aciuevement, vvas (^uitc iimnfiicicnt to the 
defence of tho Carnatic. This arose <ihietty from the 
want of cattle and other means of transport, which 
rendered it wholly unable to keep pace with the rapid 
movements of the sulten, who, had he then invaded the 
British territories, might have ravaged them unresisted 
fj-oni one end to the otlicr. The e.-.rlieat period when it 
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wiis supposed this defidcKoy could be swpplied >yn9 tbrcfl 
mouths; wb il eLie utenant-coional Cl ose, a highartthority> 
tJmu^ht it wonlfl require six* On the 8th September, 
Lord Clive, tlteu go veruorof Matiras,, considering ilmt the 
sojtsoM ci'action was only from rJ’aimary; to Mnyi did not 
think the: campaign cttoid he opwied till tiie lieginaing 
of tire year 1800; yot such activity did the marquis in- 
fusi? into tlm conduct of afiaire, tliaf in October 1798 an 
adequate forca was ■ iiaseuiblcd, and early next January 
preparations Vi'cro in so advanced a state os to i!tibrd tho 
prospectof its being speedily able to move, Meautioae an 
iinportaiit prelimiuaiy operation had been effected. 
Immediate attention ^vaii requmul to the strong corps 
it under French officers at the capital of Ilyirabad, 

and upon this poiiit tlie governor-general determined ts- 
adopt the most decisive measures, Captoiu Iviikpatrick, 
resident at tliat court, was iustmeted to lay before the 
nizoui the plan of an alliance, offensive and-ilefetisiva, 
by which he was to be guaranteed against the attack of 
all liis enemies. In support of this pledge, four Englisli 
battalions, with a body of futillcTy^Jil addition tc* rJw; 
two aJreafly slationed there,- were'to be sent to lils capi¬ 
tal; but he wa^ iirtbnned that the regimeiitsconmiajaded 
by the French inUf)t be imniediittely dissolved, and them- 
aelves disraissed, The movement of a large body of troops 
to the frontier intiniatcd that theao propositions were not 
meant to be optional, Theniaara v/aa involved in muclt 
doubt and pcrpkxity. Ho is said to have been duigust- 
cd by the inKokmt and domineering condilct of the 
foreign officers ; but he dreadetl to see his country mado 
the theatre of a contest between tlto rival mtloiia ; stiJi 
more, perhaps, liefoi'esaw that, by the ptopf>.scd’ftrmiige- 
ment, he would hetmuio cfunpletely the vassfd of ling 
land. At huglh, on the 1st Septeinlmr 1790, Im signet! 
the treaty, w'hidi was ratified at Gal cut to or; the 18th, 
and oan-ied into effect with such expedition, that oh the 
1.0th October the new subsidiary force aiTived at Hydra-. 
bad. His, highness again relapsed into fill his dembt and 
irresolution, and endeavoured to evade or delay eveiy 
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d«mive efcep, till Colouel Roberfet, the corarr(^):'r, 
cutting siiort all discusiBioti, taai'chefl up to thO: b'rcheh 
cantomncuts, ami ow tlic 22 d fonned a circle round tliton. 
The troops, at once dteadiug a conflict with the'Kngti-^h, 
and discontented on amount of Hudr m-rears of pay, rose 
in mutiny against their chiefe ; when, on being ;issiircd 
of the money due to them, and of future service Uridcr 
cither leaders, they laid down their arms, U’hrs, in a 
few hours, withont a blow being stmokj'was'dbsolml a 
corps of fourteen thousand men, having an afsc t'.al filled 
with military fdores, and a htmdsoine tniin of artillery.. 

Wellesley, having by these inesiis secured the co-ope- 
.ration {if .the Jrlydrahad forcesi, and, at tim same time, 
by imlefatigabie exertions rendered his military establish¬ 
ment offic.icnt,deterniinciU'/ bn Jig affairs to an immediate' 
crisis, I'lis cofr&spoKuIf neo with Tippoo had continued 
mendly till the JJth NoYcinber 1790, when he wrdte a 
letter, in w'hich, after discussing ’some geiiei*al topics, he 
observed, that it was inipossublo the sultan could suppose 
liira ignorant or bidifforoiit as to the iiitercourso rnain-- 
tflined by Idm with .the French, the invetemte foedof 
'Dri tiiin. Ho and his allies, ho added, had cm that account 
been oblip^ed to adv>pfc certain meases'of pracmitioti mid 
self-dcfenco. Auxions, however, to suggest a plan which 
might pipmote the mutual SBCurity and welfare of all 
parties, he proposed to depute lllajor Doveton, an officer 
well knowit to the sultan (having been eni ployed in 
l7fhUn conveying bftti'k to him the young princes detain¬ 
ed as hofitages)^ “ who,” smd ho, “ «-ili explain to yoh 
more fully and particulcrly the sole imutns wliich appear 
to myself and to the allies' of the Company to .be efibctufil 
for tile aalutiry purpose of removing all existing distrust 
and stispicionf' On the 10 th December the govonior-go- 
iieral forwarded, anoth ir commvirdcation^ anuodneing 
that ho wason thc point of setting out for Madras, vvlmre 
he hoped to receive his reply, :

noT-geiieml t'.'fmld, at tliis time, Imve teen ya,7- inode- 
rate, rouhnwl to the diBiiiissal of ffrench cruw^ries, 
and tlie exchange of a part of the coast of Malahav for a 
territory of equal value in the interior, But tl^e sultan, 
who foresaw that some demands were to he niadi; upon 
liini, could not hring down his mind to th^ necessity ,qf 
submission.

Beferr^g to the proposed minion of 
Major Doveton, he ohserved, tlmt “ the treaties and on- 
g/igomcaitfl entered into were so firmly .esUhlished, and 
confinued, as ever to remain., fixed .and durable, and bo 
an exfiDiple to the rjilors of the age. I ciinaot hnagiiip 
that means more eftVd-ual than these can he,adopted for. 
promoting the eectuity of states, or fire welfare and ad¬ 
vantage of all parties.*’ It!, ■ rns impoasihle to regard 
Ixii'd Wellesley*ft ijiterprc tation as strained, when lie con- 
Hidored this note as implying an ahsolnte rejection of the 
emhuasy, and a determination against any Qonce^ion 
beyond those made, ijy former treaties, 

in reply to it, atwordingly, his lordship,.having ar¬ 
rived at Madras, wrote, o.« the 9t.h danunry 1790, '& long 
memorial, fully cxphlinipg all his ground.'! of complain k 
Ho gfive a nairhLivi; of the transactions at the Isle of 
France, enclosing a cojiy of Malariic’s proel.'J'iuation, mid 
final ly infernid, that hia Highness' umbs^sadore had 
concluded on offensive, olliaiioe with the French against 
the Compfiny arid its allks ; that they had demanded 
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niilJtary kiceoiivs and levied troops with a view'to its chap, xfit 
pi-oswdtion ; that ids Htj^hness had tHinctioncd the eon-- jv.iTT-aa. 
duct of his am1)as.mdonjj and bad r-eeeived info his army 
tl'wj troops which tliey had lovic-d; that Having’ made 
iiiiUf;ary proparations of his own, ho was evidently ready^ 
had tiid sncitinirs obtained been anfilcient^ to have com-

sioris, a’ud had hioken t!ie treaties of peaco and friend¬ 
ship subsisting between him a'od tlie allies.” .Deeply 
regretting that the offered mission of Major Dovetoii

ooncilktion, hut earnestly requested that not above one Hji^ainp^r 
day should elapse previous to ita aocepUmce. Ori. the posed 
Kith he sent a'nother letter, enclosing one to the sultan 
fj-om Dio Grand Seignior, tTans.mitted through Mr Spen¬ 
cer Siiiitb, end also that indirareh's cleolaration of wai 
against the P’ronuh. At this stage of the proceeding's 
attempts wore nikde to ■wo.ck upon tho MohattnnedQ,n Attempt t<i 
ijeol of Tippoo, and'to induce him to reseivt the attack 
tuado by that people upon the head of his . religion ; at 
the same time the receptioripf Doveton was again pressed. 

After a long sUeneej there arrive^gt Madras on the IHth 
Fcbruaiy 179^, without date, the following short and 
singular epistle'

to his alarming situation. He ivELs thro'-ra into a state 
of suspeaHe and violent agits,tion, venting imprecations 
against all^who had been concerned in the tnissioxi to tlie 
Isle of France, and cxclahning, the fractured tnafit of 
flipaud’s, woiilucsa vassel will cau-ae the aubversion of an 
empire.” He made, however, a reluctant movement to 
the eastward, with the view of meeting.Mamr Doveton ; 
WHiiwiey's but Wellesley now coiiBidered the time us paiied whan 
such an,arruigement could bo advanta^onsly admitted, 
The' ; monsoon, which .begins in Juno, would put a stop

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Tbfi army appobtijd to trt'raflo th« kingdom oi'My¬ 
sore cori=i.iflted of 4381 Ruropean and 10^695 native in- 
■"fantiy; 884 EnropO<i.n and iTfll. native' eevalry,- vntli 
008 gntiTscre ; fonniiig in all 18,319 ffghting-inen, with: 
104 piecos of eaimon, and 2483 Irttcstta arid pioneers. To 
these vrere added 10jlS7 inikntry and 8000 horse belong¬ 
ing to th.e nizam, and which, imdiit Britbli comrhaiid, 
now formed an effective body of troojis. Iii the mean 
tkne General Stuart, a vetemii in TjtKHan warfare, was 
atlvaneing‘wit]*'0420men from Malabar to join and co¬ 
operate'with the main army, ' 

Ooiieral Harria nms fnnn'sbed with the plans of two 
tieaties, to bo eeleoted according to circumstancea. ’ Tite 
which waa to be produced in the event of the 
army merely arriving before Seririgapatan'i, required the 
coasion to Britain of the <doast of Slalabar, aiid an equal 
extent of territory to each of the two alliea ; the recep¬ 
tion of aTeaideaat arn baHsndor; tht! expulaion of all natives 
of JEuropcan countries war vdth Great Britaini’atid the 
peyment of ICO lucks of rupees; In case, however, the 
events of the campaign- should not open the pros^KJct of a 
succerafi-il termination this seisaon, thefe tfetniB might be. 
modified accouKog to circurOstoiiceEv; bnt eVery effort 
should be made to inspire the sultan with tear, from which 
aloneanyconcesaion could be hoped. If aj^in the trenches 
were actually opened before the Cftpita), with tlie pros¬ 
pect of ite epeedy rednetiony the siu'Ond treatySvas to be 
produce.d, in which peMO was to be granted only upon 
tlie ce&iion of half Ids dominions. 

Tippoo, anxious to strike a blow at the commence^, 
ment of tho campaign, had the penetration to discern 
the advantage which he derived fi-om the detached Biate 
of the invading armies proceeding from Al-dabar and Co-, 
Tomandel. lie might thus attfick tl^e former, when it 
had just ascended the Ghauts, and taken a defeneivt' 
poftition amid the hills and ioreshs'which enelose tho 
territory of Coorg. Aeconlingly, by a rapid indvenneiil 
to the westward- he arrived, on the otli Mtii’ch 1799, v ery 
unexpectedly in their neighbourhood; and the RT>g- 
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lishj who ooi'iCeivt'fl that tho naaiu foi’ce of the , oaetti.’? 
was tstill on tho opposite, stiie of IntliOj wcio ^oiuowhat 
disconoOited. Genoral Stuart had stationed a'coi'pa uudtir 
Goloutd MoiitresoP eight miles in iid yance, pji the. bill oi 
Seteoer, to observe any signal wliich might bo mado hy 
the ('astern anny> Milclv surprise was lelt wiion a mnu - 
her of tents appeared on tha. ground in from., wliieb gra¬ 
dually Hwelkd to st'sverai huudi-cds, and compofied a for¬ 
midable enoampniertt. .Among othem, Itelonging appa¬ 
rently to chiefs of distinction, there was a very large one, 
covered with green, which w;is concluded to he fkA oi 
the sultan himself j aiid.yet so c^mtriu*/Wfss this to ail 
previous intelligena', that Stuart,,,merely reinforced 
the party on tho-. hiU with a single battalion, sjid waited 
to fiet Jic/jording to cireurristances. At dajdueak. General^ 
Hartley, from a height, diaoovercd . an appeanume .of 
activity among the opposite troops. It docs not appear 
very clear why the eonimander did not immediately ;fiOn* 
cenfcvate his forces, by either marching forward himself, 
or ordering the advance under Montresor to fall bacL 
In fac.t, th(; Tndiarrarmy penetrated,ttoiough t)ioJungle 
with, such Gccrecy and (s<p(;dition, that, l^etween niire. and 
ten in tUo morning they had comjdefcoly Burrounded thtd 
ofldcei 's brigade, attacking it at onco hr iront and rear. It 
inaiiitaint'd most galJiintly an arduous conflict till,after 
tw'o o’clock, when. General Stuart came ,up, and after u 
biisk chavjtje obliged the encjr>.yrt.o. retreat in all dii'oc tions 
thi'ough the .thicket. The adv;inced corps being imme- 
diatfdy wit hdrawn, Tippoo liaci a pretence for claiming a 
.victory ; hut the casualties on our ?ide, which atnountod 
only to 29 killed, flO wounded, and 16 miasing, sufliciontly 
showed that ho Imd failed in his ohjeet of striking i,i de¬ 
cisive blow. Kveii by liis own atateiuent, his loss includ¬ 
ed several chiefs of rank ; and thui was the last action in 
which ho displayed any military genius. . He eifected a 
complete surpriso, and the destruction of tlio English 
eorps was averted only by its own estraoixlinary valour 
;. ud inferiority of hi-s troops in a pitched battle. 

. d'h'.' .-ioivui bastetr !■: ro oppose the main aimy 
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agwmsfc him from Coicomandel. .U miglit ncnv CHAt’. xht, 
havo appeojs'i'i cvidfejat that his only resmiVce xvns, hy A.Eirr7$3. 
I’CcuiTing to the Jtncient military policy of hia house,: to. 
throw Q strong gjitrison intfriScTiog-apatam, to keep tho 
ficM with imge hoiiies of cavalry, and hy continual move¬ 
ments t'> intercept the enemy’s oominmucations, cut olf 
his supplies, and surjiriae his detachments. might 

thna cither ■ liave defrndod his throne, or iiave I'cmained 
powerful, after its Ml. Hb plan, however, appeal's to 
llavti hecn to contend with the English according totViair 
own method, ill regular'warfaie and hy pitched battles. 

To’this) Si'Stem he liadhoen paidiftl ever since Ijofd Com- 
vvdllia’ first retreat after tlic ongagemont fought'near 
his capital. But even there Tippoo was beaten ; and the 
subs^rquent retrofit liaii been occiwioned solely by the 
want of supplies and eguipraentiv jwoducod by the desul¬ 
tory warfare previously 'vraged. .During the peaeo; ho 
made great ekertiems to aseimihita'hb force to a Euro- 
■peaM ai'iny, and Ms success had been such as to render 
hini an overmatch for any of 'dio native powers ; but 
the cavalry, the mstrunient by which id! the tnumph.s 
of his faioiiy over the English were achieved, had been 
comparauvely m^lectcd. 

The British were, ilow advancing into the heart of .\-ivanee nf 
his dominions; ant the comprehensive mind of Margais 
Wellesley instauHy saw it to be his true policy not to 
detain himself with aiiy'secondary object, but to strike 
at once at Seriugapnfcam, the reduction of which would be 
followed by the entire ctownfal of the sultan. All our 
•wxitevs agree in stating, that no army could bo in^ 
higher.stato of equipment th<m the oho which now took 
the field under General Harris; yet t)ie match, though he 
did not encotuiter any serious.reaiMUmce, was very slow. 

He passed the frontier only on 'tlie 5tli, mid. made the siiwpio- 
first united movemout on the 10th Mamh 1790, the time 
that hivj been, fixed as the latest at' wlifrh he ought to 
liavO arrived at the capital. Certain aiithora speak iia if 
in this tardy prtigrtias there Were some mystery which 
could never be deieloped; but the delay seems sutfi- 
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ciently exjflainetl by . an aSlusion to ilic aniiik KUpyUea 
vrhi<;b he aii’ried vi'-ith liinj.. He conveyed, by mtxuis of 
sixty thousand, iJi-trained oxen arid careless drivetfl, 
several months’ provisions for Ids wllole anny, and a 
l)attf‘ring-tTain to reduce ii fortress, the fall of whiclnyM 
expected to bring vdtii it thatkf the whole Iringdom,- 

Wlien he liad .roached Malavilly, about tldrty milcin 
from tlie capibtl, the siiltari’s encampment was observed 
iix)n\ the heighfe, and Goneiril Floyd, with the advancf, 
having- approached within a mile of‘that viliyge, dis¬ 
covered their whole foicc posted on the elevated gi-ound 
behind it- An attack being iramedhitely determined on, 
it ^ivas led by Colonel Wellesley, supported by Floyd’s 
cavalry, and directed against the enemy’s right. ' A, 
colanin of them troops advanced in'perfect order said 
with gi‘e'at igallaiitry; but the Fnglialt infantry, roserv- 
ing their fire,feceivcd that, of their mutitgonists at the dis¬ 
tance of sixty yards, niahed tipoiv them un,d tn-oke 
their ranks, when a resolute charge by the horse drovif 
theur-otf the held. The whole of the Indian lias then 
gave way, arid a general retreat eiisucxl, which Ffarris, 
who Was greatly inferior in cavalry and light troopsiv, 
did not attempt to molest. Ilia loss was not very uerious 
ou cithcir side; but an additional proof was given how 
inyible even the flovVcr of the Eki3tt;Tn artaics was to 
contend hi pitched battlo with the British. 

Tippoo made another attempt to carry into effect his 
plan of desultory warfare. He had removed or destroy¬ 
ed ail the forage,- and almost every blade of grass on the 
high way between his enemy’s position and the capital; 
and he hovered round, ready to fall upon their rear, as 
they marched along this desolated route. Bxit ho was 
completely disappointed by t!ie movement of General 
Havrt:i, who after leaving Malavilly turned to the left, 
v’.revised tlie Cavery at the fords of f^silia, and proceeded 
to Serin,'ptpatttin along the southern bank of that river, 
a rasolution which, being wholly unexpected, uo prC'- 
cautfrins hcul been talcen to defeat. On seeing their last 
echeino tlixis baffled, the sultan and his principal officers 
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M'crc strutl^ ’w'ith deep diamay and despoud^'.ncf'. Hav¬ 
ing aa.wmbled them in councOj he saiJ 'Wc have 
aiTived. tit onr laii ytageii! B'tifit is yotW uetermhmtioii T’ 
‘‘ To die along with you,” was the universal Tepiy,i A 
iinanimoHs losolution was farmed to try again the for- 
tni'ie of tlie‘ field, wit-li. the altemativo only of victory or 
death. All prescitt were <3eep]y ;tlipfiied ; one of the 
('hie% before, taking leave, thi-ciW .bimseif prostrate and 
clasped the foet of his master, the, asual sign in India 
wf the most solemn farewell. Tim latter could npt re- 
fi-ain from tears; his exnanple quiekly spread throngh 
the whole jissembly ; and they parted as men who had 
met for the la.st tinie in this vyorld, Hut the final crisis 
was not yet aiTived- Tippoo hiul expected dhat the 
Englisli comnitindef wlnld proceed to thee<.t,ste-a.extTyr- 
inity pf the island, of Seringa;^(itam. cross.the, branch joi 
tjie Cavery,ti;at encipacd :it, and .establish Minaelf on 
the groimd formerly occupied by Lord CoKl,^ral^i?!, Hut 
General Harris phose. to make a circuit,, winch, would 
hrtng Ilia }U'my opposite to the wx^stern ppmi. of thp 
island and fortress: thua.avoidingtho wasted tract prepiir- 
I'd for him, and, at the same time, opening a jnorp,.re^dy 
Eoiumunication With the Btimbay army unfler Stuart, 
and the fertile dist,i‘iflt3,.in. the, south. Bosidea,. in tJiat 
quarter hp had every reason to expect a,more.feyaurahle 
opportunity for attack, .This expedient alao cruibh'd him 
to avoid the gTonn<i-on which the sultoil had pmposed to 
give'battle j and that chief, thwarted .iaaU bis measures, 
threw- hiraeelf into the town, with the.resolution ,of 
defending- (t to the htst c.xtreiaity. 

On ilte 3ti). Aprilj the British took their atatibn 
opposite tbo weetei-n front of the fortreas, at. the dlij^ 
tnneo of about two miles.: The position ^was strong i 
their right resting on elevated ground, their left upon 
the river Cavery; and .several topes^ or groves of trees, 
abbrded aaiplc muteriiils: fpr the construction of the 
work's.

unpedinumt to the progress of the siege. 

Meantime deep delibemtion had been held aa ,to t.m 
point whence town might be most adytmtageondy 
attached. There was n aonfch-weatc^i oiiglo, by assailing 
which the besiegers could havbobtmncd a lodgement oit 
tlie island, and'been thereby , secured from the exp^ted 
s^velling of the CaVeiry, while at the ftxtre.me west, fho 
w-alls, exti‘ndij.ig along the very brink of that rivor, could 
be rea-ched ordy l)y ctossing ita okminol, I’hc foJiilica- 
tions at the firat poijtt, how'evtir, appeared beta atnmg 
and complicated ; whUe the most western angh; projected' 
beyond .the mEUO body of the fortress, mrd wna not duly 
floriked..or protected by the otlrer defences, Be*iidc\ 
while regularly attacked from the south, it could he 
enfiladed from the northern bmk of the Slavery, The 
river, too, evidently appeared fordable, aa >)cth incn and 
cattle were seen passing witjiont difficulty and it wm; 
confidently expected -jbitt before the moniwon had gag- 
mented its waters, the eamjxaign would bo over. lu 
pnrsiianee of fheae views, General Stuart crossed the

He raved against the armgance and tyranny of the Eng¬ 
lish, and dechmd his determimtion to abide the worst 
decrees of fntt, and rather t-o die With anus in his hands, 
tiiaii drag a wretched life as a dependant upon infidelf}, 
thereby Bweliing the list of their pensioned rajahs and' 
nabobs; he resolved, in abort, not to give a reply. But

In hisreply he claimed 
credit for not making an advanop on the tefnie already 
proposed, when by non-corojiiiance tht;y jh^id. been virtu¬ 
ally declined.' Tlioy ivprft still offered j but no; JunbiUf 
Siidora cpald be admitted, unless acodmpauie'd by tlic. 
hostages and the treasureruid the time diiring which 
they would bo received was to tcrutiimte next day at 
three o’clock. On perusing' fhis answer, tlic ewiugies 
of his mind seemed entirely to fail. Yielding to de¬ 
spair 031(1 grief rathe]- than rage, he sunk into ii state of 
siiipor, altfU-nating with poroxyenis of extraragant and 
groundlcas exultation. Ho bo longer took any atetidy 
view of his danger, or.rationally foihnved out the 
by wdiieh it might still htive beoii averted. 

At eri.niset, on the 2tlth, the place was mai-ked Out for 
the breaching-batteries j, and, us they wwe only four 
hundred yai-ds from the wall,no doubt wiis ejitertained of 
their BjMje'dily effecting tlieir object. Two, of h vo and six 
guns re.spec.ti vely, werei erected, useventy yards distant from 
each oGier; but ns only one could be completed by 'th(» 
morning ofthe both, its shot was directed, not against the 
spot intended to be breached, wdiich it was not desirable 
tlio enemy should yet know, but agauirt the adjoining 
bastion, whose fire might ii?ivG taken tiro assnilonta in 
fianjk. Knfdading batteries were also coioitructcd, wliich 
wxre,expected tct render it impossihie for the evxaiiy tn 
remain on the WidJa dujing 'tlie assault.

breaehheeamenearly iTOoticable: in which TiewiiiKoinesi, ^ ^ 
scaJing;-]!idc!ers, and othei' jniplimientB of storm, wore c'ft^ctcti, 
brought into tl/e trenches. iKiring ttie previous night 
TiiewteiiftHt Lalor had crossed tlie river, which he found 
easily foj'dahle, with a eraootli lUcky bottom, the rotairt- 
ing-wali of t!ie fortress being only seven leet high, and 
presenting no obstacle whatever to the passage of troops.

Geiier;il Baii’d,,raeantiinfe, after the trinmpha.nt success stato of tiio 
of tlie right cohimn, had allowed his troops an int^rvfil 
of rest, when certain ofHcei*s brought notice, that they 
had discovered .th,e ptil£W‘.e, and siecn in a, siieoios of duvbar 
Or coart a mlmheT of persons assembled, several of whom 
appe ared to be of high consideration. The commander

They mfuiifcstcd 
tlie greotest consternation, and soon brought the kiiledar 
or governor, who appeared ran'ch crabamissed, find endea¬ 
voured to gain tkno j hut tbfr tnajor .insisted upon enter¬ 
ing with two other offiCci’s, by a broken j)a.rt of the wall. tngidoiicHty 
He found rt terrace, tin which tliere was a numerous as- iyisstou. 
scti'iblftge of aimed men, btfore whoia he kid his condi¬ 
tions, and laboured to traiiquiliisie their minds, not only 
by presenting a ’whift; Hag, but by jtlaning hts sword in 
their hands. They ajipeared alarmed and irresolute, 
positively deidaring tluft Tippoo was Ti.i't in iho lioiise, 
though his family and two cT bis .sons ivert'; but, on 
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the major'a urging tfco necesaitj’' of spondy decision,- they 
withdrew as if for consultation. j?ersoiiH were ohsorvied 
moving hastily backward and forward through the halls, 
in a manner that oaused' some anxiety ; but Major Allan, 
fearing to excite Buspidioii or betray any aymptom nx 
doubt,, clecliheti the advice of his cfimpitnioTis to take 
back his sword. At length, on his virgBiit solicitation, 
he wiis admitted to see the priiicea, "whom hp fomnl 
seated on a carpet, surrounded by numerous atteudants.

voured by every mode in my j)6wer to remoye his fears.” 
This prince concurred witli the others in giving asanr- 
ance that the^oc&Aa was not in the’ palace,—.aUd, on the 
urgent representation of the EngUsh ofHeera, he ,agreed, 
with strong reluctance, that the gate should be thiwu 
■Open. General Baird had already approacheti with a 
cotisiderahle force, and instantly sent back the major with 
OolonelClose. to bring out tl.te princes. After enipresaing 
much alarm and many objections, they allowed them¬ 
selves to be conducted into, the pu’escuce of the BrB 
tish fiommander. The general w'as gr'jatly iiTitated, 
fai'tn having just heard that thirteen prisoners had- been 
murdered during the siege ; and his feelings w-ere pro¬ 
bably heightened by tlie recollectLon pf Iissown agiforings 
in, the same place ; but, when he saw these unfortunate 
youths h'd out as captives, evciy liarsher .sentiment 
yielded to that of pity, and ho gave thorn the most solemn 
assurances that thoy bad nothing to four, They were 
escorted to the camp with arms pressntoi, and dlithe 
honours due to their rank.

were .in no degree didtorkid, but presented an aspect of 
stem composure'; tlie eyes w'oro open, and t.he appear¬ 
ance of life wns bo strong, that Colonel ^y'ell,esley and 
Mitjot A Han could not, for wme time, believe Jiim netn- 
ally dead. If appears that, after having issued amiied 
from the with nbaud of tinsty folio Wei's, he saw 

Li.v Eiiglish advancing alohg tho rampart, and his men 
ftceiog. Hoi rallied them by the utmost'eff uts of Mh Hia eaiiant 
.voice and example, shooting several .>f the enemy with 
Uifi own hand; and he thus called forth that resifltunce 
which had proved so formidable. At length, when tlie 
detenPhicd valour of 'the IMtkh troops pj-evaifod against 
all opposition,, he was left at one time ahnoat alone, and 
obliged to ttccnmpany tlio fugitives; but, vath a few re¬ 
solute adhevruts, he maintained the cpmfoit, till, being 
exposed to a fire from (lid'ei*ent quarters,,he received two 
musket-balls in the -side. HLs horsewas killed-undev 
him j and, becoming faiut with losx't’f bfood, he was un¬ 
able to uiake his way through the crowdi Howia over- 
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, t^ikeu by a jjarliy of the conquerors, when one o? his Rt* 
tendanrs beaougiit him, as tho only moana Of aa-ving iiw 
iithj.to make himself known; Imt he peremptoiily for¬ 
bade the disclosure. An Ilngliah soldier then made fin 
attEij]\pt to detach hia sword-belt, when the sultari, with 
alt his wnnaining ttrengtii., made a cut at him, and 
wounded him on the knee. The man presently fircid, 
the liall entered the temple, and the wound proved 
speedily tnortal. , The body was 'earned to the palace, and 
ivaa afterwords ititened, with rojiiil hctaoui's, in, the siplen 
did sepulchre of the Lhll Bang, crfwted by Flyder. 

Thus terminated a dynasty, which, though short, mi« 
limited In respect of territorial dominion, wa;-j undoubt¬ 
edly the' most vi{?')rou8 and best organized of any thal 
had sprung out of tho wreck of tho Mogul empire. It 
arose, indeed, from tlie distracted state of India, and 
lested almost entirely on tho personal character of ife 
two rulers, the qualities of whose minds, striking though 
ilisaimilar, we have had repeated occasion to describe. 
It may be further noticed, however, that,,trhile Hyder 
entered on his career unable to read or write, and 
renuiined always a atrimger to these primary elements of 
human knowledge, Tippoo, amid the most active c.'tres 
of goveraiuent, retained the habits and character of a 
man of letters. He read and wrote almost incessantly, 
mixied on an ex-tensive, correspondence, mrd'bcctune the 
historian of Ids o wn exploits- Yet the adoption of Irietj 
and Superficial theories, in preference to the practical 
good auuse which had guided liis predcoossor, led liim 
often into crude and rash inno-vation.?, which yvoie fol¬ 
lowed by disastrous consequences. The absolute indif- 
forcnce with -which the 8ubje<-h of religion was viewed 
by Hydcr. though marking a degraded state of tnoral 
feeling, uidnced him in hia adininistiation to atlopt the 
wise measure of general toleration. His Bon s niimi, on 
the coutviiry, was occupied 'and almost engrossed by his 
Mussulman zeal, wliich becfunc the chief aource of his 
crimes and follies. He fancied himself a ami of militu-nt 
apostle, who -was h) spread his fiiith over the -world. 
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Coijibinijiig tjjis iieaigM with Kis pTf>ject3 ol'he 
wtigi^fl saered >vaw on every side ; the Nt^iiareiie 

MngJisfi, agaiviBt the Bmmm Mahrattaa, and agaiiist the 
.I’agon and licentious, nayrs. Ultimately, as we havo 
eeen, he sunk into the most childish superstition, calling 
not only upon the Mohamiuedans, hut the persecuted 
Hindoos, to practise their arta of divination, Al'ter the 
capture of Seriagaptttain,. ^vhen hia ropositeriea were 
cfiorchcd, along with treaties, Blnte-papcrs, and political 
rorresponde.nce, there was found a record of hia drewne 
and thdr mterpreitotion, of w^iich Colonei-Beatscai has 
[ireserved some curious speeimen.g. At ofle tijue, when 
ho vra.s,th.reatoaed with an inviieion of the Mahn'tttffe, lie 
drcjuned that a young rriati came up anti accosUid hiii'i, 
who indhe course of conyersatioxi proved’tohe ^ 

Hence he sagely infciTed that hhi etiemy, whO; at firf-t 
fiati « lagxily and formidable appearance, would in battle 
prove no better than wonion. : On another oceiisjon, 
when he wiia about to malce war with the native Chria- 
tians,:,ha,wfto3 favouTod with the vision of a cow and a 
cedf, the, fornicr i'osenibling ,a tiger in aspect and herce- 
I 1 CS 8 ; it had li slight motion in its fbre-IegH, but no lund- 
IcgB. He resolved to kdi this cow. bui awoke bt^ore 
he could accomplish Ms purptose. Hence, however, ho 
thought himself entitled to infer, tlut he would kill the 
OhrkUaiia as 'iia had proposed to MU the cow ; that the 
slight inoveroont of tli.e fore-legs indicatt^ famt attempts 
at resistance, while the abBence of the hmder-legs proved 
that they would, hove no alliances to support them. 
These luoubratioas fonn a strange contrast to hia display 
of talent on other occasions j nor can it be wondered tluit 
public measures re.sting upon such conclusions should 
not always have proved very p-roep>erou£!, 

Th-is prince, owing to iiis long wars with the English, 
his cruel trijatment of the «apl.ives, and the hahittered 
enmity which he manifested, was regardod by them 
flilrnost as a monster iu human shape. Yet when their 
armies ponctxaie';! into the interior of his kingdom, tVicy 
found it ll(iurt>iblng, highly cnltivated, and aoemuigty 
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WiiU governed. . HIm people fdways showed a efrong 
attachment, to hin^. and the inhabitants of the ceded 
districts vceire. ever ready to embrace his canye. But to 
ilid conrpmred nations ho was at nil tiniea a cruel master, 
and rendered liinrself the object of tlioir inoxtingmsimhle 
hatred ; a. cause to which liis dowcM raay,, in a groat 
measure, be attrihutech It has been add, with the 
gcnei^l approbation of Britiah authors, that Ilydot 
w;is bora to create an,empire, Tippoo 'to lose one yot 
it may be observed, tliat he ihiuiiteiined a coiiiploto 
' ascondenoy over all the native states, Mine pf whjeh. htid 
raati-died, and even ovei'iiiatched, hm father. He foil 
beneath the Bnglfeh power, employed on a st'alc, and 
wielded ivith an ability, of tvhich, in the coni*so of Indian 
history, there had been no example, 

Mysore, having been thus completely oouquored, 
was placed, as to it-s future arraiagonients, entirely at the 
disposal of the British ■ govctuiment. The Mfjhrattas 
had taken no share in the expedition, luid the nizarn 
knew that ho must content himself witii whatsyer tJie 
victors might choose to give. The govemor-geiieral 
took for the Company, in full sovereignty, the coast of 
Cauara. the district of Coiinbetoor, the passes of. the 
Gluiuts, and Seringapatain itself, the capital and main 
chitnnel of intercoui'se. Be thug secured the whole sea- 
eoafit, and nii.cusy communication across the peninsuhi, 
'I’o the nizam,. was assigned a largt: tract of territory 
adjoining to his dominiona. Another portion was re¬ 
served for the pttrpose of being oflhred to tlie Mahrattas, 
on conditions which, however, as will be boreafter seen, 
they did not choose to accept. There remained yet an 
extensive dritrict ija the interior of Mysore, which Mar¬ 
quis Wellesley judged most expt'dietit not to partition, 
blit-to form it into a native kingdom under the protec¬ 
tion and control of Britain. The question then aruae, 
af. to the princf; in whom the supreme dijfnity was to be 
vfeted. The go vernor-geneffll would not have been dis¬ 
inclined to bestow it on one of the iamily of T]pp<v> ; 
but ho JoKtly conaidered. that the recollection of the 
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I'ceent, fTreatnt;s3 of their houa« must imve rendered tliein CMAKi'XJn 
always hofltile to the x^ower by,whom its downM liad ,4. 
been achiened.. It aj)peart}d, tlicrefoTe, more JidYisablo, , 
after making a libcial ijrovi&ifm jor thoKf) prinets* to draw 
forth &om ilmh' dee]) hitiniliation the ancient race of otjuU'e 
rajaha, to wjiom tho peoxde wero: still fondly attached.

But they soon 
mcririted thoir streiigtli out of the warlike and roviag 
population of their. mountam'districts; and as the 
AtgJians did not attempt a periuancut estaltlishnreat iy 
the Indian peiihisida, the Mahmttas acqaired again a 
decided preponderonoe among the native state; a. Oiiiy 
Mysore, in the height of Its greatju^as, for a short time 
disputed thair anprcmacy; but when that throne was* 

Srst Hliaken, axid then sub veited, the foreign power by 
which tliis triumph had been fiohioved became the only « 
rival to them; and the rpiestion soon arose, w'hieh of 
tlie two was rule Hinddstan. Before coming to the 
deftisive stnigglo;, however, some internal inoveiuentB of 
thi.s government, and wme previous tran-sactiona with 
the English pmsidt-ncies, seeni to demand our notice, 

Sfcvajee had exercised a power nr-udy absolute over (,( 
his rude follovvers, and the reveronee cherished for his 
name ejivibled him. to tranymit the fthihratta sceptre to 
ids iiostcrity. But tiie princcR bom to hhj throne diil 
not posHcas the active and daring hardihood necessaiy 
for trr(Ml.ing in the steps of such a progciiitor. Indulg¬ 
ing in enso and voiiiptuousness, they gradually intrusted 
the arduous eojuicrns of government and war to their 
mirustcf'S and gcneraU. Then followed a comef|ucnce fntlaenw of

pUeoJ his chief oonfidenec in Baliajee WisJiwanatii, 
Tills futnrti head of the Midirntta. eonfeder.'soy occupied 
originally lui inferior situation in the revenue ; aiid at liis 
hxbt rise had so little of the adventurous clwacter of hia 
trilHv that lie could not sit upou' horseback -without a 
man on each sida to support Idni, His conouramate 
talents and address, however, siion raised him to liigh, 
consideration uTth Shao, whose object tv'iis rather to re¬ 
establish order, and cement his pi,iwer by « conciliatory 
system, thou to lead hia countrymen in their predatory 
campaigns.; By a very able negoUatiou, this rtuuistef 
extricated. his master from a quarrel 's'ith Angiria, ami 
i iduced that powerful chief to O'rtm his supremacy* 
Sliao -was so highly pleased witli hmi on this occasion., 
that lui I'fdsed him to the dignity of p^ishxsa, usually 
trauslated general; but which, embracing as it did all 
the braDchcH of adiiiiaistration, seems to have had more 
analogy to tJite ofhco of vkier in the Ottoman empire, 
B-'iUajce soon engrossed tlie whole power, and rhled 
successfully, but rather as a legislator than a warrior. 
He wntrived, by ties of common interest, to uuKe togo- 
fher the nomewimt discordant elements of which . the 
Maliratta .confederacy was composed, and to frl them 
for those united efforts that afterwards rojwloicd them so 
foniiidabk. He introduced order into the finarces, 
encoun^ed agriculture, and brought all the brauches of 
-the administration into a regular system. 

After a brief government of six years, which, however, 
vfm found sufficiently long to effect these important 
objects, Ballajtie died in October 17;J0, leaviug two sorng 
the eldest of whom, Bnjee Rao or Kow’, bad btjcn train¬ 
ed undor his Cwn eye both to buBincss and nmi'i, and 
had proved hitiiself in the former equal, in the latter 
eupexior, to his parent .and preceptor. He -nrged^his

[iier. The peifthwa, lion'over, disturl.ocl hy domestic 
rivalry,, and invol red iu a contest with the nisi&tn, or 
Subfthdar of the Deccan, could not for some years follow 
out Ids fichciVic of aggrandizemejj t; And wlum at length 
he assciiibh-d his foi'ces, and bcgr.n liisi ninrch .tn the 
[uaiu seat of 'Mogvtl power, he wafrrieiised with a sudden 
mn^es^ aud died on the banks of the NeDmdda in d.740," 
after itohiing ofhoe: nnietcen years. Un<icr IiIju two 
olricifs, flolluii' and Scii^dia, who, with their posterity, 
were de;jtined to d.i3puto the sovoreigntr of Hiiidostaii, 
jnec troi-o very low stations i/itn ron.-iidfrrahlo iaiportance, 
Thf: former, who spiung from the class of S;.tdra or 
hiiiaui'crs, hoxl, h)’his inllitery talents and spirit, cullccit- 
c(.l a smail jiaity of fiorsc, with,, which he attached liim- 
' s.jJi' to the anuy of the peishvi a. Scimlia, thougli ckini-^ 
ing des'ceut from ;i. fainily of the high-bojn tribe of Kaj- 
poote, bo longed to a decayed and jjh;-gitiiiiato bivuich, 
whicii Tool sunk so low that bn lv;gan bis career by carry- 
lug dio gencrar.s sljpper.s ; vet, by the fliligenue and dex¬ 
terity ivith. whieli he c-xecntcd ibis nieu.i'd funetton, he 
att-nicted tlio notice of ihat coniroHJidcv, and laid the 
four-.diition of liia o^^'ll ^U'cahinss. These twts ebiefs. 
hfiiiiig diiiing-ufehod thRjnselves by several daring ex¬

ed the design , of suhvertirtg tlio impeml tiivonei.. 'i'lie 
ordinary-exaclioji of cbout^ or a fourth of the trihntci 
was atipuJatod to he paid by tho Mogni, while ItagiiOjoe 
ji:ad& tdio most deaolo ting inroads into Bengal.

Having 
gained over Kjtghojce Bhoiislay, an' transferred the seat 
of govermneut from iSfitara to F.'.ontih, the peisbwa he- 
c..'ane the solo and undisputed head of the Mahratta Con¬ 
federal ion. For several yoe.r& ‘he was hi volv ed in foreign 
comicidons, tire M'am andpiolitiea of Uie Bticcun and Car¬ 
natic, and the reduction of the piratical poWOr of Augriit.

On the 
oast ho aubducd Bundcicimct; on the west ho rendered 
ti’ibutai’y the w'arlike .princes of Itejpootaiiaiind at 
length, amid tlte drisensioiis of the iinporiiil court, Shah 
Jlllum, who stiU retained (he name, revered oven in hs 
downfii!, of Mogul emperor, placed liimseif under his 
protection. In this manner that chief beeumo imtster 
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of Agra, I>elhi, and tha su-^pandiDg tcrritorips ; while 
he .ext‘Kji,ie(i allthri now renrained of impei-iid power,' 
He was so datedbytbesesuccesses, that ho ventured upon 
a demand of cho«t or tvibato, from the govenimOid of 
Bengal): a daini which hir Macphersoa, 'then governor,

, i^iindWa elevated, position was' in,other resp'^-ts pro* 
carious and difficult, taliouringuhdor an extreme defi¬ 
ciency. of funds, lie was ohOged to levy exorbitant con- 
t^hiitioiis from tli0. Rajpoot chiefe. 'I.ffiat proud race ro:SO 
in. iusurrection, ami wpiu joined by Mohagiincd Beg and 
Gholaum lvawdir,,to.whoiu,'aa well as M the emperor' 
iiimsclf, the dpiiijiiation of the Mahrntta i-ulcr liad becoma 
oiiious. In an invasion of R,ajpootanft, he was completely 
defeated, and though the feudal bands of that country, as 
usual after a .victory, .dib persed and went to their homes, 
he was no longer able to resist the .power even of thp 
Moslem princes. . He was again worsted, and reduced .t( ‘ 
the gi-eatesfe extremity, when he.cntrehtod, thougdi with 
littfo, success, .that Nana Furijaveso would, forgtd all 
grounds of guarrcd.and jca[ousy,,and aid him in the ge¬ 
neral cause of the Idahratta confederation. He was ex¬ 
tricated by the savage violence of G-holfuim "Ka-wdir lihu- 
ftfdf, who, having obtained possession (if Delhi and of tlip 
emperor’s person, treated him, his family, tind adhe.rents, 
with the most wanton bar);arity. With hfe own luuid 
he used the point of a dagger to pot but that, prince’s 
eyes; and committed other cruelties whicli rendered him 
the object of general horror and disgust.. At length his 
own associate, Ismael Beg (wdio had succeeded to Mo¬ 
hammed), went over to Scindia, who also at length oh- 
ti lined a reinforcement from Poonah. By thus means he 
was enabled to enter Delhi, and pursue Kawdir, who was 
tnken and put to death ; and ha ving tiius regained atinost 
tlie entire plenitude of his ddininion, the Mahrattn chief 
sought to atrengtlicn his military povuT by means not 
resorted to by any of his predec.esstu’s.

This 'jbody,-at 
first consisting only ,of two battaiionSj had l"2en Tfipidiy 
auigm.ented, till it amounted to three hj'igades, each cDin- 
prising 6600 infantry, 1^60 cavalry, and forty pieces pf 
oaimon,, lie liad hesidea a separate train pf a”tilloi*y, 
and ‘was supported hy a inaas of irregaiai' .ihpfci , A 
considhrahlp territory was,assigned for the,support of this 
corps;' which included officers of all nations, among whpin 
was a consideraWe proportion of English,: :

The vanquished leader, having undertaken 

KUi\6 inroads'info the surrounding te.rritbi'ics, soon luliiod 

round hir.ri all the bfdd yont}js*'\vho delighted in plunder 

and adventure : iarge Iwnda even from the ranks of his Asjii-essiivc 

adversary, tired of an inactive life, flocked to Ins Camp. 

In short, he soon found himsolf hi a condition to march cvMwd 

upon JFkmnah. Scindia and the peishwa united' 

torcca to oppose him ; and there ensued in the yicihity 

of tliat city one of the most obstinate battles rocfH’ded lii 

tho annals of Indian M^arfarc. Ilolkav fonghi wdth iheiiiacon:pi> 

xitmoat deeperation, and led his men to successive charges 

with Ebch fury, that the enemy were completely broken, 

mid fled in excery da’cction Colonel Cl(^, the Hritish 

resident, while’tho engagement lasted, hoisted hb flag, 

which was respected by both parties; and next, day he 

was asked to rtait the victorious goueral. He found him S'.-Oh'IU 

in hi.s tent, ankle-deep in irmd, wounded both with a spear ’ 

and rt sabre. He received the colonel wdth the utmost 

politeneSM, professed a cordial attachniciH to the'English, 

EUKi ei^pvcBsed a wish that they would assist, in adjusting 
hiy diflercnces with Scindia and the peishwa.. 

The latter prince, however, had already entered into Ne,iiitiatious 
engogementa with the British. . On the fimt approach of 
l.he. cj isis winch Imd now overtyhehned him, lie began to 
make overtiwes for n subsidiary fortw, thoagli on the 
itotrowcst possible conditions, It "waB nqt even to enter 
the’ countryj but .b| be posted on tlie frontier, ready to 
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ad/Kneo wlieii circmiistanees might call for its sorvice.^* 
ilk object evMcutly wm^ not to iixciir the odnim and 
danger of introducing these powerful foreigners into hk 
cloinmion?^j bat by tbo mere dread of their approach to 
overawe the eonteuding chiefs^ and Testorelik oT^ni evipre- 
many* Tiie marquis was not^ however^ unwillmg to 
close the arrangement, eyeu imdar this jeidou^ restric-- 
tion; but the treaty for the inaiutenano!? of the corps 
\vag attended with great difficultief?* An ampjo extent 
of territory indeed oifered, but being situated in 
Hindostau Proper, where the peishwa Jnid a more norrtk 
nai aiithorit^y, it was really occiipied by Scindia ahd 
Ilolkar, from ^vhom it must he wrested by force i?f 
arms* The assignment was requh’ed of a tract of coun¬ 
try over which the Knglkh could hold command ; even 
mtoey would be accepted^ nofcwithatandiag fhe tiiicer" 
tiiiufdes'of obtaining payment. Thus the negotmtlorf 
fij)un out till the very day before ihn battle, wlnn 
tlxe. princo, foreseeing that whoorer p^rcvoiled ho wqujd 
bo reduced to a atate of vassalage, signed tlio c ompact. 
After Hoi kar’s signal viotnry, he detennined to throw^ 
hhmeli* entirely into dxe arms of the JBrbisln This In- 
tenticD he intinmted iiom Singurb^ to which tie had fleth 
and u^as then in^dtad to repair to tlie coast, where'the ari 
rangements coaM bo conducted with seebrityi Having 
repaired to Seyerndroog^ he embarked for Bassein^ where 
he was by tlolonel Closo i arid at that phu^e, on the 
Slat December 100% wm signed the celebrated treaty by 
which the alliancesettled on a more extended bixsis. 
The CoTupajiy not only engaged to furuMi 6000 men, for 
tlio ftU]>port of whom was as^gned a territory yielding 
twenty-six lacks of rtipeejs; they engaged, nioreover, to 
bring foTwanl all the force they ctxuld coinmand. and 
which might be Becessxaiy to ve-eistablifih the pelfihwa in 
hifj full rights m head of the Mabratta confederacy: 

Til entering on the greatorffc wluch England ever 
w'aged in India, and which was destnied domplotcly to

vern men t The object of each vvas to obtiiin poascssion 
of the peishiva’s persoii'j and to exercist! in his inune a, 
general control over the whole state. But aii arrange¬ 
ment which altogether*withdrew that iiilet from the 
control of all of them, and transfon-ed to a foicigh nntiwti 
power the whole weight of his name and reflonrees, he- t^aMibiTOtuf 
ades .hnmbling their national pride, preaented. a common 
ohstftole to the ambitious Views of each chieh and waa'^ '' 
therefore to all an hbjccfc.of equal rescntinenh He goes 
(jh to inaititain that the Company might have safely 
looked on, and scon fJie different leaders waste them-i 
selves in in tcnial conflicts, while courted by each they 
migli-t iiave seciirod advanhigoa to thrm.selvee, a;vd held 
the balance between tlicnu This part of the question, 
however, depends upon cireiintstnnces tfiai are ektreincly 
coinplicated ; and ihe ftigniuetils urged oii the other side - • >:

y. It htts nevei' betn denied,'that a power ■which aees its ii^aentiv-iew 
neighbours engaged iii Wur may bo justified in interfer- 
ing, eitber from generosity to defend the oppressed, or 
frtJiii policy, lest any one state, by con qucri ng the! others, 
should attaiii t( daiigerons fisccndcncy. But the conflict 
o'f the Mahrntta chiefs now bore much less the chaincter 
of internal flistutbance, than of regular war between in¬ 
dependent princes.

he Marquis'VVellesley, £i*<^h his oonfidential corrcs' 
po-udence recently published, evidently cherished B-in- 
WaUesiey. guiiif; hopes that tile mere influence of this treaty, 'with¬ 
out any actual appeal to arms, won! d have re-established 
tfanquhlity nnd a due balance of power in the Mabratta 
state, ^india, it was hoped, after so overwhelntiing a 
blow, W0pjd have been happy to co-operate with hiiiii 
and' the peishwa, under the offered pledge of regaining 
ail hfi had lost, and having its preservation guarmiteed 
to him, Holkars n'siomces were consi[lcred[ too unsolid 
and ephemt'i;al to make any fltand agiiinst thcBc ttuee 
. United powers. The only doubt rejected Raghojee 
. oiih-w. Jihomlay, who had become Rajah of liehiiv and who^ 
ancestor, fts foniierlymen.tioned,]iad oven laid elaiih to 
the rank of poishwa. Re had, however, been observed 
io attach Itimsolf Fj vory dec-idedly to tho sucecs.'fiil 
party, that there appeared .little chance of bis espousing a 
caitgg so desperate as that of Holksr. In liict, .Imd these 
chiefs been guided by sound vie ws of policy, they would 
ha /6 ui least temporized till Scindia had veernited his 
glmttered forces, and till bis rival, who had retired beyond 
the Godaveiy, and seemed disinclined to:take any decisive 
step, epuid be induced to join the confederacy. 

These hopes, though -‘pating on plausible grounds, 
Mtiahi''anii not ful-filled, Sciudia and Ragbojee felt such a 

liaghojee. hatred and dread of Brit'shpovver, as not' only suspended 
the strongest feelings of 'enmity Ijctwecn thejiisclves, 
but impelled them to make precipitate effort.'! against a 
treat}'which appeai'ed to render t-he Company eupreine 
over MaharhsliL’-a. Yet tho 'former, wh.o, after hih 
defeat, had retired to Burhanpoor, u here he had reufr 
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(njiTiblcd a considerable fi:irce,<iid not at .fii-g.t declare him¬ 
self, Being, invited to accede;,.to tlio treaty of Bia&'.iin 
and'to share its udvantag'es, he eiqjresaedaii mtentfon to 
comply, only wisliing previotisiy to correspond with and 
ohttiin some cxplanationsi from the peistiwa, At’tfrwaiiti$ 
he decliruid acwihiig, but declared he would do notluntg to 
obstruct its execution. Alarm was naturally cxcitftd by 
his continumg posted at Bnrhanpoor, 'which could ap^r- 
ently have no othci' object hut that of regmning his as¬ 
cendency atBoonali ; wherefore Col]m.s, stationed as resi¬ 
dent in liis camp, again pressed upon'him tire accephmee of 
tlie treaty,, though intimating that his-refusal would not 
he icpnridered ets a ground of' offence. In that case, ho-w- 
i.'.yer, it,'whs expected he woiJd prove the absence of any 
iKistile intontion, by immedIateJ\' xecroseing Ner- 
budda, to the north ; of which Ids omi dptnimoM lay, 
Ho innde fViendly .profossions,, hut urged that bis present 
position WBS nctesBaiy to wa,tch and hoop in check the 
moyemonts of Holk.aT, l.'he tnurquis afterwards- inti¬ 
mated t o' the resident, -that if this ahonhl appear to he the 
case, he: vyould, accept any other unc«\iivccal proof of 
paciftc dispositioiiii; and he continued long to cherish the 
hope, that this warrior -ivould not venture any opposi¬ 
tion "iWitirout the eonctintencc of Hidkar and .the Rajah 
of Bei-ar. He wrote both to bun and the rajtdi, as- 
siiring;them of left sccui'e. and unmolested in the 
possessioii of their dominions; at the same time, in allu¬ 
sion to certain unfavourafolo reports, he ■warned them, 
that ail attempts on the. part of finy state ,o.t power to 
oltstnjctr the execution of the treaty of Bassein, would 
place them in: a state of hostility with Britiiiur The 
rajah replUxi, disclaiming* any hostile views ; though a 
letter was at the same tiinecommur!ic.atefl, w'hich he had 
written to a chief, AJsim-ul-Omvtili, expretiiimg his dcsiro 
to meet Scindia, and concert Tiieasar{;s with him for bp 
posing the fnlhlTnent of the said trmty.: Although this in¬ 
tention was denied, toui amicable professions cemtimu'd, yet 
the nioveniente both o! Scindiu’s a'.m-iy and that of Herat 
eiitirely corresponded to it. Thegovemor-gonoml thom- 
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I'oro det&i'jnined to jdaoe all bia araile^ in such positions 
RS might ettahle them to act with the utmost vigpuiv tbc 
moment it sViouhl h,e do tormiued to stri ke the blow. Ge- 
iioral Wellesley from Jilysonij Colotiei Stevevi.son from 
the .nizam's capital of Xfydnihiul, arid sotno regiiueiits 
under Coione] Murray fronts Bombay, had heoti ordered 
to advance upon Poormh, apd after rc-oatabJislung the 
peisftwa,, to he ready if iua:es3arjr to, act against the tur¬ 
bulent Mahratta chiefs. Lord hake, etationed M'ith a 
largo ibrce at Capniporo, oh the .Bengal frontier, liad 
instructions, immediately on learning the covijmenee- 
luent of hostilities, to advance, llis objeete .werp to 
conr^uer Sciiulia’a tei-j-itories in Hindo.stan ]'ro])er, cap¬ 
ture the Mogul capitals of Delhi and Agra, obtain pos- 
sestipn of the (Jiapertu'^s person, and open a friendly com- 
muftiuaf^*- ehiefs, A t the same time, 

■detachments were to bo sent ogainst Cuttack, belonging, 
to the I'iajah of Bej'av, and from Bombay iigainst. BiU‘(^ch 
and tlie neighbouring, coast of Guzerat, . X'he success, of 
these last e^rpeditions would, render, the Conij>any Ujas- 
fo-re of the .whole circuit of .the , ludiwi c.>.>(Vst> and cut 
oif all connexion between their Bnropeiin and nativ.e 
enemiea. 

On the 9.t]i o.f Mimch Ih03, ktajor-general M^^lesley 
marched from hia position at ITutryhur, and on the 12Gi 
entered the f/iahratta territory, Goloiiel Stevenson, at the 
same time, broke up from Hydrabod, with th? subsidiary 
force of about hOOO men, and 16,U00 troops furnished by 
tho .nizam.. On the ICth April tho two divisipus.uuited at 
Aklooss, about <0 miles south-eist of Foonali. llolkar, 
on liearing of the approach of the English, deternihred 
not to mvdlve himstdf in hostile proceedings, hut early 
in April retmftttd to (‘bandore, a plact^ 130 milks to fcho 
northward of I'oonah,-—leaving Amrut Rao, whom he 
had invested with tlic dignity of peishwa, with only, a 
email detachment in that capital. Sir Aidhur then 
jmlgrd it unnece.'ftiftvy to lead his whole army to a place 
where it could not without much difficulty procure 
suhslsteiice; but heing informed by Colonel Close that .3!#" 
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iliicro wii^ I’eaaon to apprehoiid Amrat Hao would stt 
fire lo file capital, wlu're piutof the faiai.ly of tl.e, peish- 
wji still resided, he ibrrped a select corps of cavalry, and 
tjdvuneed witii such Ppced, that, ia thirty-two luairs, on 
the 20 tb April, he reacljed Poonsih, which Ainrut had 
hastily quitted without attempting aisy violeijce. The 
^English power being thus established in the .ilabrathi 
■jiietropolla, the sovereign was escoited from Bombay by 
the detachment under Oolonel Momiy, and resumed his 
scat on the nrusnud amid tlie congi-atulatioas of the 
Britieh and native armies. 

G-r'iieral Wellesley now paused till ho could asK;ertain 
the disposition of the other 'Afahratta chiefe. Though 
great difficulty was foicnid in procuring suptylica and Uie 
lueiuis of trauBport, no aid was derived from the peishwtt, 
who was either unable, or, as w'as strongly suspected, dis¬ 
inclined to comraajid' the exertions of his auhjects for this 
object. However, by Iris ow n activity and the assistance 
fbnvarded from Bomhity, the Eiiglish leader was ut 
length enabled to put his troops in marching condition. 

lAs the conduct of the nativo rulers hecamo .more 
suspicions, the govcimor-gencra!, to avoid the delays of 
communicating with Calcutta, invested his. hrotlier on 
the 26th Jane, not only with the supiTsme military com¬ 
mand in the j^hratTa territoriea, bntvvUh the decision 
of the qacBtioii of peace or wm’. in the first capacity, 
indeed, he was etill inferior to Lord Bike and Ghncral 
Stuaif; .hdt the former was on an entirely different lino 
of oporatious, and the lartor, it was understood, would 
not intcrferB. Sir Aiffiur hereupon instructed Colonel 
Collins tirgently to demand fiom Sciudia an expdana- 
tion of his present menacing attitude, and to solicit 
lu8, retirement, into the interior of his own donhnions. 
That chief gave the most'positive 8s.su ranees of a pacific 
disposition, and even of an intei.it;oii to acquiesce in the 
treaty of liasfioin ; but as, in coujunctioTi with the Bujah 
of Beiut, l(,o still miunttiiued his menacing posture, anc 
Was und.crslooci to be is-^iiing orders to hla officers to hold 
them wives in Teadinese to act on tlm shortest notice, it 
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. wua _|udgc;(i failhtr rjpccst'rtry to require that Jif) find the 
TOialt shdtild ivitiidraw their tiDOjiB to their' ordiua.i'j' 
stations in the centre of their respective t(a’.iitone8.tvlijlfj 
a coiTespoiidittg moveineiitaljouid ho made on the part of 
tlie Britisli arm 3 '. To this cierrtfmd, Scindia j'eplled, that 
he expected in a few days to 'Juivo tmintarviow with the 
Rajah of Eerar, when the rttsxdent 'would ho informed 
*■ whether it should be peace or war/’ This amiiigwoua 
expression, so strongly indicative of the latter Aitarnxr- 
tive, induced tlio general to advance to "Walkt'e, a strong 
post near Ahmeduugger, whence he could y<'ith ac!.vantagc 
conimence mi'iitaTy opevatiom'. 

On the 3d June, the rajali arrived, and had a meeting 
with Scindia, though the pj'incipal conferexice did not 
take place t'ill the 8th; and when the resident, on the 
( 2th, demanded to know the result, lie wua met only by 
de1a3’'s and subterfuges. T'he two princes ackno'wledged 
themselves to he in some respecta dissatisfied vdlh the 
treat V' of Bsissoin, bu t declared tlmf their troops were in 
tlieir 0 wn territory, -without any hostile intention. They 
admitted, hov/ever/thut they:were intending to march 
tov/ai-ds the iilxaro’s doininione; and from this and other 
circniuHtancew, ti'ie general formed the decided opinion 
tiiat they avere determined upon, war, andweto only desir¬ 
ous of w'aitmg till their preparations should be co mpleted, 
and the negotiation which they had opened with Holkar 
brouglit to aconciusiou. Every delay, in fact, 'vt-abin tiieir 
fovour. ■ Cotonei Colilns was thcreibro instructed to de¬ 
mand, in a pcrcniptt'ry niarmer, that the Rajah of Berar 
should immediately retire to his capital of Nagpoor, imd 
Scindiu beyond tlie Nerbuddn, provided the. state of 
the rivers permitted; if not, at lexist to Burbanpoor. 
These remonstrances, seconded by a letter fiom General 
'Vellesley, y>Toenrecl for the boloncl an audieiice on 
tfic 25tii 'July; though ho obtained nothing beyomi 
sliiflH and excuses till the Slot, when ho-ilrreatemid an 
immodiate dc'parture. Ho w'as then invited to the rajah’s 
tent, and a j>:roposal .was made that the aUieh eiiould re¬ 
tire to Burhanpioor, hfty-eight miles in their rciU’, pro- 
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vi;)f,<l- thft Eiriglis]i commander wotiid vi'ithdraw his troops 
'io their iTSajil sfcat'ioi<a at Madras aid Bombay. This 
arrangement, which woiilr! have left the Mahi'atta terri¬ 
tory efitireiy at the disjiasal of the cenfederittes, wiis at 
oiscc rejected ; and they at length offered to march hack 
to their r(Mpectiye , capitals, provided the British arcby 
should coT'inienoe a retrograde movement on the veiy 
tune day, T'h i s proiidsition was j udgcd worthy of hei tig 
transmitted to Uie general. The letter, however, pur¬ 
porting to convey it, on being delivered, ' found 
contain no sach offer, bat merely the first and rejected 
■ proposition. The- resident, then cpneliiding that the sole 
object iff the allies wild' to gmin tirnepat oj ice quitted the 
eampytind the war immedyjtely commenced. ■ 

Sir Ai Wellesley avas at the lieail of 7000 infahtry, 
1900 cavalry , dvith 5400 mtivo hol'^^ iiidepChdontly of 
the corps of Colonel Stevciison, whicli co vered thg uixam's 
frontier. He now witii oharactenstic prmnTtitudc march¬ 
ed upon Ahmednugger, and on Hhc 0th Augngt 180-3 
summoned that fortress, U'^hich was considered ono of the 
Imlwarka of-the Deccan. C>n the first diiy the to-^m was 
stormed, and - ou the 10th ;i battery whs opened against 
thfv.fcrt, which cm the 12th was evacuated }jy the garri¬ 
son. lift then proceeded to the city of Aunragabud. 
jMeautime, however, ttie confederates with their luiiue- 
rous cavalry had passeii Colonol Stevenson, and appeared 
resolved to cross the Godavetj' .nid .make a rapid maroh 
against Hydrnbnd, tlie capital of the nizam. The British 
general, however, by a j ad ieiOus movement., obliged them 
to return northwards; but as the flying warfire,which 
theyspcmud inclined to pursue would have beenexceed- 
inviy liarayshig,-he rtisolvcd to bring-them, almost on 
auy terms, to close: combat, With this viewq.the two 
English corpsmarched separately, th-ough at a'short dis- 
mnee, nlong the two roads by which the enemy wv.:: 
erqiectcd to pnsy. 

The general hwl anmiged tliat Btevensoh and himself 
siiould imite on the 24f.h ^’ptember^ and in concert atfiick 
the enemy; but as it was '.reported that their cavalry h«l

A. ixlao?. pi'oycn't tlieir imnoeovre. His inforBiation, wldeh in

It’iy, drawn np on the plain of Aastiye. Ilc conld notnow 
retreat withosit.being pursued under a great clisJictvantage 
by their immensely superior h(><ly of horse, and without 
greatly dispirit:''.g hia tbilc \ve»'^. He detennined, tlierer- 
Go nern; fore, notwithstanding tlie vast disparity In the nu sihcr of 
, eijgnffeinviit, %roo-pSy to lead them directly on to the attack. Far 
from being struck with any apptohonsion,they c^xvdtingly 
exclaimed, ** They cannot escape us !■’As they advanced, 
however,-the enemy’s iirtiliery,tiie best organiAed part of 
their army, opened a most, dastinaotive fire, which greatly 
thinne’-l their ranks. The geuenil, being iufomiod by 
one ■of the oflieers in i conunand that his guns could 
not bcj got forward, owing to the Tiiinihor of men and 
liuliocks that were dianbled, said, ** Well, toll Iiito to get 
Tdttte of on without them;” The British infantry eonthmcxl to 
move foj'ward hi tlie face of this tremendous fire with 
a steady pace, and bore down all opposition. The Midi- 
ratta eavahy, meanwhile, on seeing tlie opposite rfluksao 
much reduced,made a desperate attempt to break them ; 
when they were oncountored hy a most galltmt charge of 
thoFiiglish horse, whichaoon c‘ompe.Ucd them to join their 
a rapid retreat. The victory seemed complete, 
" '■ '' when it was for a moment rendered tloubtful o win^ to a 

HftHne very u no-xpix-ted inckknt. By a. stratagem not uuex- 
thc ampled in the HTih ncoimdornMo number of JndianFi had 

tliro wn them vcf. on the ground, and been passed as dead 
by the odvaneiog trooj.ie; they now shvrtr'd up, scLsed 
some of the captured guns, and commenced a brisk fire 
from behind, under favour of which a few of the fieeiug 
squadrons .ralliod. Sir Arthtir Wcl’A«lcy, however, with 
Ida HSiial presence of niiud, detaeljcd so vend corps, by 
whom this, alaviniug resurrection liots soon put down; 
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-BteJ tlie whole Iniliah host was forth with involved iii 6h>; Chap. 2viv. 
promiiwuoijs flight, loavitig on the ftelflHwclvs h^Pdi'c'd jT'igoF 
dead, with ninety-eight pieces of artiliery. Tho loss ol 
the, Conquerors was very severe, amounting to 409 
hiJled aiirl 1022 wounded. Much of this was occasioned 
hy ihe misiake of an officer who led ids coips direct 
againsi the fortiikkWe battery at the village of A.ssaye, 
insfoad of attacking .another quarter, wliicii being ear- 
I'ird would have cahsod that post to fall' of itself. 

Scindiahs iuforntry foiiglit better tlisn TSppoo's, and 
his ordnance was so sirperior that it could be used by

Such was the battle of Assayc, , which establighcd the Ojiinions oti : 
fiWie of tiie gTi^test commander of the sgc, and fixed the 
dominioii of Britain over prostrafe India. Yot his ^'.eneqev, 
cbnci act on this occasion has been the subject of consider¬ 
able coiitiwcrsy, and many consider that he led-bn his 
troops, too dui'ingly to an unequal comW;* The pane^ 
gyrists of the general^ oji the otlicr liaud, .aigue, that he 
availed hiinsclf of this apparent diasid vantage as the only 
footing upou' which the enemy could be induced to en¬ 
gage in reguhir battle. But this plea is refuted by oun 
of his iuteresting letters to Sir ThOmug Munro, Avhen; 
he diaelftiins any infontiuii of acting separately from 
Colonel Stevenson, and admits liimaclf to have bcren 
taken coitsidmubly by surprise, v,’hen he discdvcred the 
whole Indian iinny assembled on the extensive plain. He ' 
judged, however, that under existing circumstajices, he 
could not retreat without disastrous consequences. Sir 
Thomas, rather a aevero-military critic, obstwves, *'.* If 
the«j was any thing wrong, it- was in gi ving )>attl€!; but 
iu the conduct of the notion every thing was rights

defeat, it appears prohahle that tJiia triunjph, achieved 
by such a disparity of nutftbers, produced a moral 
effect greater than would have arisen from a much liiore 
decLsiv'o victory gained under oydinary oircmnstaucess. 
There is sonietinng extremely sensitivo in the Indian 
inhid, that js acted upon with extraordinary forcf? hy 
whatever b strange or unexpected. Such displftys of 
valour they never fail to exaggerate, attaching td tiiem 
a mysterious efficacy which partakes deeply of tlvc 
siipei'riatural. It was on tlio field of Assaye tlmt the 
spirit of India svas vaiiqni3he<l r and Hindostan, after that 
fahil day, was viewed by its people ns having ijaased into 
the hands of invincible eonquerara, 

Aftev this victory Soindia proceeded to laake scj'arato 
overtures ; but as they were presented at first tlfeough 
private and unaccredited channels, which lio might 
afterwards disc'Vn, no pfpeeetiing could be founded upon 
them. The comniander-in-chief dirodfed-Colonel Sf even- 
son to reduce the great city of IBiirhanpoor and the ad¬ 
joining fort of Asacerghur, wliicli bore tho j€putoticm of 
bcir'.g almost impregnable. The town yielded without 
opposition, and tlie fort after a surprisingly short resist¬ 
ance. The Alahratta chief tljou sued for peacc ih eameut, 
and the ternia of tm fiTinistioe were arraugud for all Ida 
territoviq^ south of the Nerbuddtu The British general 
next led Ilia army against Berar, and fbuml the rajah 
witit his troops On tho Plains of Argaom, whew, contrary 
to the conventiciii, ho was still snppoi'ted by a strong 
body of Scindio’s cavalry. He attacked them without 
the slightest hosihition, and, after^u contest loss obstinate 
tlum at Afisaye, gained a complete victory, taking 86 
pieces of artillciy, nttd losing only 46 kiilQd and 306 
wotiuded, Siege was tlxcu laid to (lawiighur, oiio of 
tho.se‘. hill-forta which are esteemed the bulvmrk.s of 
India, It inade a more vigorous defence than any of 
tile other strongholds, smd severe iabuUr required to 
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platit t]\t) ca.tinon on its etocjysides ; Init i.n a ^■el•y fcw cnAP. siv 
aye s'IjwacIi v/as etTfected, ami the onte..' w<ijl was can-ied ^ 
fjyetonn, ''TJlererpmainod still au iTiiierrdaipartjWliieh 
for florae time defeated, the efforts of tlie assailants, till OrtwUg?,m-.: 
Cftjjtam Campliel] (now Xiientenant-general Sit. Colin), 

M'ith a (letachmeut of iight troops, carried it by escaladi.', 
and opened tlie gate to the rest of the fu-my. 

Sir Aiiluir conld now liaye advanced upon live rajah’s Tiie trenty i>f 
■capitfil, and eornplwted the extinction pf hh jwwer ; but 
a vakeel had already anived in his,camp to solicit a coy- 
ferenoe preparatory .to r,sg-oii«tion. This envoy pndea- 
vpiirad to-'provp that hia master Imd never ontertraned 
any hostile intention ; and after' boMo nnprofitable dis¬ 
cussion on thia tjUfstiOTi, oeked the trama on rvhicb peace 
pught DOW be oldained. The British coininander de- 
umnded the cession of the mdritime district of Cirttack, 
which was dcsiralde for completing the Company’s, do- 
ininipri over the castem coast; .dso "^he siimndcr .of a 
territory on the river Wurda, the autho.rity over svliich 
luhl hitherto hepn inconveniently shai'od letw'ecn the 
rajah and the iiiznm* Sorae further deraands v^ei'c mode, 
but ivithdrravij; and the arrangements, being hastened 
by the fall of Gawil^rar, were coinpletoci on the i6th,

The British general now entered, Delhi v'ithout re!r,.iHiire('Bpt[yu, 
sistunee. Ho, immediahdy rcques,ted and ohkuned an 
audience of the sovereign, with whom a secret eommu-. 
nierttion hati previously been opened. , He beheld, this 
mrfortunote desfiendant of a long Bne of . iituptrious 
princes ^ seated under a. sinal 1 tattered ctmopy, the rem- 
mint of lu 3 former state,'his, person emaciated h;y' indh 
gence H7id i 3 ihrmitie,s, aud Ida ' counteniince disligurcd 
with the loss of his eyes, and marked with extreme old 
age and a settled melanchplyi’' He ia descrihed as deeply 
eensible to tlie kindness of Dike, on whom he bestowed 
Hoveral titles, such as “ tlio award of the state, the he^ 
of the land, the lord of the age, and tlie victorious, in 
war/’ All- his adherents, nod especially the irihni>itanta ni(i«‘ek'OTi, i 
of Delhi, expressed delight on this opctisimi, aiul tlte 
journalist?: in. the laiiguago of oriental hyperbole, pro¬ 
claimed tihit the emperor, through excess, of joy, had 
rccovertcl his sight. Mr Mill .derides these rather pom¬ 
pous descriptions of the *1 deUvering’h of Shah AUuju, 
as he was in. fact merely trausfon'cd us a statc-prisuTiev 
from, one ciiitody to miother ; yet, besides having sui- 
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rer<id the most harbatoiis trs-'ig^ f^oin some of the natr^f 
ciilefs, lie h;itt enflureti froEii all (if them veiy gi'eat 
neglect* Tli*.: r’lench officei's seeiu to hare been iticlm- 
ed to tieat l:.im lA'iih respect ; Init the fands obtaineri 
from Scjiirlia Ibr his support ivere exceedingly scmity, 
The EngUali did- not indeed restore any (diadow of his 
fortiier pc^wer; still they maintained lihn in com fort, and 
with some Seriiblnnce of the pomp by which the sVIogiiJ 
tlirone had been anciently snrfonndc-d. In I'etnm, they 
obtained, for aU their measpres t^e sanction of a hanK; 
still venerated thronghont the einpn'e ; in fact^ they were 
thus virtually seated on the throuo of ludht. 

The couf^nerors now i!ia).*ched upon Agra,; the .xiT'd, 
capital^ wdihdi still possessed tho advantage of being 
defended by a strong f(>rt, occupiod by a large body ,ot‘ 
troops. Anaitdiy however provailed in the gatiison, and 
the offictirB, being chiefly of English* extraction, had be¬ 
come objeota of suspicion, and were thrown into eonflsie- 
Aienf, At the same time seven battalions of Seindhda 
aiTfiy, having been denied iw.iinittaiice,, lest they should■ 
claim a shove of the riches it aontained, still kept ttieir post 
in the town and primdpal niosijue. It was consklercd 
necessary to begin by dislodging them, which "Was citccl- 
ed, though not without an obstinate resistance ; and the 
soldiers, to .tho amoimt of 2500, iinmediatoiy transferred 
their ftei'vices to the victors* The Maliiatta leaders 
meanw'hilo resolved to pioposo a treaty of sonrender ; but 
ns the time for its ratifl(!.‘iUon approached they:suddenly' 
recofumenced firing. The t renches were forthwith open 
ed,and e. breach being efiect<!d on the .t7th Ort 'ibei' JIhX), 
the eaerny capituiEitcd the sanie evening, stipulating only 
for the safety of their persons and private propeiiy. The

At 
first lie gave them gr(iu.nd to suppose that ho would join 
their league ; but cm the actuid commencement of hos¬ 
tilities he remained inactive, and seemed to watch the 
opportunity when the other powers should have ex- 
Imusted theniHelvea by mutual con diet, to throw hmiself 
in and secure a preponderance.

ith the repose and security of all the other states. To 
display, however, the diamtereated vie vs's of the Colrupany, 
it was/fetci'thmcd not to retain any j^irt of the conquered 
territory, but tcc diatrihuto it among tho.se chiefs who 
adhered I'veu formnlly io 'her alliance.

Holkar advan''ed upon Muttra and took possession of 
it; hut Gehenil lAtke now- proceeded with the utmost 
oxpiditimi Ifou) (lawiipoor, and having aasemhleit his 
forces at Secundni, inarciied figam.sfc the Mahratta army, 
wiiich at ohCe I'cHuquished its positioit,' Tlie Indian chief, 
however, coutrived, by altenuitcly advancing and retreat¬ 
ing ivith his (iavalry, to occujiy the attention of the British 
commander, uhile his infautry , by a rapid nioV'-nicnt, 
•succtcdcd. in leaGhiog Delhi on the 8th October, wliicii 
they immediati ly invested.

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tile iTtii 0',i’i<jber. Lfiii'ning there tliat Ifolkar Kith chap, xiv 
his eitviiliy had begun a course of devastation 
the Doab, ho set out.in pursuit of him. He sent at the 
same tinie his infantry, under General .Fraser, to attack i;y 
that of'the enemy now stiitioned at Geeg, a strong fort 
belonging to tlm ibijaii of Bhurtjiore, who, on seeing the 
fjcale of fortune tuTii. against the English, had ciu braced 
tile opposite intereat. Fraser found them on the 13th, 
skilfitlly I intrenched under the stronghold just narued, 
their front covered by a morass, and tlicir left by a forti¬ 
fied village. The battle which followed was ist repetition nattia .’i' 
of the usual scene ; the English rushing on in tho fin’e 
of a destructive ■lannonade, and sufforitig severely till 
they cam© to doso quaTt‘;r 3 , then charging with tlio 
bayonet;, and carryinjj all before them. Here there were 
sucoesfiive Imes of guns, which it was necesssiry to cap- 
tore by repeated assiults. The general, a very gallant 
o9ict;T/)*eceiv(Ki a woi:nd that obliged him to <^uit tlie 
field, and afk(Wards proved moifal; the victory was 
toiupleted by Colonel Monaon. This action, like that of 
Assayo, was disthignisliod by a etratagem on th,e part of StinLaKetr d 
tb.e, Indian cava] 17 . 'WlieeliDg rfuriid and recovoring^^f 
several of the finjt line of guns, they tamed them on the 
English rear ; hut they wei’C soon chased off the field by 
t:wonty-cIgbt men of the 70th, headed , by Captain Nor- 
fordj who, however, lost his life in tho poiforniaiice of this 
jnemorablo exploit.. At length the enemy were driven 
to the walla of tho fort, with tlio logs of tlic gi'satsy part 
their artillery, among whlcli Monsoii recognised ptw- 
tion of that last dni'ing his late unfortu.uatc retreat. 

Meantime the gailaiit Take was in hot pnrsnit of thfc\Revt of UpI-

DilleH a-day; and at Icug-th, by -mavebing fifty-three 
ntilos in twe.nty-.four hours, im came rip with him, on tlie 
jfth Novornber, encaroped under the wfdIs of Eurmck- 
nbnd- Theliidian horse, which ubver could stand a cliarge 
in tho field,,were routed) 3000 cut to pieces, and the rest 
saved .only by .'tlfc rapidity of theii’ flight. Holkar ilien 
proceeded towards l>oeg to join tlic remains of hU in- 
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fimtiy; and tlvo British general arri'-'i.ng' at that iortrtsa on. 
the tstBecewher, determined itimiodiately to ajiderhvke 
the siege. Teu days, however, elnpsed hefora tho batter™ 
uig-triuu couhl he brought I'roin Agra, and thiitrfien days 
iTtore before a. bi'efich could, ba erfecte-d in a detaoiteti 
WOTly which commanded the .approaoh. It was then 
carried by storm on tlie nig)>t o.f the 83d, and the enemy 
wei"a.so striK:k by the daring intrepidity of the na'^ailants, 
that, ig the oouk.® of the two follow uig days,, they e va¬ 
cuated both the town .and fort, iuy.l retreated towarda 
Bhurtpore, , 

ilolkar wall now about to BUstain a .comphde reverse 
of fortime. While the strength liia army was broken 
liy .recent deft'ah~, his, domiulcuiB, M'henco he might huve 
ci rawn.recniitei tatd I'csouvcea, hmi fallen into the enemy's 
possession.

Holkar, during the siege, had mada several ejccrtions To^wtiom >){ 
to intemipt or retard :t hy^ipovcments with hid cavalry,.*aur|\vKtlk-: 
He partly siicceeded ; but a largo body of his men 
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under j^Tneei* Kiiaii wmi entirely deffwted, ;iii4 some 
smaller detaeUments suffered:w seyerely, thal^ length 
they-flefi at the mere sight , of (Jicir aTitagordats. This 
chief,; therefore, after being desoited by the oi 

Bhurtljore, was :re(Jitced almost to tho condition of a 
i'ngdi'v e.and liis situation seemed altogether de^oTfvte,. 
when relief came from mi unercptcioct quarter. 

St’india, who had been strongly idFected on Avitnesaing 
the cOinincKcement of the war by.Holkar, and the bril¬ 
liant suc<2oii«es with which he had ojiencd the cainpaigii, 
eA'idently cherished the idea of seizing this opportunity to 
votrieye his own fortunes ; but tlio iadecifliye chariicter of 
Indian councils cciused him to adrauce townwls his object 
only by t^rdy and circuitous steps. He began by raitn 
ing his demands upon tlie British phe marched his troops 
towards their frontier, and when remonstmted with, de¬ 
layed upftu various pretexts to w-iflidraw them. Ad 
length, when Hulkar, after the peace made by the Bhnr;- 
poro rajaJi, was retreating in fl fiiiattcred arid rcrhioed 
condition, he received tiim into his vinip j having alreafiy 
committed the ftlinostunprocedentedyiitmge of jiluiidtr- 
iug the abode and aeizing the person of the Britisfi 
roaident. 

I/md Lake, aa the riuny season now approach,cd, could 
not immediately follow the two hostile chiefs into the 
heoxtof theirte rrit ori c b, tfUeir p o v> e.c, ho we ver, Avai^ so 
cornplotely broken that lie entertained no doubt bf soon 
redudog them to submission: but at this crisis the 
whoie system of our policy' respecting India underwent 
an important change. 

The vak scheme of cong uest mid subsidiary iddirmce, 
by wliich Marquis Wellesley .had studied to plact! this 
great eastem empdre under BHtish. control, had excited 
in the mother country a very deep sensation. The puh-Hc 
ivcre, to a certaiu degree, tlazzled with its splcridid f'uc- 
cess; yet a numertius body of politicians exclaittiad 
ihat tliia course \vaa contrary to all tme prhjdples of 
policy,— that it formed nir interiuinnbhv eystent of wwr, 
—tlmt the Company, in seating themselves upon tho 
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throne of tlws Mogiilj find endeayoanng to rITect' tliiJ cOn* 
...|ue8l. of all HiiPcJcwtan, h*ui entirely relintpiielifei t/ie 
hifsia on. wJudi they liad '.mitoi-mly prohisi^d to act, 
'’ilie contest with Holkar, breakieo out ■whb' so fovhii- 
(iahle ail aejiect tiftar all the others had closedj,,ghvo Tise 
to painful teeliiiga as to the eiitlleas (iuVfiiion of Indian 
h^tility. Tho lj.ii-eetoTfi, strongly iuhnoneetl by piihljc 
opLuifiQ, and struck by the ehormoua'expehdihi'to in 
wliieh tile eanipaign had already involved diitev- 

Miinecf to ciiango entirely the sysfein. on ythldi tliolr 
affairs wme coiuluctcd. Aecordmgly^ hi place of 
MaRpiis Wellesley, who, with or :without reason, had 
acquired the reputation of a ^i>-goverm)r, they siih- 
sUtuted th«v Marguia Comivallwl This nolileniail had 
not, indeed, ivhile in power, pursued a course fhiiteriali v 
different; yet his charaeter v/;is generally esteeiried ilto- 
derate and conciliatory, and no was understood to diMp.- 
pi'ove of the entcut to wideh conquest had now been 
canded. Hia uistructiojis were to proceed oh pfipciples 
cilery way opposite to these of his pi'edecesser,—to con- 
cliide peiice ^hiost at any price,—to form a defensive lino 
heyoud which English interference wiis not to extend ; 
and tn allow the native powers to treat and to iiglit will) 
each other as ifuitiiated at the cxtroioity of the glo^e. 
The c.oarUi of directors and pioprfotdrs yotoJ thanks' 
to tho Marquis ellcgloy for his zeal, vighiir, activity, 
luid ability, to wluclr they attrihuted m a great hica.S'riro 
the hull taut »uccea«.'.3 which had Crowned the Britisli 
army. They qualified the vois, however, by statiug,that 
it was " without entering at present into the origin anti 
policy of that war.” This reservation was dcCply felt 
by tile marquis, wiiorintimated that, while fluV votes or 
thanks to tho emmuauders had been lunriuiunicatcd in 
genend ordoi-s to the army, and ,iii an extraordinary 
gazette* he conyiderad it hia duty toi forego the gratifica” 
tiou of publishing, .Ifis own. Tliese cxpreii.^ 40 rjy w.miW, 
lie thought, convey'a uuirersal irapre^ion of doubt and, 
unccrtmity respecting all the recent an’MigcmchtS'and 
the parnianeiicy of all treaties with the native qiowera. 
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oii t-p, XIV. llo pte&ssd tkf! quesfcifm lionio upau tlio courts, by ob- 
\. r7~i0O4. the general farr'e of yon r eqtiity ouJ ratij'na- 

nimity preclndee any supjM:<sitio«, that iu condemning 
the jushice of our cause, yon woiiild rafain tlifc friiiis of 
our sncce.5a.” . 

QuaBtioiiHbitt Admitting that the policy of Marquis Wellesley "wa-s 
not quite eo pacific ais Iik friejids contended, it was very 
tiwpeik-y, ’ (loithtfiil how far if ifould now with .safety, nr even with 
justice, ho thus ahi,■aptly relinquished, A. great power 
can aeldom be ju.st!fted in’snutiidrawing iVom all4‘GuecWi 
in the contests of Us neighhonra, from tmdeavonring'tu 
protect the weak against the stiong, and thereby pre¬ 
venting ar>y one of them from acqrdriiig a'decided' pre- 
nondeTonce. It wa.s perhaps cluTnarfcal to suppose that 
the principal native chiefs would cultivate kihits of sin ¬ 
cere p>-acQ, or entertain a solid attach niont for the British 
ciittri.e(t.r of .government. They were for the most pan lisurpera^ 
chicawho had staHed up iiraid the ruins of one great' I’lnidio ; 

each seeking to aggi’aiidi«e: himsolf at the expense of the 
rest, anri viewing undivided doraiuion as a pcijih at which 
he might aim.

overthrow the nsceudency of Ilngland, and to rpgaiu the 
posacsisiona which she had wrested finni theih.

By stopping short (it this point, great part of tho empire 
was involved in calamity and diwrder, and the tbnudn* 
tiou laid for nnotherexptinsive and even perilousetruggic. 
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Lcnl "Welifsley, owijig to |lie stut^ of Ixis Iiealili, itud 
aanouiieed; thc.,tiocPSsity of r^stiimiiig to Europe as Srjou 
na the eontoat >vitu..Seindia and the Kjijfth, of Eemr should 
have boeti brouglit tu a temtmatioiv. On learning, hovt'- 
ever^ the: niptnrc witli HoUcar, he; int'irtLatod Ids svilDng- 
1 lOfts to Jrainaiii, and brihg nlao to a eJose ; hut the views 
of tlie .government at home wero ditFwent. On the oOth 
•Tt'.ly IBOS, iIVLirtpiis Co fiivraiUs arrived at Caleuttn; 
wherej iFjariuug that the war w.na still going on, lie de- 
teriniticd to proctuid immediately , into the upper pro- 
viiiceB, and make personal incjuiry into tiie statti of affairs. 
Ill hisJieai finv tlio public Keryice, however, and. to fnlhl 
the anxious wish of hi.s eountrymeu, he had njidertaken 
thU duty , at a period when-his nge and iniimities ren- 
d^^i'Rcl, hiui veiy unequal to its perlhrmauco.

That coimuatidcr, (ilthough he disapproved of the now 
system, finding it was firmly established by the aupvemo 
power, judiciously sought to carry it into effect on the 
n'lost divunlageoua footing, lie ntauaged, .with great 
fiddross, to draw, the first overtures from Schwlia; end 
us it hid been determined to, yield ftU Etc points iri dej- 
pute, no difficulty was found in the ednnlunion of a treaty

A new power which withotit any 
ba^ia to rest upon_, witiiout country or territory to chiini 
for its own, and without any regular place in the polit¬ 
ical avstem, waa chiefly aiipport-cd by the roving tribes 
named Pintlarees, who c-irried to an extreme all tb^ pre¬ 
datory ueagea characteristic of, Mahrattfis. The latter, 
indeed, regarded plunder as an essential part of their 
policy; stdl they hud a country and a home to whiclr- 
they were fondly littatflied ; and they liad regular oceu- 
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pivtious vvlileh thej fyllt^wed in tlie intervahs^ unecniiected 
with their more? violetii pursmts, Their cliieis aimed mi 
merely to enricii tJiemselTes by booty^ ]}rit also to attain 
political power, .Pindarces, on the contraiy^ were 
nothing in ore than ro Uberaj elo rated ]ij their numheT 
into amnes ; and vlieir boiist not, that they were 
able to encounter disciplined troops^ Init that they could

posts, finding a way even between the divisums of an 
army drown up to oppose. them ; they xlesolated the 
eotintrias in the rear ; after which, makbjg.an immense 
circuit, they returned home hy a different route* Their 
aim waSj, not to pofiseas a clbtrfct, bttt to sweep ixmiy uU 
that was in it.

hoards, Radhot irons were applied to the aoies of the 
ftet; oil wa^ thrown on the clothes^ and iuUamed ; the 
head wm tied into a bag filled Uith Jiot nahes and dusL 
The proudest exploit of a Pindarce to steal a horse; 
and thia operatioii was conducted; with adextexdty whiclt 
might put to shame the moat skilful of their fraternity 
in Europe* They could eaTi*y opt ot? from tunid a crowd¬ 
ed camp : strpt/ihed oh their, bellies they crept to the 
spot, mul lay concmled till a favoumble moment, when 
tliey cut the cords, mounted, m?di galloped off aruong the 
buchea with a rapidity that defiod pursuit. When an 
f‘mmj ;waa tlmy ilivlled into small partiee^ 

moving iu a cii'ciitar diroctipu> sp as to sweep the whole 
countty. Their n’linhers wore continually augmented 
hy disbanded soldiers, and by persons of idle and Ahh- 
pemte charartor.

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The £iH±iu ioid <?tticr MohainiwdHLt irofj^psj ui 
the wrenk of all the tlironea ocoTipivd 6y tliair coiuitrj - 
inen^ had tiQ longer a sovereign m whose servi^ taught, 
a-iforded aaotJaer Bourtre whence predatory Bi^uadron.^ 
T^ete fonried and recruited. Most of tliosn^ ralUud m 
Ameer ICiiaiij a bold and enterprising chtof, wHo in the 
fate wa^ hijui fought under the banner of Holkar. He 
still retained liis altegiance to that houie, ^d attempSd^ 
to direct iU councils ; but hk main object wasj >vith hi^ 
chosen bnxid of about 12,000 hpi-su and 200 piecea of 
artilleryj to ovemM^e and extort contTibntions h'orn the 
Rajpoot and other petty states in thfe jmrt of India. 
Though ecp jilly dcstitiite of fixed possesaionsj and at 
much devoted to plunder os,the i^iadarees, he ac4d more

1009, he mfdejptpak agsnist Ecrar, then governed by aii 
effeminate imwarlike sovereign; and .h^* would have 
succeeded in Buhv^erting tlmt motiarohy, liod not Lord 
Miiito wi^Iy departed from his stiictly defensive sysfcau. . 
A strong detaehim^ut under Colonel C]ps(> viraB dcBpatdied

The extensive region wliieh ^xlopes

goyerimicuL car,id having by a *?kilfxil jxolicy .aopeDiatxjd 
the neighbonvitig princes, had made tlds acipiisitio,n. a 
j^tep tc> fiwfch^i* ean<iuest* They micorduigly proceedxHl 
■to :nibdue different trajct^s tiii than* tmitory cxtcj^.dx^d, 
above 0t)0miles in length, and conjpreheuded nearly the 
wlKde Alpine region pf Nortboxn India, ^fhey then, 
cast a hmgingeye to^varcLs the wide plain tliat spreads be- 
neixth, covered with all the riches of tropical .culUvaliun, 
and capable of aftordmg on ample ^^evcxjxie. Being ga^ 
iierally superior to the ixafive troops, bothih courage unci 
discjpUn Cj t hey luiglit perhai^s, in fav<>urable circuiris t unccs 
Imve founded an en»pii*e equal to tiiat txf Aurcngiiehc. 
Tliey luid, however, to encounter, not the fanc]x hvxg- 
nxents of Mogul greatness, nor the loo^a^ npuidroiis of 
Moiiratta horse, but the disci|fiine(i'strength of tlx 
power xvhlch had l>eeome panunount in inudostau. Tlix 
llritish, by the ininieroUB viet^/rieR gahn^d in tbx) late Witiv 
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liinl extended their boandaries alon^ nearly the whole .t'HA?, xr, 
line bv’ this mm u’fein-doTnain. Tlie Gorklifls, on seeiiig ^ iV isii; 
tlicdr career thiis ohecked; hesitated for some titnewhethoi 
tjhcy slHvald commit themselves against so foriilidaldfi on 
f Ivtjrisnvy. Meanwhile' they, appi'0])i'iated certain sitmll Faror.

These events ' prodneed an Dhirniing acusation at Cll- Ataminr 
outta, while tlii^y were received with tho highest eKulta- 
lion in all the native coiu'ts, which were watching i'or f^h 
opportunity to effect-the downtal of Brithh power in 
India.' Movenients Wnire made by Scuidin and dtiwr

consent. In such drcuinstanccs, there appeared no longer 
room for tho intended conceasioii; and no alternative was 
left but hlie renewal of war. ' I'his was attended with con- 
siderablo inconvenience, since, in coiificlent expectatioci of 
peace, the preparations had not oiS@y been relaxed, bat 
even part of the iniHiary stores sold off; however, extra- 
oidinary exertions were made, and tho army, in Jannaiy 
181 d, was again ready to take the field, 
w'ar The enemy had introiudied tlicinselves .in the strong 

renew«iL Chercoa-ghatee, wliich formed the entrance into 

their mountain-territory; but (Jeneral Oehteriony, by 
a skilful tltough lubortous tnamh, titrned t^ piosition, 
and ponetratod to Muckwanpoor, in the vicinity of wliich 
they had'erteted several forts and stockades. Two suc¬ 
cessive defeats conviriced them of the folly oi tlioir at¬ 
tempt to contend with British troops ; they made over- 




tiires for a frosk liegoti’tttttm, in which all the points in cnur.xv. 
dispute were jdeWed ; and in March a definitive treaty ^.^rTsie. 
was concliidt'd; The aovenior geriOTal was then with a

The contef?& with Nepiiul havliig been brought to a ■Ncw Bjhtcia 
successful temmution, the Marguis of fittings tiinied 
ills views to that iiow^ system of policy^ which he was 
desirous to establish wi% wgiurd to the Central lowers of 
India. It consisted partly in the I'enewai and extension 
of gohsidiary alliances wdth the reative princes, partly iti 
the extirpation of thu pi-edatory states which l\ad arisew 
in tiw) heart of the enipito. In the former view, ovei.- 
tiires from Bhopal^ wlicu threatened l>y Scindui and the 
B^tjah of Bemr, were at fawt w'eli received ; but^ami.d 
liie distraclioon occasioned hy the Nepawl contest, it Im- 
■. ame imcessaty that they should be courteously e vaded. 

A negotmtion wm opened with the Ilajfwot piince of wl’fu n“t’vl 
d'yepotf!*, who had made heavy complaihts of having in, tJowti-s. 

T hOd been desertv'd by the Kngl Ish, and exposed to the 
<leprtidjitioi'is of the jJcdbir family and otlici’ plendcring 
tribes. The treaty for, ao me time pi\-)C«ieded with pro.rap- 
titude; birt, the very knowledge that he was about to 
be siippoided hy the British having ewemwed his meinies 
and averted the present danger, thy de.e|MV)ote(l jealousy 
always cherished by tht! native aovereig’irs respecting the 
admission of foreigft tr'Xips E«>on i-evived. A powerful 
party exclaimed against the ministers hy whom i,he treaty ' 
was conducted, as hetroyci’c) of their country; aiid they 
thought it expedient, by advancing conditions tliat wei-e 
inadmissible, to prevent ita final ecnclwsion. 

This disappointment was f;£>tupi}£isated by a more for- pixitli of 
tunate occurrence in another quarter, Biighojee Bhon- lijJSnsOj, 
slay, rajah of Bcrar,: died, leaving a sou, Tursajee, so 
infitTK both ijr mind and body 8a i;olM; ituftapuble of moin- 
t»Hni]jg even the semhlauix’ of royiilty. lu these ciroum- 
Ptanccs, Appa Saheh, his ^chusin mid also presumptive 
heir, a.SHuined 'the anthitrity of regent, to whicli Iw at'ciived 
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i,t> possess a ii.'gttimf.kte cJaini. Anotlsev ohief, ho^i'ever, 
jbluirrnajee BiiorisiA,- lisvistg foniiud a po'v\'crfal pArty, 
reR(J«red it dotilvtful whether Appii .wovld ba able to 
ni SinPrin' him,self M'itliout foreign aid. The latter, thoro- 
fore,'ma(l(; overtures to the British for a subsitliiiTy alli- 
ftnte, cmipleri with the condition of Supporting hinl in 
tlie adminiistmtion. This, in the present temper of the 
eoancils of Calcnttu, was rnost i‘e 3 ;<iily graiitovl. Tile 
stipulated force was to consist of she battaUoJis pf infan ¬ 
try and one, regiment of cayolry, partly attached to tlm 
mgcnt's person ; tor the maintenance.of which tho an- 
Ruaiamyimtof 74 hwks of rupees was to'Tjc received in 
rupne.y'^paymchta, instead of tiie mvidions mode of terri¬ 
torial ocftisioii. Tills t reaty, accc-rding to Mr Prinsep, was 
viewed nt the pj-esidenoy witli the highrat exultation,, as 
an iiirangcinent Ijy winch the state of Bcrar was Itindly 
detached from the Malix'o.thi league, and fixed in .our 
interests ; and not wlat it really was, a mere expedi¬ 
ent for the attainment of personal ohjects, arid tb l>b 
thrown aside 'as soon as these were accomplished. 

The occupation of Bcrar afforded great facilitif 9 for 
' operatiojis; iigainst the predatory poxyens, w^h<>.te ' main 
rallyingvpoint wiis in Malwa, the-hilly pro'vincc to thb 
northward of the IN'erbndda.' The govcruor-genej-al, 
however, liad not y-ct oltiiinod permiftston to root them 
out of that strong country, and ivos oixligcd to content 
himself with drawhi.g a coidon along, the Eouthern bant 
of the river, by which lie hoped to'prevcnt , t'hbm Troin 
again penetrating into the JJeecan. Ijnfmtunately for 
theiiwlves, Cheetbo and other chie'ih hod at this time 
iicgmred a comadOKible increase of strength. They had 
been left several years nearly unmoieotcil; arid had 
i'fven received secret assurances of support from the prin¬ 
cipal Mahrfttta chieftains, who were inedibiting a fresh 
attempt, ivith the aid of the T'iiidaree^ to subvert the 
ascendcncy o f Ert tain. They worc, howcver, consider- 
ably .alarmed by the appe/mmoe of the force sbiticmbd on 
the Nerbudda 5 bdt seeing it reranin imietivc, while they 
thcnistlves .bad mustered . 2,'),000 cav.vlry, they couoeived 
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it possible to penetrate «t some i,bc estottled lino cjiaf. itv. 

■iJoiig v-'iiieh the Engfeb were posted. Accordingly, A/tTrsiS' 

s\’itk 10,0()0 horsemen, ttiey crossed on the extreme right

■Wbilti tiic large body 'vho had reacluai the Godave.i’y Thft.cndin 
ware dchberatiug on their ftituro course, Major 'M'Douiij, 
wdth a party of light troops, came upon them, so unex ' 
pcctcdly, tlvit they had reccBcil a discharge of fire^art*e 
before (dmoit a man of them was, mounted ; and thev 
is'ere oliligt d to deb, a,baniotiiug nearly all tlieir horses 
aiid plunder.

The years 1015 and 101G were distinguished 
by very striking fieouliaritiesiof season and w'cather. In 
May of the. latter y.ear, the heat heoainc, umat internee, 
tlie thenuoraeter rose to 88 degicea in the shade, md 
various persons, both Europeiiu and native, fell down 
dead iu th© streets.

nity. To follow up this purpose, General Smitli laid 
siege to Sutara, which suiTcndered after ii shoi't I'esist- 
ance.

by the brp,w of a hill, he aiq>curcd on its siunmit to the viittux 
sietoiiJGhiTu'mh of tli.e Indian leaders. Tim fallen 'prince 
forthwith left the held with his attendants ; but fjokla 
determined'to hazard a battle vather tlian sacrifice heariy 
the whole of h« baggage, lie made the attack with the 
greatest vigour, and had succeeded in throwing part of 
the cavalry into some confusion, when he fell mortally 
wounded. His death was regretted even by the English, 
since liis enmity to theiv xiafcian, and zeal for the inde¬ 
pendence of his own, had hcen tempered with hdndur and 
iiumanity. The whole army ininiediately fled, and the 
British obtained po&'cssiOTi of the pxersort of thoKo jah of 
Satara, wdio liad before been a pvJsoi'*er in tlxe hands' oi 
Ijis rival.

On the 24 th Ko- 
vemhcT Ifllf, Mr Jenkins, the British resident, was in¬ 
i'ited to sea his highne^ invostecl with a dress of honour •, 
liaving a'ftuined tho j urcc pntka or golden streamer, an 
emblem of high cominaiid, both of which I-uicl been tran:?- 
mitted by the peishwa. Our countrymun declined at¬ 
tendance, not wnthout expressing iiulignatiou, at the ra- 
jalds acceptance of these honoxirs at such a moment;

It was, liowevcr, intimated,, tliat, on his com¬ 
plying fully with these requiaitionsi lie would he regtomd 
to nearly hi3 former condition, being required oiily tq 
maintain a tuTisidia.y>'force, and subnVit to a certain degree 
of control. When the troops^ liowevc?,' niarched to to 
Nngpore to take possession of the ordnance, they were 
saluted, with a hot firO, and sufibred some loss"^ before 
they could seize the guns and -ompel the Jirahs, who CiipitoJittinn 
took the chief part in thi s resistance, to retire within the ‘’f 
fort. As thOrt-re;fi]£ed to surrender, a siege Avaa ium-m- 
diately commenced, and u practicable breach appeared to 
have bear ina*kS in tho gate ; but'when the ass-auit v/as. 
given, it was ioutid to he so secured by interior walla, 
that the English wefb otilged to retreat witli conaidcr - 
able damage, rrepamtions rvere then made to invest 
the place on a mm-e regular'plan; but the'gand^ou, satis¬ 
fied with the display of valour Avhieh they had .tlroady 
made, oapitulatcd on condition of being all o w cd to lutu'ch 
fint with their baggage and private property. 

As norio of these traiisactions could ho brought home .Lj£*;vMica of 
fo A(>pa Saheb, Ire teas not made responsible fiv,- them 
wbcr<ifoTo on tho surrwidcr of hfagporo he was Uberat, 
i:d, and received notice ot the terras on which he mighi

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bi'ing pliiccd entirely pii the same toy ting ivilli the uizam ; 
liaViag hid iiiilttnty foi'ce subji’eted tci the cojitvvl oi tliu 
CoinpAiiy, and even his rrlmLiters appointed hy them. 
Tlie mjah only so far expressed Ins dLssatiiihictKm as.to 
offer to retire altogether on a libend pension,—-a propcei- 
tion rvhkh wfis not eonsideTed adinissible. Ho therefore 
began forthwith to intrigue, with the view of shaking oft 
tins Imted dependtmee. Troops tvere levied, tr.o govomor^ 
of fortresses and the mountain-clnufs were inatmeted to 
ivuxstcr tJteir forces, and give every possible annoyanco to 
the enejny ; finally,e. secretcorreKpoirdcnce wusdiscovered 
with Bajee Ihio, who being invited to join his army to tiiC 
standard of tha peisluva, had actottUy taken steps for that 
purpose. Afrdenkins hereupon deemed it indispensable 
lacaili ipciiAppa to resume his place with! n iheTesideney ;

violence. It ia less difhcalt, how ever, to Bei^o Indian 
princes thantokeep them: the rajah being inildly rtcated, 
and aetcoss prortired lo him by fleverai of hia adhtrenls, 
n plan was arranged for hrt escape in the disguise of 
A sepoy.

But in 1025 an itnpU'tJiiit event occurred in Ihe inte- Rtiiwuiu 
fior of India. After the derLtiro.f the Rajalv of Blmiijiore jjf 
bi tlmt ycaav^da legitimate httir, Bnlwurtt Singh, being 
lictbj-Oncd by Boorjun Shi, his cousin, applied for aid to 
Sir David Ochterlony, then resident at Delhi. That 
officer-embraced the prince’s cause ; but his conduct in 
doing so was disavowed by the govomor-geueinl, who, at 
this ctifiia, showed a disposition to proceed upon the 
old p r,i.)iciple of non-int'erfcrence. Farther informatiou, 
however, induced him to change this inientian, and Lord 
Cyjnhc'irtnero was 01 ‘dercd to march upon the city imd 
expel the ustu‘per. This able c .'mmander accordingly, 
with 25,000men and an amjdo tiwin of artillery, proceed¬ 
ed to attack that celebrated BtronghOld The siege was siefte noa 
begun on the 2 dd December 5 but it was goon found that 
caimon-shot conid not pmetrate niud-walls sixty feet 
thick, iihd' that it would be necessary to employ mining 
operation^. By means of these a breach was effected 
oft the 17 th January ia26 ; ^ jissault was given n6:5:t 
morning, and after a gallant defence of tvm' hours, in 
which many 'veternnH who had triumphantly fought in 
the tbrnier siege took an active part, the place was car¬ 
ried ; Doovjun was made jirkoner; and tiic.ro remained 
jio loi:ger .in HindoAtan a fortress that had suGCcesftilly 
deiiecl ’the British an«g, While this conflict lasted, 0 
generad ferment unis observable among the sarronuding 
prijiciptilitics j and Bishop Hcber douhte not, that horl the 
attack fmted, the whole country westward of the Jujiinti 
would have risen in arms, at least so ftu-as to resume the

Lord Amilici’st’s condnet Tioth ii\ tlie Birman and 
Blninpdre contests, svas the subject of severe critici?in 
ttursfawUey- iit home, eapechtlly by tho liberal party, •who had by '' 
that- time aetinired jp-eat inilnence.

much difficulty ill putting down thesu , marauders, AtuicJi nr-i 
Guiiga-narain, who novel’ appeared at the head of nioro 
thiui 400 men, was repeatedly defeated; the Chooar 
lortro.sses were sueceSsividy taken and destroyed; yet 
the pilingcTs still lurkid unvler the -thick cover of their 
entangled foresh'r. At length their daring cnpifiiit was 
killed ill £ 1 ' casual encounter with anotlier tribe, after 
which Ids ibllow'ers mostly dispersed, and did riot again 
muster,'in any formidable niunbers.. 

About tile same tiniG, the bill-country behmd the Giivstie Fit- 
ears bccamo tbe scene of some aerioufi disturbances ; f(,j. 
in thoae iniggetl tracf.a, bands of robbers had begun to ua- 
Seinble otic!, piunder the lower distriots. Gradually tliey 
were orgn nize.d hito two great bodies called Fittoorydars, 
aasuming the aspect of an insurrection, which was mi- 
(len'stood to lie foineiiteil by some greatzeraindary fariiilies. 

The hi’sti detuelimont'sc.ot to attack their principal strong¬ 
hold -wiw fepu! «’d with the loss of ab^nt fifteen nikn killed 
and wounded. Rehiforecsnentshaylngbcenbroughtnp, 
the insurgents ovacua ted the firt; and they were then 
hunted from plfiCc to place, being (.lispefsed chiefly by 
surprises,to wliich their incantious system rendered bhetn 
always liable. . At length 'sevend of thcii’ leaders being 
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taken artrl exoctiteil, the ciistrkt was raateretl to a sjtas;® 
ot'tniucjiiiUily,' 

In 1834 a moi-e ecriouscontest arose in the.weatof iinfliti. 
The Coorg i'ajah, as we hatltomicrly occasion to inentioti, 

; vvns an attaclied ally of t.hft British, and had given iiia- 
f erial aid in tlia conynest of Mysore ; hut the Bceptra had 
MOW descended to his son, a violent and ty rannifftl j'Oiitii, 
who had excTeised such exca^ive cruelties in his own 
. family, that hds sister and her Itashand were obliged to flee 
to idle English for protection, I'he rajah demanded, in the 
most peremptory manner, that they should be given up, 
and on tlris being refused, addmssed letters of au insult¬ 
ing tenor to tbo Madras presidetKjy anr] the governor- 
general. One of tliR Comptmy’.s servants being sent to 
treat with him, was put under contlnement^ and Ids re¬ 
lease refuaed. He wa.s accused at the same time of liav- 
iug tiesuincd an attitude of hostility against us, and 
of receiving and onconraging our avowed enemies; oii 
which grounds « proclamation was issued oiv the 1 st April 
1834 from Calcuthg deposing hifei from the office of 
rajah, and announcing that a force'-was abOiit to enter 
find take possession of his terjltdry. 

This country, as to its capfwity of coiUng with the 
Brithh. power, might, from the small amount of its 
popuUtion, have been considered s-s utterly contemptible. 
The ojitreino difficulty of tho ground,''hovvaVer, coiu- 
posod altogether of lofty mfuiiitaing,: covered with the 
tliicK'est and most entangled jungle, dofended by a 
race of deteimined valour, gave to 'it a somewhat 
serious character. A force of fiOOO jnen was piacbd 
uiuier Brigadier Lindesay, in whom yvas vested the 
supi'etae command of the expedition,; and marehbig 
from ,^Xy,sore with tlio iiaain body, he entered Ooorg 
on the 1 st April. T’he troops were harassed by tlite 
difTieiiltioo of the mad, which were inudh incrcfused 
by large trees, cut down and laid nerogs it, so that they 
could scarcely accomplish above five miles in fourteen 
hc'ur.«. Tho enemy, however, did not venture to en- 
connter him, aitd all the stock'aili^s 'wein found destrrted.

The K ajpoofc state of Joy pore w'an soon after the scene 
of a tragical, and dUtressmg event. The J'ajahj, a thought- 
leas and voluptncHiB yenth, had left the .^vhole adminif- 
tration in the hands of Jotaram^ origtiially a hanker, an 
able inmi, but bclievccl to bear that nupriaciiilcd eba- 
meter too common among Indian statesmen. The priiicc 
died suddenly, leaving an mtaiit as the heir; and as the 
inspection of liis body was refu.-^ed to the public, o st/tmg 
ij^uspieion arose that tlm minister, finding }\h master 
about to shake oF iiis infliioiioe, had secretly murdered 
hini. Amid the ferment thus oeeaf>ioned, the Britiali 
I'esidency interposed^ and procured the removai of Jota- 
ram, and the trunsforoilco of tfie gDyernnnmi to a 
regency,—ineiisures which appeared entirely ^ccoxdorvt 
with public feeling* Soon, liow<n"cr, a jealousy wm en- 
tcjrtaiued that jmblic affairs xvere placed entirely under the 
dictation of a few foreigners, and a fociing of enmity 
arose, which I^roko forth fatally on the follow'ing occa¬ 
sion :~(}ii the 4t.H June 1835, Major Alves, the resi¬ 
dent, with Mr BLike, Conict Maciraghteu, and Lien- 
i^^feonaiit Ludlow', had an interview- with the Myesaheb 
or dowager-princess- -.After taking leave, the 
moutionccl gentleman was mounting lih clepliant, a maxi 
rushed out of the croTvd with a drawn sword, aiul iidiicied 
three w^ounds, one in the forehead ; but ilicBe being im- 
tjiediately drcssc'd, he \ym placed in a palanq uin, mid con¬ 
veyed homo in safety. The aasaasin having been Bebsed, 
Ifr Blake niih rtook to conduct hiiu to the pbics of cati- 
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fiifieiBonl; Wt m lie prfm<?edaJ[, the eiy was TTiiaerl, 
^ The F#iiigees have Blied bleed in tho palaeel” A 
crowf] matantljvasse.tnhled, wlio u'v mwi to have been 
joined by nmiy of the police; 6toni'3 were tlirown, and 
attemptsi made to stop him hy nniiming his tJepliant. 
He I’fachod the city gate, which was found slmL, where-' 
upon he turned back, and sought shelter in a mun- 
diir or temple^'which was then fastened on thu insjde ; 
hat tho mhltitudo burst. in, and he fell pbreed by 
utiineroua Ho is said to have been a vary 

promhiing officer, and generally popular among the 
natives. Mocnaghtcri, hy gailoping in another direction 
through the crowd, though. m'SUiiled by stoive*? and other 
miasilcs, reached tlio residency in safety, The go^ m- 
ment disowned all knowledge of this outrage, though 
five individuals, whose guilt was clearly proved, were 
condemned hud executed* Suspicion, ]io%vevet, soon 
fell npondotaram, the late mimstcT, and, afteriorig pre- 
pai'ation, he and several grandees connected with him 
were brought to trial before a native jiiiy’. Being found 
guilty of instigating md abetting thr efune, sentence of 
death w^as pronounced upon them; btit it wm commuted 
t6 cKiJlc and iuiprisonmoiit. ^ ' 

A strong acneiitieri wa^ caused in^MoiXJh 1835 by the 
fi.saii3siuatiou of Mr Fra^jor, eammfeionerarid i^ent of the 
governor-general at Helid, As he was riding t ut late one 
evening, a mim rode up os if to speak to hifh, mpidly 
disciiurgcd three balls through his body, aiul galloped 
off. After rrome lime, through the evidence of an accom¬ 
plice, the Clinic was bmught liome, not only to Kurreeni, 
tlio actual murderer, but to a riativn cliieftain, the Nawah 
of Ferozepore, by whom he had been employ ed. Both 
were caudemned and m:depvvent the extreme sentence

His elfbiiB to iinprov^e intornal Intexco’wrse by 
the establishment of slcaTU-n^els berween tlie diherebt 
Indian ports/and the formation of exteiisdVcf lines ol 
Tiiad through the iutmor^eonimaaded univeiml applause. 
He favoui^d iJao tho difthsion -:f <yiuoation and know¬ 
ledge atnong tlip Hindoos, and his viow^s w^ro seconded 
by tile auiiabla mid bouevoleiit e?:eTtions of lady Ben- 
tir;c‘k. A statue of Jus lonlship was erected hy sub- 
seription. HLs place as povenii>f-ge>ierid wm supplied 
in the iiiterini by Sir Charles M etcalfe ; aud on m?d\ing 
intelligonco of Lorri Williain^s j*esignatioii, the Cmuii ot 
Dirtelors uiuinlmously nominated ]>jrd Heytefe'^bury^ 
li choice wdiich wm conUidly sanctioned by Sir Robert 
Peel and the Duke of Wellington, then mhiisiers.

render# As she rctnirud evasive mrtswers, a battery was 
opened, and in a shor t tiihe she mitl her minioiiS were 
made prisonens. The old pririce?, whom, though heJmd: 
cadured many insnUs, they found was iaiinediately 
seafcetl on the throne, and his ncccjssKih announced by a 
royal ailtitc to the iahnbitants of the capita]. 

All these proceedhiga were approved by the govemor- 
general; but .Of the promise oxtortecl from.tlxe king i^e- 
lative to a new treaty, it appears that no advantage lias 
been tiikca* 

rrtnc.piiis of claims were advanced by two nephews, sons of a do- 
ceased cider brother, who urged that, as their fother, if 
alive, would have sucA-eeded, they onglit to inherit in his 
stead* This question, however, liaii eaj fy attracted the 
' attenlion of the Indian govcmirtent, who, after much 
consideration and reference to high authorities, as well 
as prccedeuts (among which wm that of the present Iking 
ot Delhi), had conduded tli^, According to tlie prmci- 
jdes of the Sooneo sect, a son mn,D9t miceWd to rights or 
property to wliitth.hia lather wbb fieir, if he died before 
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coming iiito actual poi^ession. lii tilis casej the initori*-- cuap. xv . 
ailca go,C8 tOiU brotlier, A ctriotis contest also arose 
betweeu the two princes which wo.3 the eWer; though, 

£LS both vi'ereexchulcd, there waa rto ucrvl to discuss this 
question. One of them spent a considerable time' in 
Kriglaml, but without being able to obtain any atten' 
tioit eitlier from Parliameiit or the Company. 

Another pbliti<;al change, scmiewhat simUar, excited « Tho oi 
great interest, iii ■ Tridia. The Knjalv of Patara, lineal 
(ie.sccndant of Sevajee, the warlike founder of the Hlah" 
i-atta dynasty, had, iu) fovrxierly ineiitioued, been drawi 
from; the prison into which the ■ peishwa and the other 
cUttifa had thrown him, and hi'rested, not .uitletid with the 
wide dominions of his house, but w'itb. a certain extent 
of valuable territory. Ho held it, hovveYcr, under the 
avowed stipnlatipn of paying ,the greatest deference to 
th« advice of the EngUsh resident, ami holding no inter- 
courae with 'foroigu states throtigh any other channel. 

For aeveral year-s he gave ii>e highest satisfacrtioii, 
showing the (uoat cOvduil attfioluiK'i t to the British 
government, and exerting. Idnisclf with .diligence,.uufor- 
tunately no't usual among Indinn princes, to promote the 
prosperity of hia Bubjects, At length he began to show Msiufeds. 
strong symptoms of an intriguing spirit ; ami .about 
1830, the charges against him assnmeti a dehiiite forin,htiicj-, 
being resolved into three heads :—1. That he hod been 
guilty of an attcmjit to seduce certain im'tivo othcers 
from their allegiance to the Company. 2^ That he h.id 
carried on a treasonable correspondence with Api>a Saliih, 
then a refugee at Joudporc. 3. That iie had inaintain''d 
a eimilar intercourse with the Bovtuguese governor of 
Goa. After long hivestigaiion, Sir liobert Grant, gov¬ 
ernor of Bombay, bcfiiime tboi'ougldy convinced of his o 
guilt; and Lord Aucklaiid, ,al'fer a good deal of hesitft- 
tion, acquiesced in the same judgment. 

Sir Robert died, and Was succeeded in 183U by Sir Cwunm'Mit 
.iam'-s CarriM, who went oi«t., it is said, with a strong treimn! 
prepossession in the prince's favour. Ho soon, how¬ 
ever, became convinced that, there vvas ground for the 
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eliOTjea agaimf. hiitij liit obtaitiet.1 tlio approbation of 
Lori! Ancliiancl to an attiuesty, by Av)iici(t,. jiaso otlWices 
'vvei’<! to be buried in oblivion, on seonrities being givon 
to adhere strictly in fatoTe to tin- treaty by whioli he 
had been placed ori;tlie fclirone. He ■xvtw also r*cf[iiired 
to dismiss his favouxito minister, and not alli,^v; him, 
x\'ithtlut OHi' permiasion, to reside in his doffiiniona 
Sir Jaimis on a visit to him, presented these pntposala, 
but they met noth a peremptory and indignant I'txjoction. 
His.friends admit tliat he was prond, overbearing, 
fitreuvg ill itha assertion of hia rights, impetuous, in short 
a rt'gular Hotspui'.’t ft is (wUleti, on the other sidfli that 
idea had teou inatillod into him, that the Company 
yould not proceed to extremities, iind great oonfideuco 
was placed in .exteas.ive agenci&s waintained in .England, 
Bomimy, and Hoonah, at an aiindtil expoiisf.' of above 
£36,000, The governor, in fmii* successive interviews, 
sought in vain to change his resitintion, and in depart¬ 
ing On tlie .*26! ii /\»gust, left instructions ivith the .resi¬ 
lient to forward any communications he miglit receive. 
The rajah remaining inflexible, a proclamation doposing 
iiim was issued xtii the 5th September, and on the 7th 
December lie was removed to .Benares, to be entered on 
the list of pensioned princes. The vacant seat was be- 
Ktowed on his; htothcT, wlio was pificed on the>*gadi on 
the 18t-h NoVciiiber IR39, Among his first proceftdinga 
was tlm abolition of suttec; which wm followed by other 
mcjisurcs doeiJedly calculated for the public good. ■ 

A portion, meantime, of the liist indin proprietors, 
neliiatcd by honourable niotiv'cs, eensidered these men- 
sures opjiressive, and even hijurions to the .Brttisli cha¬ 
racter. A sjjccial court being called on 12tii Fehimarj' 
.1040, upon the requisixion of nine of their niiniljev, Sir 
Charlc.s h'orbes moved, that they should recommend to 
the Directors and the rtoard of Control to withhold tiuiir 
sanction to tlio ineaEure till after n (nil and fair investi¬ 
gation of the charges. This motion was opposed, until the 
subject should he ronaidered by the Dhectorg, and the 
proper documents !.aid before the proprietors; wdiioh lie-

ccrisidemtion, the court cigain met ou 14th July 1841, a. i*~isn 
Avheu a ycr 3 ' long and aiiiiiiahAi dchatc^, eruniecl, Ge¬ 
nerals ttobcrtsoD and Ijudwick, who had hteu teaitl- ai^'^viyaccr''

coufirmed hy any thing in his oivii handmlting, or had 
been 'brought personally lioiVfc to him; alieging that 
his agemta and oSicers, espeeiftlly the Brarnins, ehci'ish- 
od in many cases hostile feelings towarrls his pcmnl : 
that iiishvDther, hoping for the successioiiji iuid sn oiwh.ni: 
interest in proiiirg him guilty ; that the very idea of lic- ' 

tying Briti»h po’-ver hy the aid r.l the Governor of Goa 
mid the imprisoned Jtujah of ifagpore, wasTidieulous, and 
could'never have htien entertained hj'" a prince'who wiw 
■admitted to possess abiJitv'; and at all eveutB, lljat he was 
entitle J, like every accused person, to a fair and open t. 7 ial. 

In these ■views the^’' Avere supportci hy otliers,, Tt ■ftms iDofonctt oi 
tins .vered, timt the hjquh'y hud Ixion-most impartial j that 
clue viliowauce had been inado for the defects in the evi¬ 
dence, nrueh of which had been given hy persons who had 
no interest in prewing tlic rajah’s guilt; that even his ad~ 
vooi-des, Roiiertson and ijciiv\ick, ha<l addressed severe 
warnings to liinion his intriguing disposition, and the con¬ 
ge (.pteuci’s which might follow ; that tliere liad certainly 
been stmie corrcBpondenec with Goa find the ifagpore 
rajiih, which alone was a hrcach oftlie treaty placing him 
on tlio throne ; and that tiniugli possessing abitily, ho wau 
not a politician,-and-might easily fonn chhnenu^d t-kpcc- 
tiitioiv’. From <ii?tfn';t quailtfs, The public trial of a prince 
in his oivn doniinious, it was admitted, was liable to many 
objections; but the chtirgoa had been wtated to him, and 
no satisfactory explanation given. Fiiudlyg the tcrinson vppr^lai , 
which continuance in power had been oftered w-jre ex- .ecu'i.i^' 
tmnely lenient; making no material difference from his 
position when first raised to it. 'I'hc nvotion wfis finally 
negatived by 3] to J.3, and acveral altfinpts made to re¬ 
vive it W'-re unSncccssful.

deinantis of the goveTuor-^geneml, had cotisiantly 
evaded tlifir fnlfiliocnt, and now show'ci himaclf more 
than ever rcfi'aiftory. Six regiments, with some cavalry 
aiKl artillery, ^vere against him, on whose approach 
liC fibaiidonod the stronghold, wliicli entered vntliout 
resistaficc, only one BrJ tisli officer being wouudeil, Thits. 
the troubles A'^ hich bad nrimu in so in any quarters 
were crushed, and out ascendency inoTO fully than, ever 
eshiblifibcd throughout Hindristan.

Putati KhiiQ, of tlu; Banrikzt>.hn« tribe. That ministev, 
naving incurred the jeidouay of hia masiter, was depasod

Shah Suiah, aftor Ms expulsion, resided at Loodiu.ua, 
belnp allowed by the British goS’ernment 4000 rupees 
monthly. He kept a longing eye upon Ms lost king¬ 
dom, and Was encouraged by various,t;]nefs of Afghani^ 
tan and Khoraain to attempt its recovery. Witli this

He 
accordingly sot out for the latter ploije, orH, after 
many difficulties, succeeded in persuading the sliah, who 
iiegan to suffer from want of provisions, to enter into a 
negotiation, which seemed oven in a fair train, when 
Count Simonioh arrived at iscad-yuaiders. Then the 
view's of Mobiiitimed wore entirely clianged, and the 
t reaty was suspendod ; for tfio Russian not only sup- coutuw 
plied money, but aided with his advice the operations 
of the aiege.' As, however, it advanced slowly, the 
sliali, ten days after, sent for Mr M'Neill, and offered to 
"lose with Kjunrail’s j)ro}ioFial, provided tlie atnliassador 
would pledge the guamutee of Britiiin. Tlie Jutter felt 
this iiOTnewhat beyond his powers, yet, on considering 
the very great iinjiortonce of the object, he at last gave 
his consent; upon which the other altered his tone, ad- 
vaiiced new dciuand.s, and resumed tlie siege. 

The cause of this change was soon understood to be FreAh ajii .-.i 
ti e arrival of a messenger from Kohundil Khan, ruler of 
Gandchar, expressing the most friendly sentiincnta, and 
a disposition to' co-operate against Herat.

iii'r M'Neill, defeated in nil his news and scarcely 
treated with conunon doeenry, quitted the camp on the 
7th Juiio 183t}. 

Meantime, uncertauity rctgiicd as to tlie views of 
Ifost. Mohammed at Cabul, Lord Aucklnnd sent thither 
Gfiptiiiii Burnea to Dcgotiate for the foee commerce of 
the Indus, and if opportiinity occurred, to endeavour to 
restore peace between liim and llunjeet Sing.’ The 
former prince received the envoy v\ ell, and soon intro- 
dih;(>d political subjects, eudcavourhig to gain tlie sup- 
poi'L of Britain, lie. was m.suvcd, byn letter from the 
govcrnor-goneral, that she would readily inticrpose her 
good otfices to negotiate ft peace with the Sheik chief, 
who had accepted her meditition, and he might tlrus be 
ercnrcil in all bis aftvud posscasions, thpugli he must 
not expect any more ; J'or even this was only on condition 
of Ids Tonouncing all political c-onnexiou withtlio powers 
to tlio westward. These terms wei'o by no moans equal 
to his expectations, HO tliat Vicovicli andalha'sian envoy 
lia ring arrived with great boasts and promik-a, he was 
induceil to preier their alliance. Captain Buriies w'as 
tiien allowed to depart, bearing witli hun a very ambi¬ 
guous letter to Lord Aticklfind. 

This situation of affairs was covisldered by the govei- 
nor-general as calling for the moat serious consideration. 
The uUiinftte hdl of Herat ajipem'etl still inevitnhle, 
rtll means of relief being' apparently cut off by tlie Can- 
dabar tivaty. The whole of Western Asia would then 
he united in one vast confederacy, imder the iiifiueneo 
of Russia, which woirld thereby bo able to disturb at will 
the repose of India, where there were doubtlesBinany 
princes eager to sludce off all dejicndence on Britain. IJiv 
dor tlicse circumstances, tliesyetcTO of non-mtcrvenlipn, 
hitherto pursued, waa thought no longer practicatile not 
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sate. Shall Sujal. had a k\irftirimtc claim totke throne 
ol Cnhiil r and he had iix hk fo\"ourastron^ party, which 
Majoi WikIo I’dpartrcd to be dedderlly superior to that by 
^rhicili the Banrilr^^ebees x, ere maintained in nathorityi 
Ho had formed an intimate allmiro with Rtmjeet Sing^, 
'then engaged hi lioBtiliticf'' with the ns lor of Calml. It 
appctived that Britainj by a union with these two powers^ 
covild easily replace iho cxiied mon.treh on his throne^ 
and til as render the strong coantry of Afghanisbin 
friendly, and a sure bulwark against alt attaek^i from 
thb westward, Tn pnimiancn of thvsc views, a treaty 
between "he tlu’eo 'jiartiea was signed at Iiahore, oh the 
2QQi June 18?^8; and a considcmble fhreo whs inarchecl 
from the Bengal provinces upon the IikIuh, where it 
to be joined by ^dl the dispo&ahle troops of the Ikmibay

Shah Mohammed ton tinned to pia&ec-uie the siegCj 
and the 23d June made a grricral assaultj plaim^'d 
by Count Simoniich^ who complained how-ever that his 
directions had not been attended to. The PcrHifiiis at 
taeked with much brave;ry, bat were repixlsed wdth great 
siaitghtcfj the Afghans pursuing tlicTU sabre in htind 
acnoss the ditch, Tet a.i tbe blockade ivas oontiiiued; 
and the fliifirjlty arising from w'ant of pTovisions ap- 
peait^d to be in a gixjnt meaenim removed, on the lOfch 
July Mr McNeill sent Colonel Stoddart with, a not Ice 
that its IhrtbuT pmsecution would be considered an act 
of decided jiostilify towards England* The memge was 
doubtless reiidcrc;d welglUy by the prince's ktiowledgc 
of the triple alliance, and the approacliiug march of 
British troops into Afghanistan* On the 14th Augnst 
he aTmcnnced Jiis luirt^scrvcd assi.‘ut; hut it Wus not till 
the 0th September, that lie took hh deparfure, and 
witlmut attempting to negotiate the treaty with Kaivirjii 
OB ttu' terms fonucrly Rlipulded.

well h-iiown fijr the moderation of his charaeter, that 
his nomination idoitt: may be held tls tiie surest pifwf of 
the hue of fOiidiiet which he is histnieied to folldw.”

Caudaiiajj', however liarrnloss, as being “ beyond the 
lim'd,;! -vi'hich he liad fixed to his policy,’* and took no 
part in the civil vikm oi' tlie Afghan oldefs. .An this 
was written on the fith .March liWS, wfien the Britidi 
c.'cpedition was fully known, it ainouiited to lui engage¬ 
ment not to oppose that- measure. Lord PalraorstMi, 
tlunofore, while declining to give any assent to the rea- 
scnings con tamed in tliese despiitehes, oxjirossed entire 
siitiafaction With the result. 

The Britisti force was in motion by the end of IPSh; 
and for various ivimns, chiefly poUtii-ja], it inru'clied 
not tlaougU the Seik tcrfitoiw, hut by way of Siude 
imd Beloochisbi!!. The troops from Bomliay, nndei' 
Sir John, Roane, tnibarkcd on the 21sfc Novevnher for 
the lnd)is, on the, banks of which they were to be joined 
by Sir Htmry Fane, the comiiiandcr-.in-chicti witii the 
force from Bengai. On the 3d Oeceniher, the former 
itisemliarked nt the branch of the river mimed HtijaniTee, 
anil by difficult inafclIPS .mi ved on the 28tli at Tatta, 
the ancient Fatala, wliith, though much ueesyed, still 
prc.sesited some vestiges of its former grancieur.

Sir John now rnarched up the banks of the Indus, Sir Hepry, 
and on tlie 21st February reached Sehwun, where he 
met Sir Hfmry Fane with the Bengal army.

skill ami activity, thrown a bridge of boat^ over the river, 
here 490 yards broad. A long conference was h(dd 
lictwcen the two olfieers; but the Latter was obliged by 
ficverc illiieas to return f o Britain, so that the chief eoui- 
jnund devob od on Gcnoral Koano, and the second on Sir 
VVilloughUy Cotton.

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Nut their feeling ef pairietic iiirleperKience being aeon 
i'DrstaIj they agsemblctl in largo bodies, cnt ofl' soveral tie* 
tachraents, anti closely irivesitod the place, btrowu was 
thus pbuiod in a critical sHnation, anti Major Clibbertg 
who irna scot with a p/ivty to relieve him, tbuiid 
tile pass of hinfoosk very strongly guarded. Bfe' 
endeavoured to force it'tj but this being the hot and 
dry’ st'ustm, his troops were overpowered by thirtt oticI 
fatigiie ; and though he gained considerable.advaiiteeSj 
and M nnniber of liostile chiefs Ml, ho conkl not clear'tlie 
mvine, - A party sent for water wore cntiiely destroyed; 
he lost in all 150 iricn, ai.id tiirougU tlie dercction of ttio 
wimebvh'ivoT’s, w:w obliged to .alxtudon stores, artillery,, 
and Ixiggagc. After tliis disnster, tiieve seamed no hope 
left for the flotachraent at Kahitn. Brown, however, 
by dexterously deceiving the enemy as to the extent, of 
his leHOUrces, succeeded iu obtawhig a treaty, which 
allowed; hbu to return unmolested. It. wns hoiuiurnbly 
fulfilled,.and no fartherdisturbanephas been experienced 
from tiw.t ([uartpr. . 

Tile interior of Afghanistan, meautijnc, riiinaiiied in 
tt state of soraew'hat precarious tranqinllity. ^ir dohn 
JK.eane returned with a portion of tlie army into India, 
not through SinUo, but by tlie route of the Puiy'aub, 
ci'ossing the Indus at Attock. It was fouud ,iipe.es3a.ry, 
howaver, to leave still fi considerable forces under Sir Wil¬ 
loughby Cotton ; foralthuugh all regular resistance had 
ceased, tliere were clear symptoms of the unpopulanty 
of the newgovermnenl, and espeoitUly of its foreign eup- 
piorters. The conduct of t.iic shah, too, as well as of 
sons, is represented os neither pnident, nor conciliatory. 
Officers and men foun 1 .straggling were murdejvd ; . seve¬ 
ral of t.hc mountain-chiefs openiy rcBWtcd, and were not 
reduced without some difficulty. The most serious affair 
Wfus at Peshoot, where Colonel. Orebard’a attempt to biow 
np the gate as at GluKtii failed through tl ie bad quality of ' 
the powder, and he was finally beaten off with the loss 
of sixty-nine .killed and wounded, The fort, however, 
with the adjacent one of Khalkc, was then evacuated. 
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In ^[ny m gtiiicral insiuTcotionBry iimvomeiif. took' 
puice among tke Giulzk'a^ a tribe occupying thb high 
momitam-tm-xitoty betwoea Candaliat imd Cabitl; who, 
accustomed to a wild independence, ■ hyooked ill the 
stTieter rale -aniier which they were no^v held. Captain 
Aiidersoa, Tnarcliing agninat them wiib. 1^00 men, was 
attacked b/'more than double fliat .humber, who ihught 
W'ith such fem’s^ery; as to rcmler tlio t'onteat for some 
time doubtful ; Itowen-cr, they ,wero at length I'epulaed 
witli gi-eat losB. Colonel Wallace also took by surjivise 
the fort of a leading chief; and the two corps having 
joined, composed a forcsewhicli the insurgents could not 
fiico. The brother of Mohunimed Khan, the loader of 
these revolted ohieftains, then (^nio into tamp, and ef¬ 
fected an acconunodation. 

Dost 'Mohamined, after his retreat beyond the moun¬ 
tains, being favo\irably received by the chieft of Kliool- 
looni ami Koondooz, had proceeded to Bokhara, 
hoping to obtain aid from tlutfc most, powerful of the 
states in C'entred Asia. The khan, howoVor, alavtucd 
by the Russian march upon Kiiiva, and unw-illing to 
ot'fond Britain, not only refused his request, but placed 
him under confinement. In August 1840, he made his 
escape, find, being still favoured by the border princes, 
fo'iudno (liBicultyia rfusing among theUabeok tribca and 
his own former subjects a very considerable force. Tire 
WaJlee of Khoolfoom even took tho field along wdth 
him, and they iwlvauced through thf: luountain-defiles 
upon Cabul. Thfit capital, only about fifty miles from- 
this great bamer, became seriously exposed. Dost Mo- 
hanunod marched upon the strong frontiei town of Syg- 
han, then held by an Afghan corps organized under the 
eye of the Bi'iti.sli, aud commanded by CapUdri Hopkins. 
On tho approach ot'tlie enemy, tliey fell back on Banieean 
in tt mutinous and disorderly state, severol coiupanits 
having deserted. Colonel llennie, who vvith about 2000 
men was then sent f.(> encounter tho invader, auticipated 
In nimlcrossingthe Irak pasSjdlsarmedHopkius’ corps, and 
advanced from Bameeait, lie learned, on the 18th Seji-

fled with only SCN> foliowei^, 

, Aleflutirae, one of the iions of Dost Mohaovmed had Ohoreimuti 
occupied the strong defile of GhorebTiiid in Kohistan* 

Grenoral Sale waJi seut against himi and on tlii 29th faiiiul 
him etationed in a village covered by a gavden^wall, and 
defended by a chain of forts* A column of attack was-< 
formed, and prea^ed torwurd with siich energy^ that, on 
ifca advanoing within fifty paces of the wall, the encmj' 
abandoned all their positions, and with predpitatioii 
into ground where the cavalry could not follow* The 
lass of the assaikuts did not exceed niic woundc^i* The 
general, then Ic rning that sevei-al rebel chieftains had 
souglit refuge in a fml at Julga, si?ctcen iniJea to the 
north-eost, Bucceeded on the morning of the ltd October 
in complelely mvesting it ^ but from the state of the

Meanwhile, Bi'igadiei:I>cnj.de, after iiia victory at Ba- 
mecmi, edvaaced aiui occupied Sygluan, hot did not think 
it prudent to pursue the fugitive loaders in tiieir retreat 
over the mooiituitis. I’ho Wallefi, ha'v^’eve^, following 
tho Asiatic rule of adhering always to tlie fortiiiiat© side, 
itkade overtures, uud retlaested ftn olllcer to bo sent to 
arrange the Ijftsis of a ootoprcimisoj Aconfeyence aeoord- 
ingly ensued between him and Dr Lord, and a treaty was 
coiioUnhid on terras &.icuring to him a consifleralile acces¬ 
sion of territory, which wag cwriOiI to tlie very summit of 
the Caucasus, called here- Itundmi Sliikun.

In these fircumstanccB, he found it iinp03.sible 
to main tain himself in a mere cantonment, and liad no 
choiee but to push on to Jollalabiul, Ho broke up on 
the 11th November, when the inhabitimtS; rushed in, 
and blow up the inagazine in such;haste, that a number 
of theujsc-lvos were killed, .During that day, our trtiops 
were, harsased only by predatory attacks ; bat on 'th^ii 
.I2rh, a body of 2000 ().r 3000 pressed behind, and w^jco 
joined by tbo ivholo population of thecovintryv Coioafel 
.Dennie, commanding the rear-guard, for some time con- 
■sidcred it sufficient uf beat them off, but on coming to « 
level tract, contriveci to allure them on, then suddenly 
idtacked, and put thlirn tO’ Sight with great slaughter, 
this thC' uvmyj'j witli little molestation, reached 
JelJaiabad, *; > ,. 

This platic was fouhd by no means defensible, .sur- 
rounded merely by a w^k ivall, with a narrow lampai-t' ' 

and insufiicieut piavapctl while on the north angio, trees 
and old buildings affopded excellent cover for the enemy 
w'ithin pistol-snot . Tiiey soon assembled in great force on 
all aides, and particularly on tliiB, wlicuce they succeed¬ 
ed in burning a cantoninfMit erected at a hcai-y oxpmmc 
in 1810, and kept up a-haras-sing fre of musketry. Jt 
being deemed necessary tt', .dislodge them livm thispofi- 
tion, ft .eonsiderabh; body of horse and foot was placed 
under Colonel Mouteath, ft That officer, uher redm-ing 
three posts which migb.t have haraased his advanow. 
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CHAP, x^'r. pughed fonraiMl of^ainat' tlie great ntassof the eiieray wlm 
Y A. iT'isii. o'it^ripied tli6 he ights in iraiit, On hia approaclij, tlie wholn 
fiutidenly gave vvavj and Jled to a cojiaiderable distangej 
. suffering'BevereJy from a cavalry charge .1)}' Captain Old¬ 
field. 'rhe divisions on tlio otlior sides of the city be- 
pefciiccs rtf ing then ftttacked, made off with e^nal rapidity an'l. in 
jttiiiiiitOua. consternfttiori; tliere was soon, scares;ly an anned 

Aighaa to be seen in the vicinity of JcllaJabacl. Ad¬ 
vantage was talceii of the interval to repair and strengtlien 
tho .defences, so as to render them secupe agniast any 
Asiatic three, tinaided by sio^g'o artillfsry ; atsp to collect 
grain from tin' adjacent yiliages. To gnavd both against 
fainine and in ternal insurveGtion, it 'vas judged necessary 
'I'O remove all tl\e inhabitanta orneept tlie sliojdccepers. 
Meantime, Cahnl betanie the theatre of scenes most 
deeply eyentfnl, and wluclibave indeed no psirallei^ in the 
whole ot our Indian I'.istoiy. The e.'tpedition into that 
conntry had, (la we have seen, both nndcTtaken, not vvith 
a view to its coiKiiiest, but under the belief that fke 
eajiled moiiandi, once replaced on the throne, had n party 
strong enongb to maintain him in p,owor. . It .now ap¬ 
peared, however, tluff he was .adely supported by the 
arms of the British, who thus became the. real masters 
Character of of tfie.cOuxitry. The Afghans were perhaps {he brn'Tsi 
Wie A/ghans. pvoude'St people in Asia ; from the timo fd iVbilunoud 
of fSbixni down to that of Ahm.ed Shah, they had' madg 
several victorious expeditions Into- India j they had 
founded .its two greatest dymstieg, tlie FaUn), wdfinh 
I'oigneti niore thim three hiuidrf;d years, and that witich, 
though called Mogul, was est-abliahed by Baber with 
c^«seor«>eir hativc troops. They new sow themselves a conquered 
oi g-w un. cojnpidlcd to acknowledge the superiority of a 

dbtiMit nation, of Btmiige langiiage, religion, and ma niters. 
That in such a situation they should Imve felt at once 
indignant and vindictive, can excite no wonder; nor could 
wo liave avoided in aome degree sympathizing with them, 
hitd they sought dclivcr.mce by iegitiniate meagis ; but 
Assassuiatlon aovl breach of faith cannot be pailiated even 
^ good cause. 

Notwithstoiidiiig the explosion at Kbord Cabuk tJie 
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roiiulry %va« generally in astfite of sefcniing traiiquinity j 
tlioiigh t!iei« were uoij* wanting circuinstsuicca calcnlatec 
to inspire rtppTchetifjion*. Strong liiseontcnt liad avfpen 
among tlie Crhilzle leader?, owing to a reductkjti of itieii' 
frtii^nds, ordered by Lord Anck land from motives of ecp- 
nomy. Abirnis W'ore also spread among tlie pfiKicij>al 
<'bieft. that they were ia be seked and Ciu'neti prisouvw 
to London. Major Pottingor, who acted' os envoy in 
Kobiatan, imported the state of that ride territp;^ to be 
snehj that unlesr. reinfovccinents were; sent, a Gcridus in- 
fintrection Tniglit be apprehended. British ofbeers, when 
.met singly, were inatiitv'id, and attempts ihade In s<nne 
ciu^es io^^TSsinate them. These, liow'cver, weiv! looked 
npon as only Hie eballitiefis of private discontent, not 

as the symptoms of ft luhiversa*. antipathy. ^ i 

Sir Alexander Blirues, though djitiipately ajqnSiiited 
with the country and people, was so far deceived by a 
'feeling of sccurHy tiiat Iw did not hesitate to take up hia 
residenco at a house in the town, detaelied' Lom tlife 
English quai-ters. On the 2d Koveinbcr 3841, it wsi^ 
.ntbitkod by about; SOO Afghnnayet his confidence 
was such, that be refused to leave it, and attempted^ to 
nppesse the Essinhints by hai'ang'riitig them from a high 
giillery, They sooJi, how ever, forced an entrance, over- 
jjoWered alfresistanee, m\d aiereilesslyjslew' himself, his 
brother, Cftptain dohuson the paynipftster, and lieutenant 
Broaclfoot, a promising yoiiiog officer. Geneml Elpliii- 
stone, on receiving tlus.report, and seeirig flatneS issuing 
fVrini that part of tlio city, ordered Brigadier Shelton to 
Jiiafeh and ocettpy the Bala HLesat, or citadel-palace, 
where the shah I’csided. Captaiii Lawreneej wlio was wOiit 
to announce this intention, was attacked by a large band, 
;aid with (iiffi'bUvty csaiped. Lieutenfuk Sturt, co'nung 
with anotlier message, received thi'CL. wounds, tJiough 
none of them dvingermis. TJu^ shah immediately ordered 
liis giiard, with Eome other troop, to attempt the restora¬ 
tion of tranquiility ; hut they were j cpnlsed' witKjgvcat 
sUnghter. , 

The ehinJard of insurrection was tliua openly raised ; 
and the English, from the emergency hciiig so wholly 
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'kxntoXiinecrij were Utilo prepared for the events whieli 
now pre.^icd upon theio,* Their forte wo!^ divided iotc? 
two one in the BahiTIifi^^ar, the other iii a eajitou- 

iiieiit ithoiit two iinlcs clbUint, st'parated by the CnbuS 
river and J>y a broad camL I’Jie ^^itiifttioii vms loW;, 
corim>suidud by adjaceiH lulls and buOclings ; ^Vhilc the 
nnmeroudi canip-folh»wGrs rendered the oxfciit too great 
for ihe T)umber of troops appointe^i to defend it.. An 
enor f?till mow serious lifui bcc^n coiimutiod in itialiing 
ft weak fold at some distanoa the depository of all; the 
eotnmifc^'iviat jitoies/ 

Oeneral EIpliinsUMie^ the cooiinander-m-cKielv is d('- 
soribed as aivaanablc and fotfdU^ olficor j bat age and 
decliiiij jg health l\ad induced him to obtain hc^ve for his 
immediate rotnm. Ho appeal's to hare been peculiarly 
delieient in decision and promptitude^ the qnaKfcies lioW 
most urgently required* Hviving under him about 5W0 
trooprtj it can scarcely he doubted that a bt islv attack oh 
the city would have been so sueccsJrAil as to have crushed 
die immediate risiiigt A dilatory and defensive system 
adopted : ordei*s were sent to Oonerol Sale to rejoin 
him, and to Genend Nott to send two reginient:. froth 
Caiidalnm A forthcr rc]nforemQe:>t wa-^ deapatclied to 
tho Bala Hiasar ; hut Mhijor Sway no, in attempt ing to 
lead two more companies tTiitlier, was obliged by the 
Jieavy fire of thp enemy to Ml haek* 

The most urgent object of attention was the couiml^ 
ji^ariat fort, sopomted iboitA tlio cantonment by i.!ie SJ^ih 
Ba.gU or royal garden^ which afforded large cover to the 
eoeiuy, Captcim Swayue^ on tho 4th, attoniptcd to pene- 
tratv' thither with two companies of the 44th, but miH e^f- 
posed to so severe a fire fVoin a fort in possession of tlio 
enoniy^ that he lihnself and anoUier officer killerf, 
and the. troops driven back with great )oa^ A party of 
tin: 5tlilight caYalry were ^KiUally unfortunate* Gaptain 
Boyd of the cominisrmriai';^ however, represented so for- 
cibiy the extreme iniporiamBof this post, that n.stroiiger 
dfcitaobm^'nt wm prepared, but delayed till next ni(:tn“ 
ing; wdiea EuslgnAVum:ji, who held the foH, came in 
with the garrison, Ktating that the enemy, by forming a 



mine and setting .fire to the gate, had *^i'endered it un- cifAl’. xvt , 
tenable. . This fail’ll re in an object so csseiitiai, ’hnd A.:a iWi. 
Keeraingly’fldWy, a fatal effect on the Bpint „wftn 

of both parties. Tlie eiieiny became greatly ^erulvoldcn- uf fil. 
ed, and were joined by tniiny avho bud been lut-herto our '““s- 
friencls; ■while the Ihitifili troops wore,deeply mortified, 
au<l ee.ased to display that oonragii which iiaually' so 
nineh distinguishes them. 

To nitrievo this, disaster, Major Swayiio was sent on, 
the nth to attack a fort which coftinmiuled the one Idst,' 
ttnd ai'me success was at finit gained ; but not being duly 
Ibllowed u]j, the deUehnient was recalted. On tile 6th, 
a strttiigor and more rcgulj^,r corps w'as ciiiplo.>''ed, when, 
the artillery having Buecetded in inokhig a practicabb 
Ijreach, the piiico was canned by Htorin. An attempt wira 
also nuwle, but without siiecesa, to occupy the ShahBngh j 
■wheii tlie enemy bvouglit iip large bodies of cawalry, hop- 
' ing' to intercept, our retreat; but thOy did uot'tiHimateVy 
make the attempt, Ilcnhe the,general result of this day 
•was sotuftwhat Ihvoui'sble. 

On the £)tb, the health of General Elpbiaatono.Wiisfto 8ri(;(idior 
much ■ affected, that Brigadier Shelton’ wa.t desired to the • 
take the eomrr'a'.ul; aud witii him rested lionceforth the conuonnil. 
chief direction of iriilitary operations, But the hope 
that he would revive tiie drooping energies of the 
troops ivas not rt-alisied ; he having early forinod the 
opinion that tiiey could not hold their ground at Gabul, 
cuul advised, thcrciove, an immediate, retreat to Jellala- 
bad. Sir William idacnaghten, on the contrary, con¬ 
ceived the army bound to maintain their position, for 
which their power, if vigorousiy exerted, seemed to liim Wimt of 
(|uitc sufficient. Tiiis opinion pi’cvailed to the extent of 
making them remain; but the brigadier, retaining Iris 
(iwn judgment, was disposed to-preserve an attitude 
purely defensive, and was urged only by the strong 
I’cnionstrancc-s of the envoy tt> any aetive inoasuies. 

Ihther a vigorous attack or lui immediate retreat would 
p.robiibly have saved the army; hut amid conflicting 
counsels, a middle Couree wm adopted, which could 
produce only the very worst results. 
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CHAr., XVh . Qri i)»e lOtli, the Atghiiris, -vvitli Ini'ge hmliii? of cayalry, 
A-DTlEii. owiipie<^ the auoounding hills, took possession oi 
St. sevoraJ forts. One of these, eaUsil Kik.virhas5ree, eonie-, 

i/i'ktTbftihe* what com inaTi.ded the eButomnent, and iuterrupteti the 
supply of provisions, n’liieh heeoine now extremely 
Sicavce; the envoy, thei'cfore, by ui'gsnt rcpreeeritatiopfj, 
ohfoiued from tlie cominander-iu-chief »n ordey, that 
Sheltori should attack it next dajr. The stonniiig party 
then biii'st open what appealed, to be the gate, hut 
which proved a mere wieket odroitting only two o.T tlu-eo 
at once. The first who enteretJ suffered severely; hut, 
Avhen a few had forced their way, the garrison rvero 
striiok with pfiuje, and evftttiiafod the. post. Meim- 
iitne, a body of .cavahy had charged the British, who, 
Fiitthtof deserted by their usual courage, precipitately fled. 

(oWiwai Shelton, -however, who was always conspienous for 

vrtbmr in the field, twict! rallied them, ajid iit ja^t .cjw- 
ried the fort, which tlw enemy had reoccupied. T/ii, 
happily, during their tonjjorury possesekni, tliyy ha’l 
killed almost aU tho little .party who first entered-; only 
lacutenant Bird and a sepoy .uiaintainesl their ground in 
a stable, tilhrcliovcd .by thoir countrymen. Our-object 
was irdecd gained, lour otiier stations being evacuated, 
and a supply of grain piocored ; yafc 200 inep ; wero lost 
in killed or wounded, On. the Iflth, the enemy, ocou-. 
pying. in force the adjacent Imights, fired with .some 
cfect into tfie coJitoiiment j when the envoy, by ccomest 
ej)trenty, pnwailcd on the general to se-nd. a body of troops 
against Ihean. They mndc on obstinate resistance; .and 
at first repulsed the a.ssailaiits, but by soJne aWlfol more- 
m.enta of tho ai tillery and cavalry, -were finally dri.v-eu 
from the position. Our soldiers, however, under existing 
ciremnstanoes, coukl never hold any ground -rt-hicli they 
had gq.ii)ed, but were obliged to return to the canton.- 
meu^ while the enemy, liaving rallied, pres.'-ed closeiy 
behi-nd them. 

0-n tho.lfitb. Major Pottingtw itri'ivcd from Glmrcktir, 
in the jnounfoiu-ten'itory of Kohisfor, north of Cabid.; 
which ho had didieiidcd at the head of tJfiO Gorkhaa, He; 
and some other officers occupical it amtiii adjac<.nt fort. 
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Tphcii thej’’ were invited to a cotifercuce, and Captain chap, xiv. 
Itatti'ay, being inveigled to a 1 ittle distfince, was etuldenly iJ’ie n 

ishot dead, w) tile the major with difficulty eseapad. Avast 
number of insnrgettts then assembled, who were at first 
i'tiprilsed with great slauglitel*; but their force inertias- 
ing, jihd thg post being untenable, ilm troop's withdrew neireatnm: 
to'Charekur. ■ Here they maintained themselves twenty- 
live days, an)id continualuswiuIts frOiv:! an oi erwlieli'ning J'ovco. 
body, and the most severe safferings from want of water. 

No rtisburoe then appeared but to cut their way to 
Cahul, amid ince^ant Ivardslrips and' attacks, All, the 
troops tutbor peviahod or w'ere dispersed, and only tUe 
jVlajor arid Lieuteiia,Jit Haughton, passing during the 
night through the city, succeeded in roacliing tlie can- 
tomnent. 

A 'prijpositioii was now tttarted, aud even urged by Fatal dei&y. 
the envoy, that'the force should quit the cantonment 
for the Bida Hissar^ tvheTO the whole wouhl be united 
In a TOuch inoro del’eneiblc position. I'he military au¬ 
thorities, however, decided tlint this plan, mcluditig an 
oNtensive conveynneo of fitores, wm Id not he aeconiplislied 
withoyt minona loss, The tneasure of retreat w;as then 
agitated, aii'd would now really seem to liave been tint' 

M'istsit course ; but the envoy still urged a delay of eight 
or ten days, in the hope of some favourable ocemrenee. 

On tlie 22d, ifohimuned Aklwr, second sea of Dtist 
Mohainined, arrived at Cabul, an<l was invested with Arrival (if, 
the coiuinand of the hostile ai’niy, to whose movements 
he gave an augiricntcd energy. Ho had already dis- 
t.ingnished himself by Ids inilitary talents, heving been 
employed by his father in defending the frontier against 
the Seiks. 

Tho village of BoynuiTOO, lying to the north of the Unmccccsfui 
cantonment, on the road leading to .Kohistan, Was 
the only quarter through w'hichj at high prices, sufj- 
plics of provisions were procured j and the fiueray, by 
marching out in great force every moptung, and occu¬ 
pying it during the day, much narrowed this resource. 

It apjieared i/;disp<-usaMe to take posseseion of the place ; 
and on the 22d Major Swayne moved thitlier with u 
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OfiAP. xvr. stfotiij dytechiiiwit) but foiinrl it so well gari'iaonpdj ttiul 
\ i>'rB 4 ) ontninoe so blocked op, that bb consideved it isvi- 
’ posaibltt to a passage, lie kept op a fiic^ some 
hoora, while hia troops sutTei'cd seycrely, biji without 
any result, . . ■ 

stoitiiiniT of bn th 0 Shelton determ ined to employ a large corps 
Heyraavm*. ijibstormiug, Bcyiuaroo, .os well as in muiiituining the 
ndiacont lieights against any foreft the insiivgeBt.i;;nighfc 
send out.; lie. uinrched at tvro h) the morning, boeupied 
tha brow of the height, ami threw the, openiy into eon- 
siilerablo gonfiision, hut witii dbuhtful prudence dohiy- 
edthe attack till dajdiglit. Major Swayuc tiled cfl-ccted 
an entrance ; hut, (is it proved, only ijirough a small 
fCiHUi wicket, adinittiag merelyfew, who coulil not loJig 
«dtr«9j;. secure their poet agrdnst a heavy fire. The,; natives 
then poured out from the city largo bodios, estipuitcd 
at 10,000 men, and covered nil the sniToundiog heig|ijs. 
The British troops were led ngainat them, and, maih- 
tained a long contt,;8t. with varions fortime, suffering 
most severely from ,the jeztitk, wlieae range the musket 
could by.im mcaiis equal. Yet .the other party, having 
Bustaiiied several checks, and being disco umged by the fall 
of Abdoolah Khan, one of their greatcat'ehiefa, began a 
retreat towards the city, abandpiung a gun lYhich they 
raiUireof luicl captured. The cavidry were then oollgd, upon to 
titeosv'flir.y. pnrg„^ them; hut that body, .having, been for a long 
time kept in an injudicious ijosition, exposed to the 
enemy’s fire, shrunk back, and would not obey the 
sunmions. This the di.fghau3 no sooiiev perceived, than 
they reviawed the asaiiult with uugTOoutcd courage and 
Panic amt Energy, The square oT British infimtiy was broken ; 

[ittuie spread tlirougii the troops) all attempts to rally 
tlxem were vain ; and finally the w'holc rushed in coo- 
■ fused and tumultuiiry fliglit to tho cautonment. The 
spirited efforts of.onoor two corps prevented the ciu-iiiy 
from entering along with them. 

SeTcf;; 10*3 of tin t.hki fatal day, the loss both of i nen and oflicerg waa 
tiiottuii/. immense; ond the,spirit of the arniy was completely 
broken. Thequ'opcsal of removing to the Jkda .llisaar 
was renewed, hut ugiriirrcjectcd. Oii tho 2ith, a letter 
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warf it'fK-i v'<?(J from Osman Ivliati, acliief beliovetlfrieucllyj 
boasting-, sftemingl^v with’ truth, tlvat lie had spared our 
. troops in' tho preceding day’s pursuit; and declaring 
hilnsnlf eartiostly desirous of tcrfuiiuiting tbo war, on 
condition of o:lr quietly evaoimting tiio country, leaving 
it to he gGveinod by a king and laws of its oivn. 'I’he 
general^'on a referenee from- Si.i' William, fetrougly ad¬ 
vised iVcgotiation. Accordingly, on the 27th, an irttor- 
view' took place at the easiarn gate ivith several Afghan 
Icadei's ; but tiicir demands were enormous, amounting 
to the tmeonditional suiTWider of the British force, with 
only a. hope that their lives might he spared. These 
ternis were indignantly rejected,—the envoy declaring 
that ho must again appeal to arms,.leaving the result 
to the God of battles/’ 

Some days elapsed Avithout any important event i hut 
the JDnglish were pressed continually closer. An im¬ 
portant ])ost'-vv a 3 sacrificed through the covravdiec of the 
garrison^ and the scarcity of ])ro visions approach fid to 
famine, bring oiJy relii’ved by -precarious supplies from 
the Bala Hlssai*. On tho Gth Dcct;mber, the general 
stronglyrecomnieiided negotiation, os the onlyaUeniati've 
left. On the lith, Sir William had ati interview with 
» mimhev of chiefs, ftmong whom the trhana, Ostniin and 
Akbar took tlic lead, 'fheir deportment waa courteous ; 
and it was finally agreed that the British should evacu¬ 
ate all Afghanistan, ou being not only allowed to retire 
u nmohsted, but furnished with provisious and t,lic ineahs 
vf transport. Shah Sujah -w as to be grante<] a, pcusiois, 
with tho optiem of reinnining at Cabul or accompanying 
the retveflting arniy. 

In pursuance of this treaty, the force in the Bala 
ni^ar wM on the ISth fuid ]4th renmved to the caii- 
toujnent, not howeve-f without annoyance from the 
Afghans, Yielding to successive dcmittids, the adjaeimt 
forts, hitherto main tallied, were evacuated, and several 
Idiiglhli ofticeis clelivei*ed as hostages. Yet tho promised 
.uipplies mdispensablo to the mm-e,h of tho army were 
still, on various pretexts, withheld ; and it heemuc 
evident tiiat, aecing the weak and desponding state evt

tJ^ruler these ch'cun’ ’t&Tice3, Alcbar formed the sehfeTHe 

Scheme of bronght aftah'S to a fatal crisia. Captain SkiiinoT, 

‘ ^ wb<r lifippened to be in )jis power, w;ta sent to tUe r nvoy 

withapnjposal to unite with,hinj inaeiziu'f Anionoo!!nh 
Khan, the chiof second in in finance to himaelt. S'mh 
Snja.li was then to be acknowledged king, vritli Akbar 
as his viisior ; the Englisli would be allowed to remain 
tili next spring, and then to depart under circumstaJi'cea 
Fatal , that would save their .^onoAfr. Sir AV iUianrtsauglit with 
lirlir WK*' a fatal facility at this deiusivo^ propositiofa’; bis uimd, 
iiatii Mac- owiri'p to tht late revenSes, iras in an excited Bhite; aj.id 
iMKhte... -when warned by his officers of the darker, he declared 
that it appeared to present the.only my of,hope, and .that 
death would be pitferablts to thciife l\t) had latclj,^ 
led. He agreed to go out and meet the clisefs in aTi.:_opm 
space near the cantonmoiit; and though a strong '^lard 
was ordered, it was very imperfectly furnished. Abiitit 
noon of the 23d, lie proceeiled' thither,, accompanied by 
Oaptains Lawrence, Mackenzie, and Trevor; and, on 
uppmaching the spot, he wailked Sb with thein, leaving 
the soldiers bchiiid. The chiefs then canie up, and opened 
the conference in the’most friendly terms. It being 
Traaciierons remarked that ntiinierona armed Afghans ia'C re eoniihg 
oftiie eniw. '^P> drawing h circle round them, Akbar' said tltcv 
''cni in the secret. Presently, however, he gisjaped, the 
■aft hand of the envoy, while Suiiun dan seized' his 
right '; and a fierefe struggle ensnhig, the former chief 
d row out a pistol, and sh ot Sir Wi! 1 Wnr dead'. This cruel 
ittitioiV appears to have been prompttid by the dread of his 
cscapo and the excitement of fho inomcnf., ns it V’cnld 
have been better policy to have eecnrcd him as fi, hosfa,ge. 
Thfe body, however, was iiisfcEiiitly poized by the fanatic 
(ahiuiciM, who cut it in pieces, and exposed the Iread to 
the people in the great bazaar. Cnptaiu Trevor also 
fell into their hand.? ruid was thtirdercd on tlie spot; bnl 
other chiefj caiificd Lawrence and Mackenzie to juonnt du 
hruxeback, and. couveyed them to Gabui, pmtetiting 
them even at the hazttrd i.T tiieir own lives. They w'ero 
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ther*? throwa into ji ipi't, viicre the innltiiuile made 
fnrious attempts to fcieak m and put them to death. 

After tlib..drcad|ul scene, it might fiave been carpected 
that /aM tho' generoHS feelings of" the troops would have 
heefi) x'ouaed ; that they wpiiH have been fiupelled to some 
deed of de;ci3jve aiid de:<pemto valour; at all events, 
(hat they would have coiiajd to place uuy faith in Afghan 
j womiaes, ami hoj/ccl for a safe retreat oni^' jQ^otn tlieir 
own, efforts. It b morUiying, however, to think how 
ixjvich tho, highest qualities depend upon eirciiinataucos- 
Tfiat British spirit, which was elscwhcrji pink mg i such 
lofty displays, bore ciitiroly failed. Major Pottingirr, 
now appointed envoy, alone urgtKl vigoi’ous Jneiwurca ; all 
the others insisted on yielding to the huinlUatmg kima 
offered by the eneipy. ddiey were to leave ftehuid most 
of tlieir guns and treasure ; hiOs wwe dmvn on Xndia 
for fourteen Idtsp of nipecs (£140,000) ; and. lour uddi- 
tiopal officers wore given as hostages. 

Belays were still interposed till the Oth January, 
when the atniiy at leiigthj^gau its inauspicious march. 
It consisted stiU- of Europcana, 2840 native in- 
fnntry, an'd 970 cavalry; hi all, 45i?0 figliting men. 
There were, besides, 12,000 camp followers,, wlio 
rendered the preservation of order almost impossible, 
A straggling march, amid deep snow and many oh- 
structitjus, prevenfod them ftnm advancing nio.re than 
live niilea; and it was txvo fo the morning before the last 
re.Tchcd tJie place of encampment, Tlve Glicaces, os 
soon as they saw the cantoninent empty, rualied in, 
fijkd it wdtli exulting sliouts, and commenced a .work 
at once of plunfler and destruction. The troops during 
t)ie night, being very ill supplied with clothes and 
shelter, suffered extremely from the co.hl, which to some 
proved fatal. Next day they resumed their march, 
fomsing a rnin,glcd majja-nf aoldiei'S, followers, and beswts 
of burden. "Flie enemy soon began to hariiss them with 
a lire of jezails; and though bravely repula-’.d at sev- 
t-'Tsl points, obliged them to abandon some gnus and 
much baggage. Caphiin Skinner, learning tliat Akbar 
wps at hand, appealed to lib sc-nsc of honour mid h a-

and ghing six otborhostages, hfextdity, Iifnvever, they 
were again assailedj and upon making a, fresJl appeal to 
the chief, were retjuired to yield Major I.’ottinger and 
tiv'o more oftlcej’s, betbve he would renew Ida proniiaes of 
protection. In this way., no doubt, tlicy bhtainod a re¬ 
spite, a.nd reached the oniriifice of the tremendous pass 
of .Koord Cahul ; but the frost had so disabled even the 
strongest men, that only a feu- himdreda remaihed :f\t 
for ser'vict!, ^ ■ . 

3.1juy now entered the defilej flee miles long, over- 
Inrng by liigli clifls, with a. torrent dashing* through it; 
and, contrary to every pledge, tlie Ohilzios crowned the 
heights, pouring down a destruct ive lire. The only safety 
lay in rualimg rapidly tiirongh the pass, aha’.idouing 
almost all their baggage and supplies. The fcmaleis 
happily escaped unhurt, except Lady Sale, wlio was 
slightly woumh.-d. They passpd the night at Koord Ca- 
lull; but the snow was falling thick, and, from the lc*s 
of almost every erjuipment, their eufferinga were much 
moj'e severe than licfbre'. : : * 

TrMdiery Of On the Otb, the tinny was about to renew its inarch,'^ 
nhen Akliur, by plausible, though treacliei’ous proniises, 
penmaded the general t« holt, 7’hk step'* deeply dis¬ 
couraged file men,, who conceived 'dieir only hope to 
l>e in the most expeditious niciveracnt j and tlie native 
troops bt'gim to deSert in great numbem, About noon, 
Side Captain Sldnuer arrived with a proposal, that tlie ladies 
cttmpttniimfi with tlieir husbands should place themselves UTidcr the 
i**ft teiiind. protection of the Afghan chief, 'l.'lie hardships endured 
by the fonnei'Avero indeed eo excessive, that there ap¬ 
peared no other hojje of saving their lives, nncl live gene¬ 
ral accordingly consented. The fioldh.-rw marched on, and 
spoilt another night of intense cold,--all the pi'omises of 
food and fuel being vinfulfillcd. 

On the It'rh, the army resumed'its progi'css, thmigl> 
the fjgliting nitn werts reduced now to a snuill nurnbor. 
llify were uumolesteil for about two miles, when thev 
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cniue to u j-iarrow goij'o betwoeu two preoiiotous liitls; 
but liOTo th<i Atglians.hndoooupiPil oil the heigltts iti great 
tofee, 'vvli eii ee tltey direc ted ,t most n nird eroua lire. The 
native troops, throwing aw ay theiv arms and aoeon . 
.meiits, sought safety, in fliglU, the ouemy rushed 

down, sword in Juind, and commenced a general mas¬ 
sacre. Nearly the whole force disappeared during this 
fea/d'ul xnarcii, at the end of which it was found that, 
of-the 4C00 who had procecckd from Cabid, tiiei'S 
survi\'ed only 270 'EuroptA-ins, vvdth iridecd a consider¬ 
able number of tlie 12,000 camp followers. Akhar, 
who now appeared in the neighbourhood, if ode an oiler, 
that if the former would place themselves entirely un¬ 
der his protoctio.'!, he would escort them etdely to Jcl- 
lahihad,; but all the othexji: must ho left to their late. 
Tlie. general liumaiioly rpjeijtecl such terms, and his 
people, went on amid frt'sh losses, till tlioy reached, 
at four o’clock, an encivmpment in tlio. Tc,Befti valley, 
Another attempt ■svascmatle to treat, hut with the same 
result. Their only hope then appeared to he in making 
_ a mght march of tw^enty-two miles to Jugduluk;. w^heu, 
under cover of tiid tlarkucss, they might penetiutesafely 
through that terrible pn^s. They eagerly pushed on¬ 
ward i but, through delays oe-cfisioiicd by the followers, 
when daylight bad arrived they were still ten iriilca 
fiom their destination, while the eijemy began to oc¬ 
cupy thft smToundhig hills. They had now to en¬ 
counter nnidi suffering and loss, though Briptlicr 
Sheltoff, redeeming Eonicwhat his former errors, led 
theui OJi witli signal valour. At three in the afternoon, 
tlicy W'ero at Jugduluk, where the misOrablo remnant 
posted themselves in an encloHure, whiclT afforded only 
iinpcrrect Ehelter iVoni the enemy’s f re. .Clapkiin. Bygrave, 
with fifteen brave men, (h'ove tlie latter back, hut they 
iiOo*,returned. The wrct«hcd resource was again tried 
of negotiating with Akhar, who denuiiKled that Gonorai 
.Elphinstone should come to a conference, while Shcl' 
ton and Cajdaiu Johnson shoukl be delivered as host¬ 
ages. All was acceded to: tUe ofBcerfj were cour¬ 
teously receivetl, , reffesUmenta supplied. At nine 
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CHAP. aVI, next morning, a meeting was IteW, when a ntiinTipr of 
A nTika. chiefe inveighetl l>ittei’iy against fhe Krig]ish, ivliile 
Akbar pretended to pkaf their caugo ; Imt in this dis¬ 
cussion the day elnpsed witlioufc (iny decisive arrange- 
AttMwvt mcnt- Brigadier Anquetil, who had been left in eom- 
thwueh the JRnnd, then saw no hope iiut to push in tire dark thmugU 
tile next pass, of two miles in length. Having t/iken 
the Afghans somewhat by Burprtae, the troops moved »it 
first with little molestation ; but at tho nunimit found 
two bar^rki's strongly i'onneil of bru- bwoort, ■ wliich 
could not be I’cmoved without much dlificulty ami aoine 
delay. The^enemy then came Up, raixed witli. the 

iireor^ful fugitives, and i;ommitted a dreadful slaughter. An- 
Biau({iitLr. quetil and eleven other officers fell; only nbout forty 
men, half of who'n had lost their arms, advanced to 
Gtindamuk, hoping theina fot security. They reached 
it almut daybreak, but found themselves so beset, as to 
1)0 obliged to leave the mad, and take a defensive posi- 
t ion on a height. An attenji>t wtis made to negotiate, bu t 
Major Griffiths and Mr Blewitt, who proceede*! for tho 
pTjrpiose, were detained. Hoatilitica were then renewed, 
and the little baud, overpow-erod by numbers, were suo- 
ceesivcly cut down, only Captain Soutfu- an<i tln-er-; moiv 
lieijig made priaonei-e. A separate jmrty of twel ve, among 
whom were seven officers, pushed on for Je'llojalwKi, but 
Ti.iinB» they fell snccessivo victims to the fury and treachery 
JdWatod. tho in!lal)it tints, uxeept Dr Brydou, who reached tlwit 

town, wliore he gave the first direftil tidings of the fate 
of tlie army; Sergeant I’disant and four others, also 
seeking to escftpe individually, luid ht'en made prisoners. 
The captives on the whole were aV.ut seventy j an un¬ 
known proportion of the native troops and followers 
had gone over to the onemyj hut by for the greater 
jiarf ot the 16,t.00' w!io left tiie \:Vintonnient at Ciabnl 
niiacmbly jici-ighed. This retreat may be conBidored 
•ivithou t a paiallel, if not in the extent, at least in the 
complctenesi of its calaniity’'.'*^

On tive Kith Jfovembcr, the pirjiieta 
liegun to be attacked, and skirmifihitig parties to appear, 
>ylKi,-,thoi;tgh abftrst ejisily bontcti off,gradualincreased 
to fiOOO, wiion they gurrourided tlic post, with wild yells 
(uid fuj'ious gisetiU’cs. A gan placed in the centre bastion 
kept tkeiu at bay ; but the siwl discovery was sooB tandc, Oie 
that the antTn'Uiiitioii wa'! on the point of being exhaust.- 
ed,and morcovci’ that tlmrc wo-s tmison witiun the walla. 

ISo hope thou app^wed blit to cut their way tdirongh 
and accordingly, on the niglvt of tho'lfith, a colunia was 
formed, conaieting of tlia arined force, in the centre of 
wlik'lMvere All’s Ferris and her sister dreased in nion's 
clothes, M'ith all the civilians of the garrison. A brisk fire 
was kept, np till tho moment of depnrtnro, n'heri they 
rushed forth. The enemy at onco took the.aiarrn, and 
made a furious attack ; but eorae vigorous diftcharg\’-' 
of musketry oLd iged them to retire. The party hastened 
to Lnllporah ; but observing tlio sinistei’ looks of the 
j-ieople, unci hearing that the Ktiylier pass was cl 'lely 
guarded, they induced, by large gifts, one of the khans to 
lead them by a mouiitainous path to Poshawer. The 
ladies were obliij-.d to travel uboot 150 milfjs, clamber¬ 
ing a great part of the way on thi-ir hands ai d feet. 

The great rising at Cabal ^v»s accompanied by one

Above all, water, which had lon.g been scarce, 
was about to fail altogether, as thcsun'cnder of Un; out¬ 
posts would, in forty-eight bonfs, enable, tlm euciny to 
cotiiraand the only well, .and the whole gan'lson would 
in a few days inevitably iierish. These rcasoiie, if not 
exaggerahid'', appear sutficimst; yet it is very curious 
to find hinnulding, as a further justification, that he 
had received a letter from General l^llpbiristone npd 
Major Pottinger, desiring him to take tliiss step on the 
arri val of Rohilia Khmr, an Afghan daef; mid he refers 
even to SHriilar instructions from yir W. Miemaghten. 
It v-miihl appear, imleed, tliafc such u letter had hecu 
sent during the calainities of tire onuy ; but Genertils 
Sale and Nott, w'ho veceived similar ones, did not, under 
tlm ciu-umshuices, tliink dicmeelves authoriited to obey 
tliem, The governor-general, on receiving tho intelli- 
genca, ordered a court-martial to bo held as soOn as 
convexilcnt on * he conduct of lh;.luior.

In t)ie be* 
ginning of March^ they threatened Candtihar with a 
ia.rger ibico than hdfore, Nott marciicd against/ tlicm 
witii the gTenter part of li is troops, when they gra- 
dtially Tcti'oatcd till they liad drawn him to a consi- 
denible distance. Then, an iiiipoifiog appearance being 
*HtUl presei’Tcd in Ilia front, abont (1000 of them wlieelcd 
round, and, by a circuitous route through a friendly 
coilnt.ry, came quite nnespcetedly upon tiie capital. 

They imniediutcly giiitR'd. possession of the old town, 
and \vare pciletraiing into the new one, M'iien 2,00 
Kritiflh, who had been loft for its defence, ohaigod tin: 
afiSailiints wjth smeh vigour, that they were totally dis 
persed, with great slaughter. This iailure ol’a scheruo, 
ingeniously planned and paviiuliy sncecsalul, seemed 
greatly to diaconcert them; while t!ie peojde liecatne 
mote friendly, and brought in supplica of provisionH. 

I'he fall of Ghtzni, however, seemed again to revive 
their spirits; and troops began to movo from tiiat 
quarter wostwiinl. On tiie 1st April, Colonel VVyiner,

20 miles in titlvance, and on Urn road to JellJilnkiciv wam 
aiinotinccd to be in gi'ent distress. Coioncl Moseley waa 
sent forward with two rcgimejits, wliicli, by a iiiabt.- 
inarob, sueecodecl in rejiclung tho place. . 

WUcI, on thei lOtli, attempted to ppnctfate with twcf 
more; bvit be was repulsed, biinself wounded, and 
tbe whole part;;?' obliged to retrout with cflimiderable 
leas. Tii AH Musjid, ineantime, Uu; provisu-nsi were w 
compit-U’Iy exhausted, that tlie colonel was obliged to 
quit it on the 2d til, and push bnek fo Jiimroori, liaring. 
suffered a loss of 175 Itilled am:! wounded, inclnding 
several officers. 

JleiDforceaients, however, continued to andve; and Gb- 
uera! Pollock, -wlio luia most fully justidecl the choice 
mmle of him, was aiipoiritcd to command them and all 
the troops yrest of the Indus. Ho arrived in the eihl of 
iTaintary,;fci)t before attenapting the formidable operation 
with wiiicU the campaign must open, he judged it neoea- 
sAiy to await the accunmlation of a eonaklerahlc force. 
By the hcgimiing of April, it had been raised to about 
SOdO, and though this waa scaveely adequate, and 40(H) 
more w'ei’O expected, the \lrgelit slats of affairs in Af- 
ghai is+an made Jhin duterinine to attempt the passage 
'if the ivhj'her. This tremendous deblc was dofentled 
by about 10,000 brave movmtaineciw tborougbly'skilled 
in this specie?; of warfare. They had raistid a strong 
breashvorii to defend the naiTOW entrance, and their 
bands covered all the vocky and pmeipitons iicights (in 
the right .and loft, whence they could take sure aim 
against the atnnll column, ■wdiieh tilone could march on 
tile road beneath. To have penetrated through this 
passage, exposed to so torrihlc a fire, would have been 
scarcely possible, and certainly not without dreaB 
ful cam,age. The geneWil eaw that the only means of 
securing success was to send troops to scale thft heights, and 
dislodge the enemy posted upon them. This was n most 
formidalilq operation ; but British soldiers, when brought 
itito close contact, bad shown tliemgeives able to van- 
quisli tlie enemy under almost any circumsUinccs, T wo 
colunms wci'c therefore formed, of twelve corapanies 
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each, and pla^ied, tlte ou0 utidorColontd l\TLyl6r stid Ha-

On the Gth, All Mii?jici wm atiadeed, nmi f ivs^rnmn 
taken, after a sliglU reRisfeinco* A full eortimancl was 
Hi ns obtuimd of the Khyber TVss, and the rohtf lay 
open to pJelloiabad ennl into the interior of OubuU 

Meantune, active ope:rations were proceeding ija Ihe 
wx^st, wlicre tlie enemy omitted no cxertxop to didodge 
the fvuxe xvith which General Nott occupied Candahar* 

Prlixee Softer Jxing, ^ i:.Dn of Shah Sujiui, sc^conded 
the hostile chiefs in plundering the vill'ages, and exciting 
the pcojde to rise against tlie Britislii After eojitirmiog 
these movements (luring Fehruary, they began early 
m March to juxas close upon the city ; when the geiie- 
val, hndingit lu'c^essary to I>usli them to a distariee, leffc^ 

2f>00 xnen under Miijfir I^ane for its defence, and with 
the mam body dasned out against the Jiifimuders. Tiiough 
posj^esRing a stixngth of 12,000, of who hi ono luil] Avcrre 
cavalry, well rnoimtcd, they leiistily retreated,paascxl the 
rivers Turuiik and FrgUumliib, and candully lihimitcd 
all contact with tlie pursuing infantry. On the 9th, 
^<ctiend Nott approached so near that. Ida artilleryconld 
open upon ihmr with effect, when they were eoinplotely 
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hrokon and dispei'seclt bfiinjjoidy - aved from distraction cu-rAP. xri: 
by. hisi defect hi I'orse. Attcr accomidishh.;^, tbis' Ob- 
ject Jte returned, withoiit suswiniitg tbe slightest loss in 
men, bfiggago,' or camels, ^ • 

Whilethccorniiidiidor wasejugagtid in this expedition, nunon-ed 
a strong detachment of Atglians, iimkuig a ivide cii-cnit, 
and favoured by'their knowledge ol thU'' country ann 
affections of the people, camo suddenly upon Can^ 
daliar. Major Lane, seeing their assomblagfi in the , 
forenoon of tlt<; J 0th, caused ovei'y preparation );o hb mn.ile 
for rc'iistatice, and the gutys to be secured liy bags dt 
grain piled iiislde. The .eiteruy, howiwc'i’, about eight 
in the evening, wlvuii. completely daik,succeeded, by com¬ 
bustibles secretly igiiited, in setting hro to the,, Henit 
gate. The govemoj- lost no time in reinforcing thia 
post, and openi,ng upon them a destructive tire} yet in 
llio fdco of the ii'j.vock thus made, dense tpfissiis kept up ’ ‘ 

an Wessaut irml luiuvy discharge, ivhile eight or ten 
oven tore down tim burning fragments, and, sdramMing 
over the bags, offectod an entrauee. They overo soon 
despatch*. vl; and about inidnigl tt, after four hours of inoes- 
aant atteek, the fissailantewitiirh'ew. A similar attempt 
to fire t’iio Shik'^rpore gate entirely Jailed, as did :’t feebler 
one o-n that Joaduig to Cabuh The enemy then ro- 
treuted ■with such diligence, tliat' U'h<;n day broke not 
one of them was visible ; but the ground was etrew’ed 
■with dead bodies, 'while the Brltisu hiul not sustained 
a single casualty* 

Though the Afghans wore thus severely cheek ed at c ver^v’ ^ 

point, they continued to lay waste tlm country, wirryiiig oftinjenteiy 
away the fon^o, and taiovi'ng aside the supplies of'water. 

Gdonel Wymer was scut out te> check these mo vement 
and U) collect supplies- On tl)o banks of the Urghinuirtit 
he saw large bodies of cavalry gracing their horses; 
and on emerging from a puss a considerah^o .torco was 
obsen-ed to be foriulng in iris n-ur. He miu'chf'd back 
and obliged tlmm to retreat; while Goioiid Maclarofi 
dislodged another* hand from a village in fr«mtn But 
at the siime time, an ovtrwhclmUig bodv-, wddeh liad 
collected on the right Hank, gained a tempumry advaii- 
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tag{.‘, Scv^val Dfricet's being woaiukil. The conutiaildez 
has-fened to'their aid ; and the skirmish temiiiiiited hi 
Uio enemy being driven in confusion, aet'ess' the Ur- 
gJnnidab, whilo the tioxivoy was completely Beciired., 

Wo have already nietitioaex! i.iiatp Gerifti'al England, 
in the’middle of iManih, had. been rcpnlsed. in his 
attempt to convey 8tor.vs to Caiidahui’. Xiudiig re- 
inforce'cl, he advanced again in tho end of April, aird 
on tile 28th Ihnnd tiro enemy in considerabk! .da-ength, 
strongly posted in front of the village of Hyknkie. 
He attacked them with snch vigOtir,that, iiotwitn8t;nid- 
iiig ft spirited defoiice, they were soon broken .and dis¬ 
pelled; Ills loss being (inly ten. wounded. On the 
other side he found Colonel' Wymor, who had come 
to aid him ; and the united corps Y>roceoded 'without 
opposition to Caiidahar, In the end of May, 8ufter 
Juu!', being joiiUKl l:y Auktiir Kiuin with 8000 men, 
advanced upon the capital, where the foive wjb weak¬ 
ened by Wyme-r having been sent with 'a. debichinent 
into tiio Ghilzie country. They took post on some 
steep rocky hills abo'.it a mile from the city, imngining 
the comiuftuder would not havo strength enough to at¬ 
tack them in the field. Yet he without hesitation 
ailiied out: all tlieir positions were gallantly cavried ; 
tmd they w'cre driven, with gi^eat loss rtcrosu tho Urn- 
ghundftb. The strong fortress of Kelat-i-G'hiiisie had 
bctiit moiiitaincd with great difficulty during the winter, 
surrounded by a hostile people, who early in spring 
formed lines of circumvalla'tion, and closely Mockadwl 
it. Unable to effect any iinprofision, they retired : l)ut 
now again, on the 2]st May, mado an attack, at four 
in the morning, in two col uinas, each of 2000tncn, with 
thirty ftcaiing'ladders. , After uu hour’s contest, tlioy 
were completely beaten off. 

Meantime, Cabul itself, on the departure of the 
English, beciUiia tlie theatre of most vioiejit dissenatona 
aud I'cvohitiona; hut the train of these events, and the 
tnotivo.? of tlie Wbavtms actors, nre iiivolvcd in uiech 
obscurity. Shah Sujftb, having at that crisis remained 
behind uiipwotected, roiglit have hoeri expected to full tt 


victim to excit^il fujy of the people- On Ute chap. jCVf. 
conteu^j .he retained poi53es$ion of the Bala Hissarj 
exmiscd a powerful Mi inmce, mid wiia cvm.coiiitad 
by the rha^rent purti(;s, Tiie oiinin attached to 
it thus appears^ had been ciaefly redecteil from tiie 
foirei^n aid by which Im cause was npludd, %b all 
parties united in this scotimem^ the ahuh evidently 
deemed it expedient to dissoluble whatever attachmeut 
he miglitj'eel Ihr the Jhdtisli; nou is thei e wanting 
ground to isuspect, that he joined with apparent cor*^ 
dialif.j in srheraes lor their eiitiro expnUioru One 
of the two iaetioas into whicli the o<auitry waa rent 
ohtaMdj it is Md, his consent to place himself at. th'j 
hc-adof a force levied tor that purpose* On this dcitina^ 
feion ho left the Bala Uiesar; but tlic hostile party ui the 
Baurikijsebee shdars^sttonglyattaciicd tDX>(>stftlohanimeft 
mtl Ahbar, deioriaiued tej aeize so favourable an opportu*- 
nity for gratifying their ernnity* They placed,in ambush ^ 
a body of skilful rrnisketeer?;^ who* when they mw the 
monavcii coming to the spofcj sprimgforth^ and disehurgM 
against him a shower of balk* Two of them took effect 
m a vital parf, wdien feii down and expired almost im^ 
mediately. Several of his attendant^ wtro also slain ; 
his crown and jewels were aeijsed; and ho left his 
in £\H distiucted a shite as hk kingdom* We have seen 
U.15 ,>OTi Sufter Jung raking all the west.crn tribes againata^ 

Lho British power; wijilc another, Tutteh Jiung* was ' 
tmdetstood to he animated by opposite sen tirnenta. 

The latter, being on the sp<jt, obtained poprK'ssion of the 
ikla .tlissjav* and assumed tlio rems of sovereignty* 

/Vkbar^ however, who had been absent during tlicfee tpins- ,>f 

:ictions, md whose power was serimugly iitueli reduced, 
ac*;v hastened to Cabgl; a/ul hyhisialcti^hiflaence^aail 
iiddress, regahicd the com pi eW mastery of that copi- 
tab lie thm turned his arms against the Bala Xlu^ar ; 
tnd having effected a breach* eompelh d it to surrender- 
Yet he did not procee^i to extrianitics against Futteh 
Jung, but acknowledged Jiim as shah, upm the under- 
standing he himself, under the title of vizier, 
ihfmki cKcroiije the whole authonly. The prince at 
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inti fxtnsentFd; Init not biwldfig this mere sliado^v 
of rojalty, and being in fiict treated m a kind of state- 
priwaor^ lie made Ins escape^ and prese n f ed liims^Il' in 
tbe camp of GeucJ^al Polioek^ n lmm he urged to advance 
apon the capitah Akinvr >vos tlnia left imdjspiit<'d master 
of tliexountry^ and the oVdy enemy with wham that 
commiuidcr hiul now to contend, 

The coviTiselSp at this era, tnnierwr-Tit an impor- 

tan,h change ; fer m Bepteniber 1841 j Sir Koherc Peel 
and his frkrids caine into power^ in no degree pledged 
to the Indhth l>aiiey of iheir pnidccesaors; 'J'hcy do not 
apvpear to liaire intended to recall Lonl Auckland; hnt 
that nohleinan, feeling himself in a delicate sitaaiion, 
imd tfm usual term of his office being nearly expired^ 

)(cited permission to resign, Thb was granted: and^ 
amid very opposite opinions as to the Afghan policy^ 
his departaro elicited u high tribute of regret and re¬ 
spect, on Qcociii'nt of his strict atieotioii ^to the duties of 
his office^ generous patronugo of merltj imd zt il for 
the promotion of eviiy object tending; fo the proaperity 
of the great country over wideli he had preskicd. In 
his Toom^ the ministry appointed Lord Elktiborough^ 
who had bostoAved partieukr athmticu on tine affah^ 
t>f Indiaj and had, in consei|iiGnec^ hoi’a placed at the 
iiead oftlie Board of Conirok To thisnoiajriatiari 1 heE:ist 
Iiufk Company gave their cordial coneumnee. His lord- 
ship having set outxn the 8th jNmxniher, arrived at Cal^ 
cutiu on the 28th February following; and after remaiii- 
ing there Bome weeks^ he proceeded to Allahabad, and 
afterwards to Simlfij, tho Tnilitary lieadqimrters in the 
west, lie evidently came at once to the ^'oriChiidorij, 
that BO att eiiipt ought to be made to perpetuate ibe accu- 
pation of Aigbanistan, or io control the people as to 
choice of ibeir government and ruler.

Capittin Mnekonzie, one. of 
the pTl''’oiiex's, xtriivtal fiwxi Akbar, followed ujoti after-heath n? 
wards by tlie dead, hotly of GenerRl i'Uphinstorxe, ivlio had 
fallen a Vietim to.disfilase tnal anxiety. I?e bore also pj-vo- 
posals from the Af;,'hat,i ruler, nndexstood to relate to the 
/nnriom .of the Cixptives .'md tiie reiea'ie of Dost Mohftir.- 
lined ' hrtt he I'oturiied.withoutbeinf^Hble tocoticiudeiu’i 
orp-.,:eme 3 »t. On ;tho ,'13th. . July, Captain Troup, with 
seTertil.natiye eluefs, bx’onglit fresh proposals, and haidug * ,® 
rotut.?ied to Cabul, eamc back on tU<r 3d A.ugust; but all 
these, neg'ot intuxUB .ptrcxvod fruitless. The English lea.der 
had proposed genatnl .exchange of prisoner^ wltich 
would have iiKMiided Dost Molmmiut’d, fafelier to Akbar } 
b;.it farther demands ■vveri^ made l)j the latter. The 
army, meantirax', were somewhat stniltoned for pro- 
visions ; the beat laicanre intense j- {nxd tlysentery with 
other disoascs began to^e prevalent. Bands of the eiieitiy 
!ig?tin 'lovered aroiiTid, and. rciidcred xc hr>praotk'ahlc to 
stir beyoiid ..vover of Ihe foi'tifk'atioas, without thodangei' 
of being speared j tlio caniels and other ben-sta of burden 
perished in great mimbcts, without the possibility of sup¬ 
plying their place, so that the niciuis of conveyance beearnO 
deficient. The army vvitivi depressed by seeing tho amu- 
mcr months pass in a state of inaction, and without any 
piospcct of avengiTig tluj iiijurifs apstaincti by theii 
couiitiyincn. 

Detachments warn however sent out to keep open the, 
passages, to ovcinvi'c as v/cll-as punish .refractory ch.u'fs ; i’Qf''Aetur 7 
and on these ocaisioiis, tlie most turbnleat gene.!"xUy re~ 
treated without hazarding a combat. Some of tin; booty 
taken frtmx the Cnbnl army being discov cred in the vUlof^e 
ijf AU IWhnn. the troops pi '.mdered and set the place ‘Ui 
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fi'-e,. without any aathoi-ity'fj;o]n their offictis, hy whoni 
tliis coTJtloct wfi^i flfmr.’h disni^provcd. On tiie 20th -Iono, 
tweivty-hve forts ol’ the Goolai tribes a ilespevate racfl of 
freoboottira, wore foiinil deserted, aiu! a ccinsiclorable sup¬ 
ply of provislb’is procured, The Shiuvvavees, another 
tierce batul, wliti' boasted that no tionqueror had ever en¬ 
tered their valley, refused tribute,, and seized nil oppor¬ 
tunities of giving anuoyAnce. On the 24t}i July, tiiey 
attacked a detachment, and drove it with Ittas back into 
the c:uup; upon wliioh Brigadier Moutcath, conrinanding 
in this stMtion, resolved to give tbeni aserions lesson. Oa 
tlui 26th, leaving the bixggtige in camp, he pushed for- 
wunl with his light troops itite this supposed inacccra- 
ible valley. On Jus approiibh, a long range of forts were 
abandon'd, and, to the ur'mber of thii-ty-fivc,'were set 
on frre, filling tlie vhoie atuaosphei’e with fiftmtv nnd 
smoke. All the men retreated to the castle of their 
principal, chief, Seeurider Kb an, seated ou a high nioun- 
tain. .Maior Skinner, with tho advance, obiiged- them 
to cvncuate it, and drove thetii from 8ucce^.:d.ve posts 
hi i ts vicin ity. The British troops were tho i o id ered to 
withdraw, when the cnemy^ wlio rcm;.ijucd nnbrok.cn, 
ii.itlow.ed them to f lie camp, but without being aUe to 
gala any advantfige. Our loss was three killed and 
t^^’entJ-tln’eo wounded. Tliey xero stipposed to have 
surfered severely, and their chief iihnicdlately afterwards 
mtimated his wil!‘agness to pay thg reveuite, 

Gencml Pollock remained at Jolklahad till nearly the 
cud of August, lippavently with the view of matuting hia 
plans, and concerting with Gcnci'al .N'ott' a joint niove- 
ment on the capital. On the 20t.h, lie left these quarters, , 
and,on the 22d reached Guhdaiimk: the enemy occupy- 
ing the villige and fort of Mammoo Khali, fir.^!y tv-o 
miles distant, with a strong body. Po dislodge then^, 
he marched on the 24th, and found them stationed in an 
orchard with sotne enclosures, having their frout, covered 
by held-works of JOoso htonbs. From these , positions 
they were driven luto. Iho village, wTiere thay nuide ft 
show of resistance ; but ou the British coming up, they 
abandoned it, rctirwl into the fort, and biOTicadt'd thegwteg. 
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I’he asviaihrit,a, I7 inpuniiog oit each other’s shonMers, chap, xvi 
ontcrcd H eiiettcreel bastion'eightfeet high, wliea they saw D7T34:f. 
the dafeudera going over the walls on the other side, hot 
were inialjlt! from thtigue h^ guvsnf;. The right wing, 
under GonerfiI SlfCaakill, advanced upon Kookhi Khaii, 
another hamlet two iniips distant, held also by hostile 
troops, who tlien abandonefl it, but bnol< post itpon tlie 
iidjueetit poaliH of the great rimge called Snofaid Koh, 

From several of those they were dislodged., hut I’roin 
others maintained a heavy fire with the long muskets 
called jexivils, whioli obliged our men to retire from some 
of the points they luvl gained. ’ Gwieral Pollock, not 
coji.^idering it an object to push'.farther, hurnorl the w * 
moter villago, while in the nearer one he establishcd his 
camp, lest tiie cucmyahould hoast of having driven hhn 
thence. Ilia doss am.ounted. to seven Icilled and toi'ty-nino 
wounded. The saocoss liod not been quite complete; yet it 
was Biifheient to seouro theBritish flank,and deter tliebar- 
barianH from any further , attempta to molest his positiorr. 

The general spent about a fortnight in this place '''"iroibat. 
leering his tro()ps, anti making arrangements for their far-. 
ther advance,. Qri the 6th &pteinber, he liegan Iris final 
movement upgn Cabul; nckt diiy reached Soorkab; and 
on tire morning of the 8th, approached the terrible paasi 
of Jugdniuk. Here the enemy, nearly 6000 strong, rAvt of ^ 
imder tl;;' atandards, oWiilerent chiefs, had crowned tbo 
amphitheatre of, hills on the left of the road, wliciico 
they Avero separated by a deep ravine. They opojicd a 
formidable fire on tho advancLng column, when Captaiir 
Nvigent, a highly promising young officer, was wor.iuded, 
and 'lied almost immediatciy. Our guna were, well 
served, and , shells burst among them with liowerful 
effect, yet not so much,im to shake their detemination 
or slacken tlieir fire. It wfiS found that the heights n>ust scaUiur nf 
}>C scaled ; for wliicli purpose, Captain Broadibot was di- htiahti. 
rooted to move on the extreme left, while Colonel Tiiylor, 

’(vith the light iitfimtry, should cross tlie ravine and attack 
the opposite hills, the key of the position, and whore the 
p riueipjal clue fs were a^ernbltd. This foWe, in rushing 
up the steep, raised au animated and enthusiastic eliccr.

On the 4Ui of October, Sir Charlea Napier arrived at 
Sukker, ahd assumed the ooinmand of the forces in Binde. ?:i.Sifunior« tllfj 
Oh his way he had left with■ the Ameers Lord Ellen- 
horongh’s ultimatum, aiid a few dnyc after Major Oniram sinde. 
was coihmlBShmed'to demand an eittially definite reply. 

It was then confidently anticipated that wdien tliey 
Ifiarued the complete success of the British arms in the 
North, there would bo little difficulty in negotiating with 
theijfc In Allis, however, the govcntor-general was diiS- ^ 
appimited. Negotiations were indeed cani-’.d on for above 
four months, with considerahie hopes of a satisfactory 
termination; and new provisions, which Lord Ellen- 
boroogb' deemed indispensable, in conseqUeneo hot only 
uf their manifestation a of a hostile disposition, but ,Of 
various acts in direct cohtniventiou of existing engage- 
nieiiis, received the ussq' of the Ameom of Sinde. The 
usual (iiffichhies, however, were experienced in dealing nvijoUfitru; 
with native powers. It was obvious, n(jtW3thstii.ndifig ^IneJrs 
their adoptum of the prescribed terms, that no reliance 
could Im plactxl on their good faith. Of this abundant 
evid'vhce Avas speedily afforded. The new treaty which 
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hfuVheen pvoposeil ait^ agi[‘ee<3 to, received tljp siguature 
of tlio Aiheera on the 14th of Febniai-y IfrlS, and on the 
vevy day tliereafter, they made a suddeii' attacb, at the 
head of a large force, on the roaideiico of ^;3tri,ijoi‘ Oo tram, 
the British commiesioner. Unoxpeidedly sudden and 
undit^iised-as this trcachei-oh^ assa.n3.t was, the coivinus- 
aiolier had been warned to place little',faith in their sin- 
oerity. On leaving the durbar the p]^3vioua ihty,. wdiere 
the whole body of the Ameers had forihally aflixed their 
seals to the treaty, Alajor Outranr andfiis companions 
V'ere exposed t<j great peril, and were only rescued hy, the 
Ameers’ guards from a Jiired Itand of irustiseiiis. ' Bnt on 
the following morning, the Major’s residenee w;ts attaoketl 
by a iwdy of 8000 tmope, headed by aeveml of the Ameers 
and principal chiefs. The small force under his com- 
mand inaiiiUined their post with the utmost gallantly; 
and liad it not been for the terror of the camp follow'ers, 
who were, employed to. remove the property on boai-d e 
steamer that lay in the river, the assailants woiild not 
have obtained possession of any portion of it, 
iMajor Oittrain writes to Sir Charles Napier, on the 
IStli: '' My dispatches of the last few days will have .led 
yoxi to expect that iriy earnest endeavou.r.s to effect an 
amicaLl.f arrangement witli the Ameci-s of Sinde would 
fail, and it is with much regret I have now to report that 
their highnesses have fioiniuence'l hostilities by S.tt;:Lehing 
my residence this.morning, which, after font hours^ost 
gallant defence by my honomry escort, the light company 
of Her ilajesty’s 22(1 regiment, cominaitded by Captain 
Conway, 7 wag conipelK'il to evaeimte, m conseipienoe of 
onranirniinition running aliort.

Our ammuni- Nafinre nf 
fcion being limited t<> forty vound-s per man, the oftioei's 
directed their wholo, attentiou to merving their fire, and , 
ktcpiitg their men close muter co'ver, never showing 
themselves or returning-a shot, except when the enemy 
attempted to rush, or sho\ved theniaelvea in great n.um- 
hcTS, consequently great-execution was done with trilling 
expenditure o£ ammunition and with little loss.”

Ajeet Bing stabbed Mian, and sent his body to his 
brofhoT- and sou, Bookliet and ileera Sing. These tw'o 
individuals ettrroiinded the city with, their troops, end 
the peivple within continued plundering all night. In 
the nmvn'iug; Heera Sing having entered the fort, seixed 
Ajeet Sing,'Lena Bing, and others, and having put them 
to death, exposed their heads in tlm plain, and threw 
tliei.!- bodie .3 into the Immar.

put on the guddee, and Ileera Sing made viKCcr. Six 
hundred incu were elaiightered oil both sides.” 

This barbarous deed wms crincteti on tlie ISth Septem¬ 
ber lb43, .ind by me.ms Of it the nominal authority was

Meanwhile the nilaiis of the convt of Owaliov, which 
harl 30 long occasioned aniKiety and ilisfcruaty wem at 
length brought to a crisis. Con fusion and anarchy pre- 
vMkd t-heve, one party deposing another, and successive 
idiiefs'Struggling for power, while the, country was left at 
the nderoy of licentious and undisoipiined troops. The 
BrHiuli government being bound by its treaties with tha 
lute rajah to protect his snccessor, and, preserve Ids ter- 
rittvries unviolated, the governor-general could no longer 
overlook the fiict that the conduct of the , authorities 
of Gwalior involved & virtual violation p.f the, .treaty. 
Lord Elleiiborougb accordingly immediateiy. ordered the 
sdvanoe of troops, sudicienti a® lie said, “ to obtain gua- 
vantocH for the future security of its own Ruhjects ou the 
common frontier of the two states, to protect the per.sbn 
Of the fiijah, to quell disturbances within his bighness’s 
territories, and to chastise all who shall rennuir in.dis- 
ohsdsence.” This was renderid the mote, impemtivo by 
the tender a^e and lielpless qoositiou of the rejeh, vi'hich 
exposed him to thy double da.:nger of .being-rt'.ade ii Wol 
in the hands of his eucinies, and thp noTtiinal source of 
wrongs to his friendly allies. . Notwithstanding the pre¬ 
parations which had been made for such an euigrgericy,

They drove tbem fn>m 
their guna into the village, but there the Mahrattas 
again rallied, and a most sauguiiKU-y cohtlict ensued. 
After discharging their iuatehlochsj they flung theiA from 
them, and fought hand to hand with the most determined 
coin-age. Meauwluic O-encral Talifint hud led on his 
brigade, and succeeded in taVing Maharajpoor in reverse. 
Twenly-feight guns wore capture! by this combini'd 
movement, but the Mahratbis stilL stood thoii* ground ; 
nor was their strong positjOri talien till nearly eVery one 
of its defenders had Keen left dead on the spot. Thu 
same detorrained ressstaiice was 'expenenced at every 
point. They had thrown up entrench ments, and planted 
their gains with great skill, and in nearly every case the 
gnnnera were bayoiietted at their posts, without attempt¬ 
ing to fly.

“I re¬ 
gret,” :E>ay3 Sir H, Gough in his deepatclvto the governor- 
general, “ 1 regret to say that, emr loss. h?is been vcTy' 
severe, infinitely beyond what I calculated on ; indeed, 
I did not do .imticG to the gallantry of my oj-iponenta.

Ounnmg]inm, , t}ie Jinpavtiai hisiorian of tiie 
Seiks, seeite to show that, nithough tlie hi it aggu ssive 
movements, were undoubtedly made by Uie Seiks, the 
English were giiirled rather by the selfiah and sluwtv 
sighted policy wUh^b guards nyoinst ijiunodiivto danger, 
thfl'U by tlte wise and hononiuble foi'c^ight which should 
direct the councils of an enlightejroa. nation when 
dealing with a people esteemed in cvety .respect tiiei,r 
inferiors. Ho accordingly conceives, that the open pre¬ 
parations for defensive, and,, if necessary, for oifeusi^-e 
measures, wlucli marked theprogiess of the army ofob* 
aervation, ftpnrarod in the estimation of a riido peoplp as

Tims, at the Very time when a 
soldier watj at the head of the Indian government, dis- 
tiiignislv d for inilit.'itjc experion'ce mi well as fOr eoumge 
and sound jiulgment, tlid nr,my was allowed tf. take tho 
field in every way worse provided and equipped than had 
been the case when an inexperienced tmd in&h civilian 
held the office of governor-general. 

It is only now that the peculiar cbaractcilstics of tlie Origin ofilie 
^*iks is coining to be rightly nnderstood. Thtir origin 
is traced back to the Bixtecnth century, telicn Iffvm'ic 
and Qovind, two Kkutree prophete. obtained a few cod- 
vortg to 'i doctrine of religlcms and social reform, from 
aHiPng the peasants of Tiftliore and the sonthcrn banks of 
tlie Sntledge. It is not necc'isary here, however, to trace 
their historV lurthcr than to remark, that by the time 
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tbtf S'jike imm« into colliBion witli the British fimpii-oin' 
India, Oiey had g’:own into a powpifiil nation, loimd ' 
toiJietheip not Only by social aTnh politifial ties, biit by the 
etill moi-e stringent hottds ot‘ a eoramon w;!€(l. 'I'lie 
instoi-y of Mchaifimedainamfurotsiiesanflicieiitly sfcrikiiig 
OTidence-of the ronavkahle effects tlmt may reawU fioiji 
suck a soiirce, ami the Seika, or ‘•difloiplca,” appear to Txi 
not a whit beiiind the jieai of the Ar.ibian |ir<>pii«t’s fok 
lowe)^ in ■ their devotLon to the. Khalsa.;’’ or choaen 
people. The powei-ful inflaencc of such a bond of uniph 
can hardly be bver-ratfel, though unfortnoately the true 
cliarecter of the Seik nation was cinnplotely 'luiaundor- 
stood prev.ionss tn tli£) ivbv;, and the sonrce, as vvell iia the 
spirit, of the continued revolutions which created such 
alavni on tiio north ora frantiers. of 1.1 ritiah India, entirely,' 
escaped the uutico of the sagacious diplojnafciats ivho 
conducted oar intercoin’se with that people. It'wohld 
HOW' seem, that so fei' from fbe revolutions and luni«lt9 
being the evidences of disunion: and revolt among ihst 
people, they originated in their devotion to thc'nssi'u- 
tial elements of their singular polityi while it W’ji.a'the 
siiwessive rulers who struggled with them and eotiglit 
aliiawoeo ^iith the English t hat' were in r^viUry inutineera 
and rebelu against the state; A.mbition, and the desire 
,f(ir imlimited power, overcuino tuthemiiidn of Eucceasive ' 
Siik rulers'the earlier bonds of good faith as meniber.-'i of ' 
the Khftlsfi, out the veiy causo of a].ienation betw’-cen the 
rulers and the people, supplied a strouger bond of union 
to the latter. The soldiery talked of tliemsclves as pre^ 
eminently the “ Punt’ll Khaissjee,” or eongregation of 
believers, and their leaders were owed into siibrniasiou 
by the- resolute' spirit with which they were animated. 
It woja by this united and rosoVute body'that'aneceasive 
revolutions were brought nboui^.anu one xiiler after an¬ 
other dethroned and put to death, liouhtless Huch, a 
state of things was well calculfited to excite uneasmoi ; 
among iteighlKmiing eiates, and mightyierhaps be justly

.i'crozeporc,- On the dth, three daysfsuiiplies were or¬

inense.ly exaggarfited the ■number,of the 3eik foi'cee, and 
the public miiidj still agitateil . with the recollection of 
the eady reverees in -Aighanfetan, was thrown anew into 
a stpto of feverish exdteinont by tl'.e nature of ;the infor¬ 
mation thus, m'lperfactly eoiivsyed.

'•xaggeriLted their number, and Captain, OtiuviUiglmrii 
uven inclines to doubt if they much exceeded tno' British 
in mimberH, The Soika were repnl-sed with severe loss, 
and seventeen of their guns were taken ; bnt the British 
learned in tlie battle of Moodkee the valour of the enemy 
tiiev liad t,-; contend with.

By the ar- 
yangements which he effected the largest possible torce 
was placed at the command of Lord Ooiigh, to oppose the 
Seik invaders. According to the governov-gcitevHrs 
dcsi.-atch, the Seik army, whiclv occupied the intreuched 
camp at Ferozeshah, amounted :to 60,000 men, while 
the British forces opposed to them did not ekfeced 17,000 
men. Oaptam OurtTiinghatn, lunveyer, in his Idatory of 
theBeiks, aitogethet finestionS the evidence of this very 
great disparityii lie states the forces of the enemy as 
amounting perhaps to 40,000 j hut he ilckao^Ylcdges that 
their innnhsrB were further increased by numerous hO'* 
dies of undisciplined hoi’se, while their artillery included 
150 piecesj served w'itli the most desperate Talour, aa 
well as w'ith great coobiess and skill. At Feroyjeahah,” 
says Gaptidn Cuiininghain, ’■ tiie larger calibre and 
greater weight of metal of the niass of the Seikartillei'y, 
and . conaeqneiitly the .miperiorhy of practice: relatively 
to that of the field gutis of the KiigtUh, was. markedly 
appai-ent in tlie condition of the two parks after the bat¬ 
tle.

severe loases. During the battle, both on the 21st and 
22d, the governoi'-gLuierat commanded the left wing of the 
army, while Lord Gough pereonally conducted the right. 

The night that intervened between the.conimencetnent rauEein tiio 
and the close of the battle of PeroKeahali must have been 
one of the deepest anxiety to the British commanders ; 
nor were even the exhausted trooj.is allowed to slumber 
in peace, where they lay, with their arms at their wdej 
ready with the dawm to renew' the bloody struggle, 

‘'itiTight fell,” says Lord Gough iu his despatch, “while 
the confiict was everywhere raging. Although I now 
brought up IVTajor-geneml Sir Harry Smith’s, division, 
and tie captured and long retained another jairt of t)ie rvccjirioiis 
position, and her Majesty’s Sd light dmgooiis charged and 
took some of the most formidable batteries, yet the ene¬ 
my remained in possession of a cons id arable portion of 
the great quadrangle, whilst our troops, interminghd 
with theirs, kept possession of the remainder, and ruially 
bivouacked upon it, exhausted by their gallant efforts, 
greatli' reduced in numbers, and suffering extremely suiTerincrt 
from thirst, yet aniraatfid liy an idomitable spirit. In '*’>‘1 
tills state of things tlie long night wore away. Near tlni 
iuiddle of it, one of their hetU’y guns was advanced, and 
played with deadly effect upou- our troops. Sir Henry 
Hai'diiige iiUTOcdiatelj' fonned her Majesty's 60th foot 
and tin- 1st European light infantry. They wO’^e led to 
the attack by their commanding ofheers, and animated in 
their exertions by Lieutenant-colonel Wood, who was 
nvouiided in tiie outset. Tlu) 80th captured tlie gun, and 
the enemy, dismayed by this counter-check, did not veii- 
tiire to press on further. During tlie whole cigJit, how- 
ever, they continued to harass onr troops by fire ^ 
ortlllerj', wherever moonlight discovered our position, tiigtit. 
But,” adds the commander-in-chief, “ with daylight 
canifl retributioh. Our iniantry fonned in line, supported 
t‘J) both liaiiks by horse artillery., whilst a fire was opened 
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, iVoni oiii’ oentro hy cufh of our heavy girua as rerobirff il 
oftecf-ive, aided Uy a fligltt of rockets. A tuaskal iiattery 
played with i^reat eliect upon this point,.di,smOTmtihs 
oiir pieces, and blo\Ying rip our tutuhriki. At this ino- 
meat Lieutpiunit-general 81r' Henty llardin^-e placed 
himself at th6 head of tha left, wdiilst 1 rode at the 
head of the right wing. Our line advauead, and, uiv- 
checked by the ctiemy’s fire, drove them rapidly {itit 
of the villngii of I'eroaieshah and their encampment; 
thoji, changing front to its left, on its centre, our force 
ctmijnned to Streep the camp, beating down all oppo¬ 
sition, and dislodged the enevuy from tlieir ■'.vhole posi¬ 
tion. The line then iialted, as if on a day of matioeuvre.; 
receiving its two leaders, ns they rodp along Its front', 
witli a gratifying cheer, and ^displaying-the captured 
spindni’ds of the Khalsa army. We had taken upwards 
of seventy-three pieces of cariuoh, and ^rere maotcTS of 
of the whole field.’* V 

The vhdoiy was moat opportune, and might w'ell fill 
the uunds of all Avith joy and gratitude. Keverthelcsf*, 
though a complete, it was not a decisive victory. The 
Seiks lud, indeed, been routed and driven from, the 
field. ‘‘ for twenty-four hours,” says fiord Oougli in Ids 
desi>atc}i,‘-not a Seik has appeared in our front. Tiie 
remains of the Jthalsa army are said to be in full retreat 
.across the Sutledge, or marciung np Its left bank, towards 
Xlmreekeeputhur, in the greatest confusion and dismay. 
Tiwir camp is the scene of the most aAvfej i^arnago, and 
tiiey have abandoned large stores of gi’arn, camp cipii- 
page, mid ammunition.” However satisfactory such 
evidences of flight miprlit be, the naiTation of tiie com- 
mandeir-in-chiofbetrays the fact, that the evimnsted vic¬ 
tors had boon unable to follow in pursuit of the retreativi-;’' 
foe, and that the flyingSoiks, who might lun c been seat- 
tered, am.i iiTefrievably Innken by a timely pursuit, bad, 
been allowed to cross tlm Snfckdge tit their letsure, and 
to reform on the opposite hank. The loss of the British 
very sevt-re.

boventii of the whole British force in the field. ixTmr>. 

When the details of the victory of Ferozeshah were 
reported to tire B' itish pnhlic through tlie official de-aie news oj 
epatohes, iheiicvvs was received with gloomy torehodinp 
rather than with the wonted exultations that follow in 
th e train of victory. The couunander-in-cluef’s conduct 
was luade the subject of unsparing critirisin. He was 
blamed alike for his ignorance of the fornudablecondition 
of the Seik army, and fi»r the hai'diliood with which be 
liad exposed his army to such fearful odds,'ftnd nienn'ed 
the risk of defeat as well as the certainty of siich severe 
loss m htfldespatches acknowledged, Even Ida tactics , 

the field were freely discussed and censured, and the ex¬ 
cited critics gceined disposed to make the British general 
' respcmsible alike for tlie bravery of the Seiks, and for his 
owrTinferiority in nuinbcrs and artillery' Ibc wantof 
pi-opcr supplies both of provisions and ainnmuition was 
uii<jueBtionably an oversight of the gravest nature, though 

not jnstly chargeable on the conrinander-in-chlef. From 

the want of the latter, the British forces were compelled Co;^ ^ 
to reniatii Inactive whlie the Seiks recrossed the Sutlcdge ijiBiuntteui 
in gitfeat force, and proceeded to construct a bridge-head 
by which to secure the passage of the nver. The com- 
iiiander-in-cluef feared to oppo.se titese proceedings of his 
beateh foe, lest'an attack on hi.s part should'bring on^au- 
other general engagement, while they were so deficient 
in ammunition that their artillery must have been ntnrly 
useles.s, end they were even prevented froui attacking 
some pe tty forts which still overawed the neighbouiing 
population, and checked the march of convoys and de¬ 
tachments who.se approach was so indispensable to tliein. 

The battle of b’erozeshal) threatened to luove a_ fruitless 
victory. By the capture of Bliurmkot, the safe transit qT,pt,;i-3. 
of grain to the array was rendered mors, aecirae ; but the 
march of the large convoy of guns, aimnunition, iind 
treasure, for want ol whudi fhe British forces had. beeu 
Cwifipelled to remain, inactive, was, not accomphtJflcd 
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cifAP.xvin without a severe skirmish, in which 1^7 were killed or 
wounaedj and, what wm felt Btill moT(% aevemi of the 
Britiali were left prisoners in the hands of the Beiks. 
Every beast of burdeiiy” says Captain Gunningliam^ 
which ]iad not got within sight of Loodiana, or which 
had not, timorously hut prudentlyj been taken back to 
Jugraon, when the firing was lieard^ fell into the hands 
of the Seiks, and they were enrblefll^joai^tfully to exhibit 
artillery store carts as if they had captured Eritisli can¬ 
non, 

Loodiana w^as relieved ; but an imsnceessful skir¬ 
mish added to the belief, so pleaeuig to the prostrate 
prtnees of India, that the dreaded army of tlieii' foreign 
mastemhad at last been foiled by the skill and valour of 
the diseiplee of (Jovinci, the kindred children of their owii 
Boi 1, TliC British sepoys glanced furtively at one another, 
or looked towards the east, their home i and the brows 
of EngiishTnen tl^emselves gi'cw thu'ker m they thought 
of struggles rather tlian triuinphs- Tlxe governor-gene¬ 
ral and coinmunder-in-chief trenibli^rd for the safety of 
that siege train and convoy of ammunition, neaeasary 
to the efficiency of an army which thfsy had launched in 
haste against ^^^g^essors, and received back Bhattcred by 
: he shock of opposing arms. Sir Harry Siiiith'^ the leader 
of the beaten hrigados, ?a vv before him a tarniBlicd naipe 
alter the lahoum of a life, nor was he met by many 
encouragujig hopes of rapid retribntiom The Seiks on 
then- sidewwe correspondingly elated; the presence of 
European prisoners added to their trlumphJ^ 

The Beiks seeraed about to retrieve their losses, and 
mardi victorimia into the British doniimoY.s- Qoiab Sing 
was chosea their leader, and with the imanimity and 
vigour of determined couaeils and a definite p]|Ln of 
aotioii, the Khalaa forgot their previous losses and ho^tsted 
that the British army should be annihilated, or driven in 
dishonour from the field* But the time was gone when 
imity hi the eemieils of Seika could secure their triuniph 
over the coriquvjrors of the East, Sir Harry Smith was 
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the fii’st to give tlse cheek to those who had moniftntanJy cmat'.xv iu. 
tamiblied his well-won ropitation. With the reinftji'ce- nrisifi, 
mcnts he had reeeivodj which raises the forces under 
conuunnd to 11,000 men, ho marched on the £8tii ofsiritvu’y 
January 1846, cletcmiinod to give the enemy Irnttle. 

The contmaiider-in-cl'tief liad reinforced him on tin: 2(it,U 
both with cavalry and guns, and on tha following tiny iie 
occupied their deserted position. The Seiks reti;eatcd 
about ten miles, towards tlie banka of the Sutiedge, where 
tliey were joined by a reinforcement, w'hich raised 1;heir 
forces to tiillv 16,000 men, and thej' took up a position, J’ns'j'oTt nr 
with the village oi jV.leevval on their Jett, and thre^v up Aieev/aL 
banks of earth to proteid their line in front, and oppose 
additional impedimenta to their assailants. Sir Hariy 
emitU’s muTative of the battle which followed is charac- 
t.orised by siogubr coolness and precision “As I neared 
the enemy,” he remarks in his despatch, “the gmmd 
became most favourable for the troops to nianceuvre, 
being open and hard grass land. I ordered the cavalry fortes, 
to take ground to the right and left by bi'igades, thus dis¬ 
playing the heads of the in&utry columns, and as they 
reached the hard ground I directed them to deploy into 
line. Brigadier Godby’s brigade was in direct echellon 
to the rear of the right, the Shelcawatle InfaiUiy in like 
manner to the rear of my left. The cavalry in direct 
echellon on, and well to the rear of both fianks of tho 
infantry, l^ho artillerj' massed on ths right, and centre 
and left. After deployment I observSd the enemy’s leit 
to outffank me, I tlierefore broke into open coinmns and 
took ground to my vigliti when X had gained sutTicient 
ground, the troops wheeled into line; t aero was no dust, 
t ho sun shone brightly. The inanoeiTwes were iierformed cooIupih in 
with the celerity and* precision of the most correct field- 
day. The glistening of tho bayonets and swords of this 
order of battle waa most imposing, and the line advanced. 

Scarcely had ii moved forv\ard 150 yards, when, at ton 
o’clock, the eneiny opened a ■fierce car.onade fixmi his n hole 
line. At'first his balls fell ehovt, but quickly reached 
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ns* Thus upon hia^t/and capalde of better ascertaining 
his position. I was eoinpelled to imlt thvj. line, thoagh 
iinckv firo> for a few niomeats, until I asoertained that by 
bringing up my right and caiTying the \dllageof Aleewalj 
I ccniltl with groat effect precipitate tnyself upon his left 
and cDotre " 

The capture of the village j roved an easier task than 
was anticipated. The holdm of the post speedily gave 
way before the determined charge of the British brigades* 
The 3eiks stood their ground on the fields however^ with 
the most resolute valourj and even threatened at one 
time to uut“3ank the right wing of tlio British. ^^The 
enemy,” says Bir Harry Smith, ^f fouglit with much resolu- 
tion; they luaintained frcfiucnt rencoimters witli our 
cavalry hand to hand. In one charge of infantry upon 
Her Majesty's 16th hincm, they threw away their nms* 
ket^, and imtne on witli their swords and targets against 
the lanec.’^ But their brave resistain-e.'proved umwailmg* 
They made sever \1 in effect uai attempts to rally luit at 
Icn^h aa>i‘e driven across the Sotledge, with immense 
loss, and in the utmost confusion and terror. The whole 
artiller of tlie enemy was lithev captured or destroyed, 
52 gum reiuiTned in the hands of the victors. TIve 
whole of the Beik camp, baggage, stores of ammunition, 
grain, and nearly every tiling brought into the field re* 
mained as the apoils of the com¬ 

mander emiltingly exciaims in his despatch, am 
umvoiit to praise when praise is not merited, and 1 hers 
must avowedly express my firnj opinion and conviction 
that no U- 00 [is in any battle on record ever behaved more 
nobly” 

The victory of Aleewal was ono of the most important 
that has ever l>een gained by the Brithli forces in India. 
The numl^or engaged ^Yas indeed comparatively amalL 
But the effect of this opportune defeat of the Seibs, at 
the very time when tiiey were Tcjoicing in nuited couu- 
dls and exulting in anEiclpated victory, completely over¬ 
threw thok whole schemes. Qolab Sing in at cad of 
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tc rally his cU^ff'ated foi'ct\s upbrahh^d them 
with the raslmes4 ajKl folly of hopinff to ovefcdmo the 
con^^iierorn of Tiulia^ and im^nediately opened negotiations 
with the English comniaxuler. Another hnttlej lio'wdvetv 
had to he fooght^,and another victory won, before tlip^ 
British oonguerora eonld dictate terras to the hardy and 
resohUo race whemv they exxeonntered on the northern 
boundaries cf British empire in the Tlie tei^ras 

offered by the British leaders in reply to the negoinitioiiB 
of Golalj Sing were sin^h ns nmst bo aeknawletfged to 
affinxl reasonable evidence of the integrity of thefo motives 
m entering cm tlii^ contest. They disdaiinefl all desire of 
annexation or conqtiest^ and intimated their readiness to 
Acknowledge a Setk sovereignty in Lahore^ so Soon as tlib 
ariny should be disbanded. But^ however reasonable 
and even generous such terms might appeiw* to those 
that dictated themj they struck at the very root of the 
Klialsa’s dn'ams of supremacy and integidty^ and if the 
historian of the Seiks is to be relied npOTij the battle o!f 
Bobmortj which tbllowed these aboitive ncgDtiatiOTi!?j W^s 
fought with a perfect" nndeT'standing mth the feithfeas 
rajah, that in case of British arms being once more vie- 
tbiiotis, the Seik army should be openly abanclo act! Ijy 
its own goyermhentj ami that the victors j^diould pass 
the Sutiedge tinclreeked, and march without opposition h> 
the cupitaL The conditional terms of a negotiatioii ihns 
mutually agreed upon by belligerent leaders^ prepG.mti>ry 
to once more ajTMling to the ariiUvafcion of Imtfclej are 
probably unparallcfod in the history of ancient or mo<hn\ 
warfare. Tlmy sulfice, liowcveiy to show the siiigiilar 
fooling on which our vaet Eastein einpii’e rests^ aiKMiow 
dhticolt it is to judge of ilie proceedings of those to whom 
its conduc^fc is <iomrnitted| or by whom its progress ie 
opposed, according to any standard of Europe an policy. 

The 8ejk.s, mean whiles were not wanting in prepara- 
tion foi r^newlrig the contest. The briniant achievement 
of Sir Harry Smith's division at Alecwal. bad been con¬ 
ducted with un amount of hoi due caution, and militaiy 
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CiW^yvin nkill, worihy of a Ivrava ami experienced comniandcivand 
^ D iSi<> been preductive of the happiest effects on British 

*. intore^jU in India, nevertheless it vtas only the vietoiy of 

.Mor(Uem*.ct a divi'-ian. Its moral effect in confirming the courage 
!4nm4^ vie- destiny of British arras of the one 

-JO’* party, and in moving the opposite painty to despomloricy 

and dread, was douhtiess greaL fortune, had deserted 
the Kbalsa. Defeat and subjection already depended 
over them, and divided council wore hurrying on dicir 
fate. A decisive victoiy was, liowever, stUl nee^itd, ere 
the British could force the pasaage of the Sutledge, and 
become masteiij of the Punjaub. Prompt measures were 
K^J<!liaslty for indispensably required. To subjugate the Pimjaub in 
season^ by force of arms, was a task of ditBciiit 
achievement and full of imminent risks* The dominion 
of the English in India hinges mainly upon the hrmibcr 
and efficiency of the troops of their own race which they 
can l>ring into the field. But besides tliis, it was felt 
t).uit the miuds of men thraughout India v^'erp Hgltated, 
and that protracted hostilities would not onlj jeopardize 
the eoTumunKiatlons with the dumna, but might disturb 
M, . the whole of the iiaHh-westcrn provinces, Bwainiingwitli 
a military pvopulatioii whiah is ready to follow any stan* 
dard affording pay or allowing plundoi', and whicli already 
sighs for the end of a iliill reij^n of peace. Bright visions 
qf standing trimriphant on tlie Indus and of numbeniig 
H the remotest conquests of Alexander ^»Jnong the provinlces 

of Britain, doubtless warmed the iraagmatiou of the lifo- 
The unck^nrtL* vemor-gcncral , but the first object wan to drive the Sci? ls 
J iUdsilr^f a.cro<^ the Sutledge hy force of arms, or to liave tl.cm 

theSetk M'itlidrawii to their oWu sido of the river by the uncon- 

ditioiia] submission of iho tdiiefs and the delegates of the 
army] for, until that were done, no progrciia could be 
said to have been made in the war, and every petty chief 
in Hindostan would have silently prepared for a^iserting 
his iudependencf, or for enlarging Ids territory on tlie 
first opportunity.” This ciideal state of tliingi% hi our 
Indian empire has long been felt by the few cariieat 
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{hiiikers, on vvhoni tlip ffilae glare of rallitavy glory exer- 
eises no blinking inllvience. Even the tthort-blghtetl a, u. lait. 
policy of self-iiitevestwl motives has sufficed to awaken 
the Home Directory to a sense of it; and for many years c™vtctlon i>i 
each successive governor has been warned against any 
further aggressive movements, or tlie annexation of ad- ^'*ition !» 
ditional doniiiins to the uiixady nnwieldly empire which 
owns ouv sway. It is easier, liovrever, to dictate a theory 
of policy, than to control tho events by which it must 
ultimately be modilied. Some of the later wars have 
perhaps been justly characterized as aggressive, notwith- ttiispoUcj-. 
standing the necessity which fr^^ipiently compelled the 
first movements which were thought to render the rest 
indispensable to the safety of our former possessions, but 
others of them were reluctantly begun, and only boldly 
and elfectively carried on as the safest and swiftest in nans 
of preventing their recun’enee. 

AViiife Sir Hany Smith was manoeuvring his division, 
and the indiapcnsablo reintbreemeuts were being brouglit tiio Saiks. 
up from the rear, the main body of the Seiks had been 
no less active in their preparations for the final struggle, \ 
They had gradually brought the greater part of their 
availalde force into an intrenched camp formed on the 
left, bank of the Butledgo, and which comprised :With3n 
its in-cgular rampane the whoie posaeasious they still 
held bv force of arraa in the British dominions. Their 
force w-as estimated at 36,000 fighting men, though Cap-n™hor^t>f 
tain Cunningham inclines to think that such an estimate 
gi’eatly exceeds the truth. He adds, moreover, that their 
works exhibited marked evidence of a want of unity of 
design, the .soldiers doing every thing and the leaders 
nothing. It is probable, however, that in this the candid 
historian of the Seiks ascribes to want of unity of pur¬ 
pose what should rather he ascribed only to imperfect 
knowledge and inferior skill- It was hardly to be ex- 
pected that an experienced military engineer, as lie is 
known to be, should find in t!ie Seik intrenehments a 
satisfiictory display of engineering skill, even although 
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there were European officers of acknowledjred experienec 
anil great bravely in ooiritnandof some of their diyisiona. 
But the defeat at AleoM-a],. which iia4 proved so welcome 
and so important in its results to the British, had a cor¬ 
responding depressive eilect, on the Seiks. frionie of the 
older and more experienced Seik clnefa looked forward 
with sad forebodings to the apjn-oathiog contest, and one 
favourite leader, Shaia Sing, announced to the des^jond- 
ing Khnlsa Ins resolution to meet death in the foremost 
ranks that engaged with the enemy, and so to offer him¬ 
self nj) as a sacrifice on behalf ot the sacred common¬ 
wealth, threatened with such impending danger. 

Oenfideiice and joyful anticipations of triumph pre¬ 
vailed throughout the British camp. The victory of 
Aleewal had I'cstored the faith of the Sepoys in the for¬ 
tune of . British arms, while the European forces exulted 
in the anticipation of victory. Substantial grounds of 
confidence had meanwhile been supplied by the anival 
of ttifi heavy ordnance, with abundant ainmuuition and 
stoitR The obstacles which had impeded their earlier 
operations, and made victory so difiicult and so hardly 
won, no longer existed to check the bold advance of tits 
British forces, or the daring impetuosity of the com¬ 
mander-in-chief. The 10th of Eebruary, only twelve 
days after the -victory of Aleervai, was fixed for storming 
the Seik position, and driving them beyond the river. 
T’hrough indiiierenco or neglect, the British had allowed 
a post of observation of some iinport.ance to fall into the 
1 tends of the Seiks, and the surprising of this wa-s deter¬ 
mined upon as the first proceciling. Long before dawn, 
the wliole British camp was in motion, and an advanced 
party was ordered to chive in the enemy’s pickets. The 
additional gloom of a thick haze added to the darkness 
of the night, as the British forces silently advanced to 
assume the initiative in the contest, hut tire posts of ob¬ 
servation, !)oth at the Sobraon and in front of Koodee- 
walla, were found unoccupied, t [rough held by a strong 
force on the previous day. The Seiko wore every where 
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taken by surprise, and boat loudly to ams throughout chap. 
their wide intrenchmenU on IJoth aides of the riToi'. ^ 

I'lie .English heavy ordnance iiail 1)een aii’anged in _ 
masses on some »,if the most commanding points oppiosiie 
the enemy’s ijitrenclmienta, and at sunrise bat¬ 
teries opened upon thenn B'or lliree hoin’.s the deadSy 
shower of iron hail poui'ed down upon the Seifc forces peatiiy 
within tiieiv int renehmen tB, mingled with the more deadly 
shells, that scattered death on every side as they fell. Ic^rj-. 

But' the Seik intrenohmeuts bristled with the lieavy 
ordnance which had told so ehectivtdy against the light 
fmldpieces that formed the sole British avtiUery in the 
earlier engagements, funl the sun’s level rays hardly 
pierced through the clouds of sulphurous smoko that 
loomed over the scene of deadly stvife,. “ Our battery of 
iiine-poundei's,” says the commander-in-ciiief in his de- 
simteh, '^ Opened near the little Sohraon, with a luigado. of 
howitzers formed fiuiir the light field liatteries and troops 
of horse artillery, shortly after daybriJak. But it was 
half-past six before tjio whole of our artillery fire was 
devciopefL It was most spirited and well, directed; but 
notwitlistending the fonuidable calibre of our iron guns, 
mortars, and Imwitzci'S, and the aJmirabie way in whicli 
they were served, and aided by a rockethaitery, it W(.iald 
Imve been visionary to expect that tiny could, within pfiB'crfui 
any limited time, silence the fire of seventy pieces behind 
well-constructed, batteries of earth, plank, and fascines, 
or dislodge troops covered either by redoubts or opuule- 
ment.s, or withir; a treble line of ti'enches. Ifho cftect of 
the cannonade was, os lias since been proved by an in¬ 
spection of fhe camp, most severely felt by the enemy; 
but it soon became evident that the issue of this striigglo 
must ho brought to the arbitrement of musketry and the ciinrjrt, ,:f 
bayonet. At niue o’clock, Brigadier Stacey’s brigado, 
supported on either flank by Capdaine Horsford’s and 
Fordyce’s batteries, and Lieutanant coionel Liino’s trooj) 
of horse artillery, moved to tho attack in admirable order. 

Tlic inlantry ami guns nided each other corvelatively. 
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Tile formerinarclied steadily on inline, winch they iialted 
oxily to oovrect when Tieowsai'y, Tlie lattcT look np sivc- 
cessive positions at the gallop, until at length they were 
within three hundred yards of the heavy- batteries of the 
Selka; hut, notwithstanding the regularity, and coolness, 
and seientiftc charactel* of this assault, wlijdr Brigadier 
Wilkinson well snpi)orte(l, so hot was the fire of cannon, 
musketry, and aumhoorucks, kept up by the Khalsa troops,, 
that it seemed for some moments impossible that tiie in- 
treuchments could be won under it; but soon peraevci-mg- 
gallantry trininjihed, and the whole aaony had the satis¬ 
faction to seethe gallant Briga,dier Stacey’s soldiem driv¬ 
ing the Seiks in confusion before them within^the area 
of tlreir eiicampinenta,'’ The resistance of the Seika was 
terrible. The t^^adiy fire of their muskets and well-served 
artillery, mowed down the ad'/ancing lines Qf tiie British, 
and compelled thenr to give way. The first, Rssailants 
were repiilaed, but they rallied tmd returned, to the 
charge, and, supported, by tb,w advance of the second divi¬ 
sion, afoer a eevere strnggle, they obtained pixsaessloii rf 
Bonie of tl\e enemy’s, most important batteries in the 
front. Still the Seiks atoed their ground, Ho panic 
seized tliese hardy CiiUiusia,3fo, though thus assailed 
within their fovn intrenehments. One point after an¬ 
other was forced. The sappers ievellod spaces suflicient 
for the cavalry to pour into, their camp, and susUiin tlio 
oftbrts of the infantry wlio had borne the brunt of the 
deadly struggle. But still the Seiks fought with all the 
wild fury of despair. Bingle-batteries still held out, and 
hundreds fell in th.e attempt to arrest then- persevering 
efforts to retrieve tire hopeless fortunes of . the Khal.sa. 
'‘The interior,” says Captain Cunningham, “was filled 
with comageous men, who took advantage of every ob¬ 
stacle, and fought fiercely foi* m cry spot of ground. Tim 
tmitor, Tej Sing, indeed, instead of leading irosh men to 
sustain the ffiiling strength of the troops on his right, 
fled on the first ■ assault, and, either accidentally or by 
design, sank a iioat in the middle of the bridge of com- 
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miiiijcatioji. But tlie ancient SJmm Sing remembered 
hi8 vaw ; he clothed himself in simple wliite attire, aa 
onedevoted to dfcath, Jind calling on ail around him to light 
for the (5ooi-oo,,'W'ho had pi'omised everlasting bliss to the 
brave, he repeatedly rallied his shattered ranks, and at 
Isst fell a martyr on a heap of his slain countrymen. 
Others might be seen standing on the ramparts amid 
showers of balls, waving defiance'with their swords, or 
telihig the gunners W'hcre the fatr-haired English, pressed 
thickest together. Along the stronger half (if the battle¬ 
ments, and for the period of half an hour, the conflict 
raged sublime in all its^^tovrors. I'he parapets wtn'c 
sprinkled with blood from end to end ; the trenches were 
liUed with fcho dead and the dyingi Amid the deafening 
roar of eannKrii, and the mitltitudinona fire of musketry, 
the shouts of triumph or of sconi were yet heard, and the 
tbtshing of iunuinerabh) Awords was yet visible ; or from 
time to time exploding magazines of powder, threw 
bursting shells, beams of Wood and banks of earth^ liigh 
above the agitated sea of smoko and flame wduch enve¬ 
loped the host of combatants, arid for a moment arrested 
the attention amid all the din and tumult of tho tremen¬ 
dous conflict. But graduftliy each defensible position was 
cftpiturcdi I'he enemyAvas pressed towards the scai’oeiy 
fordable river. Yet, although tissai’ed on either side by 
squadrons of horse and battalions of foot, no Seik offered 
to submit, and no disciple of Bovind ask.cd for quarter. 
They everywhere ■sho'wed a front to 11110 victors, anti 
fttalked slowly and siilJenly awuV, while many irtshed 
singly forth to assured death by contending with a 
multitude, The victors looked with stolid wonderment 
upon the indomitable courage of the vanquished, and for¬ 
bore to strike when the helpless and the dyiug frowned 
unavailing hatred. But the ilkanike rage, or the c.akulat- 
ing policy of the leade rs, had yet to be satisfied, and, stand¬ 
ing \vith the slain heaped on ail sides around them, they 
urged troops of artillery almost into the waters of tlie 

Batledgc to more thoroughly destroy the anny which had

But vengearuffl "was .oemplete ^ the troopa, defiled with 
d-asfc and, smoko and cftrnagej stood mute infic(id fo j a 
moiFOotv viBtil the glory :of thdv Hu^cess Tiishitignpon 
their minds, they gave eitpression ie their fci*lings^ ati^l 
hailed their vict^rioofi commandei-s witli reiterated shouts 
of triushpli and cOugr^tiilation,^’ ^ 

Fever before had Briti^li anus been oppiotod to such 
determined bravery and skill,; as strove %vith them on 
ihafc bloody plaiUp The deadly struggles avliicli had 
Inmg disgrace for a time on the British banners: xit the 
passes of Afghanistan^ owed their fatal terrors to the 
natuml clmractei^ of the country, far more than to the 
brayery of 4ts haitly but undisciplined forces. But here 
they ^vare withstood on a fair field by a toe that listened 
iinappalied to the thimd^jrs of their earxuon, and '^itood 
unmoved before the giitieiing pnioL^ of their bayoiiets 
^rhcii laid to the charge. Even the bravo Seikaj however^ 
sustained by nil the neive tha;. fanaticisiii call add to 
n.tti^ o Yaiouiv found British skill and dating more than 
a match for them on an etjnal field, At one timOj” 
says the Britisll command er, in his despatch from the 
lieid of battle, ^^the thimdcv of fpjU iSO pieces of ord¬ 
nance reverberatcid in this mighty combat thrmojifh the 
T^i:dley of the Sutlodge ; Knd m it was soon seen that the 
w-eigbt of tliO whole force within the Seik mmp. 
likely to be thrown upon the two brigades that hadpaBsod. 
its trenches, it became necessary to convert into close 
and serious attacks the demonstratrous wIlli skirmishers 
and aitillery of the centre ftiui right; and the battle 
raged with incoaceimhlfi fury from right to loft. The 
Beiks, even when at particular points their ini rendi^ 
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ti.eiHSAvwe maptfited with the bayonet, siiwe to rej^aja cttAKXvj.ii 
theiirhy the fierceafc conflict sword in hand. Nor was it a.u. i-oi 
ontil tiic cavalry of tho left, under Major general Sir 
Joseph Tliackwell, had moved forward, and riddcii iiiiifisi' 
tlirongli theopoumga of the iiitrendinients tnade hy our 
sappers, in single tile, and reformed as they passed them, 
asid the 3cl dragoons, whom no obstacle usually held for¬ 
midable by horse appears to <;hecl[, had on this day, as at 
Forozeshab, galloped over and cut down the obstinate 
defendeifl of batteries and field-works, and untd the fall 
^^•eight of tln-ee divisions of sofhntry, with ever>^ field 
artillery gun whi<di O'ould he sent to theiv aid, liad been 
cast into the scale, that victory finally declared for f.he 
Britislu ' The fire of the Seiks first slackened, and then 
neatly ceased, and the victors then pressing them on 
every side, precipitated them in innases over the bridge, 
and Into the 'Siutledge, which a sudden rise hml rendered 
hardly fordable. In their efforts to reach the right 
bank, through the deepened water, they .sufibred fi'Oin 
(.mr lioi'se artillery a terrible carange. Huiidi'edo tell 
under this cannonade; Immireds upon luindreds 
(howned ill attempting the perilous passage. Their awful 
skughter, confusion, and dismay, were such as vyould auUliud. 
have excited comptg'sion in the hcai'ts of their generous 
conquerors, if the Iklialsa tri'ops had not, in tlie early 
part of the action, sullied their gallantly by slmightering 
and harbarotisiy tnangliug every wounded soldier whom, 
in the vicisaitildes of attack, the fortune of war left at 
their mercy. Gl pieces of cannon, upward.s of 200 camel 
swivels (ziimboorucka), luinieroiis standards, and vast 
munitions of war, captured by our troojis, are the pledges 
and trophies of our victoiy. The battle was over by 
eleven in the moruing, and in the foi’onoon I caused oui 
engineers to burn a part, and to sink a part of the vaunted 
hi'idge (if the. Khalsa army, across which they had boast¬ 
fully come once more to doty us, aud to threaten India 
with ruin and devastation.” 

The victory was complete ; bu^ it was not purchased 
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without a severs loss' on the part of the vlctora ; 320 
Briti&h sotiliei'a lay deatl on the field, including ^.lajor- 
generai Sir Robert Dielc, a veteran soldlcrj who had 
served noth honniir in the Peninanla and at "Witerloo 
Brigadier Taylor, and other distinguished (Officers, who 
fell while leading on their nien, or recalling tliein to a 
Bense of tliei." tluty, ns they recoiled from the deadly tire 
of the enemy. Tn addition to these, the British liatl 2083 
woTinded, some of them fatally', .But the loss of the 
Seiks did not amount to less than 8000, while they were 
iiTctvie^'abiy broken and scattere»l, without hope of again 
being able to take the field. “We have to deplore a 
severe loss.” says the coinfnandec-m-ohief, “ bvtt certaiidy 
not heavy when weighed in the balance against the oh* 
sincles overcome and the ad vantaged gained;” That same 
night several regiments were pushed across ttie Sutledgc 
opposite Fei'ozeiiore, but no enemy aiipeared to resist 
their progreag. On the 11th the Britisii forces pushed 
on to Kiissoor, and on the following' day its fortress 
was occupied hy them without opposition. On the 'iStli 
the British army encamped under the walls of that an¬ 
cient town. They learned there that the Seiks had vc- 
assCinMed to the anionnt of 20,000 mjsn ; hut they were 
no lunger formidable to the victorious invadei-s of the 
Punjaub. Their whole artillery arid munitions of war 
were in the hands of the enemy. The power of the 
Khalsa w'SK effectually broken, and no force of innate 
coui-agfe or ftinatic zeal could rei>kce to it the indefenei file 
provisions for continuing the struggle, or even restoring 
the confidence vrhich had before nervect them to the 
fight, arid rrplield them with the hope of victory even 
after repeated defeats. 

The official proclamation of tlie governor-general, issued 
only four days after the victory of fiobraon, contains 
both a declaration and a defence of BrltLsh policy. It 
thus proceeds to announce, and to justify the course 
pursued under the immediate surveillance of the gover¬ 
nor-general, who had combined in so unwonted tt man- 



ner the ilntics of the civni''in and th^ eoldioi’.. “Tha ,;fr,vr.xv'Ht,

involve the rotention hy the British goverutnent of a 
portion of the cou’hry futherfcf phder the goveniment of 
the ijaliore state, Ihc extent of territory which it inav 
be deemed advisable to hold will he determined by the 
conduct of the durbar, and by eonsidcmtionsfor tlie seen- 
rity of the Britisli finntier. I'iie government of India „ 
will, iirider any circumstances, annex to the Britrah pro-" 
vincca the districts, hill and plain, situated Iki tween the 
rivers Botlodge and IhMas, the revemres tlicceof being ap¬ 
propriated as a part of the indemnity required fi'oin tiie 
Lalimfe state, 

From tjie sitetclj we hAYtt already drawn of the aingn- 
lar religious coininonweslth of the Seiks, the reader will 
readily pewoive that, however oonaistent with , soniiil 
policy and the just cJaiins of the victors tlrt' jeoposed 
terms might appear, they were dictated without any re¬ 
ference to the peculiar consjistemy of the 3f*ik cominon- 
wenlth, if not indeed in ignorance of the peculiar features 
on wnich it was based. For thoBxdtifjh governor-genora! 
to dicta'te terms by which agwerhment might be^’e.ste.b- 
lishcd in the Punjaub capable of control ling the Seik 
tti'iny, might not nnrea'jonably bo com pared to the libem} 
offi?ro of the hnglish, Bdward to Baliol, on condition tha!: 
he should control the patriot array of Scotland, The 
defence of British policy, however, ifes in the fact that, 
whoever may be justly chargeable with tUo initiative 
in the war, the rnovomenfs of the British was pnrclv 
defensive. They desired no accession of territory, amj 
did not a.eeh t.. inteiiere in the control of the Seik sol- 
diei’s, until their revolutionary,movements menacotl the 
British frotitiei'i and endangered the peace ami safety of 
,lic ©mpiroi In the conclusion of the attnie official pro- 
claination, tlm governor-general thus conlideiitly appeals 
to tlie ititogiity of purpose which had infliioncetl the 



whole couraa of Britisli policy. “ The governor-geneial, cHAP.xviii. 
at tliie inorntirili of a moat complete ftnd Vlecielve victory. 
cannot give a etronger proof of tho forbearance and mo- 
(leratioTi of the British go^-ernment than by mnkiiig tliia 
declaration of bis intentions, the terms and mode of the 
an.'angement remaining for furtlier adjnstmctrt, ITie 
governor-generni, therefore, calls upon all those chiefs Ap-^i to 
who are the well-wishers of the d^endants of Biinjeet 
Sing, and especially sneh chiefs as have not participated 
in tlie hostile proceedings against the British power, to 
act in concert with hlrn in carrying into effect such 
arrangements as shall maintain a Seik government at 
Lahore, capable of controlling its anny and protecting its 
subjects, and based upon principles that shall provide for 
the future tranquillity of theSeik states, shall seenrothe 
British frontier against a repetition of acta of aggression, 
and shall pro^e to the whole the inoderatiou and jintice 
of the paramount power of India. If this oppoiiunity of AUevnuiiyy 
reaciiing tlie Sell" natioa fi^otn itiuitai'y anarchy ana miB- n^Bewed 
raie be neglccter], and hostile oiipodition to tire British 
army be renewe^l, tlie gOYeimnent of India mtdvo 
Buuh otlAer armogoTioents for th^i future govenuiifent ’ftf the 
Putijaub as tho Interests and mmrliy of tlii3 British 
power may renifer just,and expedient.” 

If the Seik soldiers did not acquiesce in the justice of Submisj^ioii uf 
British policy, which dictated the necessity for a supreme joijiBvii 
and independent power by which their future motions 
would be controlled and kept in clicck. they at least 
acknowdedged the right of dictation which victory had 
placed in tho crinqiieroi’e of Sobraon. They isgreod to 
autborizo their cliOHOn minister, Golab King, to tre.\t with 
the British, and empowered him to concur in amnge* 
ments on the basis aimounced in the jiraelamation, of 
recognizing a Seik government in Lahore. 

On the 15ili of Febi-uan;, the govevuor-genoral was 
visited at Knssqor liy the rajah and sevei'al of the most chiefs Miith 
iniluential Seik chiefs, to whom lie stated tlie terror, iipou 
VI hit;b, he was willing to conclude a peace. These m- 
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ciude^l tli 0 r<K!t>i{nitron of Dliuietjp Sing ns sovereign of 
Jjahore, but rsquiretl the ceesiou of the country Ijctvyetui 
the Beeas and the Siitledgej as specified in the pn)c tarna¬ 
tion. They were iihewiae required fo pay to the con¬ 
querors a milHon and a half sterlmg, as some mdemuity 
for the expenses of the '«'ar. The govornor-general was 
induced to dictate humiliating terms, in order that the 
full conviction of th# supremacy and invincihOity of Bri¬ 
tish arms might be felt wherever rebe]lions thoughts had 
been. cherislrtKlt among tlie allies or tlie dependents of o«i’ 
Indian empire. After vain endeavours to evade St ■me of 
the most unpalatablo requirements, the Seik chiefs re¬ 
luctantly accepted tile offered teians, and the young rajah 
personally tendei'cd his sulnnission. Still move effectually 
to demonatrato how efiectnfdly the Khalsa was hiiinblcd 
under the supTeina<?.y of their conquerors, the British 
army entered Lahore on the 20th February, and, 
days afterwards, an .Euglwhgamson occupied the:citadel 
of the Seik capital. 

In the amingeinents whicii followed, Golab Sing con¬ 
trived that his own interests should be advanced, however 
those of the great body of the disciples of Govind might 
suffeT. His influence with the Scik forces, and his own 
wealth both in treasure and njunitions of vrar, rendered 
him still formidable, should be he driven, by the esact- 
itig demands of his conquerors, to fall back on the sup¬ 
port of the Seikflr Captain Ouimingham thu.s uarmtes 
tlris part: of the tran.sactiona in the Punjatih:—“ The low 
state of the Lahore treasury, and the anxiety of TjaI Sing 
to get a dreaded rival out of the way, cuabled the gover- 
nor-genoi'al to appease Golab Sing in a manner suificiently 
agreeable to the rajnb'liiinseif, and which still further 
reduced tlie importance of the fluccossor of ilunject Sing. 
The rajah of dummoo did not care to he simply tin? 
juafiter of his native mountains: but as two-thirds of the 
pecvmiary indemnity required fi'om Lahore could not be 
inivds good, territory was Ldeep instead of money, and 
Citshmeer and the hill states from the Bceas to the Indus 
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wens cut off from'the PuHj anil Pinper, nnd transfeiw! 
to Golub Bmg, fls a seimnito sovereign; fora million of 
pound e eterling. Tli e arrangement was a dexterous one, 
if reference be only Imd to the policy of reducing the 
pov'cr of the .Seiks; but the transaction scarcely seems 
woHuy of the British name'and gvi'fitness, and the objec¬ 
tions her onie stronger when it is eonsideml that Golah 
Sing had agreed to pay sixty-eigtit lacs of xupeGS, 
(£eaO.OOO,) as ft bTie to Ma paramount, before the AA-ftr 
broke out, and that tl.e custom of the East as well as of 
the West .requires the feudatoiy to aid his lord in foreign 
Wiu- and domestic strife. Golah Sing ought thus to have 
mid the deficient million of money an a Lahore subject, 
instead of being put in jiosseseion of Lahore provinces as 
an independent prince, TliO succession of the rajah was 
displeasing to tlie Sf iks generally, and ills separation w-as 
less in, accordance with his own aspirations than the 
mivhstrv ot' Eunjeet Bing’s empire; hut lus rise to sovc- 
j-eign power excited nevertheless the wnbition of otliei-s, 
flud Tej Sing, who knew hie own wealth, and was fully 
persuaded of the potency of gold, oft'eved tweut.y-five lacs 
of nipees for a priiiecly crown and another .lismcmbered 
province; Be wits chid for his presumptuous mismter- 
pretation of English principles of action; the arrange¬ 
ment, Avith GolaW Sing was the only one of the ^und 
whicli took place, and the new ally was formally invested 
with the title of Mubarajuh at Amritair, on the IfSth 
March 1846 . But a portion of the terntory ai first pro¬ 
posed to be made over to him was reserved by hi» nma- 
tera. the payments required fmm him were reduced by a 
fourth; and'they were rendered still more easy of ]i<jnida- 
tum by consideving him to be the heir to themmuej 
which' Ins brotlmv Boochet vSing bad Imried ' 

pore’’ The author then descrihea this influential Seifc 
diicf, in a note Avhicb he appends to the previous narra¬ 
tive- «In tJic course of this history there has, more than 
once, been occasion to allude to the unscrupulous char¬ 
acter of Itajah Golab 8 ing; but it iniust not thcrciore be 
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supyoscf-l that he is* a man Tnalevolently evil Kc will, 
iiideetl, deccivo nn enemy and take his life mthovjt hssi* 
tation, and in tlise acciiinulation of money he will exercise 
many oppressions; hut lie must he judged with reference 
to the inoi-aUty of liig age and racOj uird to the necessities 
0 f his oxen position, If these allowaucx;s be made, Golab 
Ring xvill be found an able and moderate man, w'ho does 
little in an idle or wanton spirit, and who is not without 
some traits both of good humour and generosity of 
temper.'’ 

The spirit of the Seik soldiery, iiowever, was not broken 
by their reverses, though they had doubtless ioamed to 
aeknoxvledge the superiority of British arms. But for 
such a formidable power to check this sTithusiastic sol* 
diery of the creed of Govind, it is difficult, to conceive 
what might ultiuJntely have proved tlie limits of their 
conquests. Their partial historian thus describes their 
deportment in-the presence of their comiuevorsWhilxi 
the governor-general and crimiuande.v-iii-chiei remained 
at Tiahore at the head of i20,0W men, portions of the Seik 
army came to the capital to he paid up and disbanded. 
The soldiers showed iieither the des]>ondency of mutinous 
rebels nor the effrontery and indifference of luevcenarics, 
and their manly deportment added lustre to that valour 
which tlie victors had dearly felt and generously extolled. 
The,men talked of their defeat as the chance of war, o’’ 
they would say that mere imitators of unap¬ 

proachable masters. But amid all their humiliation, they 
inxvardly dwelt upon their future destiny with unabatcil 
confidence; and xvhite gaily caliing themselves inapt aud 
youthful scholars, they would stmietimes add, with a 
significant and sardonic smile, that the ‘ Klialsa’ itself 
was yet A cliild, and that as the commonvvenlth of Seiks 
grew in stature, Govind would clothe his disciples with 
irre.sistibl6 might and guide them, with unequalled skill. 
Thus brave men sought consolation, and the spirit of 
progress xvliieh collectively animated them yielded with 
a murmur to the superior genius of Engbiiid and civilizar 



,tion, to be chasteiied by the rough bund oi’ power, and OHAp.jiVin 
pei-bapa to be mculdecl to nobk’St purposies bj* the inform- ^ nTTana. 
ing touch of knowledge and pliilosoplij." Such is the 
afjcpunt fartuahed by the partial pen of a generous British 
eoldicv; of t!ie hardy iusxji^'enta W'ho assailed the nort/ij iiefienion:i 
western frontier of British India, aiid were thus hardly 
defeated, after repeated battles under the most undaunted 
of Britislt generals, Jliltiah arms were again .tihimpb- 
ant. blew additions were, tomporarily or permanently, 
annexed to onr Indian empire, forced on us by circum¬ 
stances or necessity. Mew rtuties and civves helped to 
corn plicate the difficulties of our Indian policy, while 
sanguine politicians flattered theiuselves that the l&ng- 
sought natural boundaries of liindostan had at length 
been reached, and that the Eritiah soldier might now 
sheatli his swoi‘d, unless ns the Weapon of defensive jus¬ 
tice agaitiBt aggression. What the flnal results of the 
first campaign in the Punjaub may yet prove to he, it is 
vaiu for the historian to speculate; but tlie view wo have 
endeavoured to give of the singular race of armed iiealots 
who constitute tlie'Beik cohimbnwealth, is ab me suffi¬ 
cient to satisfy the reader that it would be folly to anti- 
oipate the reverses of a single campaign could suffice to 
reduce them to contented subjects, or pofiocablo and trust¬ 
worthy allies. A much briefer experience than the least 
hopeful could anticipated, served to show' on how 
uncertain a tetittve peace could be established wdth them.

of British arras. The ceded,provinces were occupied by 
roUoil^^'noas .hritieh forces, and early in 1S48, Viscoimt Ihmliuge, 
oi )iwn;o. retunieil from tlte scene of his civil and military 

trimnpha, dedared that all danger of insiiiTection or dis¬ 
turbance in the I’lmjacb was nt an end. Bo conibina- 
lion of civil and military genius, hew'ever, could in so 
ijrief a period .convert, ilie wild Seilts of the Pnnjfiub into 
peaceable subjects oi' faithful allies. The In»ihnri Mail of 
June 1S4S, oncjj more annonneed tiiat the limte of war 
had sounded on the noidh-western frontiers of British 
India. The locality of renewed aggreacion and treachery 
was Monltan, the capital of a large tmet of the same 
nanKV extending between the Indus and the Sntledge, to 
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tlifi so\ith.of Lahore. The city of Moultan is a place «iav. Xix. 
celebrated' of old for its jji'eat strength. Its more recerit 
history exhibits the Seilt not as tlie patr'^ot defending his 
native soil, but as tlie aggressor subjecting neighbouring 
districts by his sword. Afti.-r various unsuceessfttl at- 
teniptB. extending over a long period, Itnnjeet Sing sue- jiiiujwtt 
ceeded'in taking MouHan, though not without immense 
loss, neve, as in so many other instances in o\U' Indian 
wars, Britain appears only aa a new and stronpr power 
euperaeding a previous) cori<iueror, w'liose right of posaes- 
aion is of the sw'Ord. The in habitants of the province of 
Moultan conaifet chiefly ot Jats, the deaCeridants of the 
Slcythian invaders of India, who oflered a fierce reflistance 
to the Mohammeslan invaders, ami, since theii* contiuest 
by Mahmood of Ghurni in 1026 , they liflve repeatedly , 

asserted their iiidepeaderice. Towards the close of last 
ceutuiy, this province .was nominally dependent on vho 
Afghan empire^ tjctween wdiich and Runjeet Sing relocated 
struggles took place for its posscssioru Alter the Soik 
rajiiii had been again and again foiled by the Afghan 
goveiuior, Moijaffer Khan, he at length succeeded, nn

more bv good fortune than skill, in gaining posses- 
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taat pvocefidiiig in the East. He went under British 
guarantee, effected some sort of fiettlemant, and returned 
in safety to Moultan ; Iut negotiations were being stilt 
canded cm, with tlie object chiefly of blinking tire rvliolc 
Seik kingdom under a uiiifo]'m mode of government. 
These it was believed lind, at length, been brouglit to a 
succbssfal issue. Siidar Khan Sing was appointed gover¬ 
nor, and Mr Vans Agnew, assistant to tlie British resident 
at Lahore, was deputed to proceed, along with Lieutenant 
Anderson, to install the new governor in his office, Ko 
opposition w'as anticipated, and they were attended appa¬ 
rently by a force fit for little more titan a guard of hon¬ 
our. The two British officers arrived at Mbultan early 
in April 1848, and received froiTi LaJla Moolny the for¬ 
mal resignation of his fortress, &c. On the following 
day, while inspecting the fortress, Air. Agnew was sud¬ 
denly assaulted by assaasins, and dangerously wounded. 
He -was rescufld by the new governor, and conveyed to a 
small fort outside the town. In the meartime, Lieu ten- 
ant Anderson had been attacked in like manner, when 
riding in company with Lalla Moolraj. and was borne to 
the same fort, severely wounded. There a fire was open- 
eel upon tliem from Moultan, and three days after the 
Aloultaneso troops moved out to attack the fort in wliich 
they lay. The wounded othcora resolved to hold out the 
fort in bojie of relief. They sent out ineBsengm to claim 
assistance from a neighbouring chief, of Bahawuipore, 
who retained his ailegiance tu the British. Had ibeir 
gandson been faithful, these officers might have been 
able to maintain the fort till effectual aid reached 
them ; but tiie Beik troops within joined the assailants 
without, and, flinging open the gates, both Lieutenant 
Anderson mid Mr. Agnew were assassinated wluloyaiuly 
defending themselves agaiiist a host of assailants. 

It WHS believed for a time, that this violent outbreak 
was entirely referrible to some tcintiorary and accidental 
niisunderfitftTiding with the Seik soldiery, and was nnron- 
uected witli any ot^^anizod plan of opposition to esta- 
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blislied mlp, 'Or to any deaigrned hostilities with tlie Bri- chap, xix 
tish.. Long expevieiict, however, frufhees to prov'e that 
the more reoent. acquisitions of our ];.fts:toni empire I’esein- 
ble in their most qiueseont state rather tlie alillness of a pcjioBof 
3 wwder magnmne tiian the calm of tlie unvexed aoa. A 
single s.jTark saffiees for the exidosjou, and it is scarcely 
poe^ihle to. cfttculate how iar its etfects may extend. 
Amiththeir most sanguine hopes tins wat not overlooked 
bj- tliosR at the head of aflkirs in India : but the scene of 
danger was remote : from means of defence or supply, : the 
^Varm season was at liand, when active, operations are. 
scarcely possible, and .rttmou-ra of tire instability of atfaii’S 
at Lahore, and of the equivocal fidelity of the Bajah 
Golaufa Sing, furnished grounds for the deepest appreheu- 
don. The confidence expressed by Viscoant Hardinge 
in the peace of the Buujnuh was based dtmbtlcsB to a con- 
siderablo extent o.ii the admirable military avrangemeuts 
made by him previous to his ileparturc. At Lahore 
those were rendered fully arauablo by the vigilance of the 
British officers in chaige. The troopa all along the fron¬ 
tier were com manded in hold themsel ves i ti readiness for 
immediate action. Officers absent on leave were ordered saopted. 
to join their troopa without delay, and e'.'ery precaution 
was taken to. guard against 6ur])viflc. The wisdom of 
such precautions soon became tqq>arent. The outljreak. 
at ?doultan was Ibllowed by the diacovery of a conspiracy 
of the ia<\at alarming character at Lahore, having for its 
object am massacre of all the British officers, the expuh stLaham 
sion of our whole trooijs from the Punjaiib, and a re vo¬ 
lution in the Seik. government. Attempts had been 
made, not without sumo slight success,^ to seduce the 
Bepovs from their .allegiance. On the discovery of this, 
tb-^Britlsh resident, Sir 13’rederick Cume, directed certain " dLuVI: 
native officora, whose fidelity could be relied upon, to Ml 
in with the ph.n 3 of the.conspirators, b;nvhich means the

found, had been tampered with, but only a small nnnffier 
of the men had yielded to the toniiitations by which they 
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%vt;re bssailetl. Thu'!oHT:)teil jjrcKiia, howev*, were disco¬ 
vered of perstthsj of the higiiest riink, being privy to the 
plot, by whom the fakeers had been employed to use 
theii’ indsenco over the Sepoys in seducing them from 
their lUlelitv. It was at the very timo that tlie Indian 
papern were filled with the accounts of this abortive con- 
spiracy at Tjahore, that tlie mail from EnglaTid reported 
the speech ofViscoutit Hnrdinge, in which he stated 
“lie had no, apprehonflion for the tranquillity of the Pun- 
jaub’’^ So impossible is it fojMhe most experienced 
statesnriati to anticipate the changes n-hicb. a few mouths 
may efiect on tlie state of our Ihistenv empire. 

The indomitable courage antt skill of a British ofiicer 
of youtli and inexperience, • suffiood at this critical, 
Juncf uro to do more for the aafety of the British enipiro 
than all the experierice and foresight of the oivihind mili¬ 
tary rulers of India. It eptcdily becaiiio apparent that 
the zeal of Dewan Ivlian Qhig, in the dofenco of the un¬ 
fortunate British officers deputed to nccomppuy him to 
his new govorrui'ient, was altogether assumed, and that 
he was in league with the conspij’ators in Lahore and 
olsewhcre, by whom a scheme had been matured fhr 
overpowering ,the British, and expelling theiti from the 
countij, la the neighbouihood of Ijahore, a G-ooroo, or 
priest, named'diaharay'Sing, had raised the standard of 
revolt, and speedily colh'icted a numerous foi-co of the 
disbanded Seiks, among whom he enjoyed a leputsLion 
for great sanctity. Bytiiis means the British" forces lu; 
LalicTe were prevented attempting any movement upon 
Moultan, and every successive mail brought new's of fi'esh 
dililculties or alann.s, tending still further to confound the 
sqiecnlatinns of the most experiented politicjano as to the 
extent, or probable issue, of this new revolution in the 
Pmiijaub. At this time Lieutenant ■Edwai'des was sta¬ 
tioned on the Indus with a force consisting only of one 
regiment of infantry and dlQO so war's, wdth two guns.

sU\igliter, their chief, Chatur Mull, heing killed, and an¬ 
other chief, liunga Mull, taken prisoner.’.’ 

Xieutonant Edwai-dea effected a junction with Golonel 
Cortlandfc’a forces, by which a body about 7000 men 
was placed under thoir joint command; With this force 
considerable success w^as achieved, and it was conMently 
anticipated for a time that these young officers, at the 
head of such a small and irregular force, were to bring 
the rebellioneunjmarily to tv close, and i-e-annex Moultan 
to the I-’unjaub, ere the British resident or the com- 
mander-m-chief could adopt any dehriite Tine of policy 
for the Bupprassiot! of this unexpected ovrtbreak. Tho 
press as usual were as severe in their criticisms on the 
tardy operations of the comTctandei'-in-chief, as they after¬ 
wards Were Oil his supposed rashnesis and indiscretion. 
The Friend of India” censured in the severest terms 
“the taore condnct of the chief anthoritieB,”;and pre¬ 
dicted that there would be no Moultan laurels but for 
IMwardes and GorUundt. None more worthy indeed 
could be echieved. The gallan t lieutenant, now advanced 
to the rank of a major, led the British troops' and their 
klHes under the very W'alls of Moultan, after twice defeat¬ 
ing' a force greatly fiiiperior to them in numbers. But 
the fortitications of Moultan were sucli as bad defiance to 
the efforts of an irregular force, witii no other artillery 
thnn a few light field-pieces. Major Edwardes at once 
perceived liia inability to make the ahghtest impression 
on the fortres.-, with the troops under his command, and 
he accordingly despatched a messenger to the British 
Toaident nt Lahore, for roinfoi'cements and lieavy artillery. 
Meanwhile the position of the British force in the neigh¬ 
bour! mod of Moultan was somewhat criticnl. The hold 
he had upon his natiire allies had owed much of its force 
to Tiis own tact and the success which liad hitherto at¬ 
tended his opmitions; and to the latter cause also may 
be ascribed the successive junction of Shere Sing end 
other Seik chiefs, at the head of about 10,000 tnen.‘ 



Such allies, howcTrci', weiv ti source of far more aj^pre- chat. 
liension than conMence to Major EdAvanie'fr. Many of 
the Sejks were known to be diHaffooted, -atid ii4 was obliged 
to watch their camp, situated about a mile from his owm, 
with scarcely less Jealousy than that of 3|Ioolra.j. His 
snspicionii of his Seik, allies proved only loo well founded, 

Their defection 'speedily turned tlie seal Si against him, uiiics. 
and he was obliged to take up ft new posit,'wn, at a much 
greater distance from the stronghold of Moulnlj, But 
though it was no longer to he hojted for that the gallantvj 
of this’ British officer would prove 3uffi>:itent. to counteract 
the deep-laid plots and machinations of, the Seiks, the 
cluick lie had given at so. critical a period was productive 
of the most important results. Much valuable time . was imiwrtdn; 
gained. The cautious c(eliheration.s of those at the head Lieuteii'niii 
■of affaire were earned on while-he held the enemy 
hay,-and by the tnne it benanie obvious that the most 
decisive, measures were iiidispeitsable, they were ..ready to 
forward tct lus aid a force capable of Coping with such 
difficulties. On the Slst Hecembcf ".l 848, General Wh^h 
at length ofteeted a ju.ticfc\on with Major Edw^ii des, 
noighlionrhood of MouHan, by which he found himself aii 
the head of an efficient force, amQunt.iug to 1 ?i,000 British .idvanci; et 
troops, and ,i7,00() allies, ant: u’ith .160 pieces of oidnanee, [h« 

nearly half of which were of th(?lai^esfc calibre. The 
result b^'ame no longer doubtful. / 'After one of the most 
obatlnate and gallant defences on the part of the enemy 
ever recorded in the annals of iridian wc.ifare, the city of 
Moultan was yielded to the Brit iah commander, and its 
citadel occupied !)y a British garrison, though not till the 
principal powder magaKlnc of the defenders, containing 
nearly a million pounds of powder,/ had been blown into 
thv! air, and their principal granary and 8t.ore.s had been 
burned.

stilUhe knowledge acquired of the eharacter mid mo¬ 
tives of the Seik revolutionists durhig the previous war, 
was such aa ehowed the necessity of constant waichful- 
ness and prepai'ation for wav, so long as British forcea 
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oeciTpied any portion of 15 & tenitory of the disciplee of 
GoTIIl'd. 

After the lapae of a considej'ahle period of painful sun- 
pern*, the Indian Mail of February brought to 

Kiigland confused rumoui's of u decisive battle having 
been fought, •which auct'eacivc publications of deml- 
ufficiai information tended only more effectually to clothe 
with doubt and appreheiisioa* During the intoi-val be¬ 
tween the arrival of the Buccecding mails in March, the 
moat painful anxiety prevaiktU Reports were circulated 
tliat the Briti sh forces had sustained a to t il defeat, 
the most extravagant rtnnours were believed, and a 
state of jfeveriBli ejtcitcmftnt prevailed, whioh retiuired fer 

more acceptable news than tlve most flattering narrative 
could convey of the doubtful victory gained by the British 
amis on tlie banks of the Jelum.. Our naixative of the 
sanguinary hattk of ChiUianw^ila,’* says the Indian Mail 
of March 5, 1B49, “ which, though termed a victoiy, 
might by a veiy partial historian he described as a 
deftat, must be compiled f/om the details fiirnisheff hy 
widtors on the spot to the various public journals, which 
are unanimous in their coudeiti.r*ation of the geneial. 
‘ N ot,, since the destruction of -tliu garrison of Oahul,’ sr.ys 
the Bombay Times, ‘ has bo heavy a catalogue of blunders 
and misfortunes been catriwl home from India as that 
which the prseent mail conveys; we have, for the firs^j 
time elnce 1342, to give partlculai's pf.the annihilation of 
half regiments, from the sheer mismanagement of the 
commanding officer.’ The Bonihay Telegntph believes 
‘"the opinion to bo almost universal, that the terrible 
elaugiitcr d-uring the cngagexneriL is attriiax table, in a 
groat measure, to the want of forethought, judgment, and 
tactical skill on the part of the cominauder,’ ” 

Loni Hardin ge- was no longer present to control the 
impetuous hawlibood of Lord Gough, and the public, 
however willing to overlook the rasheat daring when it is 
pncc€asfiil, o.Te little inclined to charity or even to reason, 
wEwva it leads t,o loas or to dffeat. Lord Gough hod been 
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CfiAP. XIX. cjtiiptslled, as id his former campaigiij to manoeuvre in- 
fightj_ from the want of an effective force aiifl 
sufficient supplies. On the 6tli of January, the British 
forces under his command ky encamped at daniki, with- 
PoiiiKjnof in a day’s march of the Beik army, under Shore Sing, 
which hatl taken up a formidahle position, at Moong, on 
the left bank of the Jehim. ' Lnrd (^ongh had at one 
titne intended to wait the fall of MoUltan before he 
attatsked the Sclks, bnt he found res,son to dread the 
unfavoumide effects which his inactivity was calc elated 
to exert on tlmt poHi on of the natives whose co-operation 
and neutrality depended solely on his Success,. while it 
affoi-ded Sheri) S'mg an oppovtanity of largely augment¬ 
ing hU army, Accofdinglj', on the 11th of iTanuary, the 
British , forces left their encampment at Janiki, and 
maj’ched in the direction of the Soik camp. Shere Sing’s 
forces were found to be intrentihad in a position of great 
natural stre'ogt.h, wliich they had still farther secured by 
Smldou works of farnndable extent. The : oommi>,rider-iii-cluof 
is affirmed to have hastily changed his plan of Opera- 
Lord goukIi, tions, and to have perilled the safety of the whole Britisli 
forctfS by ordering an aftack on the enemy’s camp about, 
two liours after noon, when it had been ]>revioiisly re¬ 
solved to defer all active' operations till tlie folloiving 
day. The ground was ■Impeded with jungle, which oon- 
fonnkiabic uo&Ied the Seik matchlock men, and afforded them an- 
^ik eainj?!immense advantage. The British forces were compelled 
to storm batteries at the bayonet’s point, most advanta¬ 
geously posted on steep heights, and still farther pro¬ 
tected by artificial works. Darkness put an end to the 
engagement, leaving the British in possession of the field 
sevure loss of of battle. But their loss had been terrible. Nearly an 
thj Rrstiih. officers were killed or wounded ; iJ269 troops, 

incduding nearly 1000 Europeans,'"were disaiiled, or left 
dead on the field, while whole troops had l.vjcn com¬ 
pelled to give way before tlio determined fi-out of the 
enemy, and the deadly -fire of their artillery. Such a 
questionable victoiy sufficed to overshadow the triumphs 
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at Mouhan, arid to mcrea^e the anxiety and apprehen- 
nion with which the overland mail was anticipated iu 
England. 

, Meanwhile the fell of Meiiltan had released a large 
body who w'ere pressing foiward to reinforce the army 
of hortl Qoiigh, while the total inaction of Shere Sing, 
I.roved that the bloody field of Ohdliaaiwallah had .para¬ 
lyzed tliQ movements of the Seitis even more than it had 
crippled the available resources a«ddampt;d the exulting 
anticipations of the TJiitish. 

Victory, however, had not deserted the British arms 
in India. Another interval,of feverish suspense elapsed, 
and then came the unofficial reports, followed after a 
ooroparatively brief interval by the despatches of the 
ootnmander~in-chie^ .mnouneiiig the triumph of Goo- 
jerat. The Soib army estimated at 60,000 men, wdth 
fiftv-nine pieces of artillery, and it ijowerful auxiliary, 
force of Afghan cavalry, had been completely routed. 
“ Their ranks broken} their position carried ; their guns, 
ammunition, camp-aqinipage, and baggage, captured} and 
their Hying masses driven before tire victorious pursucie 
from mid-day to dusk.” Fifty-three pieces of aitillery left 
in the hands of the victors, along with the camp, baggage, 
magaz’uea, and. a vast store ofammuniticna, abandoned by 
the flying Seiks, abundantly testified to the triumph which 
had at length dissipated the apprehensions of thouBands, 
who waited with anxious dread the anuounceinent of the 
first despatch that should nan-atw the proceedings subse¬ 
quent to.the dear-hougUt field of Ciiillianwallah. 

Tito victory of Gooysrat pwwed to be coniplete and de¬ 
cisive. Onco more the van of the BritiHii anny had 
maintnitied its ground on this remote border o. Biotish 
India until reinforcements could be brought up, and 
supplies forwarded to the i»int of attack, and then try¬ 
ing tlm strength of the opposing power on a well-louglit 
field, victory had unequivocally declared for the con¬ 
querors of the East. The fruits of tins battle were the 
entire sun-ender of the Se,^. arn1y, inclnding tneir com- 
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tnander, Eajah Sbere Sing, bis fiither, OKiittur Sing, liis 
brothojffi, ami iinsst nf the principal Seik sirdars and 
chiefs. Forfcy-one pieces of artiileiy,- the whole that re- 
Timined -ancaptiired by the Jlritish, were at the came 
time unconditionally sinrenc’lered, and the remains of the 
conc^iiered army, to the number of 16,000 Soik soldiers, 
laid do^tn their iirhis in the presence of the British 
troops. The principal scene of this act of surrender by 
the vanquished was a place tailed Hoorniuk, at one of 
the principal fords of the river, across which tlich 
l.roken lanke harl fled in-dismay before tho final chprge 
of Uie victora of Groojemt. At this spot the Seik soldi ei-a 
croased and delivered up their arms, passing through 'the 
lines of two native infantry regiments appoi«t<f*d for, this 
duty. Each of the Seiks received a i-npea to anhai,^ him 
on his return home, in addition to which they were per¬ 
mitted to retain their horses. 

In ths general o«ler of the gcnrei'no]>^euei'al, with 
which he accompanied the wolcomc despatches announc¬ 
ing the result of the campaign, ho adds : “But the w'ar 
is not yet concluded ; nor can there he any cessation of 
hostilities until Boat Mohammeil Itlian and the Afghan 
army .are either driven fircmi the prm'ince of Peshawur, 
or destroyed within it." The most detennined ineaames 
were accordingly adopted against the Seik allioa who still 
remained in arms. But the greatest apprehension of the 
victors vfiss that they should escape them by flight, there 
being little reason to apprehend that any A.fghan foine 
would alone withstand the British arms on the open 
field. On tho evening of the same day on which Majbr- 
geneml Sir Walter Oilbert Buperintended the disarming 
of Sbere Sing’s army, ho pushed on by forcC'i marches 
towards Attook, in hopes of overtaking the Afghans 
before tliey could succeed in crossing the .Indus. In 
this, howea*er, ho feiled. The Afghans were already 
across the great river, tmd the impatient genei^I pushing 
on with his staff, and accompanied only by a Hmail 
escort, beheld thoni from a neighbouring eminence 
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Imsily engaged in,tilie.deBtrnction of the bridge (,)t‘ boiit-s 
by whiok they had effected their timely posssage. :'Ihe 
eight of tiie BritiEJ.\ staff fiHerl the flying enemy with new 
apprel’iCmsiona, as they iind believed the Biitish to (w 
still tivn days* march behind. The ariSiery wasi speedily 
brought %o beiir npon themj and fifteen of tlie bc&t boats 
forming the bridge were secwred. By jneana of thin the 
British troojis w-ere passed aorosa the .IndnSj and negotia¬ 
tions wore entei'ed into with the h..by,ben'K!8 to obstruct 
the retreut of the Jliglians ihrough the thmded dehle of 
which tiiey were the guftrduns. But tiie Indxia was 
rifling. Its deep and rapid flood retarded the passage of 
the cavairy Md artilleiy indispensable for the imrsnit, 
wiiile fean m-ged on the retreat of the flyitig foe, who wore 
stmok with sneh panic at the sudden app>earanee of 
the British at the passage of tim fndna, that they ahan- 
flotied tlieir baggage in order to accelerate their flight. 
By this tneana, iDost Mohammed Ifhan succeeded in 
reacliing Bahia, on the western side of tire Khyber .Pase, 
and thereby escaping the vengeance lie had provokod by 
his junction with the rebellious Seiks. 

"With the flight of tlie hoyond tlio Khybat 

Pass the war was at an end ; but new aneaanres were 
requisite to gimKl against the renewal of 3imi,l&r out¬ 
breaks of'the restlfcVi and daring Kiialaa. Within the 
brief period that had elapsed kince the eiinunary recall of 
Lord Eilcuborougli, experience and necessity >iad ovei^ 
thi'owji every theory of British policy in India. One 
critic, in sumtniTig up the record of events of the jirevious 
year, at the time when erdy the first steps Inthenf^w 
war beyond the Sutledgo had ti*anspired, remnrka : “ A 
vear barren of events, although a tame and ucatr.rttotivo 
]*riod to readers of history, ia a prepitioua one to goml 
I'nlein, especially rulers of such a country as India. The

theirs - it is the vice, or ratlioT iv tmsfortuiie, ineepJttrablo 
from the circiimstanoe.^ of rule in India in rehi- 

tion to the native powerw^ which clothe it with progres- 
tiiVo (or, as some say, aggressive) attiibutos, that a station¬ 
ary policy is not only irreeoncileable with the flecnrity of 
Qiir Indian f:mpli 0 j but impmcticablo, and the intervals 
0? fluBpension of war and couquest are fuw and brief- 
Tire last thteo governors of India furnish exiunples 
whkh the next three may be competed to foilo^y* 

^^'Lorcl BlUuborough, 8ir Heniy Hardinge, and Lord 
Dalhousiej protHieded to India with vishuia of peace, of 
prosperous revonucfi. imd of the reaikation of bcnotolent 
sghmnes of social, benefit for tho people of India. Xho 
first w'iBy upon his arnval^ immersed hi the perils and 
perplexitii'Ts of the Cabul ontbreat and tho Mahrath* 
ca^ipaign, The second was most unwiilingly forced by 
aSeik invasion iutor war, first of defence and then of 
conquest, beyonct our frontiers. Xioi’d Balhoiisie, in like 
manneV; hm? been compelled to desert the seat of govern¬ 
ment, where bo avfiS buaied with plana of domestic im¬ 
provement, and to enter upon projects which, from the 
magnitude of the prepanitionSj appear to, embrace, thn 
couqueat of an exteneive territory;^ the cojt of wdiich will 
€xhauij|Jt3ie presoufi and pledge the fotim revouues of 
India, postponing every 8clH*raa of local and geneml ini- 
proYement kmd moral amelioration which demands an 
imtlay of money. Should our presage be correct, and the 
BritiBh oinpire bo extoTidod to the luduSj tliat ^forbtddon^ 
river, conveniently teniied the ^ historical boundary of 
India,’ will not be a final bmmdary any more than the 
‘Siitledgo has been; the expaa^yion of ,our line of frontiora, 
bringing m into contact with mw neighbours^ jealraiB of 
our greatness or alainued at, our pioximity, will involve 
MS ill fresh iiunn'da, and we shall be led onward, until, 
as J3aroii Hugel predicts, we reach Herat* TUh^ isthe 
condition of qiir existence as a riiliiig power in India.;

Seiks* When Eunjeet Sing was deswl, and lus wisdom 
no longer guided the cotmsels of the stHte, the sirdars 
and the Kbuilaa army, Without provocation and without 
cauEe, sitddcnly invaded the British territories. Their 
anny was again and again defeated. They were driven 
with slaugliter and iu shame fnmi the country they had 
invaded, and at the ^ates of Lahore tho Mahanyah Dha* 

loep Sing tendered to the gdvernoT^^^^ the submts- 

flion of himself and im chiefs, and solicited the''cb*.mcncy 
of the British goVeniinent, The governor-general ex-cj^^mtacy of 
tended the elemency 'of his government to the state of 
Lahore*; he geBcroimly Bparod the kingdom wdiich he had 
acquired a Just right to subvert; and, the maharajah 
having been replciced oh the throne, treaties of friendship 
were thrmed betw een the siAtes, The British have &ith 
fully kept tlieir word, and have scrupulously observed' 
every obligation which the treaties* inip^J^ed upon them* 

But the Beik people and their chiefs have, on their psvri, 
grossly and Mthlessly violated the ijronuse!! by Avhkh Siik^s. 
they vvefe bound. Of their annual tribute, no portion 
whatever h^vs at ai>y time been paid, and laige loans atl- 
vaoced to thetti by the govemTifient of India have never 
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i-epiiid. '.riie control of Aa Britisli govcrtinient, to 
vfMcli tkey volouteiily sulmiltfced thcmsolvos, haa teen 
rosisteci by arms. Peace has been cast aside. British 
officers have teen mordored when acting for the state; 
tithera engf^te^uthe like employment have tre&cherouajy 
boen thTflvm into captivity. Finally, the army of ine 
state and the whole Seik pev>ple, joined by many of the 
sirdars in the Pnnjanb who signed the treaties, and led 
Hy a merab^ of the r'egenpy itself, have risen in arins 
u^inst ns, and have vmged a tierce and bloody war for 
the proclaitned purpose of destroying the Britiah and 
thdr power- ’3P1 ig govemmeni t>f India foimerlT declared 
that it desired no tin-thev conquest, and it proved by its 
seta the tdneerity of its professions. The goveniment of 
India iias no desire for conquest now; bnt it is bound, 
in its duty, to provide fnUy for ite own eocuriry, and to 
guard the interests of those commi tted to its charge. To 
that end, and as t!ie only sure mode of protecting the 
state from the perpetual recurrence of unprovoked and 
wasting war’s, thegovernor-geueml is compelled to resolve 
„ upon tlm entire subjection of a people whom their own 
government has kiog been ■ unabie to controi, and wnom 
(iis events have now show'iij no ptnnshment can doter 
from violence, no acts of friendslup can oonaliate to peace. 
Whev^re the govenaor-geneml of India hiis detdared, 
and hereby proclaims, that the kingdom of the Punjaub 
is fit an end; and that all the terrifuries of Maluir&jah 
Bhuleep Sing are now and Iienceforth a portion of the 
.British empire in India.” 

The wonted justice of Biitlsli rule tempered the policy 
thus forced upon it. Thn maliarajah has treated 
*wlth due conaidemtion of his rank, the property of all 
wlio had not forfeited their righii by their own conduct, 
has been respected, and tlio utmost care has been taken 
to preEflivo to all the free exei'clse of their religion. 
What the final ro.sults of this new annexation to our 
Indian empire may prove to be, it is vain to speculate. 
Whether the Indus, “the historical boundary of India,"

The first campaign in the Pnnjaub waf' regawled by many, 
whose j-udgment wss woiiliy of confidence, as final; few 
peHmpfl will venture to j ' ronoiuics the Sfiine of the second, 
iKjtwithshvnding the appg;.i'eiil finaiity of its results. 

Such la. tlio history of the latest and perlir,ps the most 
critical struggle which Britain hue yet been (JonipoHed to 
engage in, in ©.rder-to maintain the integrity of her Indian 
empire, The dieastrouR struggles lii Afghanistan .are 
altogether insignificant, when compared rvith a war thus 
waged on teniif.. so nearly equal, and y at so hardly brought 
to a'driuoiphant cloiie. When we take into eonsidcration 
all the circurastaacKis of, the former campaign, wo'can 
readily acfioinit for them, The ml strength of the Af¬ 
ghans was shown in theii:'final retreat from the Punjaub. 
They are indeed foriaklablo in their native fiiskcuses; 
but this arises moi’t from tiie natural features of the 
country, then frpm the skill of their brave but undisci¬ 
plined bands, Even in their etrongbolJs and aiiiid their 
terrible jiatiscs, British arms, under proper and akiilful 
leaders, found no difficulty in coping with them, aod on 
a fair field they pi^>ved .how li^le apprelicnsion could be 
excited by tiiei’^,^ greatly outnumbering 

their ojipniients. * Eiifc the ^eika are altogmliei' difierent' 
Theii' bravery is fully equal to that of their opponents. 
Their skill and discipline is not greatly inferior, and it 
cam hardly be questione<i, that under Etiropean leaders, 
and with the same nnaniimfcy wdtich their ]>atriotic de^ 
yotion to the comnionwealth of Goyind inspired in their 
firet Conte;t with the British, the mercenai’iea of our 
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
